laid  it  out  in  1786. 
Abahtacook;  creek  in  Maine,  branch  of  the  ^latamiscontis  River.     An  Indian  word, 

meaning  "  a  stream  that  runs  parallel  with  a  big  river." 
Abajo;  mountains  in  Utah.     A  Spanish  word,  meaning  "low." 
Abanaka;  village  in  Van  Wert  County,  Ohio,  named  from  an  Indian  tribe.     The 

word  means  "the  east  land." 
Abaquage;  pond  near  the  source  of  Little  River,  Connecticut.     An  Indian  word, 

meaning  "flaggy  meadow." 
Abbeville;  county  and  town  in  same  county.  South  Carolina,  settled  and  named  by 

immigrants  from  France,  for  the  French  town  of  that  name. 
Abbot;  town  in  Piscataquis  County,  Maine,  named  for  Prof.  John  Abbot,  treasurer 

of  Bowdoin  College. 
Abbotsford;  village  in  St.  Clair  County,  Michigan,  named  from  the  home  of  Sir 

Walter  Scott. 
Abbott;  village  in  Arapahoe  County,  Colorado,  named  for  Albert  F.  Abbott,  who 

platted  it. 
Abbottstown;  town  in  Adams  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  John  Abbott,  who 

laid  it  out  in  1753. 
Aberdeen;  town  in  Moore  County,  North  Carolina,  city  in  Monroe  County,  Mis- 
sissippi, and  numerous  other  places,  named  from  the  city  in  Scotland. 
Abert;  lake  in  Oregon,  named  for  Col.  J.  J.  Abert,  of  the  topographical  enj^ineers, 

LTnited  States  Army. 
Abiatbar;  peak  in  Yellowstone  Park,  named  for  Charles  Abiathar  White,  of  the 

United  States  Geological  Survey. 
Abilene;  city  in  Dickinson  County,  Kansas,  and  village  in  Charlotte  County,  Vir- 
ginia, named  from  the  province  of  ancient  Syria.     The  word  means  "a  grassy 

plain." 
Abilene;  city  in  Taylor  County,  Texas,  named  from  the  city  in  Kansas. 
Abingdon;  city  in  Knox  County,  Illinois,  town  in  Washington  County,  Virginia, 

and  several  other  places,  named  from  a  borough  in  Berkshire,  England. 
Abington;  town  in  Plymouth  County,  Massachusetts,  and   several  other  places, 

named  from  a  parish  of  Caml)ridgeshire,  England. 
Ableman;  village  in  Sauk  County,  Wisconsin,  named  for  Col.  S.  V.  R.  Ableman, 

who  settled  there  in  1851. 
Abocadneticook;  creek   in  Maine,   branch  of  the  Penobscot  River.     An  Indian 

word,  meaning  "a  stream  narrowed  by  the  mountains." 
Aboljackarmegas;  creek  in  Maine,  branch  of  the  Penobscot  River,  at  the  foot  of 

Mount  Katahdin.     An  Indian  word,  meaning  "bare  or  bold." 
Abrigada;  hill  in  Waterbury,  Connecticut,  having  on  its  side  a  deep  cavern-like 

cliff  called  the  "Indian  House,"  whence  the  name,  which  is  an  Indian  word, 

meaning  "shelter  or  hiding  place." 
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Absaroka;  range  of  inountain.s  in  Wyoming,  named  from  the  native  name  of  the 
Crow  Indian.s.  Grinnell  says  the  word  refers  to  some  kind  of  a  bird,  possibly 
crows. 

Absecon;  1)ay  and  town  in  Atlantic  County,  New  Jersey.  The  name  is  derived 
from  the  Indian  words  wabis.se,  "swan,"  and  ong,  "a  place,"  and  was  given 
because  of  the  numbers  of  swans  which  resorted  there. 

Acabonack;  harbor  in  Long  Island.  An  Indian  word,  meaning  "root  place," 
applied  to  the  harbor  from  the  meadows  near,  where  the  Indians  found  roots 
wliich  they  prized. 

Acadia;  parish  in  Louisiana,  and  villages  in  Aroostook  County,  Maine,  and  Lee 
County,  Virginia,  named  from  the  original  name  of  Nova  Scotia.  Acadians 
emigrated  to  Louisiana  and  gave  the  name  to  the  parish.  The  word  is  the 
French  form  of  the  Indian  word  kadi,  meaning  "the  region,"  "the  land." 

Acampo;  village  in  San  Joaquin  County,  California.  A  Spanish  word,  meaning  "a 
portion  of  common  given  to  herds  for  pasture." 

Accomac;  county  and  village  in  same  county,  in  Virginia.  An  Indian  word,  the 
meaning  of  which  is  given  by  some  authorities  as  "on  the  other  side,"  by  others, 
"the  limit  of  the  woodland." 

Acequia;  village  in  Douglas  County,  Colorado.  A  Spanish  word,  meaning  "canal 
or  channel." 

Aceyedan;  creek  in  Iowa.  An  Indian  word,  meaning  "the  place  of  weeping." 
The  name  was  given  by  the  Indians  upon  the  occasion  of  the  death  of  some 
relatives. 

Achor;  village  in  Columbiana  County,  Ohio,  named  from  the  valley  of  the  Scrip- 
tures. 

Ackerman;  town  in  Choctaw  County,  Mississippi,  named  for  a  landowner. 

Ackley;  town  in  Hardin  County,  Iowa,  laid  out  in  1857  '^.V  J-  W.  Ackley. 

Acme;  village  in  Grand  Traverse  County,  Michigan.  A  Greek  word,  meaning  "a 
point." 

Acquackanonk;  township  in  Passaic  County,  New  Jersey.  An  Indian  word,  mean- 
ing "  where  gum  l;)locks  were  made,  or  procured,  for  pounding  corn." 

Acquehadongonock;  point  in  Maine.  Indian  word,  said  to  mean  "Smoked  Fish 
Toint." 

Acton;  town  in  York  County,  ]\Iaine,  named  from  Acton,  Massachusetts,  in  honor 
of  the  citizens  of  that  town,  originally  a  part  of  Concord,  who  took  part  in  the 
battle  of  Concord. 

Acton;  town  in  Middlesex  County,  jNIassachusetts,  named  from  the  town  in  Middle- 
sex County,  England. 

Acton;  town  in  Meeker  County,  Minnesota.  An  Indian  word,  meaning  "more 
tiian." 

Acush.net;  town  and  river  in  Bristol  County,  Massachusetts.  The  name  of  the 
Indian  village  which  stood  upon  the  spot  where  New  Bedford  now  stands. 

Acworth;  town  in  Sullivan  County,  New  Hampshire,  namedv  in  honor  of  Lord 
Acworth. 

Ada;  county  in  Idaho,  named  for  the  eldest  daughter  of  H.  C.  Riggs. 

Ada;  town  in  Kent  County,  Michigan,  named  for  the  daughter  of  Sidney  Smith. 

r  Adair;  counties  in  Iowa,  Kentucky,  and  Missouri; 

<  Adairville;  town  in  Logan  County,  Kentucky.     Named  for  Gen.  John  Adair,  gov- 

I         ernor  of  Kentucky. 

Adams;  counties  in  Iowa,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Mississippi,  and  Washington,  peak 
of  the  White  ^lountains  in  New  Hampshire,  mountain  in  Washington,  and  jioint 
at  the  mouth  of  the  Columbia  River  in  Oregon,  village  in  Herkimer  County  and 
town  in  Jefferson  County,  New  York,  named  for  President  John  Adams. 

Adams;  counties  in  Illinois,  Indiana,  and  Wisconsin,  named  for  President  John 
Quincy  Adams. 
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Adams;  town  in  Berkshire  County,  Massachusetts,  named  for  Samuel  Adams. 
Adams;  village  in  Gage  County,  Nebraska,  named  for  an  early  settler,  J.  O.  Adams. 
Adams;  town  in  Robertson  County,  Tennessee,  named  for  the  owner  of  the  town 

site,  Reulien  Adams. 
Adams,  J.  Q,. ;  peak  in  New  Hampshire,  named  for  President  John  Quincy  Adams. 
Adamsboro;  village  in  Cass  County,  Indiana,  named   for  George  E.  Adams,  its 

founder. 

IAdamsburg;  Ijorough  in  Westmoreland  County,  Pennsylvania; 
Adamstown;  borough  in  Lancaster  County,   T'ennsylvania.     Said   to  have  been 
named  for  President  John  Adams. 

Addison;  town  in  Steuben  County,  New  York,  county  and  town  in  Vermont,  town 
in  Washington  County,  Maine,  and  township  in  Somerset  County,  Pennsylvania, 
named  for  the  celebrated  English  writer,  Joseph  Addison. 

Addison;  town  in  Webster  County,  West  Virginia,  named  for  Addison  McLaugh- 
lin, a  prominent  lawyer. 

Adel;  town  in  Dallas  County,  Iowa.  So  named  froni  its  situation  on  a  dell  of  North 
Raccoon  River;  formerly  written  Adell. 

Adena;  town  in  Jefferson  County,  Ohio,  named  for  the  home  or  country  seat  of  the 
late  Governor  Worthington,  of  Oliio,  which  was  in  Ross  County.  The  word 
means  ' '  paradise. ' ' 

Adirondack;  mountains  in  New  York  and  village  in  Warren  County,  of  the  same 
State.  Indian  word  compounded  from  doran,  "  a  people  who  eat  bark,"  and 
dak,  "trees,"  with  the  French  particle  la  prefixed. 

Admiralty;  inlet  in  Washington  named  by  Vancouver,  the  English  explorer,  for 
incumbent  in  the  Admiralty. 

Adrian;  city  in  Lenawee  County,  INIichigan,  named  for  the  Roman  Emperor 
lla<lrian  or  Adrian. 

Advance;  village  in  Boone  C'ounty,  Indiana,  so  named  because  located  in  anticipa- 
tion of  the  Midland  Railroad. 

Afton;  town  in  Union  County,  Iowa,  laid  out  in  185-1:  and  named  by  Mrs.  Baker, 
wife  of  one  of  the  proprietors,  from  the  little  river  in  Scotland  immortalized  by 
Burns.     ]\Iany  other  places  bear  the  same  name. 

Ag-amenticus;  mountain  in  York  County,  Maine.  An  Indian  word  meaning  "on 
the  other  side  of  the  river." 

Agassiz;  mountains  in  New  Hampshire  and  Arizona,  named  for  Prof.  Louis  Agassiz. 

Agate;  bay  in  Lake  Superior,  Michigan,  and  creek  in  Yellowstone  Park,  so  named 
from  the  agates  found  in  them. 

Agawam;  river  and  town  of  Hampden  County,  Massachusetts.  An  Indian  word 
meaning  "lowland,  marsh,  or  meadow." 

Agency;  town  in  Wapello  County,  Iowa,  and  village  in  Buchanan  County,  Mis- 
souri, named  so  because  formerly  Indian  agencies. 

Agua  Caliente;  villages  in  ]\Iaricopa  County,  Arizona,  and  Sonoma  County,  Cali- 
fornia, so  named  from  warm  springs  in  the  vicinity.  A  Spanish  name  meaning 
"  hot  water." 

Agua  Dulce;  creek  in  Texas.     A  Spanish  name  meaning  "sweet  water." 

Agua  Fria;  valley  in  Yavapai  County,  Arizona.  A  Spanish  name,  meaning  "cold 
water. ' ' 

Agua  Fria;  peak  and  village  in  New  Mexico.    A  Spanish  name  meaning  "cold  water." 

Ah.iki;  eastern  tributary  of  the  Chattahoochee  River,  Georgia.  An  Indian  word, 
ahi-iki,  meaning  "sweet  potato  mother." 

Aiken;  county  and  town  in  South  Carolina,  named  for  William  Aiken,  governor  of 
the  State  in  1844-1846. 

Aikin;  landing  and  swamp  in  Chesterfield  County,  N'irginia,  named  for  the  late 
owner,  Albert  Aikin. 
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Ainsworth;  town  in  Washington  County,  Iowa,  named  for  D.  H.  Ainsworth,  civil 
engineer. 

Ainsworth;  station  on  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  in  Franklin  County,  Washing- 
ton, named  for  J.  C.  Ainsworth,  a  prominent  western  railroad  man. 

Aitkin;  county  and  village  in  Minnesota,  named  for  Samuel  Aiken  or  Aitken,  an 
old  trapper  and  fur  dealer. 

Akron;  village  in  Erie  County,  New  York,  named  from  the  city  in  Ohio. 

Akron;  city  in  Summit  County,  Ohio,  which  occupies  the  highest  ground  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  State,  and  several  other  places  named  for  the  same  reason. 
A  Greek  word  meaning  "the  summit  or  peak." 

Alabama;  State  of  the  Union  and  a  river  of  that  State,  named  from  an  Indian  tribe. 
There  are  several  explanations  of  the  meaning  of  the  word.  Gatchet  gives 
"  burnt  clearing. "  Others  say  it  means  "here  we  rest."  Haines,  in  his  Amer- 
ican Indian,  gives  "thicket  clearers." 

Alabaster;  mount  in  Arkansas  which  has  an  eminence  composed  of  alabaster. 

Alabaster;  post-office  in  Iosco  County,  Michigan,  so  named  from  its  quarry  of  gyp- 
sum and  manufactory  of  calcined  j^laster. 

Alachua;  county  and  town  in  Florida.  An  Indian  word,  the  meaning  of  which  is 
variously  interpreted  as  Alachua  savanna,  "grassy,  marshy  plain,"  referring  to 
a  feature  of  this  description  in  the  county  north  of  Lake  Orange;  or  "jilace 
where  water  goes  down,"  the  "big  jug." 

Alamance;  county  and  creek  in  North  Carolina.  The  word  is  said  to  have  been 
given  by  Germans,  from  Allamanca,  who  settled  in  the  valley  of  the  creek,  which 
received  the  name  first.     Some  authorities  say  it  is  of  Indian  origin. 

Alameda;  county  and  city  in  California,  town  in  Bernalillo  County,  New  Mexico, 
and  post-office  in  Clarke  County,  Alabama,  named  from  the  cottonwood  trees 
growing  in  the  vicinity.     A  Spanish  word  meaning  "grove  of  poplar  trees." 

Alamo;  post-office  in  Contra  Costa  County,  California,  and  many  other  places  named 
from  the  old  fort  in  Texas,  which  was  so  called  from  a  grove  of  cottonwood 
trees.     A  Spanish  word  meaning  "poplar  or  cottonwood." 

Alamog-ordo;  city  in  Otero  County,  New  Mexico.  A  Spanish  word  meaning  "large 
poplar  or  cottonwood." 

Alamoosook;  pond  in  Hancock  County,  Maine,  near  Orland.  An  Indian  word 
meaning  "great  dog  place." 

Alamosa;  town  of  Conejos  County  and  stream  in  Colorado.  The  stream  was  named 
by  the  early  Spanish  exjilorers,  the  town  taking  its  name  from  the  stream.  A 
Spanish  word  meaning  "shaded  with  elms,"  though  cottonwood  is  the  actual 
growth. 

Alaqua;  river  and  town  of  Walton  County,  Florida.  An  Indian  word  meaning 
"sweet  gum." 

Alaska;  Territory  of  the  United  States.  An  Indian  word  meaning  "great  country," 
"continent,"  or  "great  land." 

Albany;  county  and  city  in  New  York,  named  for  the  Duke  of  "York,  whose  Scotch 
title  was  "Duke  of  Albany,"  afterwards  James  II  of  England.  Many  places 
named  from  the  city. 

Albemarle;  county  in  Virginia,  sound  in  North  Carolina,  and  town  in  Stanly  County, 
North  Carohna,  named  for  Gen.  George  Monk,  Earl  of  Albemarle,  one  of  the 
original  proprietors. 

Alberhill;  railroad  station  and  coal  mine  in  Riverside  County,  California,  named 
for  the  two  owners  of  the  mine,  Messrs.  Albers  and  lldl. 

Albert  Lea;  city  in  Freeborn  County,  Minnesota,  between  two  lakes,  from  one  of 
which  it  derives  its  name.  The  lake  was  named  for  Lieut.  Albert  M.  Lea,  who 
explored  the  "  Blackhawk  purchase"  and  published  an  account  of  his  explora- 
tions in  1836. 
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Albertville;  town  in  Marshall  County,  Alabama,  named  for  the  first  settler. 
Albina;  village,  now  a  part  of  Portland,  Oregon,  named  for  the  wife  of  Judge  Page, 

of  Portland. 
Albion;  town  in  Kennebec  County,  Maine,  and  many  other  places  named  from  the 

ancient  name  of  England. 
Albuquerque;  city  in  Bernalillo  County,  New  Mexico,  named  for  the  Spanish  Duke 

of  Albuquerque,  who  visited  this  sjiot  in  1703-1710. 
Alburg;  town  in  Grand  Isle  County,  Vermont,  named  for  Gen.  Ira  Allen,  one  of 

the  original  grantees. 
Alcatraz;  island  and  post-office  in  San   Francisco  County,  California.     A  Spanish 

word,  meaning  "pelican." 
Alcona;  county  and  post-office  in  Michigan.     Indian  word,  meaning  "unknown." 
Alcorn;  county  in  Mississippi,  named  for  James  L.  Alcorn,  governor  of  the  State  in 

1870-71. 
Alden;  town  in  Hardin  County,  Iowa,  named  for  Henry  Alden,  who  settled  there 

in  1854. 
Alden;  town  in  Erie  County,  New  York,  named  by  one  of  its  citizens  for  his  wife's 

mother. 
Alderson;  town  in  Monroe  County,  West  Virginia,  named  for  Rev.  John  Alderson, 

pioneer  settler. 
Aleutian;  islands  in  the  Pacific  Ccean.     A  derivation  of  the  Russian  word  aleaut, 

meaning  "bald  rock." 
Alexander;  county  in  Illinois,  named  for  Dr.  William  M.  Alexander,  a  pioneer. 
Alexander;  village  in  Genesee  County,  New  York,   named  for  Alexander  Rea, 

first  settler  and  State  senator. 
Alexander;  county  in  North  Carolina,  named  for  several  prominent  citizens:  Wil- 
liam J.  Alexander,   State  solicitor;  Gov.    Nathaniel  Alexander,  and  J.  McNitt 

Alexander,  secretary  of  the  Mecklenburg  Congress. 
Alexander  Lake;  lake  in  Connecticut,  named  for  Nell  Alexander,  who  was  owner 

of  a  large  tract  in  the  town  of  Killingly,  Connecticut. 
Alexandria;  village  in  Thayer  County,  Nebraska,  named  for  S.  J.  Alexander,  sec- 
retary of  state. 
Alexandria;  town  in  Jefferson  County,  New  York;  named  for  Alexander  Le  Ray, 

son  of  J.  I).  Le  Ray,  who  fell  in  a  duel  in  183(5. 
Alexandria;  county  and  city  in  Virginia,  named  for  a  prominent  family  of  early 

settlers,  of  which  Dr.  Archibald  Alexander  was  a  distinguished  member. 
Alexandria  Bay;  bay  and  village  in  Jefferson  County,  New  York;  named  for  Alex- 
ander Le  Ray. 
Alford;  town  in  Berkshire  County,  Massachusetts,  named  for  Hon.  John  Alford,  of 

Charlestowu. 
Alfordsville ;  village  in  Daviess  County,  Indiana,  named  for  James  Alford,  who 

built  the  first  house. 
Alfred;  town  in  York  County,  Maine,  named  for  King  Alfred  of  England. 
Alg-ansee;  townshij)  and  post-office  in  Branch  County,  Michigan;   Indian  word, 

meaning  "the  lake  prairie,  or  the  prairie  resembling  a  lake." 
Alger;  county  in  Michigan  and  village  in  Hardin  County,  Ohio,  named  for  Hon. 

Russell  A.  Alger,  Secretary  of  War  during  McKinley's  administration.

Algona;  city  in  Kossuth  County,  Iowa,  and  post-office  in  Jefferson  County,  New 

York.     Indian  word,  meauing  probably  the  same  as  "  Algoma,"    "Algonquin 

waters."     It  is  said  to  be  the  Indian  name  for  Lake  Superior. 
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Algonac;  village  in  8t.  Clair  County,  Michigan.     Indian  word,  by  some  said  to  mean 

"pertaining  to  the  Algonquin  language;"  by  others  it  is  thought  to  be  com- 
pounded for  "Algonquin  "  and  "  auke,"  meaning  "  land  of  the  Algous." 
Algonquin;  village  in  McHenry  County,  Illinois,  post-offices  in  Franklin  County, 

New  York,  and  Can-oil  County,  Ohio,  named  from  the  Indian  tribe.     The  word 

means  "  people  living  on  the  other  side  of  the  stream." 
Alhambra;  village  in  Madison  County,  Illinois,  jjost-office  in  Los  Angeles  County, 

California,  and  many  other  places  named  for  the  palace  in  Spain. 
Aliquippa;  ])orough  in  Beaver  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  an  Indian  chief. 
Alkali;  creek  in  Montana,  so  named  from  the  alkaline  quality  of  the  water. 
Allagash;  principal  branch  of  St.  Johns  River,  Maine,  plantation  and  post-office  in 

Aroostook  County,  Maine.     An  Indian  word  meaning  "  bark  cabin  lake."    The 

Indians  had  a  hunting  camp  near  the  headwaters  of  the  river,  hence  the  name. 
Allamakee;  county  in  Iowa.     The  Iowa  Historical  Society  says  it  was  named  for 

Allen  Makee,  an  Indian  trader.     Haines's  "  American  Indian  "  gives  allamakee, 

Algonquin  Indian,  meaning  "thunder." 
Allegan;  county  and  village  in  Michigan,  named  from  an  Indian  tribe.     Haines 

says  that  this  was  the  oldest  tribe  in  the  United  States,  and  gives  the  derivation 

from  sagiegan,  "  a  lake." 
Allegany;  counties  in  Maryland  and  New  York,  and  town  in  Cattaraugus  County, 

of  the  latter  State;  post-office  in  Coos  County,  Oregon; 
Alleghany;  counties  in  North  Carolina  and  Virginia; 

Allegheny;  county,  city,  and  river  in  Pennsylvania,  and  mountains  in  eastern  United 

States.     An  Indian  word  variously  spelled,  the  origin  of  which  is  in  dispute. 

The  most  generally  accepted  derivation  is  from  "welhikhanna,"  "the  best,  or 

the  fairest  river." 

Allemands;  town  in  St.   Charles  Parish,  Louisiana,  situated  on  Bayou  des  AUe- 

mands,  "  bayou  of  the  Germans." 
Allen;  county  in  Indiana,  named  for  Col.  William  Allen,  of  Kentucky. 
Allen;  county  in  Kansas,  named  for  William  Allen,  United  States  Senator  from 

Ohio,  1837-1849. 
Allen;  counties  in  Kentucky  and  Ohio,  named  for  Col.  John  Allen,  who  fell  at  the 

battle  of  Raisin  River,  in  the  war  of  1812. 
Allendale;  town  in  Barnwell  County,  South  Carolina,  named  for  the  Allen  family, 

prominent  in  that  district. 
Allenhill;  post-office  in  Ontario  County,  New  York,  named  for  Nathaniel  Allen, 

one  of  the  first  settlers. 
Allenstown;  town  in  Merrimack  County,  New  Hampshire,  named  for  Samuel  Allen, 

to  whose  children  the  grant  was  made  in  1722.     He  died  while  engaged  in  a 

lawsuit  over  the  governorship. 
AUentown;  city  in   Lehigh  County,   Pennsylvania,  and   borough   in   Monmouth 

County,  New  Jersey,  named  for  Williaui  Allen,  of  Pennsylvania,  at  one  time 

chief  justice  of  the  province.  >. 

Alliance;  town  in  Stark  County,  Ohio,  because  it  was  thought  that  two  systems  of 

railroads  would  form  an  alliance. 
Alligator;  river  and  swamp  in  North  Carolina,  so  called  from  the  number  of  alli- 
gators found  there. 
Alloway;  township  and  creek  in  New  Jersey,  named  for  an  Indian  chief  who 

resided  upon  it. 
Allum;  pond  in  Connecticut,  named  for  a  Quinebaug  captain,  called  by  the  Pequot 

Indians  "the  fox."     The  Indian  word  allum  meaus  "  fox,  or  foxpond." 
Alma;  town  in  Park  County,  Colorado,  named  by  Mr.  James,  a  merchant,  for  his 

wife. 
Alma;  city  in  'Wabaunsee  Couuty,  Kansas,  uamed  by  Germans  who  settled  it,  from 

the  city  and  battle  of  Alma,  Germany. 
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Alma;  city  in  Harlan  County,  Nebraska,  named  for  the  daughter  of  one  of  the  first 
settlers. 

Almaden;  township  in  Santa  Clara  County,  California,  containing  mines  of  mercury. 
These  mines  are  named  after  the  quicksilver  mines  in  Spain. 

Almont;  village  in  Laj)eer  County,  Michigan,  named  for  the  Mexican  general, 
Almonte. 

Alpena;  county  and  city  in  Michigan,  and  village  in  Jerauld  County,  South  Dakota. 
An  Indian  word,  derived  from  penaise,  "a  bird." 

Alpine;  county  in  California,  so  named  because  of  its  mountainous  surface,  lieing 
traversed  by  the  Sierra  Nevada.  Many  places  in  the  United  States  l)ear  this 
name  in  reference  to  their  elevation. 

Alta;  town  in  Buena  Yista  County,  Iowa,  situated  upon  the  highest  point  between 
the  Mississippi  and  Missouri  rivers.  A  Latin  word,  meaning  "high."  Many 
other  places  bear  this  name  in  reference  to  their  elevation. 

[Altamaha;  river  and  post-office  in  Tattnall  County,  Georgia; 

]  Altamahaw;  post-office  in  Alamance  County,  North  Carolina.     An  Indian  word, 

*■        meaning  "place  of  the  village." 

Altamont;  town  in  Effingham  County,  Illinois,  situated  on  the  highest  point  l)etween 
St.  Louis  and  Terre  Haute. 

Altamont;  post-office  in  Garrett  County,  ^Maryland,  on  the  extreme  summit  of  tlie 
AUeghenies.  A  Spanish  word  meaning  "  high  mountains."  Many  cither  places 
bear  the  same  name. 

Alta  Vista;  village  in  Wabaunsee  County,  Kansas,  so  named  by  Rock  Island  Rail- 
road officials  because  that  road  crosses  the  watershed  between  the  Kansas  and 
Neosho  rivers  at  this  point. 

Alton;  village  in  Humboldt  County,  California,  named  from  the  city  in  Illinois. 
Many  other  places  are  named  from  the  same. 

Alton;  city  in  Madison  County,  Illinois,  named  by  Rufus  Easton,  the  founder,  for 
his  son. 

Alton;  town  in  Belknap  County,  New  Hampshire,  named  from  a  place  in  England. 

Altoona;  city  in  Wilson  County,  Kansas,  named  from  the  city  in  Pennsylvania. 

Altoona;  city  in  Blair  County,  Pennsylvania,  so  named  because  of  its  high  situation 
in  the  Allegheny  Mountains,  and  town  in  Polk  County,  Iowa,  situated  on  the 
highest  point  between  the  Des  Moines  and  .Mississippi  rivers.  A  derivative  of 
the  Latin  word  altus,  "high." 

Alturas;  town  in  Modoc  County,  California,  so  named  from  its  mountains.  A  Span- 
ish word,  meaning  "summits  of  mountains." 

Alum;  creek  in  Yellowstone  Park.  Characteristic,  as  the  water  is  a  strong  solution 
of  alum. 

Alvarado;  town  in  Alameda  County,  California,  named  for  Juan  B.  Alvarado, 
]\Iexican  governor  of  California. 

Alvord;  lake  in  Oregon,  named  for  Gen.  Benjamin  Franklin  Alvord,  who  was  sta- 
tioned there  at  one  time. 

Amador;  county,  town,  and  valley  in  California,  named  for  Jose  M.  Amador,  for- 
merly manager  of  the  property  of  the  mission  of  San  Jose. 

Amakalli,  tributary  of  Flint  River,  Mississippi.  An  Indian  word,  meaning  "tum- 
bling water." 

Amalthea;  village  in  Franklin  County,  Ohio,  named  for  the  nurse  of  Jupiter. 

Amargosa;  river  in  California.     A  Spanish  word,  meaning  "  bitter  water." 

Ambajeejus;  lake,  and  falls  in  the  Penobscot  River,  Maine.'  An  Indian  word, 
referring  to  the  two  large,  round  rocks  in  the  lake,  one  on  top  of  the  other. 

Ambajemackomas;  fall  in  the  Penobscot  River,  Maine.     An  Indian  word,  meaning 

"little  cross  pond." 
Ambler;  borough  in  Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  the  Ambler 
family,  of  which  Joseph  Amlilcr,  w  ho  !-ettled  there  in  172P),  was  a  member. 
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Amboy;  towns  in  Lee  County,  Illinois,  and  Miami  County,  Indiana,  and  many 
other  places.     Indian  word,  meaning  "  hollow  inside,  like  a  bowl." 

Amelia;  county  and  town  in  Virginia,  named  for  the  Princess  Amelia,  youngest 
daughter  of  George  II  of  England. 

Amenia;  town  in  Dutchess  County,  New  York,  named  by  an  early  scholar  of  the 
State,  who  also  named  the  State  of  Vermont.  A  Latin  word,  meaning  ' '  pleasant, 
delightful,  lovely." 

America;  the  Western  Hemisphere,  named  for  Amerigo  Vespucci,  sometimes  spelled  ' 
Americus  Vespucius,  who  touched  the  South  American  coast  somewhere  near 
Surinam  in  1499.     The  name  was  first  used  in  1509,  and  first  appeared  on  a  map 
made  in  Frankfort,  Germany,  in  1520. 

American;  river  in  California,  so  called  by  the  Spanish,  Rio  de  los  Americanos, 
because  most  of  the  Americans  entering  California  at  the  time  the  Spaniards 
ruled  there,  came  down  that  river. 

Ames;  city  in  Story  County,  Iowa,  named  for  Oakes  Ames. 

Ames;  post-ofRce  in  Montgomery  County,  New  York,  named  for  Fisher  Ames. 

Amesbury;  town  in  Essex  County,  Massachusetts,  named  from  an  English  town. 

Amethyst;  mountain  in  Yellowstone  Park,  so  named  by  United  States  Geological 
Survey,  from  the  crystalline  amethysts  formerly  abundant  on  its  broad  summit. 

Amethyst;  creek  in  Yellowstone  Park,  so  named  by  the  United  States  Geological 
Survey  because  it  flows  from  Amethyst  Mountain. 

Amherst;  town  in  Hancock  County,  Maine,  named  from  the  town  in  New  Hamp- 
shire. 

Amherst;  county  in  Virginia,  and  towns  in  Hillsboro  County,  New  Hampshire,  and 
Hampshire  County,  Massachusetts,  named  for  Lord  Jeffrey  Amherst. 

Amicalola;  town  in  Dawson  County,  Georgia.  An  Indian  word,  meaning  "tum- 
bling or  rolling  water." 

Amite;  town  in  Tangipahoa  Parish,  Louisiana,  named  from  a  neighboring  stream. 

Amite;  county  and  river  in  Mississippi.  The  French  named  the  river  in  commem- 
oration of  the  friendly  manner  in  which  they  were  received  by  the  Indians. 

Amity;  town  in  Yamhill  County,  Oregon,  so  named  as  a  result  of  the  settlement  of 
a  neighborhood  contention  regarding  the  location  of  a  schoolhouse  in  1849.  The 
schoolhouse  was  named  first  and  the  town  took  its  name  from  the  former. 

Ammonoosuc;  river  in  New  Hampshire.  An  Indian  word,  interpreted  by  some  to 
mean  "stony  iish  jjlace;"  by  others,  "fish  story  river." 

Amo;  towns  in  Hendricks  County,  Indiana,  El  Paso  County,  Colorado,  and  Cotton- 
wood County,  Minnesota.     An  Indian  word,  meaning  "bee." 

Amphitheater;  creek  in  Yellowstone  Park,  named  by  the  United  States  Geological 
Survey,  from  the  form  of  a  valley  near  its  mouth. 

Amsterdam;  city  in  Montgomery  County,  New  York,  named  by  Emanuel  E. 
De  Graff,  a  Hollander  and  early  settler,  from  the  city  in  Holland.  Several  places 
in  the  United  States  are  named  from  the  city  in  New  York. 

Anacostia;  village  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  named  from  an  Indian  tribe  called 
Nacostines.  « 

Anam.osa;  city  in  Jones  County,  Iowa.  Some  authorities  say  it  was  named  for  the 
daughter  of  Nasinus,  an  Indian  chief.  Haines  gives  the  meaning  "you  walk 
fromme."    Another  theory  derives  it  from  anamoosh,  "dog,"  or  "species  of  fox." 

Anastasia;  island  off  the  coast  of  Florida,  named  by  the  early  Spanish  explorers, 
St.  Anastasia,  for  one  of  the  numerous  saints  in  the  Catholic  Church. 

Ancona;  town  in  Livingston  County,  Illinois,  named  from  the  city  in  Italy. 

Andalusia;  town  in  Covington  County,  Alabama;  village  in  Rock  Island  County, 
Illinois,  and  post-offices  in  Bucks  C-ounty,  Pennsylvania,  and  Randolph  County, 
Georgia,  named  from  the  ancient  name  of  a  province  in  Spain. 

Anderson;  city  in  Madison  County,  Indiana,  named  for  the  English  name  of  a 
Delaware  chief. 
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Anderson;  county  in  Kansas,  named  for  Joseph  C.  Anderson,  member  of  the  first 

Territorial  legislature  of  Kansas. 
Anderson;  county  in  Kentucky,  named  for  Richard  C  Anderson,  a  former  member 

of  Congress. 
Anderson;  county  and  city  in  South  Carolina,  named  for  Col.  Robert  Anderson, 

Revohitionary  soldier. 
Anderson;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  Kenneth  L.  iinderson,  vice-president  of  the 

Republic  of  Texas. 
Anderson;  island  in  Puget  Sound,  Washington,  named  for  the  surgeon  of  the  ship 

Ri'soli(tio)i,  who  died  just  before  its  discovery. 
Andersonburg-;  village  in  Perry  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  the  original  owner. 
Andersonville ;  village  in  Sumter  County,  Georgia,  named  for  the  original  proprietor. 
Andes;  town  in  Delaw^are  County,  New  York,  named  from  the  mountains  of  South 

America,  because  of  its  mountainous  character. 
Andover;  towns  in  Essex  County,  Massachusetts,  and  Windsor  C'Ounty,  A'^ermont, 

named  from  the  town  in  England. 
Andrew;  county  in  Missouri,  named  for  Andrew  S.  Hughes,  of  Clay  County,  who 

first  ]>ublicly  proposed  the  "  Platte  purchase." 
Andrews;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  the  only  man  killed  in  a  two  days'  skirmish 

with  the  Mexicans  near  San  Antonio,  in  1835. 
Androscoggin;  river  in  Maine  and  New  Hampshire,  and  county  in  Maine.     An 

Indian  word  first  given  to  the  river,  from  the  tribe  Amasaguiiticook,  that  for- 
merly lived  on  its  banks.     The  authorities  give  the  meaning  "a  fishing  place  for 

alewives,"  or  "fish  spearing." 
Angel;  island  in  San  Francisco  Bay,  California,  named  for  a  j^iioneer  miner. 
Angelica;  town  in  Allegany  County,  New  York,  named  for  Mrs.  Angelica  C^hurch, 

daughter  of  Gen.  Philip  Schuyler. 
Angel  Island;  post-office  in  Marin  County,  California,  named  from  the  island  on 

which  it  is  situated. 
Angels;  town  in  Calaveras  County,  California,  named  for  Henry  Angel,  who  dis- 
covered gold  in  that  vicinity  in  1848. 
Anglesea;  borough  in  Cape  May  County,  New  Jersey,  named  from  the  town  in  Wales. 
Aniwa;  village  in  Shawano  County,  Wisconsin.     Coiruption  of  an  Indian  word, 

aniwi,  meaning  "those,"  a  Chippewa  prefix  signifying  superiority. 
Ann;  cape,  eastern  extremity  of  Essex  County,  Massachusetts,  named  for  Queen 

Anne,  wife  of  James  I  of  England. 
Anna;  city  in  Union  County,  Illinois,  named  for  Mrs.  Anna  Davis,  wife  of  the  owner 

of  the  land. 
Annapolis;  city  in  Anne  Arundel  County,  Maryland,  named  in  honor  of  (^ueen 

Anne,  wife  of  James  1  of  England. 
Ann  Arbor;  city  in  Washtenaw  County,  Michigan.     The  first  part  of  the  name  was 

given  in  honor  of  the  wives  of  the  two  early  settlers,  Allen  and  Rumsey;  the 

latter  part  refers  to  the  grovelike  ajipearance  of  the  site. 
Annawan;  town  in   Henry   County,  Illinois,  named  from  the  Indian;  probably 

from  a  wan,  "fog." 
Anne  Arundel;  county  in  Maryland,  named  in  honor  of  Lady  Anne  Arundel,  wife 

of  Cecilius  Calvert,  second  Lord  Baltimore. 
Annisquam;  lake,  bay,  and  river  in  New  Hampshire,  and  village  in  Essex  County, 

Massachusetts.     Indian  word,  meaning  "rock  summit,"  or  "j)oint  of  rock." 
Annsville;  town  in  Oneida  County,  New  York,  named  for  the  wife  of  J.  W.  Bloom- 
field,  first  settler. 
Anoka;  county  and  city  in  Minnesota,  and  villages  in  Cass  County,  Indiana,  and 

Broome  County,  New  York.     An  Indian  word,  meaning  "on  both  sides." 
Anson;  county  in  North  Carolina,  named  for  Admiral  Anson,  British  navy,  who 

purchased  land  in  the  State. 
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Anson;  town  in  Jones  Connty,  Texas,  named  for  Anson  Jones,  first  president  of  the 
Texas  Reiniblic. 

Ansonia;  city  in  New  Haven  County,  Connecticut,  named  for  Anson  G.  Phelps, 
senior  partner  of  the  firm  of  Phelps,  Dodge  &  Co.,  which  established  the  place. 

Ansonville;  town  in  Anson  County,  North  Carolina,  named  for  Admiral  Anson  of 
the  British  navy,  who  built  the  town. 

Ansted;  town  in  Fayette  County,  West  Virginia,  named  for  Professor  Ansted,  the  Eng- 
lish geologist,  who  rei^orted  on  a  tract  of  coal  land  there  and  had  an  interest  in  it. 

Antelope;  county  in  Nebraska,  named  at  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Leander  Gerrard,  in 
commemoration  of  the  killing  and  eating  of  an  antelope  during  the  pursuit  of 
some  Indians.  There  are  many  places  in  various  parts  of  the  country  which 
bear  this  name,  generally  in  reference  to  the  former  presence  of  that  animal. 

Antero;  mount  in  the  Sawatch  Range,  Colorado,  named  for  a  prominent  Ute  Indian. 

Anthony;  city  in  Harper  County,  Kansas,  named  for  Governor  George  T.  Anthony. 

Anthony's  Nose;  promontory  on  the  Hudson  River,  New  York,  said  by  Irving  to 
have  been  named  so  in  reference  to  Anthony  Van  Corl ear's  nose;  Lossing  says, 
"Anthony  de  Hooges,  secretary  of  Rensselaerwick,  had  an  enormous  nose,  and 
the  promontory  was  named  in  honor  of  that  feature. ' ' 

Antioch;  town  in  Contra  Costa  County,  California,  village  in  Lake  County,  Illinois, 
as  well  as  many  other  places,  named  from  the  city  in  Syria. 

Antrim;  county  in  Michigan,  and  town  in  Guernsey  County,  Ohio,  named  by  early 
Irish  settlers  from  the  town  in  Ireland.  Many  other  places  are  named  from  the 
same. 

Antwerp;  town  in  Jefferson  County,  New  York,  built  by  a  company  which  was 
formed  in  Holland,  who  named  the  new  place  from  the  city  in  Belgium.  Vil- 
lage in  Paulding  Covmty,  Ohio,  named  from  the  same. 

Apache;  county  and  pass  in  Arizona,  town  in  Caddo  County,  Oklahoma,  and  village 
in  Huerfano  Covmty,  Colorado,  named  for  a  tribe  of  Indians.  Some  authorities 
give  the  meaning,  "the  men,  the  people."  Grinnell  interprets  it  as  meaning 
' '  enemies. ' ' 

Apalachee;  river,  and  post-oftice  in  Morgan  County,  Georgia.  Indian  word,  sup- 
posed to  be  derived  from  apalatchiokli,  ' '  those  on  the  other  side, "  or  "  the  people 
on  the  other  side." 

Apalachicola;  river,  and  city  in  Franklin  County,  Florida.  An  Indian  word, 
variously  interpreted.  Gatchet translates  it,  "people  on  the  other  side."  Brin- 
ton  supposed  the  name  to  be  derived  from  Apalache,  "those  by  the  sea,"  and 
the  Choctaw  suffix,  okla,  or  uklah,  "nation,  or  town."  De  Vera  gives  the 
meaning,  "town  of  low  cottages  on  the  river." 

Apex;  village  in  AVake  County,  North  Carolina,  so  named  because  it  is  the  highest 
point  between  Raleigh  and  Deep  rivers. 

Apollo;  borough  in  Armstrong  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  the  classical  god. 

Apopka;  town  in  Orange  County,  Florida.  Name  derived  from  the  Indian  word 
tsalopopkohatchee,  meaning  "  catfish  editing  creek." 

Apostles;  group  of  islands  in  Lake  Superior,  so  called  by  the  early  Jesuits,  under 
the  impression  that  they  numbered  twelve. 

Appalachia;  village  in  Wise  County,  Virginia.     Name  derived  from  Appalachian. 

Appalachian;  general  appellation  of  the  mountain  system  in  the  southeastern  part 
of  North  America,  extending  under  various  names  from  Maine  southwestward 
to  the  northern  part  of  Alabama.  The  name  was  given  by  the  Spaniards  under 
De  Soto,  who  derived  it  irom  the  neighboring  Indians.  Heckewelder  supposed 
this  name  to  be  derived  from  the  Carib  word,  apaliche,  "  man."  Brinton  holds 
its  radical  to  be  the  Muscogee  apala,  "  the  great  sea,  or  the  great  ocean,"  and 
that  apalache  is  a  compound  of  this  word  with  the  Muscogee  personal  participle 
"chi,"  and  means  "those  by  the  sea." 
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Appanoose;  county  in  Iowa,  and  a  villaore  of  Douglas  County,  Kansas.     An  Indian 

word,  meaning  "  a  chief  when  a  child."     The  name  of  a  chief  of  the  Sacs  and 

Fi)xes. 
Applebachville;    village  in  Bucks  County,    Peinisylvania,   named   for  Gen.   Paul 

Applebach  and  his  brother  Henry. 
Appleg-ate;  town  in  Jackson  County,  Oregon,  named  for  an  early  settler. 
Appleton;  town  in  Knox  County,  Maine,  named  for  Nathaniel  Appleton,  one  of 

the  original  proprietors. 
Appleton;  village  in  Cape  Girardeau  County,  ^lipsouri,  situated  on  Apple  Creek; 

lu'uce  the  name. 
Appleton;  city  in  Outagamie  County,  Wisc(insin,  named  for  Sanniel  Appleton,  one 

of  the  founders  of  Lawrence  University,  located  at  that  place. 
Appling;  county,  and  town  in  Colund:)ia  County,  Georgia,   named    for  Col.   Dan 

Appling. 
Appomattox;  river,  and  county  in  Virginia.     An  Indian  word,  meaning  "a  tobacco 

plant  country." 
Aptakisic;  village    in  Lake  County,    Illinois.     An    Indian  word,   meaning   "half 

day,"  or  "sun  at  meridian." 
Apukwa;  lake  in  Wisconsin.     An  Indian  word,  meaning  "rice." 
Apulia;  village  in  Onondaga  County,  New  York,  named  from  the  ancient  province 

of  southern  Italy.

An  Indian  word,  meaning  "at 

the  end  of  a  small  pond." 
Aransas;  county  in  Texas,  named  from  the  river  which  flows  into  Aransas  Harbor, 

through  the  county. 
Arapahoe;  county  in  Colorado,  towns  in  Furnas  County,  Nebraska,  and  Custer 

County,  Oklahoma,  and  post-office  in  Pandieo  County,  North  Carohna.     Named 

from  an  Indian  tribe.     The  word  means  "pricked,"  or  "tattooed." 
Arbuckle;  town  in  Colusa  County,  California.     Named  for  the  founder  of  the  town. 
Arbuckle;  mountains  in  Chickasaw  Nation,  Indian  Territory.     Named  from  Fort 

Arbuckle,  which  was  named  for  Brevet  Brig.  Gen.  Matthew  Arbuckle,  who 

fouglit  in  the  Mexican  war. 
Areata;  town  in  Humboldt  County,  California.     An  Indian  woj-d,  meaning  "sunny 

spot." 
Archdale;  town  in  Randolph  C-ounty,  North  Carolina,  named  for  John  Archdale,  a 

lord  proprietor  and  governor  of  Carolina. 

I  Archer;  county  in  Texas; 
Archer  City;  village  in  above  county.     Named  for  Dr.  Branch  T.  Archer,  promi- 
nent in  the  early  days  of  the  State. 

Archuleta;  county  in  Colorado,  named  for  J.  M.  Archuleta,  head  of  one  of  the  old 
Sj)anish  families  of  New  Mexico. 

Arden;  town  in  Bimcombe  County,  North  Carolina,  name<l  from  the  Forest  of 
Arden,  in  Shakespeare's  play  "As  You  Like  It." 

Arenac;  county  and  village  in  INIichigan.  An  Indian  word,  auke,  "earth,  or  land," 
compoimded  with  the  Latin  word,  arena.  The  name  was  coined  l)y  School- 
craft and  a  party  of  early  explorers. 

Arenzville;  village  in  Cass  County,  Illinois,  named  for  Francis  A.  Arenz,  pioneer 
and  founder. 

Arequa;  gulch  in  Colorado,  named  for  a  man  named  Requa. 

Arg-enta;  villages  in  Beaverhead  County,  Montana,  and  Salt  Lake  County,  Utah,  so 
named  becauaeof  near-by  silver  mines.     A  Latin  word,  meaning  "silver." 
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Argentine;  city  in  Wyandotte  County,  Kansas,  so  named  from  "argenta,"  "silver," 
a  smelter  being  the  first  industry  there. 

Argonia;  city  in  Sumner  County,  Kansas,  named  from  the  shij)  Argo,  in  which 
Jason  sailed  to  Colchis  in  quest  of  the  "golden  fleece." 

Argos;  town  in  Marshall  County,  Indiana,  named  from  the  town  in  Greece. 

Argusville;  village  in  Schoharie  County,  New  York,  named  for  its  principal  paper, 
the  Albany  Argus. 

Argyle;  towns  in  Walton  County,  Florida,  and  Winnebago  County,  Illinois,  settled 
by  Scotch,  and  named  by  them  for  the  city  in  Scotland. 

Argyle;  town  in  Washington  County,  New  York,  named  for  the  Duke  of  Argyle  in 
17S6. 

Arietta;  town  in  Hamilton  County,  New  York,  named  for  the  wife  of  Rensselaer 
Van  Rennselaer. 

Arikaree;  river  and  village  in  Arapahoe  County,  Colorado.  An  Indian  word, 
meaning  "horn  people." 

Arizona;  Territory  of  the  United  States.  The  word  means  arid  zone,  or  desert,  but 
Mowry  claims  that  the  name  is  Aztec, from  Arizuma,  signifying  "silver  bearing." 

Arkadelphia;  town  in  Clark  County,  Arkansas.  The  word  is  compounded  of  the 
ab])reviation  of  Arkansas  and  the  Greek  word,  adeli^hus,  "brother." 

Arkansas;  river.  State,  county  and  town  in  said  State,  and  city  in  Cowley  County, 
Kansas.  Marquette  and  other  French  explorers  wrote  the  word  Alkansas  and 
Akamsca,  from  the  Indian  tribe.  The  usual  etymology  derives  the  name  from 
the  French  arc,  ".a  bow,"  and  Kansas,  "smoky  water,"  while  another  theory 
makes  the  prefix  a  Dakota  word  meaning  "people;"  hence,  "people  of  the 
smoky  water."  Schoolcraft  says  there  is  a  species  of  acacia  found  in  Arkansas 
from  which  the  Indians  made  bows.  This  is  thought  to  have  been  the  origin  of 
the  name  of  the  Arc  or  Bow  Indians.  A  writer  in  the  Atlantic  Monthly  sug- 
gests the  French  arc-en-sang,  "bloody  bow,"  and  supposes  the  likeness  to 
Kansas  to  have  been  accidental. 

Armagh.;  borough  and  town  in  Indiana  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  from  the 
Irish  town. 

Armonk;  village  in  Westchester  County,  New  York.  An  Indian  word,  meaning 
' '  fishing  place. ' ' 

Armourdale;  formerly  a  village,  now  a  station  in  Kansas  City,  Kansas,  named  for 
the  Armour  ])rothers,  bankers  and  pork  packers. 

Armstrong;  county  in  Pennsylvania,  named  for  Gen.  John  Armstrong,  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, who  commanded  the  exjjedition  against  the  Indians  at  Kittanning  in  1756. 

Armstrong;  county  in  South  Dakota,  named  for  Moses  K.  Armstrong,  Congressman 
and  legislator,  1870. 

Armstrong;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  a  pioneer  of  the  State. 

Arnolds;  creek  in  Ohio  County,  Indiana,  named  for  Colonel  Arnold,  of  the  Revo- 
lutionary war. 

Aroostook;  river  and  county  in  Maine.  An  Indian  word,  meaning  "good  river," 
or  "clear  of  obstruction." 

Arrow;  lake  in  Minnesota,  so  called  from  the  name  given  by  the  early  French 
explorers,  Lac  aux  Fleches,  "  lake  of  the  arrows." 

Arrowhead;  hot  springs  in  southern  California,  named  from  a  huge  discoloration 
on  the  slopes  of  a  mountain  north  of  San  Bernardino,  which  takes  the  form  of 
an  Indian  arrowhead. 

Arrow  Rock;  village  in  Saline  Covmty,  Missouri,  built  upon  a  spot  where  the 
Indians  formerly  resorted  for  arrowheads,  because  of  the  suitability  of  the  rock 
found  there. 

Arroyo;  villages  in  Elk  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  Cameron  County,  Texas.  A 
Spanish  word,  meaning  "creek,  brook,  or  rivulet." 
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Arroyo  Grande;  town  in  San  Luis  Obinpo  County,  California.     A  Spanish  name, 

meaning  "great  brook,  or  creek." 
Arroyo  Hondo;  village  in  Taos  County,  New  Mexico,  which  takes  its  name  from 

'  a  near-by  creek.     A  Spanish  name,  meaning  "deep  creek." 
Artesia;  town  in  Lowndes  County,  Mississippi,  so  named  from  an  artesian  well 

near. 
Asbury  Park;  borough  and  a  city,  a  summer  resort   in  ]Monmouth  County,  New 

Jersey,  named  for  Francis  Asbury,  the  pioneer  bishoji  of  Methodism  in  America. 

Several  towns  in  the  Southern  States  bear  his  name. 
Ascension;  parish  in  Louisiana,  named  by  the  early  French  from  the  festival  of 

the  Ascension. 
Ascutney;  mountain  in  Vermont.     An   Indian  word,   meaning  "fire  mountain," 

from  its  having  been  trurned  over.     It  is  also  said  to  signify  ' '  the  three  l)rothers/ ' 

and  is  supposed  to  refer  to  three  singular  valleys  which  run  down  the  western 

slope  of  the  mountain. 
Ascutneyville;  village  in  Windsor  County,  Vermont,  named  from  the  mountain  of 

the  same  name. 
Ashbee;  harbor  in  Virginia,  named  for  Solomon  Ashbee. 
Ashburnham;  town  in  Worcester  County,  ^Massachusetts,  named  for  John  Ashburn- 

hum,  second  Earl  of  Ashburnham. 
Ashbyburg;    village   in  Hopkins  County,   Kentucky,   named    for   Gen.    Stephen 

Ashby. 
I  Ashe;  county  in  North  Carolina; 

jAsheboro;  town  in  above  county.    Named  for  Samuel  Ashe,  governor  of  the  State 
I        in  1795-1798. 

Ashersville;  village  in  Clay  County,  Indiana,  named  for  John  Asher,  its  founder. 
Asheville;  city  in  Buncombe  County,  North  Carolina. 
Ashflat;  village  in  Sharp  CV)unty,  Arkansas,  named  from  a  prairie  upon  which  the 

town  is  situated,  in  early  days  surrounded  by  ash  timber. 
Ashford;  village  in  Henry  County,  Alabama,  named  for  Thomas  Ashford,  or  his 

son,  Frederick  A.  Ashford. 
Ashkum;  village  in  Iroquois  County,  Illinois.     An  Indian  word,  meaning   "more 

and  more." 
Ashland;  city  in  Boyd  County,  Kentucky,  so  named,  according  to  Henry  Clay,  from 

the  ash  timber  which  a1>ounded  in  the  vicinity.     His  home  there  was  called 

"Ashland." 
Ashland;   counties  in  Ohio  and  Wisconsin;    cities  in  Clark  County,  Kansas,  and 

Jackson  County,  Oregon;   towns  in  jMiddlesex  County,  Massachusetts,  Benton 

County,  Mississippi,  and  Greene  County,  New  York;   borough  in  Schuylkill 

County,  Pennsylvania,  and  villages  in  Saunders  County,  Nebraska,  and  Ashland 

County,  Ohio;   named  for  the  home  of  Henry  Clay.     There  are  many  other 

places  named  from  the  same,  generally  by  the  founders,  who  thus  expressed 

their  admiration  for  Henry  Clay. 
Ashley;  county  in  Arkansas,  named  for  Senator  Chester  Ashley. 
Ashley;   city  in  Washington  County,   Illinois,  named  for  Colonel  Ashley,  of  the 

Illinois  Central  Railroad. 
Ashley;   village  in  Gratiot  County,  ^lichigan,  named  for  II.  W.  Ashley,  general 

manager  of  the  Ann  Arbor  Railroad,  which  passes  through  the  village. 
Ashley;  town  in  Pike  County,  Missouri,  named  for  General  Ashley,  of  Arkansas. 
Ashley;  river  in  South  Carolina  which  unites  with  the  Cooper,  both  named  for  the 

Earl  of  Shaftesbury,  Lord  Anthony  Ashley  Cooper,  one  of  the  original  proprietors. 
Ashley;  lake  in  Utah,  named  for  its  discoverer,  W.  H.  Ashley,  a  St.   Louis  fur 

trader. 
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Asho'wngh;  iwland  off  the  coast  of  Connecticut,  near  New  London.  An  Indian 
word,  meaning  "halfway  place,"  or  "the  place  between." 

Ashtabula;  county,  river,  and  city  in  Ohio,  and  village  in  Barnes  County,  North 
Dakota,     An  Indian  word,  meaning  "fish  river." 

Ashuelot;  river  and  village  in  Cheshire  County,  New  Hauii)shire.  An  Indian 
word,  meaning  "collection  of  many  waters." 

Aspen;  town  in  Pitkin  County,  Colorado,  which  takes  its  name  from  a  near-by 
mountain.  Quaking  Asp. 

Aspetuc;  river  and  hill  of  New  Milford,  Connecticut.  An  Indian  word,  meaning 
"a  height." 

Asproom;  mountain  in  Connecticut.     An  Indian  word,  meaning  "high,  lofty." 

Assaria;  city  in  Saline  County,  Kansas,  named  from  a  church  which  was  built  by 
Swedish  Lutherans  previous  to  the  incorporation  of  the  place.  The  word  means 
"In  God  is  our  help." 

Assawa;  lake  near  the  sources  of  the  Mississippi.  An  Indian  word,  meaning  "perch 
lake." 

Assawampset;  pond  in  Middleboro,  Massachusetts.  An  Indian  word,  meaning 
"a  white  stone." 

Assawog-;  river  in  Connecticut.  An  Indian  word,  meaning  "place  between,"  or 
"  the  halfway  place." 

Assinniboine;  fort  and  military  reservation  in  Choteau  County,  Montana,  named 
from  a  tribe  of  Indians.  The  name  was  given  to  them  either  on  account  of  the 
stony  nature  of  their  country,  or  because  of  the  singular  manner  they  have  of 
boiling  their  meat  by  dropping  heated  stones  into  the  water  in  which  the  meat 
is  placed  until  it  is  cooked.  This  custom  is  said  to  have  given  them  the  name, 
which  means  "stone  roasters."  In  Lewis  and  Clarke's  journal  of  their  expedi- 
tion it  is  said  that  the  name  was  borrowed  from  the  Chippewas,  who  called  them 
Assinniboan,  "stone  Sioux,"  hence  the  name  "stone  Indian,"  which  is  some- 
times applied  to  them. 

Assiscunk;  creek  in  Burlington  County,  New  Jersey.  An  Indian  word,  meaning 
"nuiddy,"  or  "dirty." 

Assumption;  parish  in  Louisiana,  named  in  honor  of  the  festival  of  the  assumption 
of  the  Virgin  Mary. 

Astoria;  town  in  Fulton  County,  Illinois;  villages  in  Wright  County,  Missouri, 
Queens  County,  New  York,  and  Deuel  County,  South  Dakota,  named  for  the 
Astor  family,  of  New  York. 

Astoria;  city  in  Clatsop  County,  Oregon,  named  for  the  founder,  John  Jacob  Astor, 
who  estal>lished  a  fur-trading  station  there  in  early  days. 

Aswaguscawadic ;  branch  of  the  Mattawamkeag  River,  Maine.  An  Indian  word, 
meaning  "a  place  where  one  is  compelled  to  drag  his  canoe  through  a  stream." 

Atacosa;  county  and  village  in  Bexar  County,  Texas.  Spanish  word,  meaning 
"boggy"  or  "miry." 

Atalla;  town  in  Etowah  County,  Alabama;  named  for  Atala,  the  heroine  of  an 
Indian  romance,  by  Chateaubriand. 

Atchafalaya;  bayou  of  Eed  River,  Louisiana.  An  Indian  word,  meaning  "long 
river." 

Atchison;  county  and  city  in  Kansas,  and  county  in  Missouri,  named  for  David  R. 
Atchison,  United  States  Senator  from  Missouri. 

Aten;  village  in  Cedar  County,  Nebraska,  named  for  John  Aten,  a  State  senator. 

Athens;  county  in  Ohio,  cities  in  Clarke  County,  Georgia,  and  Menard  County, 
Illinois;  villages  in  Claiborne  County,  Louisiana,  Greene  County,  New  York, 
and  many  other  places,  named  for  the  celebrated  city  in  Greece. 

Athol;  town  in  Worcester  County,  Massachusetts,  said  to  have  been  named  for 
James  Murray,  second  Duke  of  Athol. 
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Atisowil;  cn-ek  in  \Vai<hin<jtoii,  eiiii)tyiiiji:  into  Willapa  Harbor.  An  Indian  word, 
meaning  "  bear  river." 

Atkins;  bay  at  tlie  mouth  uf  Kennebec  Kiver,  Maine,  named  for  an  early  land- 
owner. 

Atkins;  peak  in  Yellowstone  Park,  named  by  the  United  States  Geological  Survey, 
for  John  D.  C.  Atkins,  Indian  commissioner. 

Atkinson;  town  in  Piscatatpus  County,  INIaine,  named  for  Judge  Atkinson,  a  prom- 
inent resident. 

Atkinson;  town  in  Rockingham  County,  New  Hami^shire,  named  for  Theodore 
Atkinson,  a  large  landholder. 

Atkinsonville;  village  in  Owen  County,  Indiana,  name<l  for  Stephen  Atkinson. 

Atlanta;  city  in  Georgia,  so  named  to  designate  its  relationship  to  the  Atlantic 
Ocean,  by  means  of  a  railway  running  to  the  coast. 

Atlantic;  ocean  named  from  the  Greek  word,  meaning  "the  sea  beyond  Mount 
Atlas." 

Atlantic;  county  and  city  in  New  Jersey,  named  from  the  ocean. 

Atlantic;  creek  in  Yellowstone  Park,  named  because  it  flows  from  Two-Ocean  Pass 
down  the  slopt'  toward  the  Atlantic  Ocean. 

Atlantic  Highlands;  Ijorough  in  Monmouth  County,  New  Jersey,  so  named  from 
its  situation,  which  overlooks  the  ocean. 

Atoka;  town  in  Choctaw  Nation,  Indian  Territory.  An  Indian  word,  meaning  "in 
another  place,  "  or  "to  another  place." 

I  Attala;  county  in  Mississippi. 
Attalaville;  village  in  above  county.     Named  for  Atala,  the  heroine  of  an  Indian 
romance  l)y  Chateaubriand. 

Attapulgus;  village  in  Decatur  County,  Georgia.  An  Indian  word,  meaning 
"l)oring  holes  into  wood  to  make  a  tire." 

Attica;  city  in  Foimtain  C'ounty,  Indiana;  village  in  Wyoming  County,  New  York, 
and  many  other  places,  named  for  the  ancient  division  in  Greece. 

Attitah;  peak  of  the  White  Mountains  in  New  Hampshire.  An  Indian  word,  mean- 
ing ' '  blueberries. ' ' 

Attleboro;  town  in  Bristol  County,  Massachusetts,  named  from  a  town  in  England. 

Atwater;  village  in  Kandiyohi  County,  Minnesota,  probably  named  for  Isaac 
Atwater,  early  settler  of  St.  Paul. 

Atwater;  town  in  Portage  County,  Ohio,  named  for  Amzi  Atwater,  an  early  sur- 
veyor in  the  Western  Reserve. 

Atwood;  city  in  Rawdins  County,  Kansas,  named  for  Attwood  Matheny,  son  of  the 
founder,  J.  M.  Matheny. 

Aubrey;  valley  in  Arizona,  named  for  an  army  officer. 

Auburn;  this  name  occurs  many  times  in  the  United  States,  given  in  reference  to 
the  village  in  Goldsmith's  poem  of  The  Deserted  Village. 

Audrain;  county  in  Missouri,  named  for  its  first  settler,  Samuel  Audrain. 

Audubon;  mount  in  Colorado,  county  in  Iowa,  and  village  in  Becker  County,  Min- 
nesota, named  for  the  celebrated  ornithologist,  John  James  Audubon.  Many 
other  j)laces  bear  his  name. 

Aughwick;  tributary  of  the  Juniata  River,  Pennsylvania.  An  Indian  word,  mean- 
ing "overgrown  with  brush." 

Auglaize;  river  and  county  in  Ohio,  and  river  in  Missouri.  A  French  word,  mean- 
ing "at  the  clay  or  loam,"  used  descriptively. 

Augusta;  city  in  Richmond  County,  Georgia,  named  for  one  of  the  royal  princesses. 

Augusta;  city  in  Butler  County,  Kansas,  named  for  the  wife  of  C.  N.  James,  a 
trader. 

Augusta;  county  in  Virginia,  and  city  in  Kennebec  County,  Maine,  named  for 
Augusta  of  Saxe-Gotha,  wife  of  Frederick,  Prince  of  Wales. 
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Auraria;  town  in  Lumpkin  County,  Georgia,  surrounded  by  a  hilly  country  con- 
taining valuable  gold  mines.     A  Latin  word,  meaning  "gold  town." 

Aurelius;  town  in  Cayuga  County,  New  York,  named  for  the  Roman  emperor. 

Aurora;  city  in  Dearborn  County,  Indiana,  named  for  the  association  which  laid  it 
out. 

Aurora;  county  in  South  Dakota,  and  many  other  places  named  from  the  Latin 
word,  meaning  "morning,  dawn,  east." 

Ausable;  river  and  town  in  Clinton  County,  New  York.  A  French  word,  meaning 
"sandy,"  or  "at  the  sand." 

Austin;  city  in  Mower  county,  Minnesota,  named  for  Horace  Austin,  governor  in 
1870-1874. 

Austin;  town  in  Tunica  County,  Mississippi,  named  for  Colonel  Austin,  on  whose 
lilantation  the  town  was  built. 

Austin;  county  and  city  in  Travis  County,  Texas,  and  town  in  Lonoke  County, 
Arkansas,  named  for  Stephen  Fuller  Austin,  the  first  man  to  establish  a  perma- 
nent American  colony  in  Texas. 

Austinburg;  town  in  Ashtabula  County,  Ohio,  named  for  Judge  Austin,  early  settler. 

Autauga;  county  in  Alabama. 

Autaugaville;  town  in  Autauga  County,  Alabama.  From  an  Indian  word  said  to 
mean  "land  of  plenty." 

Autryville;  town  in  Sampson  County,  North  Carolina,  named  for  a  member  of  the 
State  legislature. 

Auxvasse;  village  in  Callaway  County,  Missouri,  named  from  the  French  word 
vasseux,  meaning  "muddy." 

Ava;  town  in  Oneida  County,  New  York,  named  from  the  city  in  Burma. 

Avalon;  town  in  Livingston  County,  Missouri,  named  from  the  town  in  France. 
Several  other  places  bear  this  name. 

Avery;  gores  in  Essex  and  Franklin  counties,  Vermont,  named  for  the  original 
grantee,  Samuel  Avery. 

Avoca;  town  in  Steuben  County,  New  York,  named  by  Sophia  White,  a  resident, 
in  allusion  to  Thomas  Moore's  poem,  "Sweet  Vale  of  Avoca." 

Avon;  village  in  Livingston  County,  New  York,  also  many  other  places,  named 
from  the  river  in  England,  upon  which  Shakespeare's  home  was  situated. 

Avoyelles;  parish  in  Louisiana,  named  from  an  Indian  tribe.  The  name  was 
doubtless  given  to  the  tribe  by  the  early  French. 

Axtell;  city  in  Marshall  County,  Kansas,  named  for  Dr.  Jesse  Axtell,  an  officer  of 
the  St.  Joseph  and  Grand  Island  Railway. 

Ayden;  town  in  Pitt  County,  North  Carolina,  named  from  the  place  mentioned  in 
Poe's  "  Raven,"  "  In  the  distant  Aideen." 

Ayer;  town  in  Middlesex  County,  Massachusetts,  named  for  James  C.  Ayer,  a  manu- 
facturer of  Lowell. 

Ayish;  bayou  in  Texas,  named  from  an  Indian  tribe. 

Ayr;  village  in  Adams  County,  Nebraska,  named  for  Dr.  Ayr,  of  Iowa,  a  railroad 
director. 

Ayrshire;  town  in  Palo  Alto  County7Iowa,  named  for  the  town  in  Scotland. 

Azalia;  village  in  Bartholomew  County,  Indiana,  named  for  the  flower. 

Aztec;  village  in  San  Juan  County,  New  Mexico,  named  for  one  of  the  native  tribes  of 
Mexico.  The  word  is  said  to  mean  "place of  the  heron."  Other  interpretations 
give  "white,"  or  "shallow  land  where  vapors  arise."  Humboldt  gives  "land 
of  flamingoes."  The  word  azcatl  means  "ant,"  but  Buschmann  says  that  this 
word  has  no  connection  with  the  name  of  the  tribe. 

Babruly;  creek  in  Missouri.  The  word  is  a  corruption  of  the  French  Bois  Brule, 
"])urning  wood." 

Babylon;  village  in  Suffolk  County,  New  York,  named  from  the  ancient  city  in 
Syria. 
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Baca;  county  in  Coloiudu,    ikuuccI   lot-    a    inoiniiicnt    ilexicaii   family  ni  Tiinidad, 

Colorado. 
Bache;  mount,  in  California,  named   fur  A.  D.  Baclic,  Siii^'rinti'iidcnt  <if  the  Coast 

and  Geodetic  Survey. 
Baconhill;  village  in   Saratoga    County,    Ni-w    York,  nanic<l   for    Kbene/.er  Jiacon, 

ta\i'ru  keeper  in  early  daj's. 
Bad;  river  in  Michigan,  named  by  the  Dakota  Indians  W'akpashicha,  "had  river." 
Badaxe;  river  in  Wisconsin  and  village  in  Ihudn  County,  ISIichigan.     Said  to  be  a 

translation  of  the  Indian  name  of  the  river,  Trompeleau  or  Tremi)eleau.

It  is  said  that  the  old 

French  voyageurs  described  the  region  as  "mauvaise  terres  pour  traverser," 

meaning  that  it  was  a  difficult  country  to  travel  through;  from  this  the  term  has 

been  carelessly  shortened  and  translated  into  the  present  ndsnomer. 
Baggers;  point  on  Indian  River,  Florida,  name<l  for  the  owner,  John  Baggers. 
Bailey;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  one  of  the  men  who  fell  at  the  Alamo,  March 

6,  I806.     His  first  name  is  worn  away  on  the  stone  monument,  which  is  the 

only  record  of  him. 
Baird;  town  in  Sunflower  County,  ^Iississii)pi,  named  for  the  miui  who  owned  the 

land  upon  which  it  was  built. 
Baker;  county  in  Georgia,  nanuMl  for  Col.  John  Baker,  an  officer  in  the  war  of  the 

Revolution. 
Baker;  county  and  city  in  Oregon,  nanu'd  for  Fdward  Di(;kinson  Baker,  officer  in 

the  Union  Army  and  Senator  from  Oregon. 
Baker;  mount  in  "Washington,  named  by  the  exjJorer  Vancouvei'  for  a  lieutenant 

in  his  i)arty. 
Bakers;  river  in  Grafton  County,   xNew   llamiishire,  named  for  Cai)tain   Uaker,  a 

soldier  of  the  Indian  wars. 
Bakersfield;  town  in  Franklin  County,  W'rmont,   named  for  Joseph    llaker,  who 

owned  the  land  in  1789. 
Bakers  Mills;  village  in  AVarreu  County,  Xew  York,  named  for  the  owner. 
Bakersville;   town  in  Mitchell  County,   North  Carolina,  named  for  a  prominent 

resident. 
Bakersville;  town  in  Coshocton  County,  Ohio,  nanie<l  for  John  Baker,  who  laid  it 

out  in  1848. 
Bald  Eagle;  valley,  creek,   and  village  in  York  County,   I'ennsylvania,  named  for 

the  noted  Seneca  chief.  Bald  Eagle. 
Baldwin;  county  in  Alabama,  and  county  and  town  in  (Georgia,  named  for  Abra- 

liani  Baldwin,  TTnited  States  Senator  from  Georgia. 
Baldwin;  town  in  Jackson  County,  Iowa,  named  for  Judge  Baldwin. 
Baldwin;  city  in  Douglas  County,  Kansas,  named  for  John  Baldwin,  of  lU-rea,  Ohio. 
Baldwin;  town  in  Cumberland  County,  Maine,  named  for  L(jannni  Baldwin,  one 

of  the  i)roprietors. 
Baldwin;  village  in  Lake  County,  ^Michigan,  named  for  Governor  Baldwin,  of  Mich- 
igan. 
Baldwin;  town  in  Chemung  County,  Xew  York,  named  from  Baldwin  Creek,  which 

was  named  for  Isaac,  Walter,  and  Thomas  Baldwin,  early  settlers  at  the  mouth 

of  the  creek. 
Baldw^in;  village  in  St.  Croix  Comity,  Wisconsin,  name<l  for  D.  A.  P>aldwin,  early 

settler. 
Baldwinsville;  village  in  Onondaga  County,  New  York,  named  for  Dr.  Jonas  C. 

Baldwin,  its  founder. 
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Baldwyn;  town  iu  Lee  County,  Mississip])i,  named  f()r  a  landowner. 

Balize;  pilot  town  at  the  northeast  pass  at  the  mouth  of  the  ^lississippi  in  Pla(|ue- 
mines  Parish,  Louisiana,  the  name  of  which  comes  from  the  French  word  balize, 
"  a  stake,"  "  a  beacon,"  the  most  of  the  houses  being  built  on  piles. 

Ballard;  county  in  Kentucky,  named  for  Capt.  Bland  Ballard,  an  officer  in  the  war 
of  1812. 

Ballena;  town  in  SanL>iego  County,  California.     A  Spanish  word,  meaning  "  wliale." 

fBallston;  town  in  Saratoga  County,  New  York; 

|Ballston  Spa;  village  in  Saratoga  County,  New  York.     Named  for  Rev.  Elijilialet 

1         Ball,  an  early  settler,  the  "spa"  being  added  in  reference  to  the  medicinal 

I        sj)rings,  from  the  celebrated  watering  place  in  Belgium. 

Baltimore;  county  and  city  in  ^Maryland,  and  town  in  Windsor  County,  Vermont, 
named  for  the  proprietor  of  a  large  tract  of  land  in  Maryland,  Cecilius  Calvert, 
Lord  Baltimore,  who  settled  the  province  in  1635. 

Bamberg;  county  and  town  in  South  Carolina,  named  for  a  family  i)rominent  in 
recent  history  of  the  State. 

Bandera;  county  in  Texas,  named  from  a  2)ass  in  the  State.  Tlie  word  is  Spanish, 
meaning  "  flag." 

Bangor;  city  iu  Pen(>l)scot  County,  Elaine,  named  ))y  the  Rev.  Seth  Noble,  its  rep- 
resentative in  legislature,  from  an  old  i)salm  tune. 

Bangor;  boi'ough  in  Northanijiton  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  village  in  La  Crosse 
County,  AVisconsin,  named  from  the  town  in  Wales  because  of  the  Welsh  set- 
tlers in  these  places. 

Bangs;  mount  in  Arizona,  name<l  for  James  E.  Bangs,  clerk  ujjon  the  King  Survey. 

[Banks;  county  in  Georgia; 

[Banksville;  village  in  Banks  (.-ounty.     Named  for  Dr.  Richard  Banks. 

Banner;  village  in  Wells  County,  Indiana,  named  f(jr  a  newspaper,  the  Bluffton 
Banner. 

Banner;  county  in  Nebraska,  so  named  because  it  was  considered  the  Itanner  county 
(jf  the  State  when  named. 

Bannock;  county  and  peak  in  Idaho,  peak  in  Yellowstone  Park,  and  town  in  Beaver- 
head County,  Montana,  named  for  a  tribe  of  Indians.  This  tribe  inhabited  the 
country  southwest  of  Yellowstone  Park,  finally  settling  on  a  reservation  in  south- 
ern Idaho."  Some  authorities  give  the  derivation  from  bannai'  hti,  "southern 
people."  Haines  and  others  say  the  word  signifies  "  root  diggers,"  because  the 
Indians  sul)sisted  upon  roots. 

Bantam;  river,  and  village  in  Litchfield  County,  Connecticut.  Name  derived  from 
the  Indian  word  peantum,  "he  prays,  or  is  praying." 

Baptist  Hill;  village  in  Ontario  County,  New  York,  named  from  a  Baptist  church 
erected  there  at  an  early  date. 

Baraboo;  city  in  Sauk  County,  Wisconsin,  named  for  Jean  Baribault,  a  French 
settler. 

Baraga;  county  and  village  in  INIichigan,  named  for  Bishop  Friedrich  Baraga,  a 
missionary  among  the  Indians  of  the  Lake  Superior  region. 

Baranof;  island  in  Alaska,  named  >for  the  man  who  for  a  long  time  managed  the 
affairs  of  the  Russian-American  Comi)any. 

Barataria;  bay,  and  post-office  in  Jefferson  Parish,  Louisiana.  The  name  is  derived 
from  an  old  French  word,  meaning  "deceit." 

Barber;  creek  in  Humboldt  County,  California,  named  for  a  settler. 

Barber;  county  in  Kansas,  named  for  Thomas  W.  Barber,  Free  State  martyr. 

Barbour;  county  in  Alabama,  named  for  James  Barbour,  governor  of  Virginia,  and 
Secretary  of  War  under  John  Quincy  Adams. 

[Barbour;  county  in  West  Virginia; 

Barboursville ;  ttjwn  in  Cabell  County,  West  Virginia,  and  several  other  towns  in 
the  Southern  States.     Named  for  Philii)  P.  Barbour,  early  governor  of  Virginia. 
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Bardstown;  city  in  Nelson  Oouiity,  Kentucky,  named  fur  l);ivi<l    IJainl,  one  of  the 

( >ri,<,''inal  projirietoiv. 
Bardwell;  village  in  Hampshire  County,  Massachusetts,  nanie(l    lor  the   I'.ardwell 

fauiily,  early  and  prominent  resideuts. 
Bargersville;  village  in  Johnsou  County,  Indiana,  named  for  Jefferson  Barger. 
Bar  Harbor;  village  in   Hancock  County,  Mount  Desert  Island,  Maine,  so  named 

from  a  sandy  bar,  visible  oidy  at  low  tide. 
Baring;  town  in    Washington  County,  Maine,  said  to    be  named    for  the   I)aring 

family,  celebrated  bankers  of  London,  England. 
Barker;  town  in  Broome  County,   New  York,   named  for  .Tohn    i'.arker,   tlu'    first 

settler. 
Barlow;  town  in   Clackamas   County,   Ort'gou,  uain('<l    for  .lolin    h.    I'.arlow,    early 

settler. 
Barlow;  [)eak  in  Yellowstone  Park,  named  l)y  the  Unitetl  States  (Geological  Survey 

for  Cai)t.  J.  ^y.  Barlow,  Engineer  Corjis,  United  States  Army. 
Barnard;  town  in  Windsor  County,  Vermont,  named  for  Francis  Barnard,  a  grantee. 
Barnegat;  inlet,  and  village  in  Ocean  County,  New  Jersey.     A  Dutch  name,  given 

by  Henry  Hudson,  meaning  "breaker's  inlet." 
Barnes;  city  in  Washington  County,  Kansas,  named  for  A.  S.  I'.anies,  publisher  of 

the  United  States  history. 
Barnes;  county  in  North  Dakota,  named  for  Hon.  A.  H.  I'.arnes,  early  Tta-ritorial 

judge. 
Barnesville;  village  in  Belmont  County,  Ohio,  named  from  a  family  of  early  settlers. 
Barnet;  town  in  Caledonia  County,  Vermont,  said  to  be  named  from  tlie  place  in 

iMigland  from  which  the  ancestors  of  P]nos  Stevens,  an  early  settler,  emigrated. 
Barnstable;  c<iunty  and  town  in  Massachusetts,  nameil  from  a  sea[iort  in  England. 
Barnum;  town    in    Arapahoe   County,  Colorado,   named    for  P.   T.   Barnum,   who 

owned  a  large  tract  of  land  there. 
Barnum;  town  in  Carlton  County,  Minnesota,  named  for  a  paymaster  on  the  St.  Paul 

an<l  Duluth  Kailroad. 
Barnwell;  county  and  town  in  South  Carolina,  named  for  a  distinguished  family  of 

the  State. 
Baronette;  peak  in  Yellowstone  I'ark,  named  for  "Yellowstone  Jack,"  C.  D.  Bar- 

onette,  a  famous  scout. 
['        Barraque;  township  in  Jefferson  County,  Arkansas,  named  for  a  Frenchman,  ^lon- 

sieur  Barraque,  who  lived  on  the  Arkansas  River. 
Barre;  town  in  Worcester  County,  INIassachusetts,  named  for  Col.  Isaac  I>arre,  the 

friend  of  America  in  the  British  Parliament. 
Barre;  towns  in  Orleans  County,   New  York,  and  Washington  County,  \"ermont, 

named  for  the  town  in  Massachusetts. 
Barren;  islan<l  in  the  Hudson  River.     The  name  is  derived  from  the  Dutch  word 

beeren,  "bears,"  which  was  applied  to  the  island  by  the  early  Dutch  settlers. 
Barren;  county  in  Kentucky,  in  the  Carboniferous  limestone  region.     The  name  is 

supposed  to  have  been  given  in  reference  to  this  formation,  though  the  soil  is  in 

reality  fertile. 
Barrington;  town  in  Bristol  County,  Rhode  Island,  prol)ably  named  for  Sir  John 

Barrington,  dissenter,  who  died  in  1734,  though  by  some  it  is  thought  to  have 

received  its  name  from  some  of  the  early  settlers  who  came  from  the  parish  of 

Barrington  in  Somersetshire,  England. 
Barron;  county  and  city  in  Wis^'onsin,  named  for  Judge  HenryD.  P)arron,  of  that 

State. 
Barry;  county  in  Michigan,  nameil  for  William  T.  Barry,  Postmaster-General  under 

President  Jackson. 
Barry;  county  in  Missouri,  named  for  Commodore  John  Barry. 
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Bartholomew;  county  in  Indiana,  nanieil  for  Gen.  Jo.seph  Bartholomew,  United 
States  Senator  from  tliat  State. 

Bartlett;  town  in  Carroll  County,  New  llanipshire,  named  for  Governor  Josiali 
Bartlett,  1792-1794. 

Barton;  county  in  Kansas,  named  for  Clara  Barton,  founder  of  the  Red  Cross  Soci- 
ety in  America. 

Barton;  county  in  Missouri,  named  for  David  Jkirton,  mendjer  of  Congress  from 
^Missouri. 

Barton;  town  in  Orleans  County,  Vermont,  name«l  for  William  Uarton,  a  Kevolu- 
tionar}'  general  and  jirincipal  proprietor. 

Bartow;  county  and  town  in  Jefferson  County,  (ieorgia,  named  for  (tcu.  F.  S.  Bar- 
tow, killed  at  the  battle  of  Manassas. 

Basalt;  peak  w'hich  gives  name  to  a  town  in  l"]agle  County,  Colorado,  named  from 
the  summit  rock. 

Bashes  Kil;  creek  in  Orange  County,  New  York,  named  for  Bashe,  an  Indian 
woman. 

Baskahegan;  river  and  lake  in  Maine.  An  Indian  word  meaning  "a  ])ranch  stream 
whicli  turns  down." 

Basking-ridg-e;  village  in  Somerset  County,  New  Jersey,  where  it  is  said  animals 
resorted  in  chilly  weather  to  bask  in  the  milder  air. 

Basswood;  island  in  Lake  Superior,  one  of  the  Ai")ostles,  a  translation  of  wigobi- 
miniss,  the  Indian  name  for  the  island. 

Bastrop;  county  and  town  in  Texas,  and  town  in  ^lorehouse  County,  Louisiana, 
named  for  Baron  de  Bastrop,  a  Mexican,  who  was  conmiissioner  of  Texas  to 
extend  land  titles  in  1823. 

Batavia;  town  in  Genesee  County,  New  Yo)-k,  and  man\-  other  places,  named  from 
the  Dutch  name  for  Holland. 

Batchelders;  grant  in  Oxford  County,  Maine,  named  for  the  original  grantee,  Josiah 
Batchelder. 

Bates;  county  in  Missouri,  named  for  Edward  Bates,  meml)er  of  Congress  from 
that  State. 

Batesburg;  town  in  Lexington  County,  South  Carolina,  named  for  a  family  of  that 
State. 

Batesville;  city  in  Independence  County,  Arkansas,  named  for  James  Woodson 
Bates. 

Batesville;  village  in  Noble  County,  Ohio,  named  for  Rev.  Timothy  Bates,  Meth- 
odist jireacher. 

Bath;  counties  in  Kentucky  and  Virginia,  and  village  in  Rensselaer  County,  New 
York,  named  so  because  of  the  medical  si)rings  present. 

Bath;  city  of  Maine,  named  from  the  city  in  England,  l)y  seafaring  men  on  account 
of  their  association  with  that  city. 

Bath;  town  in  Steuben  County,  New  York,  named  f(jr  Lady  Henrietta,  Countess  of 
Bath,  daughter  of  Sir  AVilliam  Pultney. 

Bath  Alum  Spring;  toMU  in  \'irginia,  so  called  fi'om  the  medicinal  spi'ings  situated 
there. 

Bath  Springs;  town  in  Decatur  County,  Tennessee,  so  named  ))ecauseof  the  medic- 
inal si)rings  within  their  limits. 

Baton  Rouge;  city  in  I"]ast  Baton  Rouge  Parish,  Louisiana.  It  is  a  French  name, 
neaning  "red  staff  or  stick,"  given  because  of  a  tall  cypress  tree  wliich  stood 
upon  the  spot  where  it  was  first  settled.  Some  authorities  say  that  the  name  is 
derived  from  the  name  of  an  Indian  chief,  whose  name  translated  into  French 
was  Baton  Rouge.  Still  another  theory  ascribes  the  name  to  the  fact  that  a 
massacre  by  the  Indians  took  place  u^son  the  spot  upoii  the  arrival  of  tlie  first 
settlers. 
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Battenkill;  creek,  tril)utary  to  tlie  llndsuii  River,  called  originally  Ikirtholoniew's 
Kill,  for  an  early  settler,  Bartholomew  \'an  Hogeljooni,  who  was  nsnally  called 
Bart  or  Bat. 

Battleboro;  town  in  Nash  County,  North  Carolina,  named  lor  James  S.  and  Joseph 
Battle,  railroad  contractors. 

Battle  Creek;  city  and  creek  in  Calhoun  County,  Michigan,  so  called  ln-canse  a 
battle  was  fought  upon  the  hanks  of  the  creek. 

Battle  Creek;  village  in  Madison  County,  Nehraska,  situated  on  Battle  Creek. 

Battle  Ground;  creek  in  Illinois,  so  called  from  a  battle  fouglit  on  its  l)anks  between 
the  Cahokia  and  Kaskaskia  Indians  in  1782. 

Battle  Ground;  town  in  Tippecanoe  County,  Indiana,  named  in  idumiemoration 
of  the  battle  of  Tippecanoe. 

Battlement;  mesa  in  western  Colorado,  named  liy  Ilayden  lu'cause  of  its  sha])e. 

Bavaria;  village  in  Saline  County,  Kansas,  named  for  one  of  the  divisions  of 
(iermany. 

Baxter;  county  in  Arkansas,  named  for  Elisha  Baxter,  twice  governor  of  the  State. 

Baxter  Springs;  city  in  Cherokee  County,  Kansas,  named  for  A.  Baxter,  the  tirst 
settler.     There  are  also  springs  in  the  vicinity. 

Bay;  county  in  IVIichigan,  named  from  its  situation  on  Saginaw  Bay. 

Bayard;  town  in  (irant  County,  West  Virginia,  named  for  Senator  Bayard. 

Bayboro;  town  in  Pandico  County,  North  Carolina,  so  named  from  its  situation  on 
Pandico  Sound. 

Bay  City;  city  in  Bay  County,  31ichigan,  so  named  from  its  situation  on  Saginaw- 
Bay. 

Bayfield;  county  and  village  in  Wisconsin,  named  for  Rear-Adnural  II.  D.  Bayfield, 
who  surveyed  the  Great  Lakes. 

Bayhead;  borough  in  Ocean  County,  New  Jersey.  Name  descriptive  of  its  geo- 
graphical position  at  the  head  of  Barnegat  Bay. 

Baylor;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  Henry  W.  Baylor,  who  fell  at  Dawson's  mas- 
sacre in  1S42. 

BayofNoquet;  bay  in  Michigan,  named  from  an  Indian  tribe.  Their  name  was 
Noukek,  the  early  French  giving  it  the  present  orthography. 

Bayou;  village  in  Livingston  County,  Kentucky.  The  word  is  used  frequently  in 
the  Southern  States,  being  a  French  term  to  denote  "a  stream  derived  from 
some  other  stream." 

Bayou  Boeuf;  creek  in  Louisiana.  A  French  name  meaning  "  Buffalo  Creek."  See 
"Bay(iU." 

BayouChetimach.es;  creek  in  Louisiana,  named  for  an  Indian  who  dwelt  in  the 
vicinity. 

Bayou  des  Buttes;  creek  of  Louisiana,  named  l)y  the  French  "Bayou  of  the 
INlounds,"  from  the  mounds  found  along  its  course. 

Bayou  Huffpower;  creek  in  Louisiana,  named  for  an  old  settler. 

Bayou  Sale;  creek  emptying  into  Cote  Blanche  Bay.  A  French  name  meaning 
"  Salt  bayou  or  creek." 

Bay  St.  Louis;  city  in  Hancock  County,  Mississippi,  named  for  Loins  XI  of  France, 
and  situated  on  a  bay,  hence  the  prefix. 

Bay  Spring;  town  in  Tishonnngo  County,  Mississippi,  named  for  the  home  of  Rob- 
ert Lowery  in  the  same  county. 

Beacon;  town  in  Mahaska  County,  Iowa,  named  for  Lijrd  Beaconstield. 

Beadle;  county  in  South  Dakota,  named  for  W.  H.  H.  Beadle,  superintendent  of 
public  instruction  in  1884. 

Bear;  creek  in  Missouri,  sometimes  called  Loose  Creek,  pro]»ably  fi-om  a  careless 
corruption  of  the  French,  L'ourse,  bear. 
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Bear;  ci'eek  in  Yellowstoiu^  I'aik,  named  from  a  hairlesH  c-ul)  found  there  l)y  a  party 
of  explorers.  Tliis  name  is  applied  to  numerous  places  in  tl;e  I'nited  States, 
from  the  presence  of  the  animal  at  the  time  of  naming. 

Beardstown;  city  in  Cass  County,  Illinois,  named  for  Thomas  Beard,  the  founder. 

Bear  Lake;  county  in  Idaho,  named  from  a  lake. 

Bear  Lake;  village  in  Manistee  County,  ^Michigan,  so  named  l)ecause  some  surveyors 
thought  the  outline  looked  like  a  sleeping  Ijear. 

Beatrice;  town  in  Humboldt  County,  California,  named  for  a  woman  living  there. 

Beattie;  city  in  Marshall  County,  Kansas,  named  for  A.  Beattie,  mayor  of  St. 
Joseph,  Missouri,  in  1870. 

Beattyville ;  town  in  Lee  County,  Kentucky,  named  for  Sanuiel  I>eatty,  cme  of  the 
first  settlers. 

Beaufort;  county  and  town  in  Carteret  County,  North  Carolina,  named  for  the 
Duke  of  Beaufort,  a  lord  proprietor. 

Beaufort;  county  and  town  in  South  Carolina,  said  l)y  some  authorities  to  be  named 
for  the  Duke  of  Beaufort,  but  other  authorities  claim  that  the  name  was  given 
by  the  French  Protestants,  who  took  refuge  there  from  Lord  Berkeley,  giving 
the  name  of  the  town  in  Anjou,  France. 

Beauregard;  town  in  Copiah  County,  Mississippi,  named  for  (icn.  Pieire  (nistave 
Toutant  Beauregard,  Confederate  army. 

Beaver;  counties  in  Oklahoma  and  Utah,  county  and  liorougli  in  Pennsylvania, 
twenty  post-offices,  and  numerous  creeks,  lakes,  and  other  natural  features  in 
the  United  States.  It  was  adopted  l>y  the  Indians  as  a  personal  as  well  as  tribal 
name,  because  of  the  widespread  presence  of  the  animal. 

Beaver;  lake  in  Indiana,  called  l)y  the  Indians,  Sagayiganuhnickyug,  "the  lake  of 
beavers." 

Beaverdam;  city  in  Dodge  County,  Wisconsin,  creek  in  Yellowstone  Park,  and 
numerous  post-offices,  so  called  from  an  obstacle  placed  in  streams  ])y  beavers. 

Beaverhead;  county  in  Montana,  named  from  a  rock  in  the  coimty  shaped  like  a 
beaver's  head. 

Bechler;  creek  in  Yellowstone  Park,  named  by  the  United  Stat(\s  Geological  Sur- 
vey for  (justavus  R.  P>echler,  topographer,  with  th(>  Hayden  survey. 

Bechtelsville;  borough  in  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  the  family  of 
which  Judge  O.  P.  Bechtel  is  a  prominent  member. 

Becker;  county  and  town  in  Minnesota,  named  lor  (jeorge  L.  Becker,  who  was  one 
of  the  leading  men  of  the  State  at  the  time. 

Beckley;  village  in  Raleigh  County,  West  Virginia,  named  for  (ien.  Alfred  Beckley, 
early  settler. 

Beckwith;  butte  and  town  in  Plumas  County,  California,  and  mountain  in  Colo- 
rado, named  for  Lieutenant  Beckwith,  of  the  Pacific  Railroad  Exploring  Expedi- 
tion. 

Bedford;  town  in  INIiddlesex  County,  jMassachusetts,  named  for  Wriothesley  Russell, 
Duke  of  Bedford. 

Bedford;  town  in  Westcriester  County,  New  York,  named  for  Bedfordshire,  England. 

Bedford;  county  and  ])orough  in  Pennsylvania,  said  l)y  some  to  be  named  for  the 
county  in  England;  by  others  it  is  thought  that  Uie  name  was  given  in  honor  of 
the  Dukes  of  Bedford.

Bee;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  Bernard  E.  Bee,  minister  to  Mexico  in  l.SoO. 

Beebe;  town  in  White  County,  Arkansas,  said  to  have  been  named  for  Roswell  Beebe, 
an  early  settler. 
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Beech;  this  word,  with  various  siillixes,  forms  the  uaiue  of  numerous f(!atures.    There 

are  six   post-otiices  named  ]>eech  in  the  country  and  thirty-six  with  various 

suffixes,  tlie  name  bein^  appHed  because  of  the  occurrence  of  this  tree  in  the 

vicinity. 

Beech  Creek;  creek  and  borougli  of  Clinton  County,  Pennsylvania.     A  translation 

of  the  Indian  name  Schauvveminsch-kanna. 
Beecher  City;  village  in  Effingham  County,  Illinois,  named  for  (Charles  A.  P>eeeher, 

railway  solicitor. 
Beechy;  cape  in  Alaska,  named  for  Capt.  F.  W.  Beechy,  the  navigator. 
Beekman;  village  in  Dutchess  County,  New  York,  named  for  Henry  ]>(H'kman,  who 

owned  a  grant  there  in  1701!. 
Beekmanton;  town  in  Clinton  County,  New  York,  named  for  William  Beekman, 

one  of  the  original  grantees. 
Bekuennesee ;  rapids  in  the  Menominee  River,  AVisconsin.     An  Indian  word,  mean- 
ing "  smoky  falls." 
Belair ;  town  in  Harford  County,  Maryland,  and  post-offices  in  Richmond  County, 
Georgia,  Plaquemines  Parish,  Louisiana,  and  Lancaster  C-ounty,  South  Carolina. 
A  French  name  meaning  "  fine  air,  good  climate." 
Belchertown ;    town  in   Hampshire  County,  INIassachusetts,  named  for  Jonathan 

Belcher,  one  of  the  original  grantees  and  one  time  governor  of  IVIassachnsetts. 
Belen;  town  in  Quitman  County,  Mississipiii,  named  from  the  l)attle  ground  upon 

which  Col.  John  A.  Quitman  fought  during  the  Mexican  war. 
Belew;  town  in  Jefferson  County,   Missouri,   named  for  Silas  Px'lcw,  who  owned 

property  in  the  vicinity. 
Belfast;  city  in  Waldo  County,  Maine,  named  by  James  Miller,  early  settler,  for  his 

native  city  in  Ireland.     Numerous  other  places  in  the  country  bear  this  name. 
Belknap  ;  county  in  New  Hampshire.     The  origin  of  this  name  is  in  doubt,  but  by 
some  the  county  is  thought  to  have  been  named  for  Jeremy  Belknaii,  who  wrote 
a  history  of  the  State. 
Belknap;  mount  in  Utah,  named  for  the  Secretary  of  AVar  under  Tresident  Crant, 

William  AVorth  Belknap. 
Bell;  county  in  Kentucky,  named  for  Josh  Bell. 

Bell;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  P.  H.  Bell,  governor  of  the  State  in  1849-1857. 
Belle;   a  French  word  meaning  "beautiful,"  of  frequent  occurrence  in  the  country 
with  various  suffixes,  there  being  seventy-eight  post-offices  which   liave  this 
name  in  combination  with  descriptive  suffixes. 
Belleville;   city  in  Republic  County,  Kansas,  named  for  Arabelle,  wife  of  A.  B. 

Tutton,  president  of  the  town-site  company. 
Belleville;    village  in  Dane  C'ounty,   Wisconsin,  named  by  the  lirst  settler,  John 
Frederick,  for  his  native  village  in  Canada;   a  village  in  Jefferson  County,  New 
York,  named  for  the  same. 
Belling-ham;  town  in  Norfolk  County,  ^lassachusetts,  named  for  (iovcrnor  Richard 

F»eliinghani. 
Belling-ham;  bay  in  Washington,  named  by  Vancouver,  the  explorer,  probably  for 

Sir  Henry  Bellingham,  who  was  knighted  in  1796. 
Bellmont;  village  in  Franklin  County,  New  York,  named  for  William  Bell,  an  early 

proi)rietor. 
Bellows  Falls;   village  in  AVindham  County,  A^ermont,  named  for  (Vd.  Benjamin 

Bellows,  an  early  settler  and  founder  of  AA^alpole. 
Bell  Spring;    mountain  in  Humboldt  County,  California,  so  named   l)y  an  early 

explorer,  who  found  a  cow  bell  in  a  sj)ring  on  the  mountain. 
Bellwood;  village  in  Butler  County,  Nebraska,  named  for  D.  J.  I'.ell,  its  j.roprietor 
and  patron. 
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Belmont;  town  in  Mississipin  County,  Mi.ssouri,  and  town  in  Beikn:i[(  County,  New 
Hanii^shire,  named  for  August  Belmont,  of  New  York. 

Belmont;  county  and  village  in  Ohio,  named  for  an  early  settler.  Howe  says  it  is 
named  in  reference  to  its  hilly  surface;  French,  "  fine  mountain." 

Belmont;  village  in  Lafayette  County,  Wisconsin,  named  for  three  mounds  within 
its  limits  which  the  early  French  travelers  called  "  Belles  Montes." 

Beloit;  city  in  Rock  County,  Wisconsin.  A  coined  name,  selected  liy  a  connnittee, 
to  whom  it  was  suggested  l)y  the  name  Detroit. 

Beloit;  city  in  IMitchcll  County,  Kansas,  named  for  the  above. 

Belpre;  town  in  Washington  County,  Ohio,  named  from  the  French,  meaning 
"beautiful  prairie,"  from  its  situation  on  a  prairie. 

Belton;  town  in  Anderson  County,  South  Carolina,  named  for  a  prominent  family. 

Belton;  city  in  Bell  County,  Texas,  named  for  Governor  P.  H.  Bell. 

Beltrami;  county  and  village  in  same  county,  Minnesota,  named  for  Count  C.  C. 
Beltrami,  an  Italian,  with  Major  Long's  exploring  expedition  into  the  Northwest 
country. 

Belvidere;  town  in  Boone  County,  Illinois,  and  villagt^  in  Allegany  County,  New 
York,  as  well  us  many  other  places,  named  for  the  Italian  word,  meaning 
"beautiful  sight." 

Belzoni;  town  in  Washington  County,  Mississipi>i,  named  for  an  Italian,  (iianibattuta 
Belzoni,  a  celebrated  archaeologist. 

Bemis  Heights;  village  in  Saratoga  County,  New  York,  named  for  .lonathan  Bemis, 
innkeeper  there  during  the  Revolution. 

Benedicta;  town  in  Aroostook  County,  ]\Iaine,  named  for  Bishoi>  P>enedicta  Fen- 
wick,  who  was  an  early  projjrietor. 

Benicia;  city  in  Solano  County,  California,  named  ))y  General  Vallejo  for  his  wife. 

Ben  Lomond;  post-ofhces  in  Sevier  County,  Arkansas;  Santa  Cruz  County,  Cali- 
fornia; Issaquena  County,  Mississip])i,  and  Mason  County,  West  Virginia;  named 
for  the  beautiful  lake  in  Scotland. 

Bennett;  town  in  Cedar  County,  Iowa,  named  for  diet  Bennett,  a  railroad  man. 

Bennett;  point  in  Maryland,  named  for  Richard  Bennett. 

Bennett;  town  in  Lancaster  County,  Nebraska,  named  for  a  resident. 

Bennett  Creek;  village  in  Nansemond  County,  A^irginia,  named  for  Richard  Bennett, 
governor  in  1652-1656. 

Bennettsville ;  town  in  Marlboro  County,  South  Carolina,  named  for  a  family 
prominent  in  the  State. 

Bennetts  Wells;  two  shallow  dug  wells  in  Death  Valley,  Inyo  County,  California, 
named  for  the  survivor  of  an  emigrant  party  which  entered  the  valley  in  1850. 

Bennington;  town  in  Hillsboro  County,  New  Hampshire,  and  county,  township,  and 
town  in  Vermont,  named  for  Governor  Benning  Wentworth,  of  New  Hampshire. 

Benson;  town  in  Johnston  County,  North  Carolina,  named  for  a  prominent  citizen. 

Benson;  county  in  North  Dakota,  named  for  Hon.  B.  W.  Benson,  member  of  the 
State  legislature  and  l)anker,  of  Valley  City,  North  Dakota. 

Benson;  town  in  Rutland'County,  Vermont,  said  by  some  to  have  ])een  named  for 
Judge  Egbert  Benson,  one  of  the  original  i)roprLetors.  The  Vermont  Historical 
Society  says  that  it  was  named  by  James  Meacham,  a  i)roprietf>r,  for  a  Revolu- 
tionary officer. 

Bent;  county  in  Colorado,  named  for  Williaui  lient,  first  United  States  governor  of 
New  Mexico. 

Benton;  counties  in  Arkansas,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Minnesota,  Mississippi,  Missouri, 
Oregon,  Tennessee;  village  in  Marshall  County,  Kentucky;  town  in  Bossier 
Parish,  Louisiana;  village  in  Minnesota;  town  in  Grafton  County,  New  Hamp- 
shire; named  for  Senator  Thomas  H.  Benton,  of  Missouri.  Thirty-one  other 
places  in  the  country  l)ear  this  name;  ahnost  all  of  tiicm  wer<'  named  for  the 
same  man. 
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Benton;  tow  ii  in  VatcH  Gouiity,  New  York,  nauR^d  fur  Levi  Benton,  the  tirwt  settler. 

Bentonia;  town  in  Yazoo  County,  Mississippi,  nanaed  for  the  Ciiristian  name  of 
]Mrs.  Hal  Green,  a  resident. 

Ben"wood;  city  in  Marshall  ('onnty,  West  A'irginia,  nanu'd  for  iU'njamin  l.atrohc, 
ertfrineer  on  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad. 

Benzie;  county  in  Michitran.  Prol)ably  named  fi'oni  the  town  of  l>enzonia,  which 
was  founded  and  nanuMl  before  the  county.  There  art' some,  however,  w  iiotinnk 
the  name  a  corruption  from  Betsie  Kiver  and  I'oint,  whicii  were  orii^'inally  called 
Aux  Bees  8cies,  meaning  "at  the  snout  of  the  sawlish." 

Benzonia;  village  in  Benzie  Comity,  Michigan,  named  from  the  llebi'ew,  meaning 
"sons  of  light,"  by  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Walker,  member  of  a  company  formed  to 
found  a  college  where  poor  students  could  be  educaU'd,  wliich  was  built  u])on  the 
spot  where  the  village  now  stands. 

Beowawe;  i)ost-ofiice  in  Eureka  County,  Nevada,  so  named  from  the  peculiar  shape 
of  the  hills  at  this  point,  which  gives  the  effect  of  an  open  gateway  up  the  valley 
to  the  canyon  be^yond.     An  Indian  word  meaning  "gate." 

Berea;  towns  in  Adair  County,  Iowa;  Madison  County,  Kentucky,  and  Cuyahoga 
Ccjunty,  (^hio,  named  from  the  ancient  city  in  Macedonia. 

Berenda;  town  in  Madera  County,  California.  A  Spanish  word  meaning  "ante- 
lope," given  in  this  case  because  the  country  in  the  vicinity  of  the  town  was  cov- 
ered with  antelope  in  early  days. 

Beresford;  lake  in  Florida,  named  for  an  early  English  proprietor. 

Berg-en;  county  in  New  Jersey,  which  received  its  name  from  Bergen  Point,  which 
in  turn  was  named  by  colonists  from  Bergen,  Norway. 

Berg-holtz;  village  in  Niagara  County,  New  York,  named  for  the  town  in  Prussia. 

Bering;  several  geograjjhical  ])oints  between  Asia  and  America,  named  for  the  cele- 
brated Dutch  navigator,  Vitus  Bering. 

Berkeley;  county  in  South  Carolina,  named  for  .lohn,  Lord  Berkeley,  one  of  the 
original  proprietors. 

I  Berkeley;  county  in  West  Virginia; 

j  Berkeley  Springs;  town  in  Morgan  County,  West  Mrginia.     Named  for  William 

I         Berkeley,  governor  of  Virginia  in  1642. 

Berkley;  town  in  Bristol  County,  Massachusetts,  probably  named  for  Dean  JU>rk- 
ley,  Bishop  of  Cloyne,  though  some  authorities  say  for  James  and  William 
Berkley,  members  of  the  Privy  Council. 

Berkley;  town  in  Norfolk  County,  Virginia,  named  for  Norborne  Berkeley,  Lord 
Botetourt. 

Berks;  county  in  Pennsylvania,  nameil  for  the  county  of  Berks  in  England. 

Berkshire;  county  in  Massachusetts,  named  for  Berkshire,  England.  Several  towns 
in  the  country  are  named  from  the  same. 

Berlin;  thirty-seven  post  otiices  in  the  United  States  bear  the  name  of  the  city  in 
Germany. 

Bermuda;  villages  in  C'onecuh  County,  Alabama;  Gwinnett  County,  Georgia; 
Natchitoches  Parish,  Louisiana;  Marion  County,  South  Carolina,  and  Knox 
County,  Tennessee;  named  from  the  group  of  islands  in  the  Atlantic  Ocean, 
which  were  named  for  the  Spanish  discoverer,  Juan  Bermudez. 

I  Bern;  towns  in  Adams  County,  Indiana,  and  Albany  County,  New  York; 
Bernville;  borough  in  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania.     Named  for  tlu'  town  of  Bern 
in  Switzerland. 
Bernardstown;   town  in  Franklin  County,  ^Massachusetts,  named  for  the  British 

governor.  Sir  Francis  Bernard. 
Berrien;  county  and  town  in  (Georgia  and  county  and  town  in  Michigan,   named 

for  John  McPherson  Berrien,  Attorney-General  of  the  United  States  in  1829. 
Berry;  creek  in  Idaho,  named  by  Captain  Clarke,  the  explorer,  because  he  subsisted 
entirely  on  berries  at  that  place. 
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Berry;  village  in  llarriaon  County,  Kentucky,  named  for  a  nian  who  had  a  station 

there  called  Berry's  station. 
Berryville;  town  in  Carroll  County,  Arkansas,  named  for  James  H.  Berry,  governor 

of  the  State. 
Berthoud;  village  in  Larimer  County,  Colorado,  named  for  ¥j.  L.  Berthoud,  cliief 

engineer  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad. 
Bertie;  county  in  North  Carolina,  named   for  James  and  Henry  Bertie,  in  whom 

the  jiroprietary  rights  of  the  Earl  of  Clarendon  rested. 
Berwick;  town  in  York  County,  Maine,  named  from  the  city  in  England,  Berwick- 
upon-Tweed. 
Bessemer;  town  in  Jefferson  County,  Alabama;  city  in  Gogebic  County,  Michigan; 

town  in  Gaston  County,  North  Carolina,  and  several  other  places;  named  for 

Sir  Henry  Bessemer,  who  invented  the  process  of  reducing  iron  ore. 
Bethany;  seventeen  post-offices  in  the  country,  named  from  the  village  in  Palestine. 
Bethel;  thirty-two  post-offices  in  the  United  States,  named  for  the  town  in  Palestine. 
Bethesda;  several  places  in  the  country,  named  for  the  pool  of  Jerusalem. 
Bethlehem;  thirteen  post-offices  bear  the  name  of  the  town  in  Palestine. 
Betsie;  river,  point,  and  town  in  Michigan,  named  for  the  corruption  of  a  French 

name  given  to  the  river  in  early  days,  Aux  Bees  Scies,  meaning  "at  the  snout  of 

the  sawfish." 
Beulah;  twenty-two  post-offices  in  the  United  States  bear  this  Scriptural  name. 
Beverly;  the  name  of  nineteen  places  in  the  United  States,  probably  derived  from 

the  Yorkshire  Beverley. 
Beverly;  town  in  Randolph  County,  West  Virginia,  doubtless  named  for  William 

}>everly,  the  original  grantee  of  Beverly  Manor. 
Bevier;  village  in  Muhlenberg  C'ounty,  Kentucky,  and  city  in  INIacon  County,  Mis- 
souri, named  for  Col.  Robert  Bevier,  of  Kentucky. 
Bexar;  county  and  village  in  Texas,  and  villages  in  Marion  County,  Alabama;  Ful- 
ton County,  Arkansas,  and  Ijauderdale  C'ounty,  Tennessee;  named  for  the  Duke 

of  Bexar,  a  Spanish  nobleman. 
Bibb;  counties  in  Alabama  and  Georgia,  named  for  Dr.  William  Wyatt  Bibb,  mem- 

l>er  of  Congress  from  Georgia. 
Bicknell;  village  in  Knox  County,  Indiana,  named  for  John  Bicknell. 
Biddeford;  city  in  York  County,  ]\Iaine,  named  from  the  place  in  England  whence 

some  of  the^^^arly  settlers  emigrated. 
Bienville;  parish  and  town  in  Louisiana,  named  for  Governor  Jean  Baptiste  Lemoine 

Bienville,  son  of  the  French  explorer  who  accompanied  La  Salle  on  his  expedition. 
Big  Blackfoot;  river  in   the  Rocky  Mountains,  Montana,  the  name  of  which   is 

ilerived  from  the  Blackfeet  Indian  tribe. 
Big  Blue;  creek  in  Missouri,  which  was  formerly  called  Bluewater  Creek,  the  name 

being  derived  from  its  French  name.  Riviere  de  I'P'au  Bleue. 
Bigbone;  village  in  Boone  County,  Kentucky,  so  named  from  the  numbers  of  bones 

of  mastodons  discovered  in  the  vicinity. 
Big  Dry;  creek  in  Montana,  so  named  by  Lewis  and  Clarke,  because  it  was  dry 

when  they  reached  it. 
Big  Gravois;  creek  in  Missouri,  a  French  name,  meaning  "rubbish." 
Bighorn;  river  in  INIontana,  tributary  to  the  Yellowstone  River,  so  named  from  the 

Rocky  Mountain  sheep,  frequently  called   "big   horn."     Its  Indian   (Dakota) 

name  was  Papatunkau,  meaning  "big  head." 
Bighorn;  county  in  Wyoming,  named  from  the  range  of  mountains,  which  took 

their  name  from  the  sheep  which  were  found  in  them.     The  Indian  (Absaroka) 

name  of  the  mountains  was  Ahsahta,  meaning  "big  head." 
Bigler;  lake  in  California,  named  for  John  Bigler,  governor  of  the  State. 
Big  Muddy;  creek  in  Missouri,  the  name  derived  from  that  given  it  by  the  early 

French,  Grande  Riviere  Vaseuse,  "great  muddy  river." 
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Big  Rapids;  cilv  in  Mecosta  ('oimty,  Michigan,  so  naiiicd  l'n>in  rai)iils  in  tlH>  Miis- 
kfi^oii  Rivei'. 

Big"  Sioux;  river  in  MiiiiU'f^uta  ami  South  Dakota,  named  Irom  the  lii(Uan  tril)e. 

Big  Spring;  town  in  Meade  County,  Kentucky,  .so  named  from  a  sprint;;  which  rises 
near  the  middle  of  the  town.  There  are  fifteen  other  places  in  tlie  coimtiy  tiiat 
hear  this  name  l)ecause  of  the  ]>resence  of  sprintrs. 

Bigstone;  county  in  Minnesota,  wliich  takes  its  name  fi-ou:  a  river,  wliicli  was 
doubtless  named  descriptively. 

Bigtooth;  creek  in  Center  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  from  the  Indian  name  of 
the  creek,  ^Vlan^ipisink,  "  the  place  where  hi^  teeth  are  found." 

Big  Tree;  village  in  Erie  County,  New  York,  so  called  from  tiie  Indian  \illage 
which  formerly  occui)ied  the  site,  Deonundaga,  "a  big  tree." 

Big  Trees;  village  in  Calaveras  County,  California,  so  named  from  a  grove  of  about 
ninety  enormous  trees  of  the  genus  Se(jnovi. 

Bigwood;  river  in  Idaho,  the  name  of  which  is  derived  from  the  name  given  l)y  the 
early  French  traders,  Boise  or  Boisee,  "woody;"  so  called  because  of  its  wootletl 
banks. 

Bijou;  hills  in  South  Dakota,  named  for  an  early  French  hunter. 

Bijou  Hills;  village  in  Brule  County,  South  Dakota,  named  from  the  hills. 

Billerica;  town  in  ^liddlesex  County,  Massachusetts,  named  from  a  town  in  Essex, 
England. 

Billings;  c<iunty  in  North  Dakota,  and  city  in  Yellowstone  County,  Montana,  named 
foi-  Frederick  Billings,  at  one  time  president  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad. 

Billingsport;  town  in  (Tloucester  County,  New  Jersey,  named  for  an  Fniglish  mer- 
chant, Fxlward  Bylling. 

Billington  Sea;  pond  in  Plymouth,  ^Ias.sachusetts,  named  for  the  discoverer.  Billing- 
ton,  one  of  the  Mtiyfiower  passengers,  who  rei)orted  it  is  ai:  inland  sea. 

Bill  Williams;  mountain  in  Arizona,  named  for  a  guide  and  trapper. 

Biloxi;  bay,  and  city  in  Harrison  County,  Mississippi.  An  Indian  tribe  of  this 
name  inhabited  this  part  of  the  country.  Mooney  says  tlie  word  B'lnksi  signi- 
fies "trifling  or  worthless,"  while  other  authorities  give  the  meaning,  "turtle," 
the  B  referring  to  the  catch  of  turtles. 

Biltmore;  town  in  Buncombe  County,  North  Carolina,  named  ])y  (ieorge  Vander- 
bilt  from  the  last  part  of  his  name. 

Bingham;  county  in  Idaho,  named  by  Governor  Bunn  for  his  friend.  Perry  Bing- 
ham, Congressman  from  Peimsylvania. 

Bingham;  town  in  Somerset  County,  Maine,  named  for  William  Bingham,  a  large 
landowner  in  early  days. 

Binghamton;  city  in  Broome  County,  New  York,  named  loi'  William  I'ingham,  of 
Philadelphia,  a  benefactor  of  the  town. 

Birch;  nineteen  i^ost-offices,  besides  man)'  natural  featm-es,  bear  this  name,  either 
alone  or  with  suflixes,  generally  indicating  the  presence  of  the  tree. 

Bird;  city  in  Cheyenne  County,  Kansas,  named  for  its  founder,  Benjamin  Bird. 

Birdsall;  town  in  Allegany  County,  New  York,  named  for  Judge  John  I>i7-dsall. 

Birdsboro;  borough  in  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  William  Bird,  who 
in  1740  l)onglit  the  tract  on  which  the  town  now  stands. 

Birmingham;  twelve  places  in  the  country,  named  from  the  mannfactiu-ing  to\\  n  in 
England. 

Bismarck;  city  in  St.  Francois  County,  Missouri,  city  in  Burleigh  County,  North 
Dakota  (capital  of  State),  and  many  other  places,  named  for  Prince  Otto  von 
Bismarck  of  Germany. 

Bison;  peaks  in  (Colorado,  and  Yellowstone  Park,  named  for  their  shaj^e. 

Bitterwater;  branch  of  Grand  Kiver,  Utah,  so  named  from  the  character  of  the 
water. 
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Blackbird;  town  in  Holt  C'ounty,  Nebraska,  named  for  tlie  sreat  warrior  and  chief 
of  the  Omaha  Indians,  Washingasahba,  "Blackbird." 

Black  Creek;  town  in  Wilson  Count}',  North  (!arolina,  named  from  a  creek  of  dark 
water. 

Black  Diamond;  town  in  Contra  Costa  County,  California,  so  named  from  its  coal 
mines. 

-Blackfeet;  Indian  agency  in  Montana,  named  from  an  Indian  tribe.  According  to 
tradition,  the  name  originated  in  this  way:  A  nameless  chief  was  unsuccessful 
in  the  chas(Mmtil  Ids  fathei- blackened  his  feet  with  diarcoal  and  named  him 
Satsiaqua,  "black  feet." 

Blackfoot;  peak,  and  village  in  Bingham  CVmnty,  Idaho,  named  fr<jm  the  Black- 
feet  Indian  trilie.

Blackiston;  village  iii  Kent  County,  Delaware,  named  for  one  of  the  original  i)ro- 
prietors  of  large  tracts  of  land  in  the  county. 

Blacklick;  creek  in  Pennsylvania,  called  by  the  Indians  Naeskahoni,  "a  lick  of 
blackish  color." 

Black  Mingo;  river  in  South  Carolina,  named  from  an  Indian  tribe. 

Blackmore;  mount  in  Montana,  named  for  the  English  etlmologist,  AVilliam  Black- 
more,  of  London. 

Black  Mountain;  range  in  North  Carolina,  so  named  from  the  dark  green  foliage  of 
the  balsam  tir  which  covers  its  tops  and  sides. 

Black  Mountain;  town  in  Buncombe  County,  North  Carolina,  named  from  the 
mountain  towering  above  it. 

Black  River;  village  in  Jefferson  County,  New  York,  named  from  a  river  the 
waters  of  which  are  the  color  of  sherry. 

Black  River  Falls;  city  in  Jackson  County,  Wisconsin,  named  from  the  falls  of 
Black  River,  near  which  it  is  situated.

Bluefield;  city  in  Mercer  County,  West  Virginia,  named  from  the  bluegrass  valley 

in  which  it  is  situated. 
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Blue  Grass;  villagt'S  in  Fulton  C-ounty,  Indiana;  Scott  County,  Iowa;  Knox  County, 

Tennesssee;  and  Russell  County,  Virginia,  named  from  a  variety  of  grass  which 

grows  in  Kentucky. 
Blue  Hill;  town  in  Hancock  County,  Maine,  named  from  a  mountain. 
Blue  Hills;  i-ange  of  hills  in  Massachusetts,  which  are  said  to  have  given  name  to 

the  State,  the  Indian  name  liaving  been  Massashusetts,  "great  hills."

Bodock;  creek  in  .\rkansas,  corrupted  from  the  French,  l)ois  d'arc,  a  sjjecies  of  wood. 
Boerne;  village  in  Kendall  County,  Texas,   named  f(jr  the  (ierman  writer,  Louis 

Boerne. 
Bogota;  borough  in  Bergen  County,  New  Jersey,  named  for  the  South  American 

Bogue  Chitto;  town  and  creek  in  Lincoln  County,  ]\Iississii)pi.     An  Indian  name, 

meaning  "big  creek." 
Bohemia;  villages  in  Escambia  County,  Florida;  Suffolk  County,  New  York;  and 

Douglas  County,  Oregon,  named  from  the  province  in  Austria-Hungary. 
Bois  Brule;  township  in  Perry  County,  Missouri.     A  French  name,  meaning  "Imrnt 

wood." 
Bois  d'Arc;  village  in  Greene  County,  Missouri,  named  from  a  tree  from  which  the 

Indians  procured  wood  for  their  bows.     A  French  name,  meaning  "bow  wood." 
Bois  des  Sioux;  tributary'  of  the  Red  River,  North  Dakota.     A  French  name,  mean- 
ing "the  wood  of  the  Sioux." 
Boise;  county  and  city  in  Idaho,  situated  on  Boise  River.     A  French  word,  meaning 

"woody,"  given  by  the  early  French  traders  because  of  the  trees  upon  the  l)anks 

of  the  river. 
Bolinas;  l)ay,  and  town  in  Marin  County,  California.      A  Spanish  word,  meaning 

"  whale." 
Bolivar;  county  and  village  in  Mississippi;  city  in  Polk  County,  Missouri;  town  in 

iVllegany  County,  New  York;  town  in  Hardeman  County,  Tennessee;  and  live 

other  places,  named  for  G(m.  Simon  Bolivar. 
Bollinger;  county  in  Missouri,  named  for  Mag.  George  F.  Bollinger,  an  early  settler. 
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Bolton;  town  iii  Worcester  County,  Ahi.syachusettH,  iiuuumI  lor  ("liarles  I'owiet,  third 
Duke  of  Bolton. 

Bolton;  town  in  Hinds  County,  Mississippi,  named  for  a  man  interested  in  building 
a  railroad  from  Vicksburg  to  Jackson. 

Bombay;  town  in  Franklin  County,  New  York,  named  by  Mr.  Ilogaii,  an  eaily 
settler,  whose  wife  had  lived  in  Bombay,  India. 

Bonair;  towns  in  Howard  County,  Iowa,  White  County,  Tennessee,  and  village  in 
Chesterlield  County,  Virginia.     A  French  word,  meaning  "good  air." 

Bonanza;  village  in  Klamath  County,  Oregon,  and  seven  other  places  in  the  country. 
.V  Spanish  word  meaning  "prosperity." 

Bonaparte;  town  in  Van  Buren  County,  Iowa,  and  village  in  l^ewis  County,  New 
York,  named  for  Napoleon  Bonaparte. 

Bonaqua;  town  in  Hickman  County,  Tennessee,  so  called  lu-causeit  is  situated  near 
nuneral  springs.     Latin  name,  meaning  "good  water." 

Bond;  county  in  Illinois,  named  for  Shadrack  Bond,  tirst  governor  of  tiie  State, 
1  SI  8-1822. 

Bondurant;  town  in  Polk  County,  Iowa,  named  for  A.  C.  Bonduraut. 

Bonham;  town  in  Fannin  County,  Texas,  named  for  Col.  J.  B.  Bonham,  who  died 
in  the  Alamo  in  1838. 

Bonhomme;  coimty  in  South  Dakota,  named  for  Jacques  Bon  Honune,  the  French- 
man's "LTncle  Sam."  Tliis  name  was  given  by  the  early  Frencii  traders  to  an 
island  in  the  Missouri  River,  in  the  above  State,  and  afterwards  the  name  was 
transferred  to  the  county. 

Bonita;  point  in  California,  and  a  village  in  Ottertail  County,  Minnesota.  A  Span- 
ish word,  meaning  "pretty,  graceful." 

Bonner  Springs;  city  in  Wyandotte  County,  Kansas,  named  foi-  Robert  I'xmner, 
horseman,  and  editor  of  the  New  York  Ledger. 

Bonneterre;  town  in  St.  Francois  county,  Missouri.  A  Freni'h  word,  meaning 
"good  earth,"  having  been  given  l»y  early  French  settlers  to  a  mine  which  con- 
tained lead. 

Bonneville;  mounts  in  Nevada  and  Wyoming,  and  a  village  in  Multnomah  County, 
( )regon,  named  for  Capt.  B.  L.  E.  Bonneville,  early  explorer  in  the  Northwest. 

Bonpas;  creek  and  town  in  Rii-hland  County,  Illinois,  named  from  the  prairie  which 
is  now  called  Bom]>are,  Ijut  which  was  named  by  the  early  French,  Bon  Pas, 
meaning  "good  walk." 

Bonpland;  mount  in  Nevada  an<l  lake  in  California,  named  for  Aime  Bonpland, 
tile  French  botanist. 

Bon  Secours;  triangular  i)rojection  on  the  east  side  of  IMobile  Bay,  an<l  ])ost-office 
in  Baldwin  County,  Alabama.     A  French  name,  meaning  "good  succor." 

Book;  plateau  in  Colorado;  so  named  from  its  shape. 
Boon;  town  in  Wexford  County,  Michigan; 

Boone;  counties  in  Arkansas,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Kentucky,  Missouri,  Nebi'aska,  and 
West  Virginia,  and  town  in  Wautauga  County,  North  Carolina.  Named  for 
Daniel  Boone.  His  name  appears  in  combination  with  different  suffixes,  such 
as  "boro,"  "lake,"  etc.,  in  many  parts  of  the  United  States. 

Boone;  county,  city,  and  creek  in  Iowa,  named  for  Captain  Boone,  Ihiited  States 
dragoons,  who  captured  Des  INIoines  \'^alley  above  C<:»on  Forks. 

Boone;  creek  in  Yellowstone  Park,  named  for  Robert  Withrow,  who  called  himself 
"  Daniel  Boone  tiie  second." 

Boone  Station;  village  in  Fayette  County.  Kentucky,  named  foi'  Daniel  Boone. 

Booneville;  town  in  Prentiss  County,  Mississippi,  named  for  an  early  settler,  Colonel 
Boone. 

Boonton;  town  in  ]Morris  County,  New  Jersey,  named  for  Thomas  Boone,  its  colo- 
nial governor  in  1700. 
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Boonville;  ti>\\  n  in  Warrick  (.'ouuty,  Indiana.  Sonit'  authorities  say  tluit  it  received 
its  name  in  lionor  of  Daniel  Boone,  while  Conklin  says  it  was  named  for  Ratliffe 
Boone,  second  governor  of  tlie  State,  who  laid  it  out.

France. 

Borden;  county  an<l  village  in  Colorado  County,  Texas,  named  for  (/iail  l:iorden, 
member  of  the  consultation,  of  1838,  collector  of  customs  at  Galveston  in  1837, 
editor  and  financier. 

Bordentown;  city  in  Burlington  County,  New  Jersey,  named  for  Joseph  Borden,  its 
foundec. 

Borgne;  lake  iu  Louisiana.  A  French  word,  meaning  "one-eyed,"  hence  some- 
tliing  "defective,"  given  to  the  lake  by  the  Franch  because  they  did  not  con- 
sider it  a  lake,  but  rather  a  bay,  as  it  liad  the  appearance  of  being  separated  from 
the  main  body  of  the  sea  by  numerous  islands. 

Borodino;  village  in  Onondaga  County,  New  York,  named  from  thetown  in  Russia. 

Boscawen;  town  in  Merrimac  County,  New  Hamjishire,  named  for  Admiral  Edward 
l>oscawen. 

Boscobel;  city  in  (irant  County,  Wisconsin,  named  for  a  place  in  Slirop.shire,  Eng- 
land. 

Bosque;  county  and  river  in  Texas.  A  French  and  rortuguese  word,  meaning  "a 
wood,  a  forest,"  a]>plied  to  the  country  because  of  the  forests  of  live  oak,  <iak, 
and  cellar. 

Bosqueville;  village  in  IMcLennan  County,  Texas;  so  named  because  near  Bos<iue 
River. 

Bossier;  jiarish  and  village  in  Louisiana,  named  for  General  Bossier,  a  celebrated 
duelist. 

Bostic;  town  iu  Rutherford  County,  North  Carolina,  named  for  George  T.  Bostic. 

Boston;  city  in  Massachusetts.  By  some  authorities  the  name  is  said  to  have  l)een 
given  in  honor  of  John  Cotton,  vicar  of  St.  Bodolph's  church  in  Boston,  Lincoln- 
shire, England,  and  one  of  tlu'  first  clergymen  in  the  American  Boston.  Others 
say  it  was  named  before  the  arrival  of  John  C'otton,  f(jr  three  prominent  colo- 
nists from  Boston,  England.  Sixteen  })laces  in  the  country  have  taken  their 
names  from  the  Massachusetts  city. 

Botetourt;  county  in  Virginia,  named  for  Norborne  Berkeley,  Lord  de  Botetourt, 
royal  governor  of  Virginia  in  1768. 

Bottineau;  county  and  town  in  North  Dakota,  named  for  Lierre  liottineau,  one  of 
the  early  settlers  of  the  Red  River  Valley. 

Bouckville;  village  in  Madison  County,  New  Yoik,  named  for  (iovenior  William  C. 
Bouck. 

Bouff;  creek  in  Chicot  County,  Ai-kansas.  Corrujjtion  of  the  French  Bayou  aux 
Boeufs,  "  Ijayou  of  cattle." 

Boulder;  county  and  city  in  Colorado,  named  from  tlie  huge  ))oulders  found  in  the 
county. 

Boundbrook;  borough  in  Somerset  County,  New  Jersey,  named  from  a  creek  empty- 
ing into  the  Raritan  River,  which  was  the  northern  boundary  of  the  grant  made 
to  Governor  Carteret.  It  is  now  part  of  the  boundary  l)etween  Middlesex  and 
Somerset  counties. 

Bouquet;  river  in  Essex  County,  New  York;  said  to  be  named  from  the  flowers 
upon  its  banks.  Some  authorities  think  it  is  deiived  from  the  French  baquet, 
"  a  trough." 
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Bourbeiise;  river   in   .Missouri.     .V  Frrncli  iiaiiu'  iqiplicil  to  the   river   liy  the  early 

Frencii  triuk'rs,  ineaiiiiiij:  "iiinddy." 
Bourbon;  coiiiities  in  KansiLsaiul  Kentucky,  and  town  in  Marsiiail  County,  Indiana, 

besides  several  small  places,  named  for  the  royal  family  of  France. 
Bovina;  town  in  Delaware  County,  New  York;  from  the  Latin,  because  of  its  fitness 

for  grazing. 
Bow;  creek  in  Nebraska,  named  by  the  early  Frencli,  Petit  Arc,  "little  Iwnv." 
Bow;  town  in  Merrimack  County,  New  Hampshire,  so  named  from  a  bend  in  the 

river  within  tlie  town  Hmits. 
Bo wdoinhani ;  town  in   Sagaciahoc  County,  Maine.     Some  authorities  say  it  was 

named  for  James  Bowdoin,  governor  of  Massachusetts  in  1785-80,  wliile  N'arney 

claims  that  it  was  named  for  William  Bowdoin,  of  Boston. 
Bowen;  town  in  Jones  County,  Iowa,  named  for  Hugh  15owen. 
Bowerbank;  plantation  in   Piscataquis  County,  Maine,  a  London   merchant,   first 

owner. 
Bowie;  town  in  Prince  George  County,  Maryland,  named  for  Governor  Oden  Bowie. 
Bowie;  county  and  village  in  Montague  County,  Texas,  uanu'd  foi-  James  Bowie, 

Indian  and  jNIexican  fighter,  the  inventor  of  the  l)owie  knife,  who  was  killed  at 

the  Alamo. 
Bowling  Green;  the  nami'  of  seven  places  in  the  country.     The  word  is  said  to  be 

derived  from  a  term  denotiiig  ornamental  gardening,  a  plat  of  turf  for  l)owling.

statesman  of  Tennessee,  one  time  lieutenant-governor  of  Kentucky. 
Boyd;  county  in  Nebraska,   named  for  James   E.  Boytl,  governor  of  the  State  in 

1891-93. 
Boyd  Tavern;  village  in  Albemarle  County,  Virginia,  named  for  a  family  who  kept 

a  tavern  there  many  years  ago. 
Boyerton;  borough  in  Berks  Countv,  Pennsylvania,  nanu^d  for  tlie  Boyer  family, 

early  settlers. 
Boyle;  county  in  Kentucky,  named  for  John  Boyle,  chief  justice  of  the  State. 
Boylston;  town  in  Wo'rcester  County,  Massacliusetts,  named  for  a  family,  residents 

of  Boston. 
Boylstoji;  town  in  Oswego  County,  New  York,  named  for'Thomas  Boylston. 
Bozenian;  city  in  Gallatin  County,  Jlontana,  named   for  J.  INI.  Bozenian,  an  early 

colored  trapper. 
Bozrahville ;  town  in  New  London  County,  Comiecticut,  named  from  the  ancient 

town  in  Syria. 
Bracken;  county  in  Kentucky,  named  for  two  creeks,  Big  and  Little  Bracken,  which 

were  named  for  William  I^racken,  a  ])ioneer  hunter. 
Bracks;  l)utte  in  California,  named  for  an  old  settler. 
Braddock;  borough  in  Allegheny  County,   Pennsylvania,  named  for  the  liattletield 

wliere  General  Braddock  was  defeat e<l  by  the  French  and  Indians. 
Braddys;  pond  in  Portage  County,  Ohio,  named  for  Capt.  Samuel  Brady.

Bradfordsville ;  town  in  Marion  County,  Kentucky,  named  for  Peter  Bradford,  the 
first  settler. 

Bradley;  county  in  Arkansas,  named  for  Capt.  Hugh  Bradley. 

Bradley;  town  in  Greenwood  County,  South  Carolina,  named  for  a  family  of  the 
State. 

Bradley;  county  in  Tennessee.  The  origin  of  the  name  is  in  doubt.  Judge  P.  B. 
Mayfield,  of  Cleveland,  Tennessee,  says  it  was  probably  named  for  a  school- 
teacher. 

Bradley  Beach;  borough  in  Monmouth  County,  New  Jersey,  named  for  tlie  origi- 
nal owner,  James  A.  Bradley.

Brainerd;  city  in  Butler  County,  Kansas,  named  for  E.  B.  Brainerd,  who  owned 
the  farm  upon  which  part  of  the  city  was  Ijuilt. 

Brainerd ;  city  in  Crow  Wing  County,  Minnesota,  named  for  David  Brainerd,  cele- 
brated missionary  to  the  Indians. 

Braintree ;  town  in  Norfolk  County,  Massachusetts,  named  for  a  town  in  Essex, 
England. 

Braintree ;  town  in  Orange  County,  Vermont,  named  for  the  above,  where  many 
of  the  early  grantees  resided. 

Bramwell ;  town  in  Mercer  County,  AVest  Virginia,  named  for  an  English  engineer 
and  coal  operator  there. 

Branch;  county  and  towiashipin  Mason  County,  Michigan,  named  for  John  Branch, 
Secretary  of  the  Nav}'  under  Jackson. 

Branchport;  town  in  Yates  County,  New  York,  which  derives  its  name  from  its 
position  on  one  of  the  branches  of  Crooked  Lake. 

Branchville  ;  borough  in  Sussex  County,  New  Jersey,  named  for  the  branch  or  river 
known  as  Long  Branch. 

Branchville;  town  in  Orangeburg  County,  South  Carolina,  named  from  the  forks  of 
the  two  branches  of  the  South  Carolina  Railroad. 

Brandenburg-;  town  in  Meade  County,  Kentucky,  named  for  a  province  in  Prussia. 

Brandon;  town  in  Rankin  County,  Mississippi,  named  for  Gerard  C.  Brandon, 
governor  in  1828-32. 

Brandt;  lake  and  town  in  Erie  County,  New  York,  named  for  Col.  Joseph  Brandt, 
Moliawk  chief. 

Brandywine;  creek  in  Pennsylvania.  According  to  a  tradition,  the  name  is  derived 
from  the  occasion  of  a  vessel  laden  with  brantewein  (brandy),  which  was  lost  in 
its  waters.  Other  authorities  derive  it  from  Andrew  Braindwine,  who  owned 
lands  near  its  mouth  in  early  days.  A  third  theory  is  that  the  slough  near 
Downington  discharged  its  muddy  waters  into  the  creek,  tinging  it  the  color  of 
brandy.  A  celebrated  battle  was  fought  there,  which  accounts  for  the  name 
being  given  to  eiglit  places  in  the  country.

Braxton;  eounty  in  West  \'irij:inia,  nauieil  for  Carter  Braxton,  one  of  the  si<j;ners  of 

the  Declaration  of  lndei)endence. 
Braysville;  villaire  in  ( )wt'n  County,  Indiana,  named  for  its  foumler. 
Brazil;  city  in  Clay  County,  Indiana,  named  for  tin;  country  in  South  America. 
Brazoria;  county  and  town  in  Texas.     The  old  municii)ality  of  Brazoria,  foundt'd 

under  the  ^Mexican  rule,  was  named  from  the  Brazos  Kiver. 
Brazos;  river  and  county  in  Texas.     A   Franciscan   monk   nanu'd   the   neii:hl)orin.i::

Brewer;  strait  of  Staten  Island,  New  York,  discovered  by  Brewer  in  1643. 
Brewster;  a  town  in  Barnstable  County,  Massachusetts,  named  for  Elder  William 

P)rewster,  one  of  the  first  settlers  in  Plymouth  colony.

Counties  of  Massachusetts  and  Rhode  Islantl, 
town  in  Rhode  Island,  village  in  Bucks  County,  Peiuisylvania,  city  in  Virginia, 
and  town  in  Ontario  County,  New  York,  all  derive  their  name  from  the  English 
town. 

Bristol;  town  in  Kenoslia  County,  Wisconsin,  named  for  Rev.  Ira  Bristol,  an  early 
settler.

Broadtop;  mountain  in  Bedford  and  Huntingdon  counties,  Pennsylvania;  descrip- 
tive name. 

Broadwater;  county  in  INIontana,  named  for  Col.  Charles  Broadwater. 

Brock;  village  in  Nemaha  County,  Nebraska,  named  for  a  resident. 

Brockport;  village  in  Monroe  County,  New  York,  named  for  Hiel  Brockway,  early 
settler. 

Brokenstraw;  village  in  Chautauqua  County,  New  York,  and  creek  in  AVarren

Buck  Creek;  village  in  (ireene  County,  Indiana,  so  named  because  a  buck  ap]ieared 
each  returning  season  on  the  banks  of  a  near-by  creek. 

Buckeye;  fourteen  places  in  the  country  bear  this  name.  The  word  is  applied  to  a 
species  of  horse  chestnut  which  grows  on  river  banks  in  western  Pennsylvania, 
Ohio,  and  Michigan,  the  fruit  resembling  the  eye  of  a  l)uck. 

Buckfield;  town  in  Oxford  County,  Maine,  named  for  AV)ijah  Bucks,  one  of  tlie  first 
settlers. 

Buckhannon;  river  and  town  in  Upshur  County,  West  Virginia.  An  Indian  name, 
said  to  mean  "brick  river."

Bucyrus;  city  in  Crawford  County,  Ohio,  named  by  Col.  James  Kilbourne.  The 
daughters  of  Samuel  Norton,  who  live  there,  say  that  Colonel  Kilbourne's  favor- 
ite character  was  Cyrus,  to  which  "bu"  was  prefixed,  referring  to  the  beautiful 
country.  An  old  citizen,  F.  Adams,  says  that  it  was  named  by  Colonel  Kil- 
bourne from  Busiris  in  ancient  Egypt. 

Buel;  village  in  Montgomery  County,  New  York,  named  for  Jesse  Buel,  of  Albany. 

Buena  Vista;  county  in  Iowa,  city  in  Rockbridge  County,  Vii-ginia,  and  twenty 
other  places  in  the  country.

Burnett;  county  in  ^Yi.sconsin,  named  for  Thomas  P.  Burnett,  an  early  legislator  of 

the  State. 
Burnside;  river  and  island  in  Georgia,  named  for  an  early  settler. 
Burnsville;  village  in  Bartholomew  County,  Indiana,  named  for  Price  Burns,  its 

founder. 
Burnsville;  town  in  Yancey  County,  North  Carolina,  nanu»d  for  Otway  Burns,  ca])- 

tain  of  the  privateer  Snapdracion . 
Burr;  creek  in  Humboldt  County,  California,  named  for  early  settlers. 
Burrillville;  town  in  Provi<lenc(»  County,   Rhode  Island,  named  for  Hon.  James 

Burj'ill,  jr.,  attorney-geni'ral  of  the  State. 
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Burr  Oak;  village  in  St.  Joseph  County,  Michigan,  an<l  city  in  Jewel  County,  Kan- 
sas, on  a  creek  of  the  same  name,  so  named  from  the  species  of  trees  growing 

there. 
Burrs  Mills;  village  in  Jefferson  County,  New  York,   named   for  John  Burr  and 

sons,  mill  owners. 
Burrton;  city  in  Har\ey  County,  Kansas,  named  for  I.  T.  P>urr,  vice-president  of 

the  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railroad. 
Burt;  town  in  Kossuth  County,  Iowa,  nameil  for  the  jiresideut  of  the  I^'nion  Pacilic 

Kailroad. 
Burt;  county  in  >('el)raska,  named  for  Francis  Burt,  governor  of  the  Territory  in  1854. 
Bushkill;  two  creeks,  and  a  village  in  Pike  County,  Peinisylvania.     A  Dutch  word, 

meaning  "bushy  stream." 
Bushy;  creek  in  western  Pennsylvania.    A  translation  of  the  Indian  name  Achemek. 
Buskirk  Bridge;  \illage   in  Washington  County,   New  York,  named   for   oMartin 

Van  lUiskirk. 
Busti;  town  in  Chautauqua  County,  New  York,  named  for  Paul  Busti,  of  the  Hol- 
land Land  Comimny. 
Butler;  county  in  Alabama,  named  for  Capt.  William  Butlei-,  of  that  State. 
Butler;  county  in  Iowa,  and  city  in  Bates  County,  INIissouri,  named  for  \Mlliani  O. 

P>utler,  of  Kentucky,  general  in  the  Mexican  war. 
Butler;  county  in  Kansas,  named  for  Andrew  P.  Butler,  United  States  Senator  from 

South  Carolina  in  1846-1857. 
Butler;  counties  in   Kentucky,  Ohio,  and  Pennsylvania,  named  for  Gen.  Richard 

Butler,  who  fell  at  St.  Clair's  defeat. 
Butler;  county  in  Nebraska,  named  for  David  Butler. 
Butte;  county  in  California,  named  from  Marysville  Buttes.     French,  meaning  "a 

small  knoll  or  hill." 
Butte;  city  in  Silverl)ow  Coimty,  Montana,  named   from  a  bare  l)utte  overlooking 

the  place. 
Butte;  county  in  South   Dakota,  so  named  from  Imttes,  i)rominent  features  in  the 

c<iunty. 
Butte  des  Morts;  town  in  Winnebago  County,  Wisconsin.     A  French  name,  mean- 
ing "hill  of  the  dead,"  so  called  l)y  the  early  explorers  from  the  native  graves 

found  there. 
Butter  Hill;  an  eminence  on  the  Hudson  River,  so  called  fi'om  its  resemblance  to  a 

huge  lump  of  batter. 
Butts;  county  in  (Georgia,  named  in  honor  of  Capt.  Samuel   Butts,  an  officer  in  the 

war  of  1812. 
Buttzville;  town  in  Ransom  County,  North  Dakota,  nameil  for  a  resident. 
Buxton;  town  in  York  County,- Maine,  named   foi'  the  native  place  of  Rev.  Paul 

Coffin,  the  first  minister. 
Buxton;  village  in   Washington  County,  Oregon,  nami'd  for  Henry  Buxton,  early 

settler. 
Buzzards  Bay;  \illage  in   Barnstable  County,  Massachusetts,  named  for  a  small 

hawk  which  was  ver}'  abundant  on  the  coast. 
Byers;  town  in  Arapahoe  C-ounty  and  mount  in  Colorado,  named  for  W.  N.  Byers, 

of  Denver. 
Byhalia;  town  in  Marshall  County,  Mississippi.     Indian  word,  meaning  "standing 

white  oaks." 
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Bynumville;  town  in  Chariton  County,  Missouri,  named  for  Dr.  .loscitli  I'.yiinin,  an 

early  8ettler. 
Byron;  town  in  Houston  County,  Ceorgia,  and  Genesee  County,  New  York,  named 

I'or  Ivord  Byron.     Eighteen  other  plaees  bear  this  name,  all  of  which  were  prob- 
ably named  for  the  English  poet. 
Cabarrus;  county  in  North  Carolina,  named  for  Stephen  Cal)arrus,  siieaker  of  the 

house  of  conunons  in  that  State. 
Cabell;  county  in  West  Virginia,  named  fm-  William  Cabell,  govi'rnor  of  N'irginia  in 

180a-1808. 
Cable';  village  in   MerciT  County,    Illinois,    named  for    Ransom    li.  ('able,  railway 

manager. 
Cabot;  town  in  Washington  County,  Vermont,  nanu>d  for  Miss  C'abot,  a  descendant 

of  Sebastian  Cabot. 
Cache;  many  streams,  county,  village,  and  valley  in  iiortheastern  Utah.     A  French 

word,  meaning  "hiding  place,"  probably  applied  because  of  certain  things  hav- 
ing l)een  hidden  there  by  early  explorers  and  travelers. 
Cache  la  Poudre;  creek  in   Colorado,  named  from  the  French,  meaning  "powder 

hiding  place." 
Caddo;  town  in  Choctaw  Nation,  Indian  Territory;  jjarish  and  lake  in  Louisiana; 

village  in  Stephens  County,  Texas,  and  several  small  i)lact>s  named  from  the 

Indian  tri])e  who  called  themselves  Ascena,  "timl)er  Indians,"  probably  because 

of  their  residence  in  a  wooded  country.     The  name  is  derived  from  ka-ede, 

"chief." 
Cadillac;  city  in  Wexford  County,  ^Michigan,  named  for  La  Motte  (or  La  Mothe) 

Cadillac,  who  established  a  fort  on  the  Detroit  River  in  1701. 
Cadiz;  town  in  Harrison  County,  Ohio,  named  from  the  city  in  Spain.     Six  other 

small  jilaces  in  the  country  are  so  called. 
Cadott;  village  in  Chippewa  County,  Wisconsin,  named  for  an  half-hreed  Indian, 

r>aptiste  Cadotte,  who  lived  near  the  falls  which  first  boi'e  his  name. 
Caernarvon;  townships  in  Pennsylvania,  named  from  the  town  in  Wales. 
Cahokia;  creek  and  town  in  Illin(jis,  named  from  an  extinct  Indian  tribe.     The 

name  was  spelled  Kahokia  or  Kohokia,  meaning  "he  is  extremely  lean." 
Cahto;  creek,  and  village  in  ^Mendocino  County,  California.     Indian  word,  meaning 

"fish." 
Cahuilla;  valley,  and  village  in  Riverside  County,  California,  named  from  an  Indian 

tribe.     The  word  means  "master." 
Caillou;  lake  and  bayou  in  Louisiana.     A  French  word,  meaning  "pebbU'or  Hint." 
Ca  Ira;  town  in  Cund)erland  County,  N'irginia.     A    French   expression   used  in   a 

famous  revolutionary  song,  meaning  "it  shall  go  on." 
Cairo;  fourteen  places  in  the  country  bear  the  name  of  the  caiiital  of  Egyjit. 
Calais;  city  in  Washington  County,  Maine,  and  town   in  Washington  Comity,  Ver- 
mont, named  for  the  French  city. 
Calamine;  town  in  Sharp  County,  Arkansas,  named  from  the  zinc  mines,  calamina 

meaning  the  native  siliceous  oxide  of  zinc. 
Calapooya;  mountains  in  Oregon,  named  from  an  Indian  tribe. 
Calaveras;  river  and  county  in  California,  so  called  from  the  numbers  of  skulls 

found  there,  supposed  to  be  the  remains  of  a  bloody  battle  among  the  Indians. 

The  word  is  Spanish,  meaning  "skull." 
Calcasieu;  jiarish    and   village   in    Louisiana,   named    from    an    Indi'i.;   tribe  Kal- 

kousiouk. 
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Calcutta;  villasjes  in  Columbiiuui  County,  Ohio,  and  I'k'asuntt<  CVmnty,  West  Vir- 
ginia, named  from  the  city  in  India. 

Caldwell;  city  in  Sumner  County,  Kansas,  nanuMl  for  Alexander  Caldwell,  of 
Leavenworth,  United  States  Senator. 

Caldwell;  comities  in  Kentucky  and  Missouri,  named  for  (Jen.  John  Caldwell, 
formerly  lieutenant-governor  of  Kentucky. 

Caldwell;  parish  in  Louisiana,  named  for  Matthew  ('aid well,  of  North  Carolina,  a 
noted  frontiersman. 

Caldwell;  borough  in  Essex  County,  New  Jersey,  named  for  Rev.  James  Caldwell, 
a  patriotic  clergyman  of  the  Revolution. 

Caldwell;  town  in  Warren  County,  New  York,  named  for  (len.  James  Caldwell, 
patentee. 

Caldwell;  county  in  North  Carolina,  named  for  Dr.  Josc]>h  Caldwell,  lirst  president 
of  the  State  University. 

Caldw^ell;  village  in  Noble  County,  Ohio,  named  foi'  Joseph  and  Samuel  Caldwell, 
to  whom  the  land  belonged. 

Caldwell;  county  and  town  in  Burleson  County,  Texas,  named  for  JNIatthew  Cald- 
well, old  settler  and  colonel  of  Texas  regiment  in  1841. 

Caledonia;  county  in  Vermont,  village  in  Livingston  County,  New  York,  and  16 
other  places  in  the  country,  named  from  the  ancient  name  of  Scotland. 

Calfee;  creek  in  Yellowstone   Park,  named   for   II.  B.  Calfee,  a   photographer  of 

note. 

Calhoun;  counties  in  Arkansas,  Alabama,  Florida,  (Georgia,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Michi- 
gan, Mississippi,  Texas,  and  West  Virginia,  also  many  small  places,  named  for 
John  C.  Calhoun,  of  South  Carolina,  Vice-President  in  1825-1833. 

Calhoun;  town  in  McLean  County,  Kentucky,  named  for  Judge  John  Calhoun. 

Calhoun;  village  in  Washington  County,  Nebraska,  so  named  because  situated  on 
the  site  of  Fort  Calhoun. 

Calhoun  Falls ;  town  in  Abbeville  County,  South  Carolina,  named  from  a  promi- 
nent family. 

California;  one  of  the  States  of  the  Union.  This  name  was  applied  by  Cortez  to  the 
bay  and  country,  which  he  supposed  to  be  an  island.  The  name  is  that  of  an 
island  in  an  old  Spanish  romance,  where  a  great  abundance  of  jirecious  stones 
were  found.     Eight  post-ottices  liear  this  name. 

Callahan;  county  in  Texas;  named  for  James  M.  Callahan,  survivor  of  the  massacre 
of  lSo(i. 

Callaway;  county  and  village  in  Missouri,  and  several  other  jilaces;  named  for 
Cai)t.  James  Callaway,  grandson  of  Daniel  Boone. 

Callensburg;  borough  in  Clarion  County,  Pennsylvania;  named  for  Hugh  Callen, 
its  fonnd(>r. 

Callicoon;  town  in  Sullivan  County,  New  York.  The  word  is  said  to  signify 
"  turkey  "  in  both  Dutch  and  Indian  languages.  The  Dutch  word  for  "  turkey," 
however,  is-spelleil  kalkoen. 

Calloway;  comity  in  Kentui-ky;  name<l  for  Col.  Richard  Calloway. 

Caloosa;  river,  and  village  in  Lee  County,  Florida;  named  for  an  Indian  tribe.  The 
word  means  "  village  cruel." 

Calumet;  river  in  Illinois  and  Indiana,  county  and  village  in  Wisconsin,  and  seven 
other  places  in  the  country.  A  Canadian  corruption  of  the  French,  chalemel, 
which  literally  means  "little  reed,"  but  which,  in  its  corrupted  form,  refers  to 
the  "jiipe  of  peace,"  used  by  the  Indians  to  ratify  treaties.  Haines  derives  the 
word  from  calamo,  "honey  wood." 

Calvary;  town  in  Fond  du  Lac  County,  Wisconsin,  and  seven  other  places  in  the 
country,  named  from  the  hill  near  Jerusalem. 
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Calvert ;  county,  and  pos^t  village  in  Cecil  County,  Maryland,  named  for  Cecil  Calvert, 

Loi'd  l^altiniore.     luglit  other  places  are  so  named,  doubtless,  "directly  or  indi- 
rectly from  the  same. 
Camano ;  island  in  I*uget  Sound,  W'ashingtnn,  which   fakes  its  name  from  a  canal 

named  for  Don  Jacinto  Camano. 
Camas;  villages  in  Fremont  County,  Idaho,  ]\Iissoula  County,  Montana,  and  Clarke 

( '( lunty,  AVashington ; 
Camas  Valley ;  village  in  Douglas  County,  Oregon.     The  Indian  name  of  a  small 
onion  which  grows  in  those  States. 
Cambria;  county  in  Pennsylvania,  named  for  the  ancient  name  of  Wales. 
Cambria;  village  in  Columbia  County,  Wiscon.sin,  probably  so  named  because  of  the 

AVt'lsh  settlers. 
Cambridge;  city  in  Middlesex  County,  ^Massachusetts,  so  named  for  the  English 

university  town,  after  the  general  court  decided  to  estal)lish  a  college  there. 

Twenty-two  other  places  bear  the  name  of  the  Flnglish  town,  two  having  the 

sullix  "j)ort"  and  one  "springs." 
Camden;  ctiunty  in  (ieorgia,  county  and  city  in  New  Jersey,  county  and  village  in 

North  Carolina,  town  in  Knox  County,  Maine,  and  village  in  Oneida  County, 

New  York,  named  for  Chief  Justice  Pratt,  Elarl  of  Camden,  a  friend  of  the  colo- 
nies during  the  Revolution. 
Camden;  county  in  INIissouri,  named  from  Camden  County,  North  Carolina. 
Camels  Hump;  peak  in  the  Green  Mountains,  Vermont,  .so  named  from  its  resem- 
blance to  the  humj)  of  a  camel. 
Cameron;  county  and  town  in  Louisiana,  county  and  village  in  Pennsylvania,  and 

town  in  ^larshall  County,  West  Virginia,  named  for  Simon  Cameron. 
Cameron;  town  in  Steuben  County,  New  York,  named  for  Dugald  Cameron,  agent 

for  the  Pultney  estate. 
Cameron;  town  in  Monroe  County,  North  Carolina,  named  for  a  jirominent  family 

in  the  county. 
Cameron;  town  in  Orangeburg  County,  South  Carolina,  named  for  J.  Don  Cameron, 

United  States  Senator  from  Pennsylvania. 
Cameron;  county,  and  city  in  IVIilam  County,  Texas,  named  for   Krvin   or   Krving 

Cameron,  who  fell  in  the  expedition  against  ^leir. 
Camillus;  village  in  Onondaga  County,  New  York,  built  within  tlie  State  Land 

Board  limits,  and  named  Ijy  members  of  the  board  for  the  Roman  magistrate. 
Camp;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  J.  L.  Camp,  prominent  lawyer. 
Campbell;  county  in  Georgia,  named  for  Col.   Duncan  G.  Campbell,  of  the  State 

legislature. 
Campbell;  county  in  Kentucky,  named  for  John  Campbell  of  the  State  senate. 
Campbell;  town  in  Steuben  County,  New  York,  named  for  the  Campl)ell  family, 

early  settlers. 
Campbell;  county  and  village  in  South  Dakota,  name<l  for  Gen.  i'.  T.  Campbell, 

jdoneer. 
Campbell;  county  in  Tennessee,  named  for  Col.  Arthur  Campbell. 
Campbell;  county  in  Virginia,  named  for  Gen.  William  Cam])l)ell,  an  ofhcer  of  the 

A 1 1  lerican  Revolution . 
Campbellsville;  city  in  Taylor  County,  Kentucky,  named  for  Adam  Campbell,  first 

settler. 
Camp  Hill;  borough  in  Cuml)erland  County,  Pennsylvania,  so  named  because  the 

seat  of  a  soldiers'  orphan  school. 
Camp  Knox;  village  in  Green  County,  Kentucky,  named  from  acamitof  Col.  James 

Knox  and  22  men,  in  1770. 
Campo  Seco;  town  in  Calaveras  County,   California,   so  named  from  the  genera! 

cliaracter  of  its  surroundings.     A  Si)anish  name,  meaning  "dry  plain." 
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Campton;  town  in  (irafton  County,  New  Hampshire,  so  called  bet-uise  the  tirst  sur- 
veyors of  the  site  l^uilt  a  camp  on  the  present  town  site. 

Canaan;  tifteen  i)laees  in  the  country  l)ear  the  name  of  the  i)r()nuse(l  land  of  the 
Israelites. 

Canada;  villages  in  Marion  County,  Kansas;  Pike  County,  Kentucky,  and  Muskegon 
County,  Michigan,  named  from  the  Dominion  of  Canada.  Authorities  differ  as 
to  the  derivation  of  this  name.  Father  Hennepin  says  the  Spaniards  were  the 
original  discoverers  of  the  country,  but  upon  landing  they  were  disappointed  in 
the  general  appearance  and  expressed  their  feelings  by  saying,  "II  capa  di 
nada, ' '  '  'Cape  nothing. ' '  Sir  John  Barlow  says  the  Portuguese,  who  first  ascended 
the  St.  Lawrence,  believing  it  to  be  a  passage  to  the  Indian  sea,  expressed  their 
disappointment  when  they  discovered  their  mistake  by  saying  "Canada," 
"  Nothing  here."  This  the  natives  are  said  to  have  remembered  and  repeated 
to  the  Europeans  who  arrived  later,  who  thought  it  must  be  the  name  of  the 
country.  Dr.  Shea  says  the  Spanish  derivation  is  fictitious.  Some  think  it  was 
named  for  the  first  man  to  plant  a  colony  of  French  in  the  country.  Monsieur 
Cana.  Charlevoix  says  the  word  originated  with  the  Iroquois  Indians,  Kanata, 
or  Kanada,  "a  collection  of  huts,  a  village,  a  town,"  which  the  early  explorers 
mistook  for  the  name  of  the  country.  Other  etymologies  propose  the  two 
Indian  words,  Kan,  "a  mouth,"  and  ada,  "a  country,"  hence  "the  mouth  of 
the  country,"  originally  applied  to  the  moutli  of  the  St.  Lawrence.  There  is  a 
respectable  authority  that  the  name  was  first  applied  to  the  ri^■er.  Lescarbot 
tells  us  that  the  Gasperians  and  Indians  who  dwelt  on  the  borders  of  the  bay  of 
Chaleur  called  themselves  Canadaquea;  that  the  word  meant  "  province  or  coun- 
try." Sweetser  says  that  the  word  came  from  the  Indian  Caughnawaugh,  "the 
village  of  the  rapids."  Brant,  the  Indian  chieftain,  who  translated  the  gospel 
into  his  own  language,  used  the  word  canada  for  "village." 

Canadawa;  creek  in  Chautauqua  County,  New  York.  An  Indian  word,  meaning 
"running  through  the  hemlocks." 

Canadian;  river  in  Indian  Territory  and  Oklahoma,  county  in  Oklahoma,  town  in 
Choctaw  Nation,  Indian  Territory,  and  village  in  Hemphill  County,  Texas.  A 
Spanish  word,  diminutive  of  canyon,  "a  steep-sided  gorge." 

Canajoharie;  town  in  Montgomery  County,  New^  York.  This  name  w'as  originally 
given  to  a  deep  hole  of  foaming  water  at  the  foot  of  one  of  the  falls  in  Canajo- 
harie Creek.  Indian,  meaning  "the  pot  or  kettle  that  washes  itself,"  or  "  a  ket- 
tle-shaped hole  in  a  rock."     Morgan  says  the  meaning  is  "  washing  the  basin." 

Canal;  town  in  Venango  County,  Pennsylvania,  so  named  because  traversed  by  the 
Franklin  canal. 

Canal  de  Hare;  canal  in  Washington,  named  for  the  Spanish  explorer,  Lopez  de 
Haro. 

Canal  Lewisville;  town  in  Coshocton  County,  Oliio,  named  for  T.  B.  Lewis,  wdio 
founded  it.    - 

Canandaigua;  lake,  town  in  Ontario  County,  New  York,  and  village  in  Lenawee 
County,  Michigan.  An  Indian  word,  the  derivation  of  which  is  in  dispute. 
Morgan  gives  canandargua,  "a  place  selected  for  settlement,  a  chosen  spot;" 
Haines,  "a  town  set  off."  Others  have  thought  the  word  to  be  derived  from 
Cahnandahgwah,  "sleeping  beauty,"  while  another  theory  is  that  it  is  cor- 
rupted from  the  Seneca  Indian,  Genundewahguah,  "great  hill  people,"  so  called 
from  a  large  hill  near  the  lake. 

Canaseraga;  village  in  Allegany  County,  New  York.  From  an  Indian  word,  kana- 
sawaga,  "several  strings  of  beads  with  a  string  lying  ac;ross." 
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Canastota;  villaj^u's  in  Madison  County,  New  York,  and  .McCook  Coiuity,  South 
Dakota.  An  imliau  wonl,  Kniste,  or  Kanetota,  "pine  tree  stauiliuii- alone." 
Tlie  New  York  villau^e  took  ila  name  from  a  elu.ster  of  ))ineH  tlial  united  tiicir 
l)ranches  over  tlie  creek  w  liicii  j>asHes  througli  the  town. 

Canavaral;  eai)e,  and  viiiatie  in  IJrevard  County,  Florida.  A  Si)anish  wonl,  mean- 
in^''  "a  eane  plantation." 

Canby;  eity  in  Claekanias  County,  Oreijon,  named  for  (Ten.  Kdwaro  Caidiy,  who 
was  killed  by  the  JNIodoe  Indian.s  in  northern  California. 

Candelaria;  iwst-ofiices  in  Ksnieralda  County,  Nevada,  and  Presidio  County,  Texas. 
A  Spanish  woi'd,  meaninir  "tallow  and  wax  chandler's  shop." 

Candia;  town  in  R(iekinghaiii  County,  New  Hampshire,  named  froin  tho  island  in 
the  INIediterranean  where  (iovernor  Wentworth  was  onee  a  prisont-r. 

Caneadea;  town  in  Allegany  County,  New  York.  An  Indian  word,  meaning 
"where  the  heavens  rest  upon  the  earth." 

Caney;  city  in  Montgomery  County,  Kansas,  villages  in  ]\Iorgan  County,  Kentucky, 
Vernon  Parish,  T^ouisiana,  and  Matagorda  County,  Texas,  bi'sides  several  other 
small  places.  This  word  is  frequently  used  alone  and  with  thesuttixes  "branch," 
"sjmng,"  and  "ville,"  in  the  Southern  States,  and  refers  to  the  cane  which 
covers  vast  tracts  of  country  in  the  alluvial  bottoms. 

Canfield;  village  in  IMahoning  County,  Ohio,  named  for  one  of  the  original  propri- 
etors, Jonathan  (^anfield. 

Canisteo;  river,  and  town  in  Sti'uben  County,  New  York.  An  Indian  word,  mean- 
ing "lioard  on,  or  in,  the  water." 

Cankapoja;  lake  at  the  head  of  Vermilion  Kiver,  South  Dakota.  An  Indian  word, 
meaning  "light  wood." 

Cannelburg-;  town  in  Daviess  County,  Indiana,  named  for  the  iiuckeye  Cannel  Coal 
Company. 

Cannelton;  city  in  Perry  County,  Indiana,  village  in  Beaver  County,  Pennsylvania, 
and  town  in  Kanawha  County,  West  Virginia,  named  from  the  beds  of  cannel 
coal  in  the  vicinity. 

Cannon;  I'iver  in  Minnesota.  The  name  is  a  corruption  of  the  name  given  by  the 
early  French,  Riviere  aux  Canots,  river  of  the  "canoes." 

Cannon;  county  in  Tennessee,  named  for  Newton  Cannon,  governor  of  the  State  in 
1835-39. 

Cannonball;  river  in  North  Dakota,  translation  of  the  French  name,  Le  Poulet. 

Cannon  Falls;  village  in  Goodhue  County,  Minnesota,  named  from  the  river. 

Cannonsburg;  town  in  Kent  County,  ^lichigan,  named  for  Le  Grand  Cannon,  of 
Troy,  New  Y'ork. 

Cannonsville ;  village  in  Delaware  County,  New  York,  named  for  Benjamin  Can- 
non, early  owner. 

Canoeridge;  village  in  Indiana  County,  Pennsylvania,  so  named  because  it  is  situ- 
ated on  the  highest  point  on  the  west  branch  of  the  Susquehanna  to  which  a 
canoe  could  be  pushed. 

Canoga;  village  in  vSeneca  County,  New  Y^ork,  named  from  a  large  spring  which 
affords  permanent  motive  power  for  two  mills.  An  Indian  word  meaning  "oil 
floating  on  the  water." 

Canon;  a  name  given  In'  the  Spaniards  to  narrow  mountain  gorges  or  deep  ravines. 
Sometimes  spelled  canon,  others  canyon,  from  their  proximity  to  gorges;  such  as 
Canyonville,  Oregon,  and  Cancan  City,  Colorado.  A  Sjiianish  word  meaning  "a 
tube,  a  funnel." 

Canon  de  Ugalde;  ]iass  in  Texas  named  for  a  Mexican  general. 

Canonicut;  island  in  Narragansett  Bay,  Rhode  Island,  named  for  Canonicus,  an 
Indian  cliief  of  the  Narragansett  tribe,  a  friend  of  Roger  Williams. 
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Canonsburg';  town  in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  laid  out  l)y  and  named 

for  Col.  John  Cannon. 
Canooch.ee;  river,  and  village  in  Emanuel  County,  Cxeorgia.     An  Indian  word,  said 

to  be  derived  from  Ikanodshi,  "the  graves  are  there." 
Canterbury;  town  in  ^Vindham  County,  Connectieut,  and  villages  in  Kent  county, 

Delaware,   Merrimack  County,  New  Hampshire,  and  Mingo  County,  West  Vir- 
ginia, named  from  the  p]nglish  town. 
Canton;  numerous  places  in  the  country,  which  deri\e  their  name,  either  directly 

(jr  indirectly,  from  the  city  in  China. 
Capac;  town  in  St.   Clair  County,   Michigan,   nanieil    for  ]Manco   Capac,   the  first 

emperor  or  chief  of  the  Peruvian  empire.     The  word,  manco,  is  said  to  mean 

"chief." 
Cape  Elizabeth;  town  in  Cuml)erland  C(junty,  Maine,  named  from  the  cape,  wliicli 

was  named  for  Queen  Elizal)eth  of  England. 
Cape  Girardeau;  county  and  city  in  Missouri,  named  for  Sieur  Girardot,   of  Kas- 

kaskia. 
Capell;  mountain  and  fort  in  California,  named  for  an  officer. 
Cape  May;  county  and  city  in  New  Jersey,  named  from  the  cape  named  for  Cor- 

nclis  .Jacohse  ^lay,  a  navigator  in  the  employ  of  the  Dutch  West  Indian  Company. 
Cape  Vincent;  town  in  Jefferson  County,  New  York,  named  for  Vincent,  son  of 

Le  Kay  de  Chaumont. 
Capitol;  peak  in  Colorado,  so  nameil  from  its  form. 

Carancahua;  village  in  Jackson  County,  Texas,  named  for  an  Indian  tribe. 
Carbon;  a  name  of  frequent  occurrence  in  the  country,  given  to  indicate  tlie  pres- 
ence of  coal  deposits.     Counties  in  ]Montana,  Pennsylvania,  Utah,  and  Wyoming 

are  so  called.     Various  sutiixes,  such  as  "dale,"  "hill,"  etc.,  are  also  used. 
Cardiff;  villages  in  Jefferson  County,  Alaljama;  Garfield  County,   Colorado,  and 

Onondaga  County,  New  York,  named  from  the  city  in  AVales. 
Cardwell;  village  in  Dunklin  County,  Missouri,  named  for  Frank  Cardwell,  of  Para- 

gould,  Arkansas. 
Carencro;  town  in  Lafayette  Pai'ish,  Louisiana,  so  named  because  large  flocks  of 

buzzards  roosted  in  the  cypress  trees  common  in  that  neighborhood.     A  Creole 

word,  meaning  "buzzard." 
Carlinville;  city  in  Macou})in  County,  Illinois,  named  for  Thomas  Carlin,  governor 

of  the  State  in  1834-42. 
Carlisle;  county  in  Kentucky,  named  for  John  C  Carlisle,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 

under  President  Cleveland. 
Carlisle;  town  in  Middlesex  County,  Massachusetts,  named,  according  to  W^hitmore, 

for  Charles  Lloward,  Earl  of  Carlisle.     Other  authorities  say  for  the  town  in 

Scotland. 
Carlisle;  borough  in  Cumberland  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  the  town  in 

England. 
Carlisle;  town  in  Union  County,  South  Carolina,  named  for  a  prominent  family. 
Carlstadt;  borough  in  Bergen  County,  New  Jersey,  named  by  early  German  settlers 

for  the  town  in  Croatia. 
Carlton;  county  and  village  in  Minnesota,  named  for  one  of  tlie  first  representatives 

in  the  legislature  of  the  district,  which  was  afterwards  formed  into  Carlton 

County. 
Carmel;  town  in  Penobscot  County,  ]Maine,  and  several  other  small  i)laces,  named 

from  the  mountain  in  Palestine. 
Carnegie;  borough    in    Allegheny    County,     Pennsylvania,    named    for    Andrew 

Carnegie. 
Carnesville;  town  in  Franklin  County,  (Georgia,  named  for  Col.  T.  P.  Carnes,  sr. 
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Caro;  villa<r(' in  Tns^fohi  County,  ^Michigan,  a  I'anciful  nanu' uivi'U  by  its  founder. 
W.  K.  SliLTinan. 

Carolina;  name  given  to  two  States,  Nortli  and  Soutli  Caroiiiia.  Near  the  middle 
of  the  sixteenth  century,  Jean  Kiljault  visited  the  i-egion  and  named  it  CaroUna, 
in  honor  of  his  king,  C'iiarles  IX  of  France,  but  the  name  never  came  into  gen- 
era! use  and  soon  disajipeared.  Aliout  1628,  this  name  was  appHed  definitely  to 
that  part  of  the  country  lying  between  Virginia  and  Florida,  having  been  given 
in  honor  of  Charles  I  of  England.  In  an  old  manuscript,  now  in  London,  the 
following  maybe  found:  "1629-30,  Feb.  10.  The  Attorney-*  ieneral  is  prayed  to 
grant  by  Patent  2  Degrees  in  Carolina,"  etc.  In  1663  the  name  was  definitely 
ai)plied  to  the  province  granted  to  proprietors  by  Charles  II  of  England.  This 
province  was  named  in  honor  of  the  reigning  king,  and  thus  the  old  name  given 
in  lionor  of  Charles  I  was  retained. 

Caroline;  county  in  INIaryland,  named  in  honor  of  Caroline  Calvert,  daughter  of 
Charles,  Fifth  Lord  Baltimore. 

Caroline;  county  in  Virginia,  named  for  the  wife  of  George  11. 

Carondelet;  village  in  St.  Louis  County,  Missouri,  named  for  Laron  Carondelet, 
Spanish  commander  in  chief  and  governor  of  Louisiana  in  17!*!. 

Carp;  river  and  railroad  station  in  Marciuette  County,  Michigan.  A  translation  of 
the  Indian  name  literally  meaning  "big  carp  river." 

Carrington;  island  in  Great  Salt  Lake,  Utah,  named  for  a  member  of  an  exploring 
party. 

Carrington;  island  in  Yellowstone  Lake,  Yellowstone  Park,  named  for  Campbell 
Carrington. 

Carrituck;  plantation  in  Somerset  County,  Maine.  An  Indian  word,  meaning  "the 
place  where  the  water  forms  a  semicircle  around  the  land." 

Carroll;  counties  in  Arkansas,  Georgia,  Illinois,  In< liana,  Iowa,  Kentuc-ky,  INIary- 
land, ]\Iississii)pi,  Missouri,  New  Hamiishire,  Ohio,  and  Virginia,  and  several 
small  places,  named  for  Charles  Carroll,  of  Carrollton,  Maryland. 

Carroll;  county  in  Tennessee,  named  for  William  Carroll,  governor  in  1821-27. 

Carrollton;  township  in  Carroll  County,  Arkansas;  cities  in  Carroll  County,  Iowa, 
Carroll  County,  Kentucky,  Carroll  County,  Missouri;  towns  in  Carroll  County, 
Mississippi,  and  Carroll  County,  Georgia,  and  villages  in  Carroll  County,  Mary- 
land, and  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  named  for  the  home  of  Charles  Carroll. 

Carrollton;  town  in  Cattaraugus  County,  New  York,  named  for  G.  Carroll,  an 
original  projirietor. 

Carrying  Place;  plantation  in  Somerset  County,  Maine,  so  named  because  the 
Indians  had  to  carry  their  canoes  from  one  waterway  to  another  on  the  route  to 
Canada. 

Carson;  city,  pass,  lake,  river,  and  v'alley  in  Nevada,  and  peak  in  Utah,  named  for 
the  celebrated  Rocky  Mountain  guide,  Christopher,  or  Kit,  Carson. 

Carson;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  S.  P.  Carson,  secretary  of  State  under  David  G. 
Burnet. 

Carter;  county  and  village  in  Kentucky,  named  for  William  (i.  Carter,  a  member 
of  the  State  senate. 

Carter;  county  in  Missouri,  named  for  Zimri  Carter,  an  early  settler. 

Carter;  county  and  village  in  Tennessee,  named  for  Gen.  Landon  Carter. 

Carteret;  county  in  North  Carolina,  named  for  Sir  George  Carteret,  one  of  the  pro- 
prietors. 

Cartersville;  city  in  Bartow  County,  Georgia,  named  for  Col.  F.  Carter,  of  Mill- 
edgeville. 

Carthage;  city  in  Jasper  county,  Missouri,  village  in  Jefferson  County,  New  York, 
and  many  other  places,  named  for  the  ancient  city  in  Egypt. 
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Caruthersville;  rity  in  reiuiscot  (Vmnty,  ^lissonri,  named  for  Hon.  Samuel  Caruth- 

ers,  of  Madison  County. 
Carver;  town  in  Plymouth  County,  ^lassaeluisettH,  named  lor  Jolni  Carver,  first 

governor  of  Plymouth  colony. 
Carver;  county  and  village  in  Minnesota,  named  for  Capt.  Jonathan  Carver,  early 

explorer. 
Cary;  village  in  Wake  County,  North  Carolina,  nanieil  for  tlie  temperance  lecturer 

of  Ohio. 
Caryville;  town  in  (ienesee  County,  New  York,  named  for  Col.  Alfred  Cary,  early 

settler. 
Cascade;  county  in  Montana,  so  named  because  it  contains  the  great  falls  of  theMis- 

souri  lliver. 
Cascade;  chain  of  mountains  in  ( )regon  and  Washington,  so  called  from  the  cascades 

in  the  Columbia  Kiver,  Ijreaking  through  the  range. 
Cascade  Locks;  town  in  Wasco  County,  Oregon,  situated  at  the  locks  built  at  the 

cascades  in  the  Columbia  River. 
Casco;  bay  and  town  in  Cuml)erland  County,  Maine.     From  an  Indian  word,  mean- 
ing, according  to  some  authorities,  "  resting  place,"  or  "  crane  bay." 
[Casey;  county  in  Kentucky; 

Jcaseyville;  town  in  Union  County,  Kentucky.    Named  for  Col.  William  Casey,  a 
I       pioneer  of  the  State. 

Cash.  City;  town  in  Clark  County,  Kansas,  named  for  its  founder.  Cash  Henderson. 
Cashie;  river  in  North  Carolina,  named  for  an  Indian  chief. 
Cashion;  town  in  Kingfisher  County,  Oklahoma,  named  for  Roy  Cashion,  a  Rough 

Rider  in  the  Spanish- American  war,  and  the  only  one  of  the  Oklahoma  contm- 

gent  killed  in  the  charge  up  San  Juan  hill. 
Cass;  counties  in  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  IMichigan,  Minnesota,  Missouri,  Nebraska, 

and  Texas;  river  in  Michigan;  lake  in  Minnesota,  and  village  in  Cass  County, 

Texas,  named' for  Gen.  Lewis  Cass,  governor  of  Michigan  in  1820. 
Cass;  county  in  North  Dakota,  named   for  Gen.  George  W.  Cass,  director  of  the 

Northern  Pacific  Railroad. 
Cassadaga;  lake,  creek,  and  village  in  Chautauipia  County,  New  York.     Indian 

word,  meaning  "under  the  rocks." 
Casselton;  town  in  Cass  County,  North  Dakota,  named  for  Gen.  (ieorge  W.  Cass, 

director  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad. 
Cass  Lake;  village  in  Cass  County,  Minnesota. 

Cassville;  village  in  Grant  County,  AVisconsin,  named  for  Gen.  Lewis  Cass. 
Castalia;  town  in- Erie  County,  Ohio,  named  for  the  ancient  fountain  at  the  foot  of 

Tilount  Parnassus  in  Phocis. 
Castile;  town  in  Wyoming  County,  New  York,  named  from  the  ancient  kingdom 

of  Spain. 
Castine;  town  in  Hancock  County,  Maine,  named  for  Baron  de  St.  Castine,  a  French 

noblemaia,  by  whom  it  was  settled. 
Castle;  peak  in  the  Sierra  Ne\ada,  California,  so  named  from  its  conical  shape. 
Castle;  peak  in  Elk  Mountains,  Colorado,  named  from  its  castellated  sununit. 
Castle;  island  in  the  Hudson  River,  New  York,  so  called  from  a  stockade  built  by 

the  Dutch  as  a  protection  from  the  Indians. 
Castle  Rock;  town  in  Sununit  County,  Utah,  so  called  from  a  vast  rock  which  is 

thought  to  resemble  a  ruined  castle.     Towns  in  Douglas  County,  Colorado,  and 

Grant  County,  Wisconsin,  named  from  rocks  near. 
Castleton;  village  in  Rensselaer  County,  New  Yoi-k,  named  from  an  ancient  Indian 

oastle  on  the  adjacent  hills.  , 

Castleton;  town  in  Rutland  County,  Vermont,  named  for  one  of  the  original  pro- 
prietors. 
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Castor;  liayoii  in  IjOiiisiana,  and  river  in  Missouri,  so  named  hecauHe  ot  the  preva- 
lence of  heavers,  a  French  word,  meaning  "castor." 
I  Castro;  county  in  Texas; 
Castroville;  town  in  Medina  County,  Texas.    Named  for  Henri  Castro,  who  settled 
tiOO  immigrants  in  Texas  under  Government  contract  hetween  1842  and  1845. 

Caswell;  county  in  North  Carolina,  named  for  Richard  Caswell,  governor  of  the 
State  in  1777-1779. 

Catahoula;  lake  and  parish  in  Louisiana,  named  for  an  extinct  Indian  tribe. 

Cataract;  village  in  Owen  County,  Indiana,  so  named  on  account  of  the  falls  in  the 
river  near. 

Cataraque;  river  in  New  York.  Indian  word,  meaning  "fort  in  the  water,"  the 
early  name  of  Lake  Ontario. 

Catasauqua;  creek  and  borough  in  Lehigh  County,  Pennsylvania.  Indian  word, 
corruption  of  Gottoshacki,  "the  earth  thirsts  for  rain,"  or  "parched  land." 

Catawba;  river  in  North  and  South  Carolina,  county  in  North  Carolina,  town  in 
said  county,  town  in  ]\Iarion  County,  West  Virginia;  creek  in  Botetourt  County, 
and  town  in  Roanoke  County,  Virginia;  island  in  Lake  Erie,  and  village  in 
Clark  County,  Ohio,  besides  several  other  small  places,  named  from  the  Indian 
tribe. 

Catawissa;  Itrancii  of  the  Susquehanna  River,  and  borough  in  Columbia,  Pennsyl- 
vania. Corruption  of  the  Indian  word  Gattawisi,  "growing  fat,"  though  some 
authorities  say  the  name  signifies  "clear  water;"  a  different  derivation  is  from 
Ganawese,  designating  the  region  to  which  the  tribe  of  Conoys  retired. 

Cathaneu;  river  of  Maine.     Indian  word  meaning  "bent,"  or  "crooked." 

Catharine;  town  in  Schuyler  County,  New  York,  named  for  Catharine  Montour, 
wife  of  an  Indian  sachem. 

Cathedral;  peaks  in  California  and  Colorado,  so  named  from  their  resemblance  to 
cathedrals. 

Catheys;  creek  in  Humboldt  County,  California,  named  for  an  old  settler. 

Cathlamet;  point  and  town  in  Wahkiakum  County,  Washington,  named  from  the 
Indian  trilie  Cathlamah. 

Cathlapootle ;  river  in  Washington,  named  for  the  Quathlapohtle  Indian  tribe. 

Cato;  town  in  Cayuga  County,  New  York,  named  by  the  State  land  board  in  honor 
of  the  distinguished  Roman. 

Catoctin;  stream  in  Virginia  tributary  to  the  Potomac.  An  Indian  word,  meaning 
"great  village." 

Catskill;  creek,  mountains,  and  town  in  Greene  County,  New  York.  The  moun- 
tains were  calle<l  Katsbergs  by  the  Dutch,  from  the  num))er  of  wild-cats  found 
in  them,  and  the  creek,  which  flows  from  the  mountains,  Katerskill,  "tomcats' 
creek." 

Cattaraugus;  county,  village,  and  creek  in  New  York.  Indian  word,  meaning 
"bad  smelling  shore  or  beach." 

Caucomgomoc ;  lake  in  Maine.  (V)rru|)tion  of  an  Indian  word,  meaning  "big  gull 
lake." 

Caugwaga;  creek  in  Erie  County,  New  York.  A  corruption  of  the  Indian  Gag- 
waga,  "creek  of  the  Cat  nation." 

Causton;  1)1  uff  in  ( Jeorgia,  named  for  Tliomas  Causton. 

Cavalier;  county  an<l  town  in  Peml>ina  t'ounty,  North  Dakota,  named  for  Charles 
Cavalier,  one  of  the  old  settlers  in  tiie  Lower  Red  River  Valley. 

Caw^anesque;  branch  of  the  Chemung  River,  New  York.  An  Indian  word,  mean- 
ing "at  the  long  island." 

Caw^anshanock;  creek  in  Armstrong  County,  Pennsylvania.  Indian,  derived  from 
Gawunschhanne,  "green  briar  stream." 

Cawker;  city  in  Mitchell  County,  Kansas,  named  for  E.  H.  Cawker. 
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Cayuga;  county,  village,  and  lake  in  New  York.  Indian  word,  the  derivation  of 
which  is  in  dispute.  The  generally  accepted  theory  is  that  it  means  ' '  long  lake, ' ' 
having  been  originally  applied  to  the  lake,  which  is  38  miles  long  and  from  1  to 
Similes  wide.  Morgan  derives  it  from  Gweugweh,  "the  mucky  land,"  while 
others  say  that  it  signifies  "canoes  pulled  out  of  the  water. "  One  of  the  six 
nations  of  Indians  was  so  called.     Six  small  places  in  the  country  Ijear  this  name. 

Cayuse;  village  in  ITmatilla  County,  Oregon,  named  from  the  Indian  ponies,  which 
are  numerous  in  the  country. 

Cazenovia;  lake  and  town  in  Madison  County,  New  York,  named  by  its  founder, 
Col.  John  Linklaen,  for  Theophilus  Cazenove,  general  agent  of  the  Holland 
Land  Company. 

Cazenovia;  township  in  Woodford  County,  Illinois,  and  villages  in  Pipestone 
County,  Minnesota,  and  Richland  County,  "Wisconsin,  are  named  for  the  above. 

1  Cecil;  county  in  Maryland; 
Cecilton;  town  in  Cecil  County,  Maryland.     Named  for  Cecil  Calvert,  second  Lord 
Baltimore. 
Cedar;  this   word,  with   various   suffixes,  forms  the  name  of  numerous  features 

throughout  the  country.     Counties  in  Iowa,  Missouri,  and  Nebraska,  153  post- 
offices,  with  or  without  suffixes,  and  numberless  rivers,  creeks,  etc.,  bear  the 

name,  referring  to  the  presence  of  the  tree  in  the  vicinity. 
Cedar  Keys;  town  in  Levy  County,  Florida,  named  from  a  group  of  islands  in  the 

harbor. 
Celeron;  island  near  Detroit,  Michigan,  named  for  Sieur  Celeron,  commandant  at 

Detroit  in  early  days. 
Center;  town  in  Sharp  County,  Arkansas,  and  county  in  Pennsylvania,  so  named 

because  of  their  geographical  situation  in  county  or  State.     One  hundred  and  fifty 

places  in  the  country  bear  this  name,  alone  or  with  various  prefixes. 
Center  Harbor;  town  in  Belknap  County,  New  Hampshire,  named  for  one  of  the 

first  settlers.  Col.  Joseph  Senter. 
Central;  town  in  Pickens  County,  South  Carolina,  so  named  because  of  its  geograph- 
ical situation  in  county  or  State.     Twenty-eight  other  places,  with  and  without 

suffixes,  are  so  called. 
Central  City;  town  in  Huntington  County,  West  Virginia,  so  named  l^ecause  it  is 

nearly  halfway  between  Guyandotte  and  Catlettsburg. 
Central  Lake;  village  in  Antrim  County,  Michigan,  situated  on  a  lake  which  is  in 

the  center  of  a  chain  of  lakes  and  rivers  in  the  county. 
Ceredo;  village  in  Wayne  County,  West  Virginia,  named  by  its  founder  because  of 

the  bountiful  harvest  of  corn  upon  its  site.     The  name  is  derived  from  Ceres,  the 

goddess  of  corn  and  harvests. 
Cerrillos;  town  in  Santa  Fe  County,  New  Mexico.    A  Spanish  woi'd  meaning  "little 

eminences,  or  hills." 
Cerro  Colorado;  a  conical  hill  of  reddish  color  in  Colorado.     The  name  was  given 

l)y  the  Mexicans,  and  means  "red  hill." 
Cerro  Gordo;   village  in    Piatt  County,  Illinois;  county  in   Iowa;  and  village   in 

Columbus  County,  North  Carolina,  named  from  the  Mexican  Imttlefield.     The 

words  mean  "large  (around)  hill." 
Ceylon;  village  in  Erie  County,  Ohio,  and  five  other  jilaces,  named  from  the  island 

off  the  coast  of  India. 
Chadbourn;  town  in  Columbus  County,  North  Carolina,  named  for  a  prominent 

business  man  of  Wilmington,  North  Carolina. 
Chadds  Ford;  village  in  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  the  ])ro])rietor, 

Francis  Chadsej'. 
Chadron;  city  in  Dawes  County,  Nebraska,  named  for  an  old  French  squawman. 
Chaffee;  county  in  Colorado,  named  for  Jerome  I>,  C^haffee.  United  States  Senator. 
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Chaffin;  bluff  in  Virginia,  named  for  tlie  family  who  owned  it. 

Chagrin;  river  in  Ohio.  Two  different  theories  obtain  in  regard  to  tliis  name,  one 
being  that  a  party  of  surveyorw  under  Harvey  Rice,  f<o  named  it  ])ecause  of  tlieir 
disappointment  at  tinding  that  they  were  not  following  the  course  of  the  Cuya- 
hoga River.  Howe  says  that  it  is  named  from  the  Indian  wor<l  shagrin,  which 
is  said  to  mean  "clear." 

Chagrin  Falls;  village  in  Cuyahoga  County,  Ohio,  named  from  tlie  river. 

Chamberlain;  lake  in  Maine,  named  for  an  old  settler. 

Chambers;  county  in  Alabama,  named  for  Senator  Henry  (-.  Cliambers  of  that 
State.

Chambersburg';  town  in  Krankhn  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  a  Scotchman 
who  foundeil  it,  J>enjamiii  Chand)ers. 

Champaig-n;  counties  in  Illinois  and  Ohio,  and  city  in  tlie  former  State,  so  called 
from  the  general  character  of  the  country.  A  French  word,  meaning  "  a  flat, 
open  country." 

Champion;  town  in  Jefferson  County,  New  York,  named  for  (ien.  Henry  Cham- 
pion, an  early  proprietor. 

Champlain;  lake  and  town  in  Clinton  County,  New  York,  named  for  the  discov- 
erer of  the  lake,  Samuel  de  Champlain,  a  French  naval  othcer,  who  explored 
that  country  in  1609. 

Chancellorsville;  village  in  Spottsylvania  County,  Virginia,  nameil  for  a  family  in 
the  neighborhood. 

Chandeleur;  bay  and  islands  on  the  coast  of  Louisiana,  so  named  })ecause  they  were 
discovered  on  Candlemas  or  Chandeleur  day. 

Chandlerville;  village  in  Cass  County,  Illinois,  named  for  Dr.  Charles  C -handler, 
founder. 

Chaney;  creek  in  Mississippi,  named  for  Robert  Chaney,  an  early  settler  in  Perry 
County. 

Chanhassan;  river  in  Minnesota  and  North  Dakota.  Indian  name,  "pale  bark 
wood,  sugar  tree." 

Chanhassen;  village  in  Carver  County,  INlinnesota.  Indian  word,  meaning  "tire- 
stone." 

Chankie;  creek  in  South  Dakota.  Cones  says  it  is  clii)ped  from  Tschehkana- 
kasahtapah,  "breech  clout."  Haines  gives  chanka,  " tirestone,"^  so  named  from 
a  very  hard  rock  of  vitritied  sandstone  found  near  its  moutli. 

Chanlers;  purchase  in  Coos  County,  New  Hampshire,  named  for  Jeremiah  Chanler, 
early  owner. 

Chanopa;  lake  in  Minnesota.     Indian  word,  meaning  "two  wood." 

Chanshayapi;  river  in  Minnesota.  Indian  word,  meaning  "red  wood,  or  a  post 
painted  red." 

Chanute;  city  in  Neosho  County,  Kansas,  named  for  O.  Cliamite,  civil  engineer 
with  the  Leavenworth,  Lawrence  and  (ialveston  Railroad. 

Chapa;  river  in  Minnesota.     Indian  word,  meaning  "beaver." 

Chapel  Hill;  town  in  Orange  County,  North  Carolina,  named  from  a  colonial  chapel 
of  the  Church  of  England,  built  on  a  hill. 

Chapin;  town  in  Lexington  County,  South  Carolina,  named  for  a  family  of  that  name. 

Chapman;  borough  in  Snyder  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  f<pr  William  C-hapman, 
who  owned  slate  quarries  there. 

Chappaqua;  town  in  Westchester  County,  New  York.  lii<liaii  word,  meaning  "an 
edible  root  of  some  kind." 

Chappaquiddick;  island  in  Dukes  County,  ]Massachusetts.  From  an  Indian  word 
Cheppiaquidne,  "separated  island."  So  called  because  sei)arated  from  Marthas 
Vineyaid  by  a  narrow  strait. 
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Chardon;  village  in  Geaujia  County,  Ohio,  named  for  a  proprietor,  Peter  Chardon 

Brooks. 
Chariton;  county,  river,  and  town  in  Putnam  County,  Missouri.     The  origin  of  the 

name  is  in  doubt.     The  most  generally  accepted  theory  is  that  it  was  given  by 

the  early  French,  but  that  the  original  form  of  the  word  has  been  lost,  hence 

the  translation  is  impossible.     Some  persons  say  that  there  was  a  French  trader 

who  liad  liis  agency  near  the  mouth  of  the  river,  whose  name  was  similar. 
Charlemont;    town   in   Franklin   County,  Massachusetts,   named   for   the   Earl   of 

Charlemont. 
Charles;  county  in   Maryland,  named  in  honor  of  Charles  Calvert,  son  of  Cecilius 

(All vert,  second  Lord  Baltimore. 
(Charles;  river  in  Massachusetts,  and  point  in  Northampton  County,  Virginia; 
[Charles  City;  county  in  Virginia.    Named  for  Charles  I  of  England. 
Charles  Mix;  county  in  South  Dakota,  named  for  a  pioneer  citizen. 
Charleston;  town  in  Penobscot  County,  Maine,  named  for  an  early  settler,  Charles 

N'aughan. 
Charleston;  town   in   Tallahatchie   County,   Mississipi)i,   named  from  C'harleston, 

South  Carolina. 
Charleston;  county  and  city  in  South  Carolina.     The  city  was  named  first  and  was 

originally  called  Charles  Town,  in  honor  of  Charles  II  of  England. 
Charleston;  city  in  Kanawha  County,  West  Virginia,  named  for  Charles  Clendman, 

father  of  George  Clendman,  the  founder. 
Charlestown;  part  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  named  for  Charles  I  of  England. 
Charlestown;  town  in  Sullivan  County,  New  Hampshire,  named  for  Sir  Charles 

Knowles. 
Charlestown;  town  in  Washington  County,  Rhode  Island,  named  either  for  King 

Charles  II  of  England,  or  for  Charles  Edward,  the  pretender. 
Charlestown;  town  in  Jefferson  County,  West  Virginia,  named  for  the  brother  of 

George  Washington,  Charles  Washington,  who  owned  the  land  upon  which  the 

town  was  l)uilt. 
Charlevoix;  county  and  village  in  Michigan,  named  for  Pere  Francis  X.Charlevoix, 

a  missionary  and  historian. 
Charley  Apopka;  creek  in  Florida.     Corruption  of  an  Indian  word,  tsalopopko- 

hatchee,  "  cattish  eating  creek." 
Charloe;  village  in  Paulding  County,  Ohio,  named  for  an  Ottawa  Indian  chief. 
Charlotte;  C(junty  in  Virginia  and  village  in  Monroe  County,  New  York,  named  for 

Cliarlottc  Augusta,  Princess  of  Wales. 
Charlotte;   city  in  Mecklenburg  County,   North  Carolina,  named   for  the  wife  of 

George  III  of  England. 
Charlottesville;  city  in  Virginia,  named  for  Charlotte  Augusta,  Princess  of  Wales. 
Charlton;  county  and  village  in  Georgia,  named  for  Robert  M.  Charlton,  poet,  and 

United  States  Senator  in  1852. 
Charlton;  town  in  AVorcester  County,  Massachusetts,  named  for  Sir  Francis  Charl- 
ton, gentleman  of  the  privy  chamber  in  1755. 
Chartiers;  two  creeks,  township  in  Allegheny  County,  and  two  villages  in  western 

Pennsylvania,  named  for  Peter  Chartiers,  a  noted  half-breed  spy  and   Indian 

hunter. 
Chase;  counties  in  Kansas  and  Nebraska,  named  for  Salmon  P.  Chase,  Secretary  of 

the  Treasury  under  Lincoln. 
Chaska;  I'ity  in  Carver  County,  Minnesota.     An  Indian  name  given  to  the  firstborn, 

if  a  son. 
Chateaugay;  river,  lake,  and  village  in  Franklin  County,  New  York,  the  origin  of 

the  nanu' of  which  is  in  dispute.     Some  authorities  say  it  is  from  the  French 

word,  meaning  "castle  ford."     Haines  derives  it  from  the  Indian  word  Cha- 

tauqua,  "place  where  one  was  lost  " 
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Chatham;  counties  in  (icorjiia  and  North  Carolina,  towns  in  Barnstable  County, 
Massachusetts,  and  Carroll  Cornity,  New  Haniiishire;  horoujrh  in  Morris  County, 
New  Jersey;  village  in  Columbia  County,  New  York,  and  many  other  places, 
named  for  William  Pitt,  earl  of  Chatham. 

Chattahoochee;  river,  county,  and  village  in  Fulton  (-omity,  Ceorgia,  and  town  in 
Gadsden  County,  Florida;  fi'om  an  Indian  word  meaning  "painted  stone." 

Chattanooga;  city  in  Hamilton  County,  Tennessee,  and  creek  in  Georgia.  Indian 
word,  meaning  "crow's  nest"  or  "  eagle's  nest." 

Chattooga;  county  and  river  in  Georgia.  It  is  said  to  be  from  tlie  same  Indian 
word  as  Chattahooche,  "painted  stone." 

Chaumont;  village  in  Jefferson  County,  New  York,  7iamed  for  Le  Ray  de  Caliumont, 
early  proprietor. 

Chautauqua;  county  in  Kansas;  county,  lake,  and  town  in  New  York.  An  Indian 
word  which  has  been  the  subject  of  much  controversy.  Webster  says  it  is  a  cor- 
ruption of  a  word  which  means  "foggy  place."  Another  derivation  gives  the 
meaning  as  "bag  tied  in  the  middle,"  referring  to  the  shape  of  the  lake.  It  is 
also  said  to  mean  "place  where  a  child  was  washed  away."  Dr.  Peter  Wilson, 
an  educated  Seneca,  says  it  is  literally  "where  the  fish  was  taken  out."  Other 
meanings  given  are  "place  of  easy  death,"  "place  where  one  was  lost." 

Chaves;  county  in  New  Mexico,  named  for  Mariano  Chaves,  governor  in  183(5. 

Cheanill;  chain  of  hills  in  Oregon.     Indian  word  meaning  "bald  hills." 

Cheat;  river  in  West  Virginia,  so  called  because  of  the  yariableness  of  the  volume 
of  water. 

Cheatham;  county  in  Tennessee,  named  for  Benjamin  Cheatham,  Confederate 
general. 

Chebanse;  town  in  Iroquois  County,  Illinois,  named  for  an  Indian  chief.  The  word 
means  "little  duck." 

Chebeague  Island;  village  in  Cumberland  County,  Maine.  The  name  is  probably 
derived  from  (Jhebeeg,  "great  waters,"  or  "wide  expanse  of  water." 

Cheboygan;  river,  county,  and  city  in  Michigan.  An  Indian  word,  variously 
interpreted.  Haines  says  it  is  composed  of  two  words,  che,  "great,"  and  poygan, 
"  pipe."  Another  derivation  gives  the  meaning,  "the  river  that  comes  out  of  the 
ground."     The  Michigan  Historical  Society  gives  Chabwegan,  "a  place  of  ore." 

Checaque;  river  in  Iowa.     An  Indian  word,  meaning  "skunk." 

Chectemunda;  creek  in  Montgomery  County,  New  York.  An  Indian  woi-d  mean- 
ing "  twin  sister." 

Cheektowaga;  town  in  Erie  County,  New  York.  Derived  from  the  Indian  word, 
Juk  do  waah  geh,  "the  jjlace  of  the  crabapple  tree." 

Cheesechankamuck;  eastern  branch  of  Farmington  River,  C^junecticut.  Indian 
word,  meaning  "the  great  fishing  place  at  the  weir." 

Cheetiery  Sopochnie;  chain  of  volcanic-  mountains  in  the  Aleutian  Islands.  An 
In<lian  word,  meaning  "four  mountains." 

Chefuncte;  river  in  Louisiana.     Indian  word,  meaning  "chinkapin." 

Chehalis;  river,  county,  and  city  in  Lewis  County,  Washington,  named  from  an 
Indian  tribe,  Tsihalis.     The  word  means  "sand,  or  sandy  land." 

Chehtanbeh;  rivor  in  Minnesota.     Indian  word,  meaning  "sparrow  hawk's  nest." 

Chelmsford;  town  in  Middlesex  County,  Massachusetts,  named  for  the  English 
town. 

Chelsea;  city  of  Massachusetts,  named  from  the  I^nglish  town. 

Chelsea;  town  in  Washtenaw  County,  Michigan,  and  town  in  Orange  County,  Ver- 
mont; indirectly  named  for  the  town  in  England. 

Chemawa;  village  in  Marion  County,  Oregon.  Indian  word,  meaning  "our  old 
home." 

Chemehuevis;  valley  in  Arizona  named  from  a  tribe  of  Indians. 
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Chemung;  river,  county,  and  town  in  New  York.  An  Indian  word,  meaning  "big 
Ijorn  in  the  water,"  or  "big  horn."  The  river  was  so  called  according  to  tradi- 
tion from  a  fossil  tooth  found  in  it. 

Chenango;  river,  county,  and  a  town  in  Broome  County,  New  York.  An  Indian 
word,  meaning  "bull  thistles." 

Chene;  bayou  in  Louisiana.     French  word,  meaning  "oak." 

Cheney;  creek  in  Humboldt  County,  California,  named  for  an  old  settler. 

Cheney;  city  in  Sedgwick  County,  Kansas,  named  for  P.  B.  Cheney,  stockholder  of 
the  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railroad. 

Cheney;  town  in  Spokane  County,  Washington,  named  for  Benjamin  P.  Clieney, 
of  Boston,  one  of  the  originators  of  the  Northern  Pat'itic  Railroad. 

Chepachet;  river  and  village  in  Providence  County,  RhocU-  Island,  and  village  in 
Herkimer  County,  New  York.  An  Indian  word  meaning  "where  the  stream 
divides,"  or  "the  place  of  separation." 

Chepultepec;  town  in  Blount  County,  Alabama.  An  Indian  word  meaning  "  grass- 
hopper hill." 

Cheputnaticook;  lake  in  Maine.     Indian  word  meaning  "great  hill  lake." 

Cheraw;  town  in  Chestertield  County,  South  Carolina,  named  from  an  Indian  tribe 
which  is  also  known  as  the  Sara.     The  meaning  is  "tall  grass  or  weeds." 

Cherokee;  county  and  town  in  Alabama;  township  in  Benton  County,  Arkansas; 
village  in  Butte  County,  California;  county  and  village  in  Georgia;  county  and 
city  in  Iowa;  nation  in  Indian  Territory;  county  and  city  in  Kansas;  villages  in 
Lawrence  County,  Kentucky,  and  Lowndes  County,  Mississippi;  county  and 
village  in  Swain  County,  North  Carolina;  post-office  in  Woods  County,  Okla- 
homa; county  and  post-office  in  Spartanburg  County,  South  Carolina;  village  in 
Lauderdale  County,  Tennessee;  county  and  village  in  San  Saba  County,  Texas, 
and  village  in  Marathon  County,  Wisconsin,  named  for  an  Indian  tribe.  The 
word  is  derived  from  cheere,  "fire,"  and  is  said  to  be  the  name  of  their  "lower 
heaven." 

Cherry;  county  in  Nebraska,  named  for  Lieutenant  Cherry,  United  States  Army. 

Cherry  Creek;  town  and  creek  in  Chautauqua  County,  New  York,  named  by  Joshua 
Bentley,  jr.,  a  surveyor  who  found  the  center  of  the  town  to  be  on  a  small  island 
in  a  stream  where  there  was  a  small  cherry  tree. 

Cherryvale;  city  in  Montgomery  County,  Kansas,  in  the  valley  of  Cherry  Creek. 

Cherry  Valley;  village  in  Otsego  County,  New  York. 

The  name  "Cherry"  occurs  frequently  with  and  without  suffixes,  generally 
referring  to  the  presence  of  the  tree. 

Chesaning;  village  in  Saginaw  County,  Michigan.  An  Indian  word  meaning  "big 
rock,"  the  name  having  been  given  because  of  a  large  rock  near  the  place. 

Chesapeake;  bay  in  Maryland  which  gives  name  to  several  places  in  the  country. 
An  Indian  name  variously  explained.  Heckewelder  says  it  is  corrupted  from 
Tschischwtipeki,  which  is  compounded  of  kitshi,  "highly  salted,"  and  peek,  "a 
body  of  standing  water,  a  pond,  a  bay."  Others  give  che,  "great,"  and  sepi, 
"waters."  Bosnian  interprets  it  as  "  mother  of  waters."  W.  AV.  Tooker  says  that 
the  early  form  was  Chesepiooc,  from  k'che-sepi-ack,  "country  on  a  great  river." 

Cheshire;  county  in  New  Hampshire,  town  in  BerKshire  County,  Massachusetts, 
and  four  small  places  named  for  the  county  in  England. 

Chester;  county  in  Pennsylvania,  named  by  George  Pearson,  a  friend  of  William 
Penn,  in  honor  of  the  native  place  of  Penn. 

Chester;  county  and  town  in  South  Carolina,  named  from  Chester  County,  Penn- 
sylvania. 

Chester;  county  in  Tennessee,  named  for  Robert  I.  Chester,  an  old  settler. 

Chesterfield;  county  in  South  Carolina  and  town  in  Hampden  County,  Massachu- 
setts, named  for  Philip  Dormer  Stanhope,  Fourth  Earl  of  Chesterfield. 
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Chesterfield;  countieH  in  Xortli  Carolina  and  Virginia,  naniud  from  the  town  in 
I  )('r))ysliin^,  England. 

Chesterville ;  village  in  All)any  County,  New  York,  nameil  for  Rev.  Jonn  Chester, 
of  Albany. 

Chestnut;  twenty-sseven  post-oflices  and  many  natural  features  bear  this  name,  indi- 
cating the  presence  of  the  tree. 

Chesuncook;  lake  and  town  in  Piscataquis  County,  Maine.  An  Indian  word  which, 
according  to  Judge  Potter,  means  "the  goose  place."  Thoreau  gives,  "the  place 
where  many  streams  empty  in."     Haines  says  that  it  signifies  ' '  great  goose  place. ' ' 

Chetimaches;  lake  in  Louisiana  which  is  also  known  as  Grand  Lake,  the  name  of 
an  Indian  tribe,  the  word  meaning  "red  crabs." 

Chetopa;  city  in  Labette  County,  Kansas.  An  Indian  word,  meaning  "  four  houses," 
the  town  having  l>een  built  on  the  site  of  four  houses  occupieil  by  the  wives  of 
an  Osage  chief. 

Chewaukan;  marsh  in  Oregon.     Indian  word,  meaning  "  water  potato." 

Cheyenne;  counties  in  Colorado,  Kansas,  and  Nebraska,  mountain  in  Colorado,  rivers 
in  Nebraska  and  South  Dakota,  city  in  Laramie  County,  Wyoming,  and  several 
small  places,  named  for  the  Indian  tribe.  The  word  is  probably  a  corruption  of 
the  French,  chien,  "  dog,"  applied  by  some  neighboring  tribes  to  those  at  present 
known  as  Cheyennes.  It  was  the  custom  for  Indians  to  call  themselves  by  the 
name  which  signified  "men,"  and  to  call  neighboring  tribes  by  some  opprobrious 
epithet.     The  word  was  doubtless  introduced  by  the  early  French  traders. 

Chicacomico ;  creek  on  the  eastern  shore  of  Maryland.  An  Indian  word,  meaning 
"the  place  where  turkeys  are  plenty." 

Chicago;  city  and  river  in  Illinois.  The  origin  of  the  word  is  from  the  Indian,  being 
a  derivation  by  elision  and  French  annotation  from  the  word  Chi-kaug-ong. 
Col.  Samuel  A.  Starrow  used  the  name  in  a  letter  to  Gen.  Jacob  Brown,  in  1816, 
asfollows:  "The  river  Chicago  (orin  the  English,  "Wild  Onion  River)."  School- 
craft in  1820  said:  "  Its  banks  *  *  *  stated  to  produce  abundantly  *  *  * 
the  wild  sjjecies  of  cepa  or  leek."  Bishop  Baraga  gives:  "From  Chicag,  or  Sikag, 
"skunk,"  a  kind  of  wild  cat."  John  Turner  defines  skunk  as  she-gahg;  onion, 
she-gau-ga-winzhe,  "skunk  weed."  When  the  word  first  appeared  the  country 
was  inhabited  by  a  tribe  of  Miamis,  in  whose  dialect  the  word  for  skunk  was 
"se-kaw-kwaw."  It  is  said  that  the  wild  cat,  or  skunk,  was  named  from  the 
plant. 

Chicamauga;  creek  and  town  in  Walker  County,  Georgia,  named  from  an  Indian 
tribe.  The  word  by  some  is  said  to  mean  "sluggish  or  dead  water,"  or  "ttie 
river  of  death;  "  by  others  it  is  thought  to  signify  "  boiling  pot,"  so  called  from 
a  whirlpool  in  the  river. 

Chichester;  town  in  Merrimack  County,  New  Hampshire,  and  village  in  Ulster 
County,  New  York,  named  from  the  city  in  England. 

Chickahominy;  river  in  Virginia,  \vhich  according  to  De  Vere  is  named  from  the 
Indian  word,  Checahaminend,  "  land  of  much  grain,"  so  called  because  it  flows 
through  fertile  lowlands.  Heckewelder,  however,  says  that  it  is  corrupted  from 
Tschikene-mahoni,  "a  lick  frequented  by  turkeys." 

Chickasaw;  county  and  township  in  Iowa,  county  in  Mississippi,  and  nation  in 
Indian  Territory,  named  from  the  Indian  tribe.  According  to  Edward  Fon- 
taine, the  tribe  divided  on  account  of  a  feud,  and  one  part  took  the  name  of  one 
brother,  Chickasaw,  and  the  other  took  the  name  of  the  other  brother,  Choctaw. 
The  word  is  said  to  mean  "rebels,"  or  "renegades." 

Chickasha;  town  in  Chickasaw  Nation,  Indian  Territory.  The  name  is  derived 
from  the  word  Chickasaw. 

Chickies;  creek  and  village  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania.  Name  derived 
from  the  Indian  Chikiswalungo,  "  Place  of  crabs."  Heckewelder  says  the  mean- 
ing is  "  the  place  of  crawfish." 
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Chickisalung'a;  creek  in  Pennsylvania.    Indian  word,  derived  from  Chickiswalunga, 

"the  place  of  crawfish,"  or  "the  place  of  cra})s  or  crab  fish." 
Chickomuxen;  creek  in  Maryland.     An  Indian  word,  meaning  "  fishing  place  at  a 

weir." 
Chickwolnepy;  creek   in   New   Hampshire.     Indian   word,   meaning   "near   great 

pond." 
Chico;  city  in  Butte  County,  C'alifornia,  situated  on  Chicfi  Creek.     A  Spanisli  word, 

meaning  "  little." 
Chicoriiico;  creek  in  Connecticut.     An  Indian  derivation  from  she,  orche,  "great," 

and  komuk,  or  comaco,  "house,"  or  "inclosed  place." 
Chicopee;  river,  city,  and  falls  in  Massachusetts.     An  Indian  word,  meaning  "cedar 

tree,"  or  "birch-l)ark  place." 
Chicora;  town  in  Berkeley  County,  South  Carolina.     From  an  Indian  word,  Ynchi- 

kere,  meaning  "  Yuchi  are  there,"  or  "  Yuchi  over  there." 
Chicot;  county  in  Arkansas;  creek  in  New  York.     French  word,  meaning  "wood;" 

a  term  also  applied  to  a  stub  or  broken  piece  of  wood. 
Childress;  county  and  town  in  Texas,  named  for  George  C.  Childress,  author  of  the 

Texas  declaration  of  independence. 
Chilhowee;  mountain  ridge  in  Tennessee  and  village  in  Johnson  County,  Missouri. 

Indian  word,  meaning  "deer  mountain,"  or  by  some  thought  to  mean  "tire 

deer,"  an  allusion  to  the  custom  of  the  Indians  hunting  by  fire,  by  which  the 

deer  were  blinded  and  easily  killed. 
Chillicothe;  cities  in  Ohio  and  Illinois,  and  towns  in  Wapello  County,  Iowa,  and 

Livingston  County,  Missouri,  named  from  an  Indian  tribe.     The  word  is  said  to 

mean  "town,"  or  "city." 
Chillisquaque ;  creek  and  village  in  Northumberland  County,  Pennsylvania.     An 

Indian  word,  meaning  "the  place  of  snowbirds." 
Chilmark;  town  in  Dukes  Ceunty,  Massachusetts,  named  from  the  town  in  England. 
Chilson;  lake  and  village  in  Essex  County,  New  York,  named  for  a  family  of  early 

settlers. 
Chilton;  county  and  village  in  Clarke  County,  Alabama,  named  for   William  P. 

Chilton,  of  that.  State. 
Chilton;  city  in  Calumet  County,  Wisconsin,  named  Chillington,  the  home  of  an 

early  settler,  for  Chillington  Hall,  England,  but  the  county  clerk  in  recording 

the  name,  omitted  the  second  syllable,  hence  Chilton. 
Chimney  Rock;  town  in  Rutherford  County,  North  Carolina,  named  from  nearby 

cliffs,  which  bear  a  likeness  to  coUossal  chimneys.

"puckered  moccasins."     Other  explanations  are  "he  overcomes,"  or  "he  sur- 
mounts obstacles." 
Chisag-o;  county  in  Minnesota.     An  Indian  word,  po.ssibly  from  the  same  source  as 

Chicago. 
Chissesessick;  rivers  in   Virginia  and    Georgia.     An  Indian  word,  meaning  "the 

place  of  blue  birds." 
Chittenango;  creek  and  village  in  Madison  County,  New  York.     Morgan  says  it  is 

an  Indian  word,  meaning  "where  the  sun  shines  out;"  other  autiiorities  trans- 
late it  "waters  divide  and  run  into." 
Chittenden;  county  in  Vermont,  named  for  Thomas  Chittenden,  governor  of  the 

State  in  1790-97. 
Chittenden;  peak  in  Yellowstone  Park,  named  for  George  B.  Chittenden. 
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Chivington ;  villaijo  in  Kiowa  County,  Colorado,  near  the  l)attle  ^jronnd  wliere 
General  Chivington  defeated  the  Cheyenne  Indians. 

Chocoma;  peak  in  the  White  M()untain8,  New  Hampshire,  said  to  be  named  for  a 
prophet-chief  of  the  Sosokis  Indians,  who,  being  pursued  to  this  lofty  peak  l)y  a 
white  hunter,  leaped  over  the  precipice  and  was  dashed  to  pieces. 

Choctaw;  counties  in  Alabama  and  Mississippi,  and  nation  in  Indian  Territory,  also 
several  small  places,  named  for  an  Indian  ti-ibe.  (latsi'liet  says  the  word  means 
"Hat  head."  Dromenech  gives  "charming  voice,"  because  of  the  aj)titude  of  the 
tribe  for  singing  and  music. 

ChoctaAvhatchee ;  l)ay  and  river  in  Floi-ida.  Indian  word,  meaning  "river  of  the 
Choctaws." 

Chohwajica;  lake  in  Minnesota.     Indian  word,  meaning  "willow." 

Chokin;  lake  in  Minnesota.  Indian  word,  meaning  "place  of  roasting,"  the  lake 
probably  having  been  so  named  because  the  Dakota  Indians  roasted  the  teep- 
winna  root,  which  they  used  for  food,  on  the  shore  of  the  lake. 

Chokio;  village  in  Stevens  County,  Minnesota.    Indian  word,  meaning  "the  middle." 

Chokoloskee;  town  in  Lee  County,  Florida.  The  named  is  derived  from  the  Indian 
word,  chokoliska,  meaning  "the  red  houses." 

Choteau;  county  and  township  in  Teton  County,  Montana,  and  county  in  South 
Dakota,  named  for  the  Chouteau  family,  two  brothers  of  which,  Auguste  and 
Pierre,  founded  St.  Louis. 

Chouptyatanka;  lake  in  Minnesota.     Indian  word,  meaning  "big  dry  wood." 

Chowan;  river  and  county  in  North  Carolina,  named  from  the  Chowanoke  Indian 
tribe.  The  word  is  thought  to  be  equivalent  to  Shawnee,  "  southern  people." 
One  authority  derives  the  word  from  sowan-ohke,  "south  country." 

Christian;  county  in  Kentucky,  named  for  Col.  "William  Christian,  an  officer  of  the 
Revolution. 

Christian;  counties  in  Illinois  and  Missouri,  named  from  the  county  in  Kentucky. 

Christiana;  creek  and  village  in  Delaware,  and  borough  in  Lancaster  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, named  for  the  King  and  Queen  of  Sweden,  Christian  and  Christiana. 

Chuctanunda;  stream  in  Montg<jmery  County,  New  York.    An  Indian  word  mean- 
ing "twin  .sisters." 
Chula;  village  in  Livingston  County,  Missouri; 
Chulafinnee;  town  in  Cleburne  County,  Alabama; 

Chulahoma;  town  in  Marshall  County,  Mississippi.  From  an  Indian  word  mean- 
ing "red  fox." 

Chuluota;  town  in  Orange  County,  Florida.  Indian  word,  meaning  "beautiful 
view." 

Churchill;  county  in  Nevada,  which  takes  its  name  from  Fort  Churchill,  named  for 
an  officer  of  the  United  States  Army. 

Churchville;  village  in  Monroe  County,  New  York,  named  for  Samuel  C'hurch, 
pioneer  settler. 

Cibolo;  river  and  village  in  Guadalupe  County,  Texas.  A  Spanish  word,  mean- 
ing "Mexican  bull." 

Cicero;  town  in  Onondaga  County,  New  York,  named  by  the  State  land  board  for 
the  celebrated  Roman. 

Cimarron;  river  in  Oklahoma  and  Indian  Territory  and  village  in  Colfax  County, 
New  Mexico.     A  Spanish  word,  meaning  "wild,  unruly." 

Cincinnati;  city  in  Ohio,  laid  out  and  named  by  Col.  Israel  Ludlow,  in  honor  of  an 
organization  of  officers  formed  after  the  Revolutionary  war  and  named  in  honor 
of  Cinciimatus,  the  Roman  patriot. 

Cincinnatus;  town  in  Cortland  County,  New  York,  named  by  the  State  land  board, 
for  the  celebrated  Roman  patriot. 

Cinnabar;  mountain  just  north  of  Yellowstone  Park,  named  from  its  rocks,  which 
are  colored  red  by  iron,  which  was  nii?-taken  for  cinnabar. 
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Cinnaminson ;  town  in  Burlintrtfui  County,  New  Jersey.     The  name  is  derived  from 

the  Indian,  cinna,  or  sinne,   "a  stone,"  and  niona,  or  minna,   "island,"   henee 

"  stone  island  place." 
Circleville;  city  in  Jackson  Connty,  Kansas,  so  named  because  of  a  sugu;estion  that 

it  had  been  circling  around  the  jirairie  in  search  of  a  location. 
Circleville;  village  in  Pickaway  County,  Ohio,  so  named  from  the  circular  Indian 

mounds  in  the  neighl)orhood. 
Cisco;  many  places  in  the  United  States  bear  this  name.     An  Indian  word,  meaning 

a  kind  of  trout  of  an  oily  nature. 
Citra;  town  in  Marion  County,  Florida,  noted  for  its  orange  groves. 
Citrus;  county  in  Florida,  named  from  its  orange  groves. 

Clackamas;  county,  village,  and  river  in  Oregon,  named  from  an  Indian  tribe. 
Claiborne;  |)arish  in  Louisiana  and  counties  in  Tennessee  and  Mississippi,  named 

for  William  C.  C.  Claiborne,  governor  of  Mississippi  Territory  and  of  Louisiana 

as  a  Territory  and  State. 
Clallam;  county  in  Washington,  named    for  an    Indian   tribe.     The  word  means 

' '  strong  people. ' ' 
Clanton;  town  in  Chilton  County,  Alabama,  named  for  General  Clanton,  Confederate 

general. 
Clapper;  town  in  Monroe  County,  Missouri,  named  for  Henry  Clapper,  who  was 

instrumental  in  bringing  a  railroad  into  llio  place. 
Clare;  county  in  Michigan.     The  origin  of  the  name  is  in  doubt,  but  the  Michigan 

Historical  Society  says  that  it  is  probably  named  from  county  Clare  in  Ireland. 
Claremont;  town  in  Sullivan  County,  New  Hampshire,  named  from  the  country 

seat  of  Lord  Clive,  an  English  general. 
Clarence;  city  in  Shelby  County,  Missouri,  named  for  a  son  of  John  Duff,  an  early

Another  opinion  is 
that  it  is  of  Dutch  origin,  the  first  part  of  the  word  meaning  "an  opening  or  side 
gorge;"  the  latter  part  being  a  division  of  the  river  which  the  Dutch  skippers 
referred  to;  the  Hudson  was  divided  into  13  "racks"  or  "reaches."

United  States  Senator  Thomas  L.  Clingman,  who  determined  its  altitude. 
Clinton;  county,  and  city  in  Dewitt  County,  Illinois;  counties  in  Indiana,  Iowa,  and 

Kentucky;  town  in  Jones  County,  Georgia;  county  in  Michigan,  and  town  in 

Worcester  County,  Massachusetts,  named  for  De  Witt  Clinton,  governor  of  New 

York  and  projector  of  the  Erie  Canal. 
Clinton;  counties   in  Missouri,   Ohio,  and  New  York,  town  in  Dutchess  County, 

New  York,  and  village  in  Oneida  County,  New  York,  named  for  George  Clinton, 

governor  of  New  York,  and  vice-president  of  the  United  States. 
Clinton;  county  in  Pennsylvania,  supposed  to  have  been  named  for  Gen.  Henry 

Clinton. 
Clockville;  village  in  Madison  County,  New  York,  named  for  John  Klock,  original 

grantee.         •>.

Clymer;  village  in  Cass  County,  Indiana,  named  for  George  Clymer,  its  founder.

of  the  signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence. 
Coahoma;  county  and  town  m  Mississippi.     An  Indian  word,  meaning  "red  pan- 
ther." 
Coast;  range  of  mountains  in  Oregon,  so  named  because  lying  parallel  with  the 

Pacific  coast. 
Coatesville;  borough  in  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  Moses  Coates, 

one  of  the  early  settlers. 
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Cobalt;  villajro  in  ^liddlesex  County,  Coimecticut,  so  nanu>(l  from  mines  of  cobalt 
there. 

Cobb;  county  in  Georjjia,  named  for  Thomas  W.  Cobb,  United  States  Senator  from 
that  State. 

Cobbosseecontee;  river  and  lake  in  Maine.  An  Indian  word,  meaning  "  i)la('e 
where  sturjreim  are  taken." 

Cobden;  village  in  Union  County,  Illinois,  named  for  Richard  Colulen. 

Cobleskill;  creek  and  town  in  Schoharie  County,  New  York,  named  for  C'obel,  an 
early  mill  owner. 

Cobscook;  arm  of  Passamaquoddy  Bay,  Maine.  Hubbard  derives  it  from  the  name 
of  the  Indian  tribe,  Passamaquoddy,  which  he  says  signifies  "falls  or  rough 
water."  Other  derivations  are  Kabassak-hige,  "sturgeon-catching  place,"  and 
"a  small,  muddy  stream." 

Cocalico;  creek  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania.  Corrupted  from  Achgookwalico, 
"where  snakes  gather  together  in  holes." 

Cochecalechee;  tributary  of  the  Chattahooi-hee,  in  Georgia.  An  Indian  word 
meaning  "broken  arrow." 

Cocheco;  river  in  New  Hampshire.     An  Indian  word  meaning  "rapid  or  violent." 

Cochecton;  town  in  Sullivan  County,  New  York.  An  Indian  word  meaning, 
according  to  Haines,  "low  ground;"  others  say  "finished  small  harbor." 

Cochituate;  village  in  Middlesex  County,  Massachusetts.  An  Indian  word  meaning 
"land  on,  or  near,  rapid  streams  or  falls." 

Cochran;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  a  man  who  fell  at  the  Alamo. 

Cocke ;  county  in  Tennessee,  named  for  Gen.  William  Cocke,  United  States  Senator 
from  that  State  in  1796-97  and  1799-1805. 

Cock  Robin;  island  in  California,  settled  by  a  man  named  Robin,  who,  because  of 
his  bragging  of  his  fighting  qualities,  was  nicknamed  "C'ock  Robin." 

Coconino;  county  in  Arizona,  named  fronx  a  band  of  Apache  Indiaiis. 

Cocoosing-;  creeks  in  Connecticut  an^  Pennsylvania.  An  Indian  word,  meaning 
"where  owls  are." 

Cod;  cape  in  Massachusetts,  which  received  its  name  from  Bartholomew  Gosnold, 
who  caught  many  codfish  there. 

Codington;  county  in  South  Dakota,  named  for  Rev.  R.  B.  Codington,  legislator  in 
1875. 

Codornices;  creek  in  California.     Derived  from  the  Spanish,  codorniz,  "quail." 

Codorus;  creek  in  York  County,  Pennsylvania.  An  Indian  word,  said  to  mean 
' '  rapid  water. ' ' 

Coeur  d'Alene;  lake  and  town  in  Kootenai  County,  Idaho;  named  from  a  tribe  of 
Indians.  French  name,  meaning  "needle  hearts"  or  "awl  hearts."  Some 
authorities  say  that  this  name  was  given  to  these  Indians  because  the  expres- 
sion was  used  by  a  chief  of  the  tribe  to  denote  his  opinion  of  the  Canadian  trap- 
pers' meanness.  Rev.  M.  Eells  says  that  the  name  was  given  to  the  tribe  by 
members  of  the  Hudson  Bay  Company,  because  of  their  sharpness  in  trade. 

Coeyman;  town  in  Albany  County,  New  York,  named  for  the  patenteee,  Barent 
Peterse  Coeymans. 

(Coffee;  counties  in  Alabama,  Georgia,  and  Tennessee;

CoflFee;  creek  in  Humboldt  County,  California,  so  named  from  tlie  occasion  of  a  sack 
of  coffee  having  been  spilled  into  it. 

ICoflFey;  county  in  Kansas; 
Coffeyville;  city  in  Montgomery  County,  Kansas.     Named  for  A.  M.  Coffey,  mem- 
ber of  the  first  Kansas  territorial  legislature. 
Cohasset;  town  in  Norfolk  County,  Massachusetts.     An  Indian  word,  said  l)y  some 
to  mean  " a  fishing  promontory,"   "a  place  of  pines,"  or  "  young  pine  trees." 
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Cohocton;  town  in  Steuben  County,  New  York.  From  an  Indian  word,  cohocta, 
"uteani  rising  in  a  black  alder  swamp  with  overhanging  trees,"  or  "trees  in 
water." 

echoes;  city  in  Albany  County,  New  York,  named  from  Cohoes  falls.  An  Indian 
word,  meaning  "shipwrecked  canoe;"  also  said  to  signify  "great  bendings." 

Cokato;  village  in  Wright  County,  Minnesota.  An  Indian  word,  meaning  "at  the 
middle." 

Coke;  county  and  village  in  Wood  County,  Texas,  named  for  Richard  t'oke,  gov- 
ernor and  United  States  Senator  from  Texas. 

Cokesbury;  town  in  Greenwood  County,  South  Carolina.  The  name  is  formed  by 
the  combination  of  the  names  of  two  bishops  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
Thomas  Coke  and  Francis  AsVjury. 

Colbert;  county  in  Alabama,  named  for  George  and  Levi  Colbert. 

Colby;  city  in  Thomas  County,  Kansas,  named  for  J.  R.  Colby,  one  of  the  old 
settlers. 

Colby;  city  in  C'lark  and  Marathon  counties,  Wisconsin,  named  for  Charles  Colby, 
president  of  the  Wisconsin  Central  Railroa<l. 

Colchester;  borough  in  New  London  County,  Connecticut,  and  other  places  in  the 
country;  named  from  a  town  in  England.

The  name 
is  applied  descriptively  to  many  places,  the  city  in  Kansas,  however,  having 
been  named  from  the  city  in  Michigan. 

Coldwater;  town  in  Tate  County,  Mississippi,  named  from  a  near-by  creek,  which 
was  named  descriptively. 

Cole;  county  in  Missouri,  named  for  Capt.  Stephen  Cole,  an  Indian  fighter. 

Colebrook;  town  in  Coos  County,  New  Hampshire,  named  for  Sir  George  Cole- 
brook,  original  grantee. 

Coleman;  t-ounty  and  town  in  Texas,  named  for  R.  M.  Coleman,  cajitain  of  the  first 
company  of  Texas  rangers. 

Colerain;  town  in  Bertie  County,  North  Carolina,  named  from  the  town  in  Ireland. 

Coleraine;  town  in  Franklin  County,  Massachusetts.  Origin  of  the  name  is  in 
doubt,  but  Gabriel  Hanger  was  created  Baron  Coleraine  in  1761,  the  date  of  the 
naming  of  the  town. 

Coles;  county  ii^  Illinois,  named  for  Edward  Cole,  governor  of  the  State  in  1823-1826. 

Colesville;  town  in  Broome  County,  New  York,  named  for  Nathaniel  Cole,  one  of 
the  first  settlers. 

Colfax;  counties  in  Nebraska  and  New  Mexico,  and  towns  in  Clinton  County, 
Indiana,  and  Grant  Parish,  Louisiana,  and  Bay  County,  Michigan,  named  for 
Schuyler  Colfax,  Vice-President  of  the  United  States  under  President  Grant. 

Collegeville;  borough  in  Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania,  seat  of  Ursinus  Col- 
lege. 

Colleton;  county  in  South  Carolina,  named  for  Sir  John  Colleton,  one  of  the  eight 
original  piojirietors  of  Carolina. 

Collettsville;  town  in  Caldwell  C'ounty,  North  Carolina,  named  for  a  family  resi- 
dent there. 

Collin;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  Collin  Mt'Kinney,  early  settler. 

Collingsworth;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  Judge  James  Collingsworth,  secretary 
of  state  of  the  republic  in  1836. 
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Collinsville :  city  in  Madison  C'ounty,  Illinois,  nettled  l)y  four  l^rotlicrn  from  Litch- 
field, Connecticut,  named  Collins. 

Collinsville;  t()\vn  in  Dvnidy  County,  Nebraska,  named  for  Moses  Collins,  early 
settler. 

Collinsville;  village  in  Lewis  County,  New  York,  named  for  Homer  (bllins. 

Coloma;  town  in  Eldorado  County,  California,  named  from  an  Indian  tribe. 

Colony;  city  in  Anderson  County,  Kansas,  named  for  a  colony  from  Ohio  and 
Indiana,  which  settled  in  the  neighborhood. 

Colorado;  the  name  of  a  State,  two  rivers,  and  several  towns.  A  Spanish  word, 
meaning  "ruddy,  blood  red;"  in  a  secondary  sense,  "coloreil." 

Colquitt;  county  and  town  in  Ceorgia,  named  for  Walter  T.  Colquitt,  I 'uited  State.s 
Senator. 

Colter;  peak  in  Yellowstone  I'ark,  named  for  John  Colter,  a  guide  with  the  Lewis 
and  Clarke  exjiedition. 

Colton;  town  in  St.  Lawrence  County,  New  York,  named  iov  Jesse  C-olton  Higley, 
early  settler. 

Coltsneck;  town  in  Monmouth  County,  New  Jersey.  The  name  is  prol)ably  derived 
from  an  innkeeper's  sign  upon  which  was  printed  the  old  seal  of  New  Jersey — a 
horse's  neck  with  a  wreath  around  it. 

Columbia;  counties  in  Arkansas,  Florida,  Georgia,  New  York,  Oregon,  Pennsyl- 
vania, Washington,  and  Wisconsin,  and  river  in  Oregon  and  Washington.  The 
river  was  named  by  Captain  Gray  for  the  vessel  in  which  he  entered  its  mouth.

(Columbus;  county  in  North  Carolina,  and  26  places  in  the  country.  Named  for 
Christopher  Columl)us. 

Colusa;  county  and  town  in  California,  named  from  an  Indian  tribe. 

Colville;  town  in  Stevens  County,  Washington,  named  from  the  old  Hudson  Bay 
Company's  fort  near  the  Columbia  River. 

Colwich;  city  in  Sedgwick  County,  Kansas.  The  name  is  a  compound  of  Colorado 
and  Wichita,  with  reference  to  the  Colorado  and  Wichita  Railroad. 

Comal;  county  in  Texas  which  takes  its  name  from  the  river.  A  Spanish  word, 
meaning  "flat  earthen  pan." 

Comanche;  counties  in  Kansas,  Oklahoma,  and  Texas,  nameil  from  the  Indian  tril)e. 

Commack  village  in  Suffolk  County,  New  York.  From  an  Indian  word  Winne- 
comac,  "the  beautiful  place." 

Commencement;  bay  in  Washington,  named  l)y  Vancouver,  because  he  thdught  it 
the  beginning  of  the  arm  of  an  irdet. 

Commerce;  village  in  Scott  County,  Missouri,  so  named  l)ecause  it  was  a  trading 
post  as  early  as  1803. 

Como;  town  in  Park  County,  Colorado,  so  named  by  the  early  miners  bei-ause  there 
was  a  lake  in  the  neighborhood,  referring  to  Lake  C'omo,  Italy. 

Como;  town  in  Panola  County,  Mississippi,  named  from  a  highland  pond  upon  the 
plat'e  ()f  Dr.  G.  G.  Tate,  who  settled  it. 

Communipaw;  village  in  Bergen  County,  New  Jersey,  named  for  the  original  grantee, 
Michael  Pauw,  director  of  the  Dutch  West  India  Company.  The  word  is  a  com- 
pound of  "the  commune  of  Pauw." 

Comstock;  famous  silver  and  lead  bearing  lode  in  Nevada,  named  foi'  Henry  Page 
Comstock. 

Conant;  creek  in  Yellowstone  Park,  named  for  Al  Conant,  who  nearly  lost  his  life 
in  it. 

Concho;  county  and  river  in  Texas.     A  Spanish  word,  meaning  a  "shell." 

Concord;  town  in  Middlesex  County,  Massachusetts,  so  called  either  from  the  Chris- 
tian concord  among  the  first  company,  or  "from  the  peaceful  manner  fif  its 
acijuisition,"  having  been  purchased  from  the  Indians. 

Concord;  city  in  Cabarrus  ('ounty.  North  Carolina,  named  from  the  battle  of  Concord. 
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Concord;  town  in  Esf^ex  County,  Vermont,  named  for  the  town  in  Massachusetts. 
Concordia;  city  in  Cloud  County,  Kansas,  named  so  because  there  was  a  contro- 
versy for  years  over  a  permanent  seat  of  county  government,  which  was  finally 

settled  with  unanimity. 
Cone;  peak  in  Siskiyou  County,  California,  so  named  Vjecause  of  its  regular  conical 

shape. 
Conedogwinit;  stream  in  Pennsylvania.     An  Indian  word,  meaning  "for a  long  way 

nothing  but  bends." 
Conejos;  county  and  town  in  Colorado,  named  from  the  Rio  de  los  Conejos,  which 

was  so  called  beciiuse  there  were  great  numbers  of  jack  rabbits  found  by  the 

Mexican  pioneers. 
Conemaugh;  river  and  town  in  Cambria  County,  Pennsylvania.     An  Indian  word, 

meaning  "otter  creek." 
Conequonessing;  creek  in  Pennsylvania.     An  Indian  word,  meaning  "for  a  long 

time  straight." 
Conestoga;  creek  and  village  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  an 

Indian  tribe.     The  word  is  said  to  mean,  "the  great  maize  land." 
Conesus;  lake  and  town  in  Livingston  Count}',  New  York.     Name  derived  from  the 

Indian  word,  ganeasos,  "place  of  many  berries,"  or  according  to  Morgan,  "place 

of  nanny  berries." 
Conewago;  creek  and  village  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania.    An  Indian  word, 

meaning  "a  long  reach,"  or  "a  long  strip." 
Conewango;  river  in  New  York.     The  name  is  derived  from  the  Indian  word,  gan- 

owungo,  "the  rapids,"  or,  according  to  some  other  authorities,  "they  have  been 

gone  a  long  time. ' ' 
Coney;  island  at  the  extremity  of  Long  Island,  New  York,  which  is  said  by  some  to 

have  been  so  named  because  of  the  numbers  of  rabbits  there.     Another  theory 

ascribes  it  to  the  winds  having  driven  the  sand  into  truncated  cones.    It  appears, 

however,  to  have  been  originally  called  Congu,  Avhich  may  suggest  another 

derivation.

Conly;  creek  in  Humljoldt  County,  California,  named  for  an  old  settler. 
Conneaut;  lake  and  bort)ugh  in  Pennsylvania,  and  village  and  creek  in  Ashtabula 
County,  Ohio.     Heckewelder  says  it  is  a  corruption  of  the  Indian,  Gunniate, 
"  it  is  a  long  time  since  he  or  they  are  gone."      According  to  others  it  is  a  Sen- 
eca Indian  word,  signifying  "many  fish."     A  third  theory  gives  "snow  place." 
Conneautville;  borough  in  Crawford  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  from  the  same. 
Connecticut;  river  and  State.     An  Indian  name,  derived  from  Quonoktacut,  mean- 
ing, acc^ording  to  some  authorities,  "a  river  whose  water  is  driven  in  waves  by

Name  corrupted  from  the  Indian  word  gun- 

niada,  "he  tarries  long." 
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Conoquenessing;  borough  in  Butler  County,  Pennsylvania.     Name  corrupted  from 

the  Indian  word  Gunachquene'sink,  "for  a  long  way  straight." 
Coney;  ereek  and  village  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania.     Corrui)tion  of  the 

Indian  word  guneu,  "long." 
Conquest;  town  in  C-ayuga  County,  New  York,  so  named  to  commemorate  the  con- 

(luest  achieved  by  those  who  favored  a  division  of  the  old  town  of  Cato. 
Conshohocken;  borough  in  Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  from  the 

Indian  name  which  the  jiiace  first  bore. 
Constable;  village  in  Franklin  County,  New  York,  named   for  William  Constable, 

agent  and  part  proprietor. 
Constableville;  village  in  Lewis  County,  New  York,  named  for  William  Consta- 

l)le,  son  of  the  original  proprietor. 
Constitution;  island  in  the  Hudson  River,  New  York,  named  from  the  fort. 
Contoocook;  river  in  New  Hampshire.     An  Indian  word,  meaning  "crow  river." 
Contra  Costa;  county  in  California.     A  Spanish  word,  meaning  "a  coast  opposite 

to  another." 
Converse;   county  in  Wyoming,  probably   named  for  A.  R.  Converse,   territorial 

treasurer. 
Conway;  county  and  town  in  Faulkner  County,  Arkansas,  named  for  Henry  W. 

Conway,  Territorial  Delegate  in  Congress. 
Conway;   town  in  Franklin  County,  Massachusetts,  named  for  Henry  Seymour 

Conway,  secretary  of  state  of  England.     Some  authorities  claim  that  the  name 

was  derived  from  the  town  in  Wales. 
Conway;  town  in  Horry  County,  South  Carolina,  named  for  Gen.  Robert  Conway, 

earh'  resident. 
Cook;  inlet  of  the  Pacific  Ocean  on  the  coast  of  Alaska,  named  for  Captain  Cook,  the 

navigator.

Cooksburg;  village  in  Albany  County,  New  York,  named  for  Thomas  B.  Cook,  early 

landholder. 
Coolidge;  city  in  Hamilton  County,  Kansas,  named  for  Thomas  Jefferson  Coolidge, 

former  president  of  the  Atchison,^ Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railroad. 
Cooper;  township  ni  Washington  County,  Maine,  named  for  Gen.  John  Cooper,  an 

early  and  esteemed  settler. 
Cooper;  county  in  Missouri,  named  for  Capt.  Sanshell  Cooper,  early  settler. 
Cooper;  river  in  South  Carolina,  named  for  the  Earl  of  Shaftsbury,  Lord  Ashley 

Cooper,  one  of  the  proprietors. 
Cooper;  point  in  Washington,  named  for  a  man  who  took  up  a  claim  there,  which 

he  afterwards  deserted. 
Cooperstown;  village  in  Otsego  County,  New  York,  named  for  the  father  of  James 

Fenimore  Cooper.

An  Indian 

word,  meaning  "  the  river  of  the  Coosas." 
Cope;  town  in  Arapahoe  County,   Colorado,  named  for  Jonathan  Cope,  who  laid 

it  out. 
Cope;  town  in  Orangeburg  County,  South  Carolina,  named  for  J.   Martin  Cope, 

founder. 
Copemish;  village    in  Manistee   County,    Michigan.     An    Indian  word,   meaning 

"  beei'h  tree." 
Copenhagen;  village  in  Lewis  County,  New  York,  named  from  the  city  in  Denmark.

Copiah  Creek;  village  in  Copiah  County,  Mississippi.     An  Indian  word,  meaning 
I  "calling  panther." 

Coplay;  creek  and  l)orough  in  Lehigh  County,  Pennsylvania.     An  Indian  word, 

meaning  "that  which  runs  evenly"  or  "a  fine-running  stream." 
Copper;  harbor  in  Michigan,  so  called  from  the  copper  mines  near. 
Copperopolis;  town  in  Calaveras  County,  California,  named  from  its  extensive  cop- 
per mines. 
Coquille ;  river  and  town  in  Coos  County,  Oregon.    A  French  word,  meaning  ' '  shell. ' ' 
Coral ville;  town  in  Johnson  County,   Iowa,  so  named  from  the  coral  formation 

under  the  town. 
Coram;  village  in  Suffolk  County,  New  York,  named  for  an  Indian  chief. 
Coraopolis;  borough  in  Allegheny  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  Cora  Watson, 

wife  of  one  of  the  proprietors. 
Corapechen;  creek  inMaryland.   An  Indian  word,  meaning  "fierce-running stream." 
Corbett;   post-office  in  Multnomah  County,  Oregon,  named  for   H.   W.  Corbett, 

United  States  Senator  from  the  State. 
Corcoran;  mount  in  California,  named  for  W.  W.  Corcoran,  of  Washington,  D.  C. 
Cordova;  thirteen  places  in  the  country  named  from  the  city  in  Spain. 
Corfu;  village  in  Genesee  County,  New  York,  named  for  the  ancient  city  of  the 

Ionian  Islands. 
Corinna;  town  in  Penobscot  County,  Maine,  named  for  the  Greek  poetess  of  Boeotia. 
Corinth;  city  in  Alcorn  County,  Mississippi,  named  from  the  ancient  city  in  Greece. 
Cork;  villages  in   Butts  County,  Georgia,  Fulton  County,  New  York,  Ashtabula 

County,  Ohio,  and  Tyler  County,  West  Virginia,  named  from  the  city  in  Ireland. 
Cornelius;  town  in  Washington  County,  Oregon,  named  for  Col.  T.  R.  Cornelius, 

volunteer  in  Cayuse  war. 
Cornell;  mount  in  New  York,  named  for  Stephen  B.  Cornell,  founder  of  Cornell 

University. 
Cornettsville ;  village  in  Davies  County,   Indiana,  named  for  Myer  and  Samuel 

Cornett,  who  laid  it  out. 
Corning;  city  in  Steuben  County,  New  York,  and  city  in  Nemaha  County,  Kansas, 

named  for  Erastus  Corning. 
Cornplanter;    township  in  Venango  County,  and  Indian  reservation  in  AVarren 

County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  a  Seneca  Indian  chief. 
Cornville;  town  in  Somerset  County,  Maine,  so  named  from  an  unusually  good 

yield  of  corn. 
Coronaca;  town  in  Greenwood  County,  South  Carolina,  which  derived  its  name  from 

the  plantation  of  Joseph  Salvador,  a  wealthy  Jewish  landowner  of  Charleston. 
Coronado;  cities  in  San  Diego  County,  California,  and  Wichita  County,  Kansas, 

named  for  the  Spanish  explorer,  Francisco  Vas(]uez  de  Coronado. 
Corpus  Christi;  bay  and  city  in  Texas,  named  with  reference  to  a  festival  in  the 

Roman  Catholic  Cliurch. 
Correctionville;  town  in  Woodbury  County,  Iowa,  situated  on  a  correction  line. 
Corunna;  city  in  Shiawassee  County,  Michigan,  named  from  the  city  in  Spam. 
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Corry;  city  in  Erie  County,  I'ennHylvania,  named  for  a  former  owner,  Hiram  Corry. 

Corsica;  borough  in  Jefferson  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  from  tiie  island  in  the 
^lediterranean  Sea. 

Corsicana;  city  in  Navarro  County,  Texas,  named  for  the  wife  of  Navarro,  a  Mexi- 
can, who  owned  a  large  tract  of  land  in  the  county  at  one  time. 

Corson;  inlet  in  New  Jersey,  named  for  a  family  who  lived  north  of  the  iidet, 

Cortland;  city  in  Republic  County,  Kansas,  named  from  the  city  in  New  York. 

Cortland;  county  and  city  in  New  York,  named  for  Lieutenant-lTovernor  Pierre 
Van  Cortlandt. 

Cortlandt;  town  in  Westchester  County,  New  York,  named  for  Pierre  Van  Cort- 
landt. 

Corvallis;  city  in  Benton  County,  Orej^on.  Name  formed  of  two  Spanish  words, 
meaniiif^  "heart  of  valley,"  so  named  from  its  situation  in  Willamette  ^"alley. 

Corvette;  ledge  in  Maryland,  so  nanieil  becausi'  a  French  corvette  went  ashore  on 
the  ledge. 

Corwin;  village  in  Warren  County,  Ohio,  named  for  Thomas  Corwin,  governor  of 
the  State. 

Cory;  village  in  Clay  County,  Indiana,  named  for  a  resident  of  Terre  Haute. 

Coryell;  county  and  village  in  Texas,  named  for  James  Coryell,  large  land  owner. 

Coshocton;  county  and  village  in  Ohio,  named  from  the  Indian  town  of  Goshocking. 
The  word  means,  according  to  some  authorities,  "  iiabitation  of  owls."  Hecke- 
welder  gives  "  forks  of  the  Muskingum,  or  union  of  waters."  Others  say  "  fin- 
ished small  harbor." 

Cossatot;  river  in  Arkansas,  supposed  to  be  a  corruption  of  the  French  word  casse- 
tete,  "tomahawk." 

Cossayuna;  lake  and  village  in  Washington  County,  New  York.  An  Indian  word, 
said  to  signify  "the  lake  at  our  points." 

Costilla;  county  in  Colora<lo,  named  from  the  Costilla  estate,  which  exten<ls  into 
Taos  County,  New  Mexico. 

Cosumne;  river  and  town  in  Sacramento  County,  California,  named  from  a  tribe  of 
Indians.     The  word  means  "salmon." 

Cote  Blanche;  bay  in  Louisiana.     A  French  name,  meaning  "  white  coast." 

Cottle;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  G.  W.  Cottle,  who  fell  at  the  Alamo. 

Cottleville;  town  in  St.  Charles  County,  Missouri,  named  for  Lorenzo  Cottle,  early 
settler. 

Cotton  Plant;  town  in  Dunklin  County,  Missouri,  distinguished  by  fields  of  grow- 
ing cotton. 

Cotton-wood;  county  in  Minnesota  and  many  natural  featui'e;i  and  post-offices, 
named  from  a  species  of  poplar  found  in  many  parts  of  the  country.  A  creek 
in  Kansas  was  so  named  because  it  was  there  that  the  first  trees  of  this  species 
were  seen  by  Zebulon  M.  Pike  on  his  exploring  expedition. 

Cottrell;  key  in  Florida,  named  for  Jeremiah  Cottrell,  first  keeper  of  the  light-house 
there. 

Coulter;  village  in  Allegheny  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  Eli  Coulter,  early 
settler. 

Coulter;  creek  in  Yellowstone  Park,  named  for  John  M.  Coulter,  botanist  with 
Hayden  expedition. 

Council  Bluffs;  city  in  Pottawattamie  County,  Iowa,  so  called  from  a  council  held 
near  there  by  Lewis  and  Clarke  with  the  Indians. 

Council  Grove;  city  in  Morris  County,  Kansas,  so  named  from  3,  council  held  by 
the  United  States  Commission  with  the  Indians  in  a  fine  grove  on  the  Neosho 
River. 

Coupeville;  village  in  Island  County,  Washington,  named  for  a  navigator.  Captain 
Coupe. 
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Coventry;  towns  in  several  States,  named  from  the  town  in  England. 
Covington;  counties  in  Alabama  and  Mississippi,  cities  in  Georgia  and  Kentucky, 

and  town  in  Wyoming  County,  New  York,  named  for  Gen.  Leonard  Covington. 
Cow;  island  in  the  Missouri  River  in  Kansas,  from  the  old  name  given  by  the  French, 

Isle  <le  Vache,  "  isle  of  the  cow,"  from  the  buffalo  found  there. 
Cowanesque;  creek  in  Potter  Comity,   Pennsylvania.     An  Indian  word,  meaning 

"overgrown  with  briars." 
Cowanshannock ;    creek    in    Pennsylvania.     An    Indian   word,    gawiensch-hanne, 

"green  briar  stream." 
Cowautacuck;  creek  in  Connecticut.     An  Indian  word,  meaning  "pine  woodland." 
Cowen;  mount  in  Montana,  named  for  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 
Cowen;  town  in  Webster  County,  West  Virginia,  named  for  the  president  of  the 

l>altimore  and  Ohio  Railroad.

Cowpens;  village  in  Spartanburg  County,  South  Carolina,  made  famous  by  a  battle 

fought  there  during  the  Revolution.     It  received  its  name  from  a  herd  of  cattle 

kept  there  in  early  days. 
Cox;  bar  in  California,  named  for  an  old  settler. 
Cox;  creek  in  Florida,  named  for  a  man  who  lived  on  its  banks. 
Coxsackie;  town  in  Greene  County,  New  York.     The  name  is  derived  from  the 

Indian  kuk,   "to  cut,"  and  auke,   "earth,"   descriptive  of  the  ridge  cut  and 

tumbled  in  by  the  waters  of  the  Hudson  pressing  hard  on  the  shore.     Another 

theory  derives  the  name  from  an  Indian  word  meaning  "  liooting  of  owls." 
Coyote;  village  in  Santa  Clara  County,  California,  and  town  in  Rio  Arriba  County, 

New  Mexico.     The  word,  in  the  dialect  of  the  Cushina  and  other  tribes  inhabit- 
ing the  upper  portions  of  Sacramento  Valley,  means  a  species  of  dog.     It  is  also 

derived  from  the  Mexican  coyotl,  "prairie  wolf." 
Cozad;  town  in  Dawson  County,  Nebraska,  named  for  the  original  owner  of  the  site, 

John  J.  Cozad. 
Crab  Grass;  creek   in  Florida,  so  called  from  a  species  of  grass  jilentiful  along  its 

l)ariks. 
Crabtree;  town  yi  Linn  County,  Oregon,  named  for  John  J.  Crabtree,  early  settler. 
Craftsbury;  town  in  Orleans  County,  Vermont,  named  for  Ebenezer  Crafts,  one  of 

the  original  grantees. 
Craig;  village  in  Routt  County,  Colorado,  named  for  Rev.  Bayard  Craig,  of  Denver. 
Craig;  county  and  creek  in  Virginia,  which  took   their  name   from  a  prominent 

family  of  Augusta  C(junty. 
Craig;  pass  in  Yellowstone  Park,  named  for  Mrs.  Ida  Craig  Wilcox,  the  first  tourist 

to  cross  the  pass. 
Craighead;  county  in  Arkansas,  named   for  Thomas  B.   Craighead,  of   the  State 

senate. 
Cranberry;  islands  in  Hancock  County,  Maine,  named  so  from  a  marsh  of  cran- 
berries on  the  largest  island. 
Cranberry  Isles;  town  in  Hancock  County,  Maine,  named  from  the  islands. 
Crane;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  William  Carey  Crane,  Baptist  minister. 
Cranesville;  xiliage  in  Erie  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  its  founder.  Fowler 

C'rane. 
Cranston;  town  in  Providence  County,  Rhode  Island,  named  for  Samuel  Cranston, 

governor  of  the  State  for  nearly  thirty  years. 
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Crater;  buttes  in  Llalio,  so  iiaiiu'd  from  tlieir  volcanic  origin. 

Crater;  iais:e  in  Oregon,  so  named  lu'canse  it,  occupies  tliecrater  of  a  former  volcano. 

Craven;  county  in  North  C-arolina,  named  for  William,  Earl  of  Craven,  a  lord 
proprietor. 

Crawford;  county  in  Kansas,  named  for  Sanuiel  J.  Crawford,  colonel  Second  Kansas 
Regiment,  and  governor  in  1865-69. 

Crawford;  counties  in  Indiana,  Mi<!higan,  Ohio,  and  Pennsylvania,  named  for  Col. 
William  Crawford,  who  was  cai)tured  by  Indians  and  burned  at  the  stake  at 
Sandusky,  Ohio,  in  1782. 

Crawford;  counties  in  Arkansas,  (ieorgia,  Iowa,  Illinois,  INIissouri,  and  Wisconsin, 
and  town  in  Oglethorpe  County,  (leoi-gia,  named  for  William  II.  Crawford,  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury  under  President  Monroe. 

Crawford;  town  in  Lowntles  County,  Mississippi,  named  for  R(n'.  Crawford,  a  Bap- 
tist jireacher.

Crav/f ordsville ;  town  in  Limi  County,  <  )regon,  named  for  George  E.  Crawford, 
early  settler. 

Crawfordville;  town  in  Taliaferro  County,  Georgia,  named  from  William  li.  Craw- 
ford, Secretary  of  the  Treasury  under  President  Monroe. 

Creede;  city  in  Mineral  County,  Colorado,  named  for  the  miner  who  made  rich  dis- 
coveries of  gold  there. 

Creek;  nation  in  Indian  Territory,  named  from  the  tribe  of  Indians.  The  early 
English  gave  the  name  to  the  tribe  because  the  country  inhabited  by  them  was 
full  of  creeks. 

Crenshaw;  county  in  Alabama,  named  for  Anderson  Crenshaw,  of  that  State. 

Cresskill;  borough  in  Bergen  County,  New  Jersey,  named  from  a  creek  abounding 
in  water  cress.     The  word  "  kil"  is  Dutch  for  stream. 

[Cresson;  village  in  Cambria  County,  Pennsylvania; 

iCressona;  borough  in  Schuylkill  County,  Pennsylvania.     Named  for  Elliott  Cres- 

I       son,  a  Philadelphia  merchant. 

Crested  Butte;  town  in  Gunnison  County,  Colorado,  named  for  a  conical,  gray  peak 
which  tlominates  the  valley.     The  mountain  derives  its  name  from  its  shape. 

Crestline;  village  in  Crawford  County,  Ohio,  so  called  because  it  occupies  the  crest 
line  of  the  middle  elevation  of  the  State. 

Creston;  city  in  Union  County,  Iowa,  so  named  because  it  was  the  highest  point 
on  the  (Chicago,  Burlington  and  (^uincy  Railroad. 

Crestone;  mountain  in  Colorado,  named  from  its  shape. 

Creswell;  t<jwn  in  Washington  County,  North  Carolina,  named  for  Postiriaster-Gen- 
eral  Creswell. 

Creve  Coeur;  village  in  St.  Louis  County,  Missouri,  named  for  an  early  Erenchfort. 
The  name  means  "  heart  break,"  or  "heart  breaker." 

Crittenden;  county  in  Arkansas,  named  for  Robert  Crittenden. 

Crittenden;  county  and  town  in  Grant  County,  Kentucky,  namecl  for  John  J.  Crit- 
tenden, United  States  Senator  from  that  State. 

Crockett;  counties  in  Tennessee  and  Texas  and  town  in  Houston  County,  Texas, 
named  for  Col.  David  Crockett,  celebrated  frontier  Indian  fighter,  who  fell  at  the 
Alamo. 

Croghan;  town  in  Lewis  County,  New  York,  named  for  Col.  George  Croghan. 
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Cronly;  town  in  Colunibus  C'onnty,  North  C-arolina,  named  for  the  former  owner  of 

the  Kite. 
Crook;  counties  in  Oregon  and   Wyoming  and  town  in  Logan  County,  Colorado, 

named  for  Gen.  George  H.  Crook. 
Crooked;  creek  in  Pennsylvania,  named  from   the  old  Indian  name,  Woak-hanne, 

"crooked  stream." 
Crosby;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  Stephen  Crosby,  prominent  citizen. 
Crosman;  valley  in  Nevada,  named  for  Col.  G.  H.  Crosman. 
Cross;  county  in  Arkansas,  named  for  Judge  Edward  Cross,  a  pioneer.

Croton;  village  in  Newaygo  County,  Michigan,  named  for  the  town  in  New  York. 
Croton;  river  in  New  York,  named  for  an  Indian  chief  whose  name  w'as  Kenoten, 

Knoten,  or  Noton,  meaning  "the  wind." 
Croton  Falls;  town  in  Westchester  County,  New  York,  named  from  Croton  River. 
Crew;  river  in  Minnesota.     Translation  of  the  Indian  name  Andaig. 
Crowley;  village  in  Polk  County,  Oregon,  named  for  Solomon  K.  Crowley,  early 

settler. 
Crown  Point;  town  in  Essex  County,  New  York.     From  the  original  French  name, 

Point  an  Chevalure,  "point  of  the  hair  or  scalp,"  because  it  is  said  the  French 

and  Indians  sent  out  "scaljiing  parties"  from  this  ])lace. 
Crow  "Wing;  county  and  village  in  Minnesota,  named  from  a  stream  which  was 

called  by  the  Indians  Kayaugeweguan,  "crow's  feather  or  wing." 
Croydon;  town  in  Sullivan  County,  New  Hampshire,  named  from  the  town  in  Sur- 
rey, England. 
Crugers;  village  in  Westchester  County,  New  York,  named  for  Col.  John  P.  Cruger. 
Crum  Elbow;  village  in  Dutchess  County,  New  York,  the  name  of  which  was  given, 

it  is  said,  from  a  sudden  liend  in  the  Hudson  River  at  that  place. 
Cucharas;   river  and  village  in   Huerfano   County,   Colorado.     A   Spanish  word, 

meaning  "spoon  brook." 
Cudahy;  village  in  Milwaukee  County,  Wisconsin,  nanieil  for  the  Cudahy  l)rothers, 

who  own  a  pork-packing  establishment  there. 
Cuddeback;  town  in  Humboldt,  County,  California,  named  for  an  old  settler. 
Cuerno  Verde;  mountain  in  Colorado,  named  for  its  shape  and  color.     A  Spanish 

name,  meaning  "green  horn." 
Cuero;  town  in  Dewitt  County,  Texas.     A  Spanish  word,  meaning  "hide,  skin, 

leather." 
Cuivre;  river  and  village  in  Lincoln  C^ounty,  Missouri.     A  French  word,  meaning 

"coppei'." 
Cullman;  county  and  city  in  Alabama,  named  for  General  John  G.  Cullman  of  that 

State. 
Culloden;  village  in  Monroe  County,  Georgia,  named  for  William  Culloden,  one  of 

the  first  settlers  in  the  county. 
Cullom;  village  in  Livingston  County,  Illinois,  named  for  Shelby  M.  Cullom,  L^nited 

States  Senator  from  that  State. 
Culpeper;  county  and  town  in  Virginia,  named  for  Lord  Thomas  Culpeper,  gov- 
ernor in  1679-80. 
Cumberland;   county"  in  Illinois,  named  from  Cumberland  road,  which  was  pro- 
jected to  pass  through  it. 
Cumberland;  river  and  county  in  Kentucky.     Dr.  Thomas  Walker,  of  Virginia, 

named  the  river  in  1758,  but  whether  for  the  Duke  of  Cumberland  or  for  the 

English  county  it  is  not  satisfactorily  decided. 
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Cumberland;  i-oiiiity  in  Nortli  Carolina,  i.slandH  off  the  coast  of  Georj^ia,  mountains 
and  city  in  Maryland,  and  town  in  Providence  County,  Rhode  Island,  named 
for  tlie  Didve  of  (-umberland,  victor  of  Culloden. 

Cumberland;  counties  in  Pennsylvania  and  Yiro:inia,  named  for  the  county  in 
England. 

Cuming;  county  and  town  in  Nebraska,  named  for  T.  B.  Cmning,  governor  of  the 
Territory  in  1854-55. 

Cumming;  town  in  Forsyth  County,  (ieorgia,  name«l  for  Col.  William  Cumming, 
of  Augusta,  Georgia. 

Cumniington;  town  in  IIamj)shire  County,  ]\hissachusetts,  named  for  Col.  ,Tohn 
Cununings,  former  owner. 

Cumminsville ;  village  in  WlieeU-r  County,  Nebraska,  named  for  J.  F.  Cummings, 
county  clerk. 

Cumminsville;  village  in  Hamilton  ("ounty,  Ohio,  named  for  David  Cummins, 
early  settler. 

Cundy;  harbor  and  ledge  in  Maine,  named  for  a  family  who  settled  there  at  an 
early  date. 

Cunningham;  town  in  Chariton  County,  Missouri,  named  for  Dr.  John  F.  Cunning- 
ham, of  Brunswick,  Missouri. 

Cupsuptic;  lake  in  Maine.  Indian  word,  meaning  "the  act  of  drawing  a  seine 
while  fishing." 

Currie;  village  in  ^Murray  County,  Minne.sota,  named  for  a  parish  in  Scotland. 

Currituck;  county  in  North  Carolina,  named  from  a  tribe  of  Indians  who  once  pos- 
sessed the  land. 

Curry;  county  in  Oregon,  named  for  (Jeorge  L.  Curry,  governor  of  the  Territory  in 
1855-1859. 

Currytovrn;  village  in  Montgomery  County,  New  York,  nanu'd  for  William  Curry, 
patentee. 

CurryviHe;  town  in  Pike  County,  Missouri,  named  for  Perry  Curry,  who  laid  out 
the  town. 

Curtin;  village  in  Dauphin  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  the  Cnrtin  family,  of 
which  ( iovernor  A.  (t.  Curtin  was  a  member. 

Curwensville ;  borough  in  Clearfield  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  John  Cur- 
wen,  of  Montgomery  County. 

Cushing;  town  in  Knox  County,  Maine,  named  for  Thomas  Cushing,  lieutenant- 
governor  of  Massachusetts. 

Cusseta;  town  in  Chambers  County,  Alabama,  and  village  in  Chattahoochee  County, 
Georgia.  An  Indian  word,  meaning  "coming  from  the  sun,"  originally 
Ilashita. 

Custer;  county  and  town  in  Colorado;  county  and  town  in  Idaho;  cf)unty,  town, 
and  creek  in  Montana;  county  and  town  in  Nebraska;  county  and  village  in 
Beaver  County,  Oklahoma;  county  and  city  in  South  Dakota,  and  several  other 
places,  named  for  Gen.  George  A.  Custer,  who  was  killed  by  the  Indians  on  the 
banks  of  Rosebud  River  in  187G. 

Cuthbert;  town  in  Randolph  County,  Cieorgia,  named  for  Col.  J.  A.  Cnthbert, 
member  of  Congress. 

Cutler;  town  in  Washington  County,  Maine,  named  for  an  early  proprietor,  Joseph 
Cutler,  of  Newburyport. 

Cuttawa;  town  in  Lyon  County,  Kentucky,  named  from  the  old  Indian  name  of  the 
Kentucky  River,  Kuttawa. 

Cuttings ville;  village  in  Rutland  County,  Vermont,  named  for  one  of  the  first 
settlers. 

Cuttyhunk;  island  in  ^Massachusetts.  A  contraction  of  the  Indian  word  Poocutoh- 
hunkunnok,  '•tlnng  that  lies  out  in  the  water." 
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Cuyahoga;  river  and  county  in  Ohio; 

Cuyahoga  Falls;  village  in  Summit  County,  Ohio,  situated  at  falls  on  al)ove  river. 
The  name  is  derived  by  some  from  Cayahaga,  "crooked,"  but  Atwater  derives 
it  from  Cuyahogan-uk,  "  lake  river." 

Cynthiana;  city  in  Harrison  County,  Kentucky,  named  for  the  two  daughters  of 
the  original  projirietors,  Cynthia  and  Anna  Harris. 

Cypress;  island  in  Washington;  so  named  by  Vancouver's  party,  from  the  alxin- 
dance  of  that  species  of  tree  found  there. 

Cyr;  plantation  in  Aroostook  County,  Maine,  named  for  a  family  numerous  in  that 

section. 
Dade;  county  and  city  in  Pasco  County,  Florida,  and  counties  in  Georgia  and 
Missouri; 

]  Dadeville;  town  in  Tallapoosa  County,  Alabama.    Named  for  Maj.  Francis  L.  Dade, 

[      of  the  Seminole  war. 

Dagget;  pond  in  Maine,  named  for  an  early  settler. 

Daggett;  village  in  Owen  County,  Indiana,  named  for  Charles  Daggett,  a  prominent 
resident. 

Dagsboro;  town  in  Sussex  County,  Delaware,  named  for  Sir  John  Dagworthy. 

Dahlonega;  towns  in  Lumpkin  County,  Georgia,  and  Wapello  County,  Iowa.  An 
Indian  name,  meaning  "yellow  dollar,"  or  "place  of  gold." 

Dakota;  two  States — North  and  South  Dakota — counties  in  Nebraska  and  Minne- 
sota, and  several  small  jilaces,  named  for  the  Indian  tribe.  The  name  was  origi- 
nallj'  spelled  Lahkota  or  Dacorta,  which  means  "friend,"  "ally,"  "  leagued  or 
united  people,"  or  "allied  nation,"  the  common  name  of  the  confederate  Sioux 
tribes. 

Dale;  county  in  Alabama,  named  for  Gen.  Samuel  Dale  of  that  State. 

Dallam;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  James  W.  Dallam,  lawyer  who  made  the  first 
<ligest  of  Texas  laws. 

Dallas;  county  in  Alabama,  named  for  A.  J.  Dallas,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  under 
President  Madison. 
Dallas;  counties  in  Arkansas,  Iowa,  Missouri,  and  Texas,  and  towns  in  Gaston 

Comity,  North  Carolina,  and  Dallas  County,  Texas; 
Dallas  Center;  town  in  Dallas  County,  Iowa.    Named  for  George  M.  Dallas,  Vice- 
President  under  James  K.  Polk. 

Dalles;  the  name  given  by  the  Hudson  Bay  Company  to  deep  chasms  in  rocks 
forming  a  narrow  passage  for  rivers.  A  French  word,  meaning  "flagstone,  slab; 
also  a  spout  for  water  or  a  trough."  The  most  famous  dalles  are  on  the  Colum- 
bia River,  Oregon.  A  city  in  Wasco  County,  Oregon,  takes  its  name  from  the 
above. 

Dalmatia;  towi\in  Northumljerland  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  from  the  titular 
kingdom  of  Austria. 

Dalton;  town  in  Berkshire  County,  Massachusetts,  named  for  Gen.  Tristram  Dalton, 
s{)eaker  of  the  house  of  representatives  of  Massachusetts. 

Dalton;  village  in  Chariton  County,  Missouri,  named  tVir  William  Dalton. 

Dalton;  town  in  Coos  County,  New  Hampshire,  named  for  Hon.  Tristram  Dalton, 
a  grantee. 

Daly;  mountain  in  Colorado,  named  for  Judge  Charles  P.  Dalj',  formerly  president 
of  the  American  (lieographical  Society. 

Daly;  county  in  Montana,  name<l  for  Marcus  Daly. 

Damariscotta;  river  and  town  in  Lincoln  C'ounty,  Maine.  An  Indian  name,  mean- 
ing "the  alewife  place,"  or  "river  of  little  fishes." 

Damascus;  fourteen  places  in  the  country  bear  the  name  of  the  famous  city  in  Syria. 

Dana;  town  in  Worcester  County,  Massachusetts,  named  for  the  distinguished 
family  of  which  Chief  Justice  Francis  Dana  was  a  member. 
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Danbury;  city  in   Fairliel<l   County,  Cniinecliciit,  ;ni<l   scvciai  otiicr  places,  named 

I'nim  the  town  in  l-lsst'x,  Enj^land. 
Danby;  town  in  Rntland  Comity,  Vermont,  named  from  Danhy,  England. 
Dandridge;  town  in  Jefferson  County,  Tennessee,  named  for  the  maiden  name  of 

the  wife  of  George  Washington,  ]\Irs.  ^Martha  Custis,  nee  Dandridge. 
Dane;  eounty  and   village  in  Wisconsin,   named   for  Nathan  Dane,   an   Amerii^an' 

jurist,  and  mendier  of  Congress. 
Danielsville;  town  in  Madison  County,  Georgia,  named  for  (iien.  Allen  Daniel. 
Dannebrog;    village  in  Howard  (bunty,   Nebraska,   wiiich  was  settU'd   l)y   l>anes 

fn)ni  ^Milwaukee,  AVisconsin. 
Dannemora;  town  in  Clinton  County,  New  York,  named  from  the  celebrated   iron 

region  in  Sweden. 
Dansville;  village  in  Ingham  County,  Michigan,  named  for  Daniel  L.  Grossman,  a 

resident. 
Dansville;  town  in  Steuben  County,  and  village  in  Livingston  County,  New  York, 

named  for  Daniel  P.  Faulkner,  who  laid  the  village  out.

Deal;  island  in  Maryland.     Name  corrupted  from  the  old  name,  Devils  Island. 
(Deal;  l)orough  in  Monmouth  County,  New  Jersey; 

JDeal  Beach;  post  office  in  Monmouth  Connty,  New  Jersey.     Named  from  Deal, 
I         England. 
Deal  Island;  village  in  Somerset  County,  Maryland,  named  from  the  island. 
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Deansville;  village  in  ()iiei<la  County,  New  York,  naiiie<l  for  ThonuiH  Dean,  agent 
of  the  lirothertovvn  Indianf^. 

Dearborn;  county  in  Indiana;  town  in  Wayne  County;  Michigan,  river  in  Montana; 
and  mount  in  South  Carolina,  named  for  Gen.  Henry  Dearborn,  Secretary  of 
War  under  President  Thomas  Jefferson. 

Death;  valley  in  California,  so  called  because  a  party  of  immigrants  perished  there 
from  thirst  and  starvation. 

Deblois;  town  in  Washington  C'ounty,  Maine,  named  for  Thomas  Amory  Deblois, 
bank  ])resident. 

Decatur;  counties  in  Florida,  Ceorgia,  Indiana,  b)wa,  Kansas,  and  Tennessee,  t()wns 
in  Newton  County,  JNIississippi,  and  Otsego  County,  New  York,  also  many  other 
places,  named  for  Commodore  Stephen  Decatur. 

Deckertown;  borough  in  Sussex  C'ounty,  New  Jersey,  named  for  a  family  numer- 
ous in  the  neighborhood. 

Decorah;  city  in  Winneshiek  County,  Iowa,  named  for  an  Indian  chief,  Decorie. 

Dedham;  town  in  Hancock  County,  Maine,  named  for  the  Massachusetts  town. 

Dedham;  town  in  Norfolk  County,  ]\Iassachusetts,  named  from  the  parish  in  Eng- 
land. 

Deep;  river  in  North  Carolina.  A  translation  of  the  Indian  name  Sapponah,  "deep 
river." 

Deep  River;  town  in  Poweshiek  County,  Iowa,  named  from  a  creek  near. 

Deerfield;  descriptive  name  given  to  many  places.  The  town  in  Rockingham 
County,  New  Hampshire,  was  so  named  because  when  the  petition  for  a  town 
was  pending  Mr.  Batchelder  killed  a  deer,  and  upon  presenting  it  to  Governor 
Wentworth  obtained  the  act  and  name. 

Deering-;  town  in  Hillsboro  County,  New  Hampshire,  named  by  Governor  Penning 
Wentworth  for  the  maiden  name  of  his  wifi'. 

Deer  Isle;  town  in  Hancock  County,  Maine,  named  from  three  islands  upon  which 
deer  were  very  abundant. 

Deerlodge;  county  and  town  in  Powell  County,  Montana,  named  from  a  salt  lick 
where  deer  came  in  droves. 

Defiance;  t-ounty  and  city  in  Ohio,  named  from  a  fort  erected  by  Gen.  Anthony 
W^ayne  in  detianc-e  of  the  British  and  Indians. 

De  Funiak  Springs;  celebrated  resort  in  Walton  County,  Florida,  named  for  a  res- 
ident of  Nashville. 

Dekalb;  counties  in  Alabama,  Georgia,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Missouri,  and  Tennessee, 
and  numerous  places  in  the  country,  named  for  Baron  De  Kalb,  who  fell  at  the 
battle  of  Camden. 

De  Lacy;  creek  in  Yellowstone  Park,  named  for  W^illiam  W.  De  Lacy,  the  first 
white  man  known  to  have  passed  along  the  valley. 

Delancey;  village  in  Delaware  County,  New  York,  named  for  James  De  liancey, 
an  early  patentee. 

De  Land;  town  in  Volusia  County,  Florida,  named  for  II.  A.  De  Land,  a  manu- 
facturer of  Fairport,  New  York,  who  founded  it. 

Delano;  mountains  in  Montana  and  Utah,  named  for  Columbus  Delano,  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  under  President  Grant. 

Delavan;  city  in  Walworth  County,  Wisconsin,  named  for  E.  C.  Delavan,  a  temper- 
ance advocate  of  Albany,  New  Y''ork. 

Delaware;  river.  State,  counties  in  Indiana,  Iowa,  New  York,  Ohio,  and  Pennsyl- 
sylvania,  named  for  Lord  de  la  Warr,  governor  and  first  captain-general  of  Vir- 
ginia. Many  small  places  also  bear  this  name.  A  tril)e  of  Indians  were  known 
by  this  name,  and  in  the  case  of  the  county  in  Indiana,  the  name  was  given 
because  this  tribe  had  villages  within  the  boundaries  of  the  county.

Delmar;  town  on  the  border  between  Delaware  and  Maryland,  named  from  the  first 

syllables  of  the  names  of  each  State. 
Del  Norte;  county  in  California,  situated  in  the  northwest  corner  of  the  State. 

Spanish  name,  meaning  "of  the  north." 
Del  Norte;  town  in  Rio  (irande  County,  Colorado,  named  from  the  river  Rio  Grande 

del  Norte,  "grand  river  of  the  north." 
Delphi;  town  in  Carroll  County,  Indiana,  and  village  in  Onondaga  County,  New 

York,  named  for  the  ancient  town  in  Phocis. 
Delphos;  city  in  Allen  County,  Ohio,  and  several  other  places  named  from  the 

classical  Delphos  of  Greece. 
Del  Rio;  town  in  Valverde  County,  Texas,  named  from  its  situation  on  Rio  Grande, 

Spanish  name,  meaning  "of  the  river." 
Delta;  county  in  Colorado,  named  from  a  delta  of  arable  land  at  the  mouth  of  the 

Uncoinpahgre  River  where  it  flows  into  Gunnison  River. 
Delta;  counties  in  Michigan  and  Texas,  so  named  because  triangular  in  shape. 
Demopolis;  city  in  Marengo  County,  Alabama.     Greek  word,  meaning  "city  of  the 

people." 
Denbigh;  town  in  AVarwick  County,  Virginia,  named  from  a  county  in  Wales. 
Denison;  city  in  Crawford  County,  Iowa,  named  for  J.  W.  Denison;  who  laid  it 

out. 
Denison;  city  in  Grayson  County,  Texas,  settled  by  persons  from  the  north,  and 

prol)ably  named  for  Rev.  C.  W.  Denison,  of  early  antislavery  fame. 
Denmark;  town  in  Lewis  C'ounty,  New  York,  named  for  the  kingdom  in  Europe. 
Denmark;  town  in  Band)erg  County,  South  Carolina,  named  for  B.  A.  Denmark,  a 

railroad  director. 
Denning;  town  in  ITlster  County,  New  York,  named  for  William  H.  Denning,  for- 
mer proprietor. 
Dennis;  village  in  Barnstal)le  County,  Massachusetts,  named  for  its  first  minister, 

Rev.  Josiah  Dennis. 
Dennison;  village  in  Tuscarawas  County,  Ohio,  named,  probably,  for  (tov.  William 

Dennison. 
Dennys;  river  in  Maine,  named  for  an  Indian  who  used  to  hunt  in  the  vicinity. 
Dennysville;  town  in  Washington  County,  Maine,  named  from  Dennys  River. 
Dent;  county  in  IVJissouri,  named  for  Lewis  Dent,  early  resident. 
Denton;  town  in  Caroline  County,  Maryland,   named  for  Sir  Robert  Eden,  gov- 
ernor of  the  province  in  1769-1776.     It  was  first  called  FAen  Town,  from  which 

it  was  shortened  to  the  present  form. 
Denton;  river,  county,  and  city  in  Texas,  named  for  Capt.  John  B.   Denton,  who 

was  killed  in  battle  with  the  Indians. 
Denver;  city  in  Colorado,  named  for  James  W^.  Denver,  former  governor  of  Kansas.

Depew;  village  in  Erie  County,  New  York,  named  for  Chauncey  M.  Depew,  United 

States  Senator. 
Depeyster;  town  in  St.  Lawrence  County,  New  York,  named  for  Frederick  Depey- 

ster,  member  of  a  celebrated  New  York  family. 
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Deposit;  village  in  Delaware  and  Broome  counties,  New  York,  named  so  ))ecause  it 

was  formerly  a  place  of  deposit  for  lumber. 
Deptford;  townsliip  in  (Gloucester  County,  New  Jersey,  named    from   a   port   in 

Kn<,dand. 
Derby;  city  in  New  Haven  County,  Connecticut,  and  town  in  Orleans  County,  Ver- 
mont, named  for  the  town  and  county  in  England.     Many  other  places  also 

hear  this  name,  given  either  directly  or  indirectly  from  the  same. 
Derrick  City;  village  in  McKean  County,  Pennsylvania,  so  named  from  the  great 

num))ers  of  derricks  which  mark  the  oil  wells  in  the  vicinity. 
Derry;  town  in  Eockingham  County,  New  Hampshire,  and  borough  in  Montour 

County,  Pennsylvania;  also  one  or  two  small  places  named  for  the  town  in  Ire- 
land, now  called  Londonderry. 
Deruyter;  village  in  Madison  County,  New  York,  named  for  Admiral   I)e  Euyter, 

of  the  Dutch  navy. 
Deschutes;  river  and   village  in  Sherman  County,   Oregon.     From  early   Fren(;h 

name,  riviere  des  chutes,  meaning  "  river  of  falls." 
Desha;  county  in  Arkansas,  named  for  Capt.  Ben  Desha,  prominent  citizen  of  the 

State. 
Desmet;  town  in  Kootenai  County,  Idaho,  and  village  in  Kingsbur)'  Countv,  South 

Dakota,  named  for  Peter  John  De  Smet,  a  Jesuit  missionary. 
Des  Moines;  river,  county,  and  city  in  Iowa.     This  name  is  thought  to  have  been 

derived  from  the  Indian  word,  mikonang,  meaning  "the  road."     This  name 

was  applied  by  the  Indians  to  a  place  in  the  form  of  Moingona,  which  the 

French  shortened  into  Moin,  calling  the  river  "riviere  des  moins."     Finally  the 

name  became  associated  with  the  Trappist  monks,  and  the  river  l)y  a  spurious 

etymology  was  called  "la  riviere  des  moines,"  "the  river  of  the  monks."

Destruction;  island  on  the  northwest  coast  of  North  America,  so  named  because  of 

the  massacre  of  a  boat  crew  upon  this  coast. 
Detour;  village  in  Chippewa  County,  Michigan,  so  named  from  its  position,  it  being 

necessary  to  make  a  detour  in  order  to  reach  it. 
Detroit;  river  and  city  in  Michigan.     A  French  word,  meaning  "a  strait,  or  narrow 

passage,"  given  to  the  river  by  the  early  French  explorers  because  it  is  a  short, 

narrow  river  connecting  Lake  St.  Clair  with  Lake  Erie. 
Deuel;  county  in  Nebraska,  named  for  Harry  P.  Deuel,  superintendent  of  the  Union 

Pacific  Railroad. 
Deuel;  county  in  South  Dakota,  named  for  Jacob  Deuel,  a  legislator  in  1862. 
Devils;  lake  in  Sauk  County,  Wisconsin,  so  named  because  it  is  situated  in  a  deep 

chasm  with  no  visible  inlet  or  outlet. 
Devils  Lake;  village,  Sauk  County,  Wisconsin,  named  from  the  lake. 
Devine;  town  in  Medina  County,  Texas,  named  for  Hon.  Thomas  J.  Devine,  an  old 

resident  of  San  Antonio. 
Devoe,  iTeek  in  Arkansas,  so  called   from  the  name  given  by  the  early  French, 

De  Veau,  "the  calf." 
Dewey;  county  in  Oklahoma,  named  for  Admiral  George  Dewey.     A  number  of 

towns  also  bear  his  name. 
Dewey;  county  in  South  Dakota,  named  for  William  P.  Dewey,  surveyor-general 

in  1S73. 
Dewitt;  county  and  village  in  Illinois,  and  town  in  Carroll  County,  Missouri,  named 

for  Dewitt  Clinton,  one  time  governor  of  New  York. 
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Dewitt;  town  in  Onondaga  County,  New  York,  named  for  Moses  De  Witt,  early 

settler. 
Dewitt;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  Green  De  Witt,  colonizer,  who  settled  families 

at  Gonzales  in  1827. 
Dexter;  city  in  Cowley  County,  Kansas,  named  for  a  trotting  horse  of  Robert  Bon- 
ner, of  New  York. 
Dexter;  town  in  Penobscot  County,  Maine,  named  for  Judge  Samuel  Dexter,  candi- 
date for  governor  of  Massachusetts  in  1816. 
Dexter;  village  in  Washtenaw  County,  Michigan,  named  for  Samuel  W.  Dexter,  who 

.settled  there  in  1829. 
Dexter;  village  in  Jefferson  County,  New  York,  named  for  S.  Newton  Dexter,  a 

prominent  business  man  of  Whitesboro. 
D'Hanis;  town  in  Medina  County,  Texas,  named  for  Count  von  D'Hanis,  who 

founded  the  town  about  1845. 
Diana;  town  in  Lewis  County,  New  York,  named  for  the  Greek  goddess. 
Dickens;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  J.  Dickens,  who  fell  at  the  Alamo. 
Dickey;  county  and  village  in  Lamoure  County,   North  Dakota,  named  for  Hon. 

George  Dickey,  member  of  the  legislature. 
Dickey;  river  in  Washington.     The  name  is  derived  from  the  Indian  name,  Dickoh- 

dockteader. 
Dickinson;  counties  in  Iowa  and  Kansas,  named  for  Daniel  S.  Dickinson,  United 

States  Senator  from  New  York  in  1844. 
Dickinson;  county  in  Michigan,  named  for  Don  M.  Dickinson,  Postmaster-General 

under  President  Cleveland. 
Dickinson;  town  in  Stark  County,  North  Dakota,  named  for  W.  S.  Dickinson  of 

Malone,  New  York,  who  founded  it. 
Dickinson;  county  in  Virginia,  named  for  a  prominent  member  of  the  legislature. 
Dicksburg;  village  in  Knox  County,   Indiana,   named  for  Thomas  Dick,  former 

owner  of  the  ground. 
Dickson;  county  and  town  in  Tennessee,  named  for  William  Dickson. 
Die  All;  island  in  California,  so  named  because  all  the  Indians  on  the  island  died. 
DigMon;  city  in  Lane  County,  Kansas,  named  for  Dick  Deighton,  a  surveyor. 
Dighton;  village  in  Bristol  County,  Massachusetts,  named  for  Frances  Dighton, 

wife  of  Richard  Williams,  one  of  the  first  settlers. 
Diller;  village  in  Jefferson  County,  Nebraska,  named  for  H.  H.  Diller,  early  settler. 
Dillon;  city  in  Beaverhead  County,  Montana,  named  for  Sydney  Dillon,  railroad 

president. 
Dillon;  town  in  Marion  County,  South  Carolina,  named  for  a  prominent  family. 
Dillsboro;  town  in  Dearborn  County,  Indiana,  named  for  Gen.  James  Dill,  early 

settler. 
Dillsboro;  town  in  Jackson  County,  North  Carolina,  named  for  George  W.  Dill, 

early  settler. 
Dimmit;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  Philip  Dimmit,  one  of  the  earliest  settlers  in 

the  State. 
Dinwiddle;  county  and  town  in  Virginia,  named  f(M-  Robert  Dinwiddle,  lieutenant- 
governor  of  the  State  in  1752-1758. 
Dirty  Devil;  creek  in  Arizona,  so  named  by  Pow-ell  din-ing  his  first  trip  down  the 

canyon  oi  the  Colorado,  because  of  the  muddiness  of  its  waters. 
Disappointment;  cape  at  the  mouth  of  the  Columbia  River,  Washington,  so  named 
by  John  Meares,  the  I^nglish  navigator,  who  thought  no  river  existed  in  the 
region. 
Dismal;  swamp  in  Virginia  and  North  Carolina,  so  named  because  of  its  dismal 

appearance,  due  to  the  dense  forest  of  junii)er,  cypress,  etc.,  which  cover  it. 
Dismaugh;  lake  in    Laporte  County,  Indiana.     From  an  Indian  word,  meaning 
"  lake  of  the  monks." 
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District  of  Columbia.     See  Columbia. 

Dix;  mount  and  town  in  Schuyler  County,  New  York,  named  for  Gen.  John  A. 
Dix,  United  States  Senator. 

Dixfield;  town  in  Oxford  County,  Maine. 

Dixmont;  town  in  Penobscot  County,  Maine,  named  for  Dr.  Elijah  Dix,  of  Boston. 

Dixmont;  village  in  Allegheny  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  Miss  Dorothea 
Dix,  American  philantliropi.st. 

Dixon;  city  in  Lee  County,  Illinois,  named  for  Jolin  Dixon,  the  founder. 

Dixon;  town  in  Webster  County,  Kentucky,  name<l  for  Hon.  Archibald  Dixon. 

Dixville;  town  in  Coos  County,  New  llani})shire,  named  for  Col.  Timothy  Dix, 
first  settler. 

Doane;  luount  in  Yellowstone  Park,  named  for  Lieut,  (iustavus  C.  Doane,  L^.  S. 
Army,  who  commanded  the  military  escort  of  an  expedition  in  1870. 

Dobbins;  town  in  Yuba  County,  California,  named  for  a  settler. 

Dobbs  Ferry;  village  in  Westchester  County,  New  York,  named  for  a  Swede  who 
owned  a  ferry  there. 

Dobson;  town  in  Surry  County,  North  Carolina,  named  for  W.  P.  Dobson,  State 
senator. 

Doctortown;  town  in  Wayne  County,  (Jeorgia,  built  upon  the  site  of  an  old  Indian 
settlement,  which  was  the  abode  of  a  great  "medicine  man." 

Doddridge;  county  in  West  Virginia,  named  for  Philip  Doddridge,  a  distinguished 
statesman  of  western  Virginia. 

Dodge;  county  in  Georgia,  named  for  W.  E.  Dodge,  of  New  York,  who,  with  W.  P. 
Eastman,  presented  a  court-house  to  the  county.     See  Easlmmi. 

Dodge;  counties  in  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin,  and  city  in  Ford  County,  Kansas,  on 
the  site  of  old  Fort  Dodge,  named  for  Gen.  Henry  Dodge,  governor  of  Wiscon- 
sin Territory. 

Dodge;  county  in  Nebraska,  named  for  Augustus  Ca'sar  Dodge,  United  States  Sen- 
ator from  Iowa. 
i Dodge  Center;  village  in  Dodge  County,  Minnesota; 
Dodgeville;  city  in  Iowa  County,  Wisconsin.     Named  for  Gen.  Henry  Dodge,  gov. 
ernor  of  Wisconsin  territory. 

Dolores;  county  in  Colorado,  named  from  the  Rio  Dolores.  A  Spanish  word,  mean- 
ing "grief,"  which  has  a  special  significance  among  the  Spaniards,  being  one  of 
the  titles  of  the  Virgin  Mary. 

Dolph;  village  in  Tillamook  County,  Oregon,  named  for  J.  N.  Dolph,  United  States 
Senator. 

Dominguez;  creek  in  Colorado,  named  for  a  Spanish  priest,  who  was  one  of  the 
early  explorers  in  this  region. 

Donaldson ville;  town  in  Ascension  parish,  Louisiana,  named  for  William  Donaldson. 

Donderberg;  mountain  in  New  York,  on  the  Hudson.  A  Dutch  word,  meaning 
"thunder  mountain,"  so  called  by  the  early  Dutch  settlers  because  of  the  fre- 
quent thunder  storms  which  gather  around  its  summit. 

Donegal;  borough  and  township  in  Westmoreland  County,  Pennsylvania,  named 
from  the  Irish  city.

Doon;  town  in  Lyon  County,  Iowa,  named  from  a  river  in  Scotland. 
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Door;  county  in  Wisconsin,  so  named  because  of  its  proximity  to  "Death's  Door," 

entrance  to  Green  Bay. 
Dorchester;  county  in  Maryland,  named  for  the  Earl  of  Dorchester,  whom  Scharf 

says  was  a  family  friend  of  the  Calverts. 
Dorchester;  town  in  Norfolk  County,  Massachusetts,  named  for  Dorchester,  Eng- 
land; county  in  South  Carolina,  named  for  the  town  in  Massachusetts. 
Dorinansville ;  villau:e  in  All)any  County,  New  York,  named  for  Daniel  Dorman, 

former  inn  and  store  keeper. 
Dorrance;  borough  in  Luzerne  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  a  family  of  early 

settlers. 
Dosoris;  village  in  Queens  County,  New  York.     The  name  is  a  contraction  of  "dos 

uxoris, "  "  dowry  of  a  wife,  "the  property  having  come  to  the  first  settler  through 

his  wife. 
Dossett;  village  in  Anderson  County,  Tennessee,  named  for  the  owner  of  the  prop- 
erty, Jacob  Dossett.

Douglas;  mount  in   Montana,    named   for  E.    M.   Douglas,  of  the  United  States 

Geological  Survey. 
Douglass;  city  in  Butler  County,  Kansas,  named  for  Josejih  Douglass,  by  whom  it 

was  laid  out. 
Dover;  city  in  Delaware;  town  in  Morris  County,  New  Jersey;  and  city  in  Strafford 

County,  New  Hampshire,  named  from  the  town  in  England.

Both  are  named  for  Abel  Downs,  who  had  a  tannery  there. 
Dows;  town  in  Wright  County,  Iowa,  named  for  a  railroad  contractor. 
Doylestown;  borough  in  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  William  Doyle, 

an  early  settler. 
Dracut;  town  in  Middlesex  County,  Massachusetts,  named  from  the  home  of  the 

Varnnm  family,  in  Wales. 
Drakes;  bay  in  California,  named  for  Sir  Francis  Drake,  the  navigator. 
Drakesville;   town  in  Davis   County,  Iowa,  named  for  John  A.  Drake,  who  laid 

it  out. 
Drayton;  town  in  Dooly  C'ounty,  Georgia,  named  for  Colonel  Drayton,  of  South

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Drummond ;  hike  in  the  center  of  Dismal  Swamp  in  Virginia,  named  fur  William 

Druiinnond,  former  governor  of  North  Carolina.     Another  authority  says  that  it 

wan  named  for  a  hunter  who  discovered  it. 

Dryden;  town  in  Tompkins  County,  New  York,  named  for  tiu^  pcjet,  John  Dryden. 

DryTortugas;  ten  small  islands  off  the  coast  of  Florida.     Tlu-  name  was  given 

from  the  lack  of  springs  and  abundance  of  sea  turtles.     T(jrtugas  is  a  Spanish 

word,  meaning  "tortoises." 
Duane;  town  in  Franklin  County,  New  York,  named  for  .Jamt>s  Duane,  proprietor 

and  lirst  settler. 
Duanesburg;  town  in  Schenectady  County,  New  York.     French  says  that  it  was 

named  for  James  Duane,  principal  proprietor.     Cordon  says  it  was  named  for 

Judge  Duane. 
Dublin;  city  in  Laurens  County,  Georgia,  named  from  the  city  in  Ireland.     Several 

other  places  are  named  from  the  same. 
Dubois;  county  in  Indiana,  named  for  Toussaint  Du)j(jis,  who  had  charge  of  the 

guides  and  spies  in  the  Tippecanoe  campaign. 
Dubois;  borough  in  Pennsylvania,  named  for  its  founder,  John  Dubois. 
Dubuque;  county  and  city  in  Iowa,  named  for  a  French  trader,  Julien  Dubucjue. 
Duck  Hill;  town  in  Montgomery  County,  Mississippi,  named  from  a  hill  near  the 

town  where  ducks  were  plentiful  in  early  days. 
Dudley;  town  in  Worcester  County,  Massachusetts,  named  f(jr  two  Ijrothers,  Paul 

and  William  Dudley,  who  were  among  the  first  proprietors. 
Dufur;  village  in  Wasco  County,  Oregon,  named  for  an  old  settler. 
Dukes;  county  in  Massachusetts,  so  named  because  it  was  under  the  govermuent  of 

the  Duke  of  York,  afterwards  James  II. 
Duluth;  city  in  Minnesota,  named  for  Sieur  Daniel  Grays<jlon   I^uluth,   a  French 

traveler.

Dunkirk;  city  in  Chautauqua  County,  New  York,  named  indirectly  from  the  town 
in  France. 

Dunklin;  county  in  Missouri,  named  for  Daniel  Dunklin,  governor  of  Missouri  in 
1832-1836. 

Dunlap;  town  in  Harrison  County,  Iowa,  named  for  llie  superintendent  of  the  Chi- 
cago and  Northwestern  Railway. 

Dunlap;  city  in  Morris  County,  Kansas,  named  for  Joseph  Dunlap,  a  trader  among 
the  Indians  and  founder  of  the  town. 

Dunlapsville ;  town  in  Union  County,  Indiana,  laid  out  ))y  John  Duidap,  one  of  the 
first  settlers. 

Dunmore;  lake  in  Vermont,  named  by  the  Karl  of  DuuniDre.  who  waded  into  it  and 
formally  christened  it  for  himself. 

Dunmore;  town  in  Pocahontas  County,  West  Virginia,  named  for  John  (Lord)  Dun- 
more,  governor  of  Virginia,  1772-1776. 

Dunn;  town  in  Harnett  County,  North  Carolina,  named  for  a  resident. 

Dunn;  county  in  Wisconsin,  named  for  Charles  Duiui,  first  chief  justice  of  the 
Territory. 

Dunnsville;  town  in  Albany  County,  New  York,  named  for  Christopher  Dunn, 
original  owner. 

Dunraven;  peak  in  Yellowstone  Park,  named  for  the  lilarl  of  Dunraven. 

Dunstable;  town  in  Middlesex  County,  Massachusetts.  The  history  of  the  town 
states  that  it  was  named  for  the  mother  of  one  of  the  i)etitioners,  Mary  Tyng, 
but  there  is  no  record  of  her  maiden  name  or  birthplace.  There  is,  however, 
record  of  a  large  family  by  the  name  of  Long,  who  came  fnjm  Dunstable,  Eng- 
land, in  1635.  This  fact  gives  a  direct  connection,  and  it  is  probable  that  the 
town  took  its  name  from  the  English  town. 

Dupag-e;  county  in  Illinois,  named  for  a  river  which  tiows  through  the  county. 
The  origin  of  the  name  of  the  river  is  unknown.

Duquoin;  city  in  Perry  County,  Illinois,  said  to  have  been  named  for  an  Indian 
chief  of  the  Kaskaskia  tri])e. 

Durand;  village  in  Shiawassee  County,  INIichigan,  named  for  George  H.  Durand,  of 
Flint,  Michigan,  member  of  Congress. 

Durand;  city  in  Pepin  County,  Wisconsin,  named  ior  Miles  Durand  Prindle,  an 
early  settler. 

Durant;  town  in  C'edar  County,  Iowa,  named  for  Thomas  Durant. 

Durants;  neck  of  land  in  Peniuimans  County,  North  Carolina,  granted  to  George 
Durant  in  1662. 

Durham;  town  in  Middlesex  County,  Connecticut,  named  from  the  town  in  England. 

Durham;  town  in  Androscoggin  County,  Maine,  named  from  the  former  residence 
of  the  royal  family,  early  settlers. 

Durham;  county  and  town  in  North  Carolina,  named  for  Dr.  Durham,  owner  of  the 
town  site  of  Durham. 

Dushore;  borough  in  Sullivan  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  its  founder,  the 
name  l)eing  a  corruption  of  Dupetit-Thouars. 

Duston;  island  in  New  Haini)shire,  named  for  an  early  settler. 

Dutchess;  county  in  New  York,  named  for  Mary  of  Modena,  Duchess  of  York. 
Previous  to  the  appearance  of  Johnson's  Dictionary  the  title  of  the  wife  of  a, 
duke  Avas  spelled  with  a  "t;"  hence  the  name  of  the  county  is  so  spelled, 
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Dutton;  mount,  in  Utali,  named  ])y  Powell  for  Maj.  (■.  Vj.  l)uttiiii. 

Duval;  (.■omity  in   Florida,  named  for  William    P.  Duval,  Tcnitniial   i^nvcrnor  in 

1822-1 8;?4." 
Duval;  county  in  Texas,  named  fi>r  the  Duval  family,  prominent  in  the  State.    One 

member,  Burr  11.  Duval,  fell  in  Faimin's  mas,sacr(>. 
Duwamish;  river  in  Washington,  named  from  an  Indian  trilie. 
Duxbury;  town  in  Plymouth  County,  Massachusetts,  settled  l»y  ^Nliles  Standish.     It 

is  said  to  have  received  its  name  from  the  seat  of  the  Standish  family  in  England, 

Duxlmry  Hall. 
Dvright;  village  in  Hampshire  County.  Massachusetts,  named  for  the  Dwight  fannly, 

prominent  early  settlers. 
Dycusburg;  village  in  Crittenden  C-ounty,  Kentucky,  named  for  William  K.  Dycus, 

its  founder. 

I  Dyer;  county  in  Tennessee; 
Dyersburg;  city  in  Tennessee.     Named  for  Col.  Henry  Dyer,  who  fell  at  tlie  battle 
of  New  Orleans.

Earlville;  \illage  in  Madison  County,   New  York,   named  for  Jonas   Ivirl,   canal 

commissioner. 
Early;  county  in  Georgia,  named  in  honor  of  Peter  Early,  governor  of  the  State  in 

1813. 
Easley;  town  in  Pickens  County,  South  C-ar'ilina,  named  for  General  Easley,  a  prom- 
inent Sontli  Carolinian. 
East  Baton  Rouge;  parish  in  Louisiana.     See  Baton  RoiKje. 
East  Bend;  town  in  Yadkin  County,  North  Carolina,  named  from  the  bend  in  the 

Yadkin  River  at  that  ])oint. 
East  Brady;  borough  in  Clarion  County,  Pennsylvania,  on  the  Allegheny  River, 

east  of  Bradys  Bend. 
East  Bridge-water;  town    in   Plymouth  County,   Massachusetts,   named  from  the 

original  name  of  Brockhju,  Massachusetts,  which  first  received  the  name  of 

Bridgewater  in  honor  of  a  celebrated  English  duke. 
East  Carroll;  jmrish  in  Louisiana,  named  in  honor  of  Charles  Carroll  of  Carrolhon. 
East  Fallowfield;  townships  in  C'rawford  and  Washington  counties,  Pennsylvania, 

said  to  be  named  for  Lancelot  Fallowfield,  one  of  the  first  purchasers  of  land 

from  William  Penn. 
East  Feliciana;  parish  in  Louisiana.     A  Spanish  word,  meaning  "dome." 
East  Greenbush;  town  in  Rensselaer  County,  New  York,  named  by  tiie  Dutch 

Het  Groen  Bosch,  meaning  "green  bush,"  because  of  the  pine  woods  near, 

which  were  continually  green. 
East  Greenwich;  town  in  Kent  County,  Rhode  Island,  nametl  for  the  district  of 

London  in  Kent  County,  England. 
Eastham;  town  in  Barnstable  County,  Massachusetts,  named  from   its  extreme 

eastern  situation  in  the  county. 
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Eastland;  county  and  town  in  Texas,  named  for  M.  W.  Eastland. 

Eastman;  town  in  Dodge  County,  Georgia,  named  for  W.  P.  Eastman,  who,  with 

W.  E.  Dodge,  presented  the  county  with  a  court-house. 
Easton;  city  in  Northampton  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  from  the  estate  of  an 

English  nobleman. 
Easton  Center;  village  in  Bristol  County,  Massachusetts,  perhaps  named  in  honor 

of  Hon.  John  Easton,  governor  of  Rhode  Island. 
Eastport;  city  in  Washington  County,  Maine,  which  was  originally  called  Moose 

Island,  but  was  later  incorporated  under  its  present  name  in  honor  of  being  the 

most  eastern  city  in  the  United  States. 
East  River;  a  body  of  water  at  New  York,  properly  a  strait  connecting  Long  Island 

Sound  with  New  York  J5ay;  called  a  river  no  doubt  from  the  river-like  action  of 

its  tides;  the  name  is  used  to  distinguish  it  from  North  River,  that  is,  the  Hudson. 
Eastwood;  village  in  Onondaga  County,  New  York,  a  suburb  of  Syracuse,  and  named 

from  its  eastward  position  from  that  place. 
Eaton;  town  in  Weld  County,  Colorado,  named  for  Benjamin  H.  Eaton  and  Aaron 

J.  Eaton  of  the  Eaton  Milling  and  Elevator  Company. 
Eaton;  county  in  Michigan,  named  for  John  H.  Eaton,  Secretary  of  War  under 

President  Jackson. 
Eaton;  town  in  Madison  County,  New  York,  and  village  in  Preble  County,  Ohio, 

named  for  Gen.  Wm.  Eaton,  of  Massachusetts,  Revolutionary  officer  and  com- 
mander of  the  United  States  military  forces  in  Tripoli. 
Eaton  Rapids;  town  in  Eaton  County,  Michigan,  so  named  on  account  of  the  rapids 

in  Grand  River. 
Eatonton;  city  in  Putnam  County,  Georgia,  named  for  Gen.  Wm.  Eaton. 
Eatontown;  township  in  Monmouth  County,  New  Jersey,  named  for  an  old  settler. 
Eau  Claire;  river  in  Michigan.     The  name  is  French  and  signities  "clear  water." 
Eau  Claire;  county  and  city  in  Wisconsin,  named  from  the  river  in  Michigan. 
Eau  Galle;  river  in  Wisconsin,  from  which  township  and  village  in  Wisconsin  are 

named.     French  word,  signifying  "bitter  water." 
Eau  Pleine;  river  and  town  in  Portage  County,  Wisconsin.     French  name,  meaning 

"full  water,"  or  "stocked  river." 
Ebeeme;  mountain  and  gorge  in  Piscataquis  County,   Maine.     An  Indian  word, 

meaning  "where  they  get  high-bush  cranberries." 
Ebenecook;    village  in   Lincoln   County,    Maine.      A  corruption   of    the  Indian 

Abanauk,  meaning  "bread  place,"  or  according  to  another  authority,  "high- 
bush  (cranberry  place." 
Ebenezer;  town  in  Holmes  County,  Mississippi,  named  by  the  early  settlers  for 

the  old  Jewish  city. 
Ebensburg;  borough  of  Cambria  County,  Pennsylvania,  laid  out  by  the  Rev.  Rees 

Lloyd,  and  named  by  him  for  his  eldest  son,  Eben. 
Echaconnee;  town  in  Bibb  County,  Georgia,  named  from  the  creek  on  which  it  is 

situated,  and  which  in  turn  is  derived  from  the  Indian,  meaning  "  beaver  creek." 
Echo;  canyon  in  the  Wasatch  Mountains  of  Utah. 

Echo;  peak  in  Yellowstone  Park,  so  named  because  of  its  remarkable  echo. 
Echo  Canyon;  town  in  Summit  County,  LTtah,  named  from  the  canyon. 
Echols;  county  in  Georgia,  named  for  Robert  M.  Echols. 
Eckley;  town  in  Yuma  County,  Colorado,  said  to  be  so  named  for  Amos  Eckles, 

cattle  foreman  for  J.  W.  Bowles. 
Ecola;  creek  and  summer  resort  in  Clatsop  County,  Oregon,  so  named  by  Captain 

Clark  because  a  whale  was  washed  up  there — ecola,  an  Indian  word  meaning 

"  whale." 
Economy;  townslii])  in    Beaver  County,  Pennsylvania,  established  in    1825  by  a 

Harmonist  society,  and  named  to  indicate  the  principles  of  their  government  and 

their  habits  of  living. 
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Ecore  Fabre;  ptream  in  Arkansas.  The  name  is  derived  from  llie  French  word 
"ecore,"  m(>anin<j;  a  shore,  bank,  or  bluff,  and  Fabre,  a  proper  name. 

Ecorse;  town  in  Wayne  County,  Miclngan,  named  from  the  river,  which  was  so 
called  by  the  Indians  on  account  of  the  birch  and  other  kinds  of  ))ark  found  on 
its  banks.     The  word  is  French,  meaning  "bark  of  a  tree." 

Ector;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  Matthew  Ector,  Confederate  commander  and 
judge. 

Eddington;  town  in  Penobscot  ( 'ounty,  Maine,  named  for  Colonel  F'ddy,  a  ])romi- 
nent  settler. 

Eddy;  county  in  New  Mexico,  named  in  honor  of  C.  B.  Eddy,  a  prominent  citizen. 

Eddy;  t-ounty  in  Nortli  Dakota,  named  for  one  of  the  early  ])ank('rs  of  Fargo. 

Eddyville;  town  in  Wapello  County,  Iowa,  nam(>d  for  J.  P.  Kddy,  who  established 
a  po8t  there  at  an  early  ilay. 

Eddyville;  city  in  Lyon  County,  Kentucky,  so  named  for  (lie  large  eddies  in  the 
Cumberland  River  at  this  point. 

Eden;  town  in  Hancock  County,  Maine,  named  pro])ably  for  llicliard  Eden,  an 
early  English  author. 

Eden;  town  in  Concho  County,  Texas,  named  for  Fred  Ede,  who  owne(l  the  land. 

Edenton;  town  in  Chowan  County,  North  Carolina,  named  for  Charles  Eden,  gov- 
ernor of  the  State  in  1714-1722. 

Edg-ar;  county  in  Illinois,  named  for  (len.  John  Edgar,  an  early  and  distinguished 
]noneer  of  the  State. 

Edgecomb;  town  in  Lincoln  County,  Maine,  named  for  Lord  Ivlgecombe,  a  friend 
of  the  American  colonies. 

Edgecombe;  county  in  North  Carolina,  named  for  Richard,  I'.aron  of  Mount  Edge- 
combe, of  the  board  of  trade. 

Edgefield;  town  and  county  in  South  Carolina,  named,  as  Sinuns  supposes,  because 
of  the  geographical  situation  at  the  edge  of  the  State.  There  is  also  a  supposi- 
tion that  the  county  derives  its  name  from  the  fact  that  it  l)orders  on  an  older 
county. 

Edgerton;  city  in  Johnson  County,  Kansas,  named  for  Edgerton,  the  chief  engineer 
of  tlie  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railroad.

Edisto;  river  and  island  in  South  Carolina,  named  from  an  Indian  tribe;  the  tribe 
was  also  known  as  "Crista." 

Edmeston;  town  in  Otsego  County,  New  York,  named  for  Robert  Edmeston,  an 
early  pioneer. 

Edmonson;  county  of  Kentucky,  named  for  Capt.  Jack  Edmonson,  who  fell  at  the 
l)attle  of  Raisin  River. 

Edmunds;  county  in  South  Dakota,  named  in  honor  of  Newton  Edmunds,  gov- 
ernor in  1863. 

Edna;  city  in  Labette  County,  Kansas,  named  for  a  child,  EdnaGragery,  in  187C. 

Edwards;  county  in  Illinois,  named  for  Ninian  Edwards,  governor  of  Illinois  Ter- 
ritory in  1809. 

Edwards;  county  in  Kansas,  named  for  W.  C.  Edwards,  of  Ilutcliinson,  first  set- 
tler, who  took  active  part  in  its  organization. 

Edwards;  town  in  Hinds  County,  Mississippi,  named  for  Dick  Edwards,  owner  and 
proprietor  of  the  Edwards  House,  Jackson,  Mississippi. 

Edwards;  town  in  St.  Lawrence  County,  New  York,  named  for  Edward  McCor- 
mack,  brother  of  the  founder.

Elbert;  county  and  peak  in  Colorado,  named  for  Samuel  W.  Elbert,  governor  of  the 

Territory  in  1873-74.

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Erie;  one  of  the  Great  Lakes,  drained  by  the  St.  Lawrence,  is  an  Indian  word,  which, 
in  the  form  of  "Erige"  or  "Erilke,"  was  tlie  name  of  a  now  extinct  Lidian 
tribe  of  the  Ilurons,  exterminated  by  the  Iroquois,  tlie  word  signifying  "cat" 
or  "  wild-cat;  "  anotlier  authority  gives  the  meaning  as  "mad." 

Erie;  city  in  Neosho  County,  Kansas,  named  from  a  small  lake  near  l)y,  of  that 
name. 

JErie;  counties  in  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  and  New  York,  and  city  in  Pennsylvania;

Erin;  the  name  of  numerous  towns  and  villages  in  the  United  States,  named  from 
the  ancient  name  of  Ireland.

"Krvings  Grant,"  in  early  days. 

Erwin;  town  in  Steuben  County,  New  York,  named  for  Col.  Arthur  Erwin  of  Penn- 
sylvania. 

Escambia;  county  and  river  in  Alabama,  and  county  and  river  in  Florida,  the  coun- 
ties having  been  named  from  the  rivers,  which  are  suj^posed  to  be  named  from 
the  Spanish  word,  cambiar,  meaning  "barter  or  exchange." 

Escanaba;  river  and  city  in  Delta  County,  Michigan,  the  city  taking  its  name  from 
the  river.  According  to  Haines,  an  Indian  word  meaning  "flat  rock,"  l)ut 
according  to  other  authorities,  means  a  "young  male  quadruped." 

Eschsch.oltz ;  inlet  of  Kotzebue  Sound,  Alaska,  named  for  J.  F.  Eschscholtz,  the 
naturalist.

Esculapia;  watering  place  in  Lewis  County,  Iventncky,  named  for  the  god  of  the 
medical  art — Esculapius. 

Eskridge;  city  in  Wabaunsee  County,  Kansas,  named  for  C.  V.  Eskridge,  the  first 
purchaser  of  a  town  lot. 

Eskutassis;  stream  in  Piscataquis  County,  Maine.  An  Indian  word,  meaning  "small 
trout. ' ' 

Eskweskwewadjo;  mountain  in  Maine.  An  Indian  word,  meaning  "she-l)ear 
mountain." 

Esmeralda;  county  in  Nevada,  and  mining  camps  in  California  and  Idaho.  Si)anish 
word  for  emerald,  the  places  being  so  named  on  account  of  the  presence  of  these 
l)recious  stones. 

Esopus;  stream  in  New  York.  A  difference  of  opinion  exists  as  to  whether  the 
Indian  tribe  of  this  name  took  the  name  from  the  river  or  whether  the  river  was 
named  for  the  tribe.  Schoolcraft  gives  "Seepus"  or  "seepu"  as  the  word  near- 
est like  it  in  the  Indian  languages.

ancient  Italy. 
Euclid;  town  in  Cuyahoga  County,   Ohio,  and  village  in  Onondaga  County,  New 

York,  named  for  the  celebrated  geometer  of  Alexandria. 
Eudora;  city  in  Douglas  County,  Kansas,  named  for  the  daughter  of  Pascel  Fish. 
Eugene;  city  in  Lane  County,  Oregon,  named  for  Eugene  Skinner,  its  first  settler.

Eustis;  town  in  Franklin  County,  JNIaine,  named  for  Charles  L.   Eustis,  an  early 

proprietor. 
Eutaw;  town  in  Greene  County,  Alabama.     According  to  Gatchet  it  is  nametl  from 

the  Indian  tribe,  also  known  as  p]tiwaw,  or  from  "itawa,"  "pine  tree." 
Eutawville;  town  in  Berkeley  County,  South  Carolina,  named   from  the  famous 

luitaw  Spring. 
Evangeline;  township  in  Charlevoix  County,  JNIichigan,  named  for  the  heroine  of 

Longfellow's  poem. 
Evans;  town  in  Wel<l  County,  Colorado,  named  for  John  Evans,  former  governor 

of  Colorado. 
Evans;  town  in  Erie  County,  New  York,  named  for  David  E.  F^vans,  agent  of  the 

Holland  Land  Company. 
Evansburg;  village   in  Coshocton    County,   Ohio,    named  for   Isaacr    Evans,    who 

laid  it  out. 
Evans  Mills;  village  in  Jefferson  County,  New  York,   named  for  Ethni  Evans,  a 

resident  mill  owner. 
Evanston;  city  in  Uinta  County,  Wyoming,  and  town  in  Cook  County,   Illinois, 

named  for  John  Evans,  former  governor  of  Colorado. 
Evansville;  city  in  Vanderburg  County,  Indiana,  named  for  Gen.  I\ol)ert  FAans, 

who  laid  it  out. 
Evart;  village  in  Osceola  County,  Michigan,  named  for  Frank  Evart,  a  jnoneer. 
Evarts;  mountain  in  Yellowstone  Park,  named  for  Truman  C.  Evarts. 
Evening  Shade;  town  in  Sharp  County,  Arkansas,  so  named  from  the  density  of 

shade  cast  by  the  tall  pine  timber  on  an  adjacent  hill. 
Everett;  city  in  Middlesex  County,  Massachusetts,  and  a  town  in  Bedford  County, 

Pennsylvania,  named  for  Edward  Everett. 
Everetts;  town  in  Martin  County,  North  Carolina,  named  for  a  resident  fannly. 
Ewings;  creek  in  Missouri.     F]wing  is  probably  a  contraction  of  "  E.  Wing,"  which 

designated  this  creek  upon  an  early  map. 
Excelsior  Springs;   city  in  Clay  County,  Missouri,  named   from   the   medicinal 

springs  there. 
Exeter;  many  places  in  the  United  States  received  this  name  from  the  Exeter  of 

F^ngland,  the  towns  in  AVashington  County,  Rhode  Island,  and  in  Rockingham 

County,  New  Hampshire,  being  among  them. 
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Eyota;   villiigc  in  Olmstoad  County,   Minnesota.     From  an    Indian   word   lyotak, 

nieaninj;  "greatest,"  "luoHt." 
Ezel;  town  in  Morgan  County,  Kentucky,  named  from  the  Bible. 
Fabius;  river  in  Missouri  and  town  in  Onondaga  County,  New  York,  named  for  the 

celebrated  Koman  consul.     The  town  was  named  by  the  State  land  board  of 

New  York. 
Factory;  hill  in  Yellowstone  Park,  covered  with  geysers  and  hot  springs,  so  named 

because  of  the  noise  and  steam  proceeding  from  them,   resemhling  in  these 

respects  an  active  factory  town. 
Fair;  a  name  used  witli  various  suliixes,  such  as  "  ))rook,"  "land,"  "port,"  etc.,  to 

indicate  an  attractive  api)earance. 
Fairbank;  township  in  Sullivan  County,  Indiana,  named  for  General  Fairbanks. 
Fairbury;  city  in  Jefferson    County,  Nebraska,   named  by  an  early  settler,  Mr. 

McDonell,  for  his  home,  Fairbury,  Illinois. 
Fairchild;  creek  in  Park  County,  Colorado,  named  for  A.  Fairchild,  a  prospector. 
Fairfax;  county  and  town  in  Virginia,  named  for  Lord  Fairfax,  grandson  of  Lord 

Cnlpeper. 
Fairfield;  county  and  town  in  Connecticut,  counties  in  Ohio  and  South  Carolina, 

and  town  in  Somerset  County,  Maine,  so  named  from  the  beauty  of  their  fields. 
Fairplay;  town  in  Park  County,  Colorado,  estal)lished  by  gold  miners  who  named 

it  as  a  living  reproof  to  their  "grab-all"  neighbors. 
Faison;  town  in  Duplin  County,  North  Carolina,  named  for  a  prominent  family. 
Fall;  river  in  Massachusetts,  so  named  because  it  is  only  aljout  2  miles  in  length 

and  falls  about  140  feet  in  a  half  mile. 
Fall  River;  city  in  Bristol  County,  Massachusetts,  situated  on  the  Fall  River. 
Fallowfield ;  township  in  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  Lancelot 

Fallowfield,  one  of  the  first  purchasej-s  of  the  land  from  William  Penn. 
Falls;  county  in  Texas,  named  from  the  falls  in  Brazos  River. 
Fallston;  borough  in  Beaver  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  from  the  falls  in  Beaver 

River. 
Falmouth;  towns  in  Cumberland  County,  Maine,  and  Barnstable  County,  Massa- 
chusetts, named  from  the  seaport  town  in  Cornwall. 
Fannin;  counties  in  Georgia  and  Texas,  and  village  in  Goliad  County,  Texas,  named 

for  Col.  James  W.  Fannin,  of  North  Carolina,  who  fought  in  the  Texan  war. 
Farallone;  group  of  small  islands  on  the  coast  of  California,  named  by  the  early 

Spanish  explorers.     The  word  farallon  means  "needle,"  or  "  small,  pointed 

island." 
Fargo;  city  in  Cass  County,  North  Dakota,  named  for  one  of  the  meml)ers  of  the 

Wells,  Fargo  Express  Company.     Several  other  places  bear  his  name. 
Faribault;  county  and  city  in  Rice  County,  IVIinnesota,  named  for  a  settler  from 

Canada,  Jean  Baptist  Faribault. 
Farley;  town  in  Dubuque  County,  Iowa,  named  for  the  superintendent  of  the  Sioux 

City  Railroad. 
Farmer;  name  applied  to  many  small  places,  either  with  or  without  suflixes,  intlic- 

ative  of  rural  conditions  and  appearance. 
Farmington;  town  and  river  in  Hartford  County,  Connecticut,  named  from  a  place 

in  England. 
Farmington;  village  in  Oakland  County,  Michigan,  named  from  Farmington,  New- 
York. 
Farmington;  town  in  Ontario  County,  New  York,  named  from  Farmington,  Con- 
necticut. 
Farnbam;  village  in  Erie  County,  New  York,  named  for  Le  Roy  Farnham,  the  first 

merchant. 
Farnham;  town  in  Richmond  County,  Virginia,  named  from  the  town  in  Surrey, 

England. 
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Farrag-ut;  town  in  Fremont  ('onnty,  Iowa,  nameil  for  Admiral  Farrai^nt. 
Farrandsville ;  villaKii  in  Clinton  County,  Pennsylvania,  laid  out  by  and   named 

foi-  William  P.  Farrand,  of  Philadelphia. 
Farrar;  town  in  North  Carolina,  named  for  a  wealthy  citizen. 
Farwell;  village  in  Clare  County,  Michigan,  named  for  Samuel  1>.  Farwell,an  ofticer 

of  the  old  Flint  and  Pere  Marquette  Railroad. 
Faulk;  county  in  South  Dakota,  named  for  Andrew  J.  Faulk,  governor  from  ISdf)  to 

1.S6!). 
Faulkner;  county  and  village  in  Arkansas,  named  for  Sandy   Faulkner,  the  real 

"  Arkansas  Traveller." 
[Fauquier;  county  in  Virginia; 
(Fauquier  Springs;  village  in  above  county.    Named  for  Francis  Fauquier,  governor 

of  the  State. 
Fausse  Riviere;  village  in  Louisiana,  so  called  because  it  is  situated  on  what  was 

formerly  the  bed  of  the  Mississippi  River.     Many  years  ago  the  river  wore 

through  an  isthmus  and  left  its  former  bed  dry  for  a  distance  of  atjout  30  miles. 

A  French  name,  meaning  "false  river." 
Faustburg;  village  in  South  Carolina,  named  for  the  Urst  settler. 
Fayette;  counties  in  Alalxima,  Georgia,  Illinois,  IndLina,   Iowa,  Kentucky,  Ohio, 

Pennsylvania,  Tennessee,  Texas,  and  West  Virginia,  and  many  places  through- 
out the  country,  named  for  the  Marquis  de  la  Fayette.     The  name  is  also  seen 

with  suffixes,  such  as  "  ville"  and  "corner." 
Fear;  cape  and  river  in  North  Carolina.     Sir  Richard  (irenville  narrowly  escaped 

being  wrecked  near  the  cape,  in  consequence  of  whicli  he  so  named  it. 
Feather;  river  in  California.     A  translation  of  the  early  Spanish  name,  Plumas. 
February;  village  in  Washington  County,  Tennessee,  named  for  a  resident  of  the 

place. 
Federal;  name  given  to  several  places  in  the  country,  in  reference  to  the  national 

form  of  governinent. 
Federalsburg;  village  in  Caroline  County,  Maryland,  so  named  because  settled  l)y 

persons  from  the  Northern  States. 
Felix;  townships  in  Grundy  counties,  Illinois  and  Iowa,  named  for  Felix  Grundy, 

Senator  from  Tennessee. 
Fells;  point  in  Maryland  named  for  the  purchaser,  a  ship  carpenter,  William  Fell. 
Felts  Mills;  village  in  Jefferson  County,  New  York,  named  for  'John  Felt,  early 

proprietor. 
Fence;  rivers  in  Wisconsin  and  Michigan.     A  translation  of  the  Indian  word,  mitch- 

igan,  a  wooden  fence  constructed  near  its  lianks  l)y  the  Indians  for  catching  deer. 
Fenner;  town  in  Madison  County,  New  York,  named  for  Governor  Fenner,  of  Rhode 

Island. 
Fennimore;  village  in  Grant  County,  Wisconsin,  named  for  a  'settler  who  disap- 
peared during  the  Black  Hawk  war. 
Fennville;  village  in  Allegan  County,  Michigan,  named   for  a  hnnberman,  Elam 

Fenner,  who  founded  the  village. 
Fenton;  village  in   Genesee  County,  Michigan,  named  for  Colonel  Fenton,  who 

owned  a  large  tract  of  land  on  the  present  site. 
Fentonville;  village  in  Chautaucjua  County,  New  York,  named  for  Reuben  Eaton 

Fenton,  governor  of  the  State  in  1865-1869. 
Fentress;  county  in  Tennessee,  named  for  James  Fentress,  mend)erof  a  conmiission 

appointed  to  fix  upon  a  place  for  the  seat  of  justice  for  Shelt)y  County. 
Fergus;  county  in  Montana,  named  for  James  Fergus,  a  i)iont«r  of  the  State. 
Fergusonville;  village  in  Delaware  County,  New  York,  named  for  the  Ferguson 

brothers,  who  were  largely  engaged  in  business  there. 
Fermanagh;  township  in  Juniata  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  a  county  in 

Ireland. 
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Fern;  name  nseil  with  various  suftixes,  generally  given  ])ecau8e  of  the  presence  of 

the  i)lant.     Eighteen  places  bear  this  name,  some  with  suffixes,  such  as  "dale," 

"bank,"  and  "ridge." 
Fernandina;  city  in  Nassau  County,  Florida,  named  for  a  Spaniard,  Fernandez. 
Ferrisburg;  town  in  Addison  County,  Vermont,  named  for  Benjamin  Ferris,  wl?o 

applied  for  a  charter  in  1762. 
Ferry;  county  in  Washington,  named  for  Elisha  P.  Ferry,  governor  of  the  Territory. 
Fetterman;  town  in  Taylor  County,  AVest  Virginia,  named  for  a  resident  of  Pitts- 
burg, Pennsylvania,  who  owned  the  land. 
Fever;  river  in  Illinois,  named  by  the  early  French,  La  Riviere  de  Feve,  "  the  river 

of  the  bean,"  because  of  the  immense  quantity  of  wild  beans  upon  its  l)anks. 

The  name  was  corrupted  to  Fievre,  "fever,"  which  gave  rise  to  the  impression 

that  the  place  was  unhealthy. 
Fidalgo;  island  and  village  in  Skagit  County,  Washington,  and  harbor  in  Alaska, 

named  for  the  Spanish  explorer. 
Fields  Landing;  village  in  Humboldt  County,  California,  named  for  a  settler. 
Fifty  Eight;  village  in  Orangeburg  County,  South  Carolina,  named  so  because  it  is 

58  miles  from  Charleston. 
Fillmore;  mount  in  California,  named  for  a  naval  officer. 
Fillmore;  counties  in  ^linnesota  and  Nebraska,  and  many  places  in  the  country 

named  for  Millard  Fillmore,  President  of  the  United  States. 
Fillmore;  station  in  Wyoming,  named  for  a  superintendent  of  the  Southern  Pacific 

Railroad. 
Fincastle;  town  in  P>otetourt  County,  Virginia,  and  several  other  places  directly  or 

indirectly  named  for  (Governor  Lord  Dunmore  and  his  son  George,  Lord  Fin- 
castle. 
Findlay;  city  in  Hancock  County,  Ohio,  named  from  Fort  Findlay,  built  by  Col. 

James  Findlay,  of  Cincinnati. 
Findley;  township  in  Allegheny  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  William  Pindley, 

governor  of  tiie  State  in  1817-1820. 
Fine;  town  in  St.  Lawrence  County,  New  York,  named  for  John  Fine,  the  principal 

proprietor. 
Finney;  county  in  Kansas,  named  for  Uavid  AV.   Finney,  lieutenant-governor  in 

1881-1885. 
Fire;  hill  in  Humboldt  County,  California,  so  named  because  in  early  days  it  was 

used  as  a  station  from  which  to  signal  with  fire. 
Fire;  creek  in  Missouri,  originally  called  Fire-prairie  Creek,  l)ecause  of  the  fires  that 

swept  over  the  prairies. 
Firehole;  river  in  Yellowstone  Park.     The  word  "hole"  was  used  l)y  the  early 

explorers  to  designate  depressions  among  the  mountains,  while  the  first  part  of 

the  name  refers  to  the  remarkable  geyser  region  from  which  the  river  flows. 
Fisher;  county  and  village  in  Texas,  named  for  S.  Rhodes  Fisher,  secretary  of  the 

navy  in  Houston's  cabinet. 
Fishkill;  town,  village,  creek,   plains,  and  mountains  in  Dutchess  County,   New 

Y'ork,  named  by  the  early  Dutch  settlers,  Vischkill,  "fish  creek." 
Fitchburg;  city  iii  Worcester  County,  Massachusetts,  named  for  John  Fitch,  one  of 

the  committee  that  procured  the  act  of  incorporation. 
Fithian;  village  in  Vermilion  County,  Illinois,  named  for  Dr.  William  Fithian. 
Fitzwilliam;  town  in  Cheshire  County,  New  Hampshire,  named  for  the  Earl  of 

Fitzwilliam. 
Five  Corners;  village  in  Miami  County,  Indiana,  so  named  because  it  is  at  the  junc- 
tion of  several  roads. 
Flackville;  village  in  St.  Lawrence  County,  New  York,  named  for  John  P.  Flack, 

first  postmaster. 
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Flagstaff;  tnwii  in  Coconino  County,  Arizona,  nanu'd  from  u  pole  set  l>y  a  party  of 

t'lnigrantn  who  camped  near  and  celebrated  the  Fourtli  of  July. 
Flambeau;  lakes,   town,   and  river  in   Wisconsin.     The   lakes  wcn^  so  called   on 

account  of  the  torches  used  to  catch  tish  at  night. 
Flatbush;  ])art  of  Brooklyn,  New  York,  so  named  from  wood^^   that   tifcw  <iii    Hat 

country. 
Flathead;  lake,  county,  and  river  in  Montana,  named  from  an   Indian  trihe.     The 
name  originated  with   the  early  settlers  who  called  several  different  tribes  of 
Indians  by  this  name  on  account  of  their  custom  of  flattening  the  heads  of 

infants  l)y  fastening  a  i)iece  of  board  or  a  pad  of  grass  upon  the  forehead.     After 

this  had  ])een  worn  several  months  it  caused  a  flat  apjjcarance  of  the  head. 
Flattery;  promontory  in  Washington  so  named   by  t-aptain  (bok,  "in  token  of  an 

improvement  in  our  prospects." 
Flavel;  summer  resort  in  Clatsop  County,  Oregon,  named  for  a  prominent  resident 

of  Astoria. 
Fleming-;  town  in  Cayuga  County,  New  York,  nanied  for  (ien.  George  Fleunng,  an 

old  resident. 
[Fleming;  county  in  Kentucky; 

JFlemingsburg;  town  in  Fleming  County.     Named  for  Col.  .lohn  Fleming,  an  early 
I         settler  in  the  State. 
Flint;  river  in  (ieorgia,  named  fi-oni  the   Indian  name,  Tlironaluska,  also   Lonoto, 

"flint." 
Flint;  city  in  ^Michigan,  named  from  a  river,  which  was  called   by  the  Indians    Pa- 

won-nuk-ening,  "  river  of  the  flint." 
Flirt;  lake  in  Florida,  named  for  a  ( Jovernment  schooner. 

Flora;  town  in  Madison  County,  Mississippi,  named  by  W.  15.  .Jones  for  his  wife. 
Florence;  city  in  Marion  County,  Kansas,  named  for  Miss  Fh^ience  Crawford,  of 

To])eka. 
Florence;  village  in  Douglas  ('ounty,  Nebraska,  named  for  Miss  Florence  Kilbourn. 
Florence;  town  in  Oneida  County,  New  York,  and  village  in   Hampshire  County, 

^Massachusetts,  named  from  the  city  in  Italy. 
Florence;  county  and  town  in  South  Carolina,  named   for  the  daughter  of  (len. 

W.  AV.  Harllee. 
Florence;  county  in  AVisconsin,  named  for  the  F^lorence  Mining  Company. 
Floras;  creek  in  Idaho,  named  from  the  flowers  on  its  banks. 
Florida;  one  of  the  States  of  the  Union,  named  by  Ponce  de  Leon  "the  florid  or 

flowery  land."     He  chose  this  name  for  two  reasons:  First,  l^ecause  the  country 

presented  a  pleasant  aspect;  and,  second,   because  he  landed   on  the  festival 

which  the  Spaniards  call  Pascuade  Flores,  or  Pascua  Florida,  "feast  of  flowers," 

which  corresponds  fo  Palm  Sunday.     The  second  reason  is  generally  c-onsidered 

to  have  more  weight. 
Florissant;  town  in   El  Paso  County,  (Colorado,  named  by  Judge  James  Castello 

for  his  old  home  in  Missouri. 
Florissant;  city  in  St.  Louis  County,  Missouri,  named   from   the  flowery  valley  in 

which  it  is  situated. 
Floyd;  county  in  Georgia,  named  for  (ien.  John  Floyd,  at  one  time  mend)er  of  Con- 
gress from  that  State. 
Floyd;  county  in  Indiana,  said  by  some  authorities  to  have  been  named  for  Col. 

John  Floyd,  while  others  claim  that  it  was  named  for  Davis  Floyd. 
Floyd;  county,  town,  and  river  in  Iowa,  named  for  Sergt.  Charles  Floyd,  of  the 

Lewis  and  Clarke  exploring  party. 
Floyd;  county  in  Kentucky,  named  for  Col.  John  F'loyd,  an  ofiicer  of  the  Kevolution. 
Floyd;  town  in  Oneida  County,  New  York,  named  for  Williani  Floyd,  one  of  the 

signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence, 
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Floyd;  county  in  Texa.s,  named  for  Doltin  Floyd,  who  fell  at  the  Alamo. 

Floyd;  county  and  town  in  Virginia,  named  for  John  lUichanan  Floyd,  governor  in 
1847-1852. 

Floyds;  creek  in  Adair  County,  Missouri,  named  for  an  early  settler  who  came  from 
Kentucky. 

Flushing;  town  in  Queens  County,  New  York,  now  a  part  of  New  York  City, 
called  by  the  early  Dutch  settlers,  "  Vlissengen"  of  which  the  present  name  is 
a  corruption.  Some  authorities  claim  that  the  early  settlers  came  from  Flushing, 
Holland. 

Fluvanna;  county  in  Virginia,  named  from  a  river  which  was  named  for  Queen 
Anne,  of  England. 

Foard;  county  in  Texas,  named  iov  Robert  L.  Foard. 

Folsom;  town  in  Sacramento  County,  California,  named  for  the  owner  of  the  ranch 
on  which  it  was  laid  out. 

Folsom;  peak  in  Yellowstone  Park,  named  for  David  E.  Folsom,  leader  of  an  expedi- 
tion in  1869. 

Fonda;  village  in  Montgomery  County,  New  York,  named  for  Douw  Fonda. 

Fond  du  Lac;  town  in  Minnesota  and  county  and  city  in  Wisconsin,  so  named 
because  of  their  situation.     A  French  word,  meaning  "end  of  lake." 

Fontaine-qui-Bouille ;  creek  in  Colorado,  so  named  because  its  head  is  a  spring  of 
water  highly  aerated. 

Fontana;  city  in  Miami  County,  Kansas,  named  from  a  spring  1  mile  west  of  the 
town  site. 

Fontanelle;  town  in  Adair  County,  Iowa,  and  creek  in  Wyoming,  named  for  a 
trapper  in  the  employ  of  the  American  Fur  Company. 

Ford;  county  in  Illinois,  named  for  Thomas  Ford,  governor  of  the  State  in  1842-1846. 

Ford;  county  and  city  in  Kansas,  named  for  James  H.  Ford,  colonel  of  Second 
Colorado  Cavalry. 

Ford;  village  in  Holt  County,  Nebraska,  named  for  an  early  settler. 

Forellen;  peak  in  Yellowstime  Park.     A  German  name,  meaning  "trout." 

Forest;  counties  in  Pennsylvania  and  Wisconsin,  so  named  from  the  forests  within 
their  limits.  The  name  occurs,  either  alone  or  with  suffixes,  as  the  name  of 
ninety  places  in  the  country. 

Forrest;  town  in  St.  Francis  County,  Arkansas,  named  for  Gen.  N.  B.  Forrest,  who 
built  the  first  house  there. 

Forsyth;  county  and  city  in  Monroe  County,  Georgia,  named  for  Governor  John 
Forsyth. 

Forsyth;  county  in  North  Canjlina,  named  for  Major  Foisyth,  a  distinguished 
officer  of  the  State,  killed  in  the  war  of  1812. 

Fort  Ann;  village  in  Washington  County,  New  York,  named  from  an  old  fortifica- 
tion l)uilt  in  1756,  iluring  the  wars  with  the  French. 

Fort  Atkinson;  city  in  Jefferson  County,  Wisconsin,  named  for  Gen.  Henry  Atkin- 
son, who  commanded  a  stockade  there  during  the  Black  Hawk  war. 

Fort  Bend;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  a  fort  on  Brazos  River. 

Fort  Benton;  town  in  Choteau  County,  Montana,  on  the  side  of  an  old  fort  which 
was  named  for  Thomas  H.  Benton,  of  Missouri. 

Fort  Coving'ton;  village  in  Franklin  County,  New  York,  named  for  Gen.  Leonard 
Covington. 

Fort  Crook;  village  in  Sarpy  County,  Nebraska,  named  from  a  fort  which  was 
named  for  Gen.  George  Crook. 

Fort  Dade;  village  in  Hernando  County,  Florida,  so  named  because  situated  near 
the  spot  where  Major  Dade  and  companions  perished  while  defending  them- 
selves against  a  party  of  Seminoles. 
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Fort  Dodge;  city  in  Wol)Hter  C'ounty,  Iowa,  natutd  for  Sciuitor  Dodge,  (>£  Wisroiisiii. 
Fort  Edward;  town  in  Washington  County,  New  York,  named  frf)ni  an  old  fort 

l)nilt  in  1709,  named  in  honor  of  Edward,  Dnke  of  York. 
Fort  Fairfield;  town   in  Aroontook  County,  Maine,  named  for  an  old  fort  which 

took  its  name  from  John  Fairlield,  who  was  governor  of  Maine  for  many  years.

Fort  Hamilton;  village  in  Kings  County,  now  a  part  of  New  York  City,  named  for 

Alexander  Hamilton. 
Fort  Kent:  town  in  Aroostook  County,  ]\Iaine,  named  from  a  fort  which  was  named 

for  (Jovernor  Edward  Kent,  of  ]Maine. 
Fort  Keogh.;  village  in  Custer  County,  ^Montana,  named  from  a  fort  which  took  its 

name  from  Captain  Keogh,  who  fell  with  General  Custer. 
Fort  Klamath;  town  in  Klamath  County,  Oregon,  named  from  an  Indian  tribe. 
Fort  Leavenworth;  town  in  Leavenworth  County,  Kansas,  named  for  (ien.  Henry 

Leavenworth,  who  erected  the  fort. 
Fort  Lupton;  town  in  Weld  County,  Colorado,  named  for  an  early  settler  on  .\dobe 

Creek  in  1840. 
Fort  Madison;  city  in  Lee  County,  Iowa,  named  for  James  Madison,  President  of 

tlie  United  States. 
Fort  Morgan;  town  in  Morgan  County,  Colorado,  named  for  Col.  C.  A.  Morgan. 
Fort  Motte;  town  in  Orangeburg  County,  South  Carolina,  named  so  because  situ- 
ated upon  the  site  of  Motte's  house,  which  was  fortified  l)y  the  British  during 

the  Revolution. 
Fort  Myers;  town  in  Lee  County,  Florida,   tirst  a  military  post,  named  for  Capt. 

Abraham  C.  Myers. 
Fort  Pierre;  village  in  Stanley  County,  South  Dakota,  named  for  Pierre  Choteau. 
Fort  Plain;  village  in  Montgomery  County,  New  York,  named  from  an  old  fortress 

erected  on  a  plain  at  the  junction  of  the  Mohawk  and  Osquaga  rivers. 
Fort  Recovery;  village  in  Mercer  C'ounty,  Ohio,  named  from  an  old  fort  built  by 

(Jeneral  Wayne. 
Fort  Scott;  city  in  Kansas,  named  for  Gen.  Winfield  Scott. 
Fort  Sheridan;  village  in  Lake  County,  Illinois,  named  from  the  military  post  near, 

which  was  named  for  Gen.  P.  H.  Sheridan. 
Fort  Smith;  town  in  Sebastian  County,  Arkansas,  named  for  a  fort  built  under  the 

direction  of  General  Smith,  for  whom  it  was  named. 
Fort  Wayne;  city  in  Indiana,  named  from  a  fort  built  ])y  Lieutenant-Colonel  Ham- 

tramck  in  1794,  named  for  Gen.  Anthony  Wayne. 
Fort  "Worth;  city  in  Tarrant  County,  Texas,  named  for  Genei'al  Worth,  prominent 

in  the  ^Mexican  war. 
Fortyfort;  thorough  in  Luzerne  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  from  the  old  fort  of 

Revolutionary  days. 
Foster;  county  in  North  Dakota,  named  for  Hon.  George  I.   Foster,  a  pioneer, 

prominent  in  the'  territorial  legislature. 
Foster;   town  in  Providence  County,  Rhode  Island,  named  for  Theodore  Foster, 

United  States  Senator  from  that  State. 
Fostoria;  city  in  Seneca  County,  Ohio,  named  for  Governor  Charles  Foster. 
Fountain;  name  given  to  many  places,  mostly  because  of  spriixgs. 
Fountain;   county  in  Indiana,  named  for  Major  Fountain,  of  Kentucky,  killed  at 

the  battle  of  Maumee  in  1790.  , 
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Four  Oaks;  town  in  Johnston  C'onnty,  North  Carolina,  named  from  four  great 
oaks  near. 

Fowler;  village  in  Clinton  County,  IVIichigan,  named  for  John  N.  Fowler. 

Fowler;  town  in  8t.  Lawrence  County,  New  York,  named  for  Theodocius  Fowler, 
former  proprietor. 

Fowlerville;  village  in  Living,st(jn  County,  INliehigan,  named  for  Ralph  Fowler,  the 
first  settler. 

Fowlerville;  village  in  Livingston  ('oimty,  New  York,  mimed  for  AVells  Fowler, 
iirst  settler. 

Foxburg;  village  in  Clarion  C(junty,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  the  original  pro- 
prietor, H.  M.  Fox.

Framboise;  island  in  the  Missouri  Kiver.     A  French  word,  meaning  "raspberry." 

Framingham;  town  in  Middlesex  County,  Massachusetts.  The  name  is  evidently 
a  corruption  of  Framlingham,  Suffolk  County,  England. 

Francestown;  town  in  llillsboro  County,  New  Hiimpshire,  named  for  the  wife  of 
(Governor  Benning  Wentworth,  wdiose  maiden  name  was  Frances  Deering. 

Franceville ;  town  in  El  Paso  County,  Colorado,  named  for  Hon.  Matt  France,  of 
Colorado  Springs. 

Franceway;  creek  in  Grant  County,  Arkansas.  The  name  is  a  corruption  of  the 
name  Francois,  given  by  the  early  French. 

Francis;  creek  in  lUunboldt  County,  California,  named  for  a  settler. 

Franconia;  town  in  Grafton  County,  New  Hamifthire,  named  from  the  duchy  in 
Gei'many. 

Frank;  island  in  Yellowstone  Park,  nametl  for  the  l^rother  of  Henry  W.  Elliott,  of 
the  Hayden  expedition. 

Frankfort;  city  in  Marshall  County,  Kansas,  named  for  Frank  Si-hmidt,  of  Marya- 
ville,  owner  of  the  town  site. 

Frankfort;  village  in  Herkimer  County,  New  York,  named  for  Lawrence  Frank,  an 
early  settler. 

Franklin;  counties  in  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Florida,  county  and  town  in  Heard 
C'Ounty,  Georgia,  counties  in  Illinois  and  Indiana,  county  and  town  in  Lee 
C!ounty,  Iowa,  county  in  Kansas,  county  and  city  in  Kentucky,  parish  in  Loui- 
siana, county  and  town  in  Hancock  County,  Maine,  county  and  town  in  Norfolk 
County,  Massachusetts,  counties  in  Mississippi  and  Missouri,  county  and  town  in 
Nebraska,  county  and  village  in  Delaware  County,  New  York,  county  and  town 
in  Macon  County,  North  Carolina,  county  in  Ohio,  county  and  boroughs  in 
Caml)ria  and  Venango  counties,  Pennsylvania,  counties  in  Tennessee,  Vermont, 
Virginia,  and  Washington,  and  mountain  in  New  Hampshire,  named  for  Benja- 
min Franklin.

Fi»aser;  village  in  Macomb  County,  Michigan,  nametl  for  a  lawyer  from  Detroit, 
Michigan. 
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Frazer;  crffk  in  Iliiiiiltoldt  County,  California,  nanu'd  for  an  t'arly  seltk-r. 

Frazer;  village  in  Dc'lawarc  County,  New  York,  named  for  lluijli  Frazer,  an  early 
patentee. 

Frederic;  town  in  Crawford  C'ounty,  ]\[iclii.ij;an,  nanie<l  for  Frederick  Barker,  a 
pioneer  of  that  place.

BoUingei-,  a  former  member  of  the  State  legislature. 

Fredonia;  city  in  Wilson  County,  Kansas,  named  for  Fredonia,  New  York. 

Fredonia;  village  in  Chautauqua  County,  New  York.  The  name  was  devised  to 
signify  "  land  of  freedom,"  and  proposed  as  a  name  for  the  United  States. 

Freeborn;  county  and  township  in  Minnesota,  named -for  William  Freeborn,  mem- 
ber of  the  council  in  1855. 

Freehold;  town  in  ^Monmouth  County,  New  Jersey,  originally  a  freehold. 

Freelandsville;  village  in  Knox  County,  Indiana,  named  for  Dr.  John  F.  Freeland. 

Freeman;  town  in  Franklin  County,  jNIaine,  named  for  Sanmel  Freeman,  of  Port- 
land, Maine. 

Freemansburg;  Ijorough  in  Nortiiamjjton  Comity,  I'ennsylvania,  named  for  Jacob 
Freeman. 

Freeo;  creek  in  Arkansas,  a  corruption  of  the  S})anish  word  frio,  "  cold." 

Freeport;  town  in  Cumberland  County,  Maine,  so  named  because  it  was  intended 
that  it  should  be  a  free  port.  The  name  is  found  frequently  in  the  country,  gen- 
erally having  been  given  in  the  spirit  of  liberty. 

Freetown;  town  in  Bristol  County,  Massachusetts,  called  by  the  original  settlers 
Freeman's  Land. 

Fremont;  county  and  pass  in  Colorado,  counties  in  Idaho  and  Iowa,  town  in  Rock- 
ingham County,  New  Hampshire,  town  in  Steuben  County,  New  York,  island  in 
Utah,  and  county  and  peak  in  Wyoming,  besides  numerous  small  places  in  the 
country,  named  for  Gen.  John  C.  Fremont. 

French;  river  in  Massachusetts,  so  named  from  a  settlement  of  French  Protestants 
in  the  town  of  Oxford. 

French  Broad;  river  in  North  Carolina,  so  named  because  the  country  west  of  the 
Blue  Ridge  was  held  by  the  French,  according  to  some  authorities.  Others  hold 
that  the  river  was  named  by  a  party  of  hunters  for  their  captain,  whose  name 
was  French.     The  latter  ])art  of  the  name  is  used  descriptively. 

Frenchburg-;  town  in  Menifee  County,  Kentucky,  named  for  Judge  Richard  French, 
prominent  politician. 

French  Camp;  town  in  Choctaw  County,  Mississiiijn,  so  named  from  an  old  settle- 
ment made  by  French. 

Frenchman;  bay  on  the  coast  of  Maine,  so  named  because  a  settlement  was  made 
here  by  Frenchmen. 

Frenchs  Mills;  village  in  Alban;  County,  New  York,  named  for  A])el  French,  who 
owned  a  factory  there. 

Fresno;  county,  river,  and  city  in  C'alifornia,  no  named  inmi  a  si)ecies  of  ash. 

Friar  Point;  town  in  Coahoma  County,  ISIississippi,  named  for  an  old  woodchopper, 
early  settler  there. 

Frio;  county  and  town  in  Texas,  named  from  the  Rio  Frio.  A  Spanish  word 
meaning  "cold." 
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Frontier;  county  in  NebraHkii,  so  named  because  it  was  on  the  frontier  at  the  time 

of  its  naming. 
Frostburg;    town  in  Allegany  County,  Maryland,  named  for  a  family  who  owned 

the  land. 
Fruita;  town  in  Mesa  County,  Colorado,  situated  in  a  large  fruit-growing  district. 
Frustum;  mount  in  Colorado,,  named  from  its  shape. 

Fryburg;  town  in  North  Dakota,  named  for  General  Fry,  United  States  Army. 
Fryeburg;  town  in  Oxford  County,  Maine,  named  for  its  founder.  Gen.  Joseph  Frye, 

a  veteran  r)fficer  of  the  French  wars,  who  received  a  grant  of  land  in  ]\Iaine  as  a 

reward  for  his  services. 
Fulford;  village  in  Eagle  County,  Colorado,  named  for  A.  H.  Fulford,  a  pioneer. 
Fullerton;    city   in   Nance   County,   Nebraska,   named   for   Randall    Fuller,   early 

stockman. 
Fulton;    county  in   Arkansas,  named   for  "William  Savin  Fulton,  governor  of  the 

Territory. 
Fulton;   counties  in  Georgia,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Kentucky;   county  and  villages  in 

^Montgomery  and  Oswego  counties,  New  York,  and  county  in  Pennsylvania, 

named   for   Robert   Fulton.     His   name   has   been   given   to   numerous   places 

tiiroughout  the  country. 
Fulton;  city  in  Bourbon  Cbunty,  Kansas,  named  from  Fulton,  Illinois. 
Funk;  town  in  Phelps  County,  Nebraska,  named  for  P.  C.  Funk. 
Funkstown;  town  in  Washington  County,  Maryland,  named  for  Jacob  Funk,  original 

jtroprietor. 
Furnas;  county  in  Neliraska,  named  for  Robert  W.  Furnas,  governor  in  1873-75. 
Gabilan;   mountain  ridge,  spur  of  the  coast  range  in  California.     A  Spanish  word, 

meaning  "sjiarrow  hawk." 
Gadsden;   county  in  Florida  antl  town  in  Etowah  County,  Alabama,  named  for 

James  (Tadsden,  American  statesman. 
Gaflfhey;  city  in  Cherokee  County,  South  C-arolina,  named  for  a  family  in  the  State. 
Gagetown;  village  in  Tuscola  County,  Michigan,  named  for  James  Gage,  the  first 

settler. 
Gaines;  town  in  Orleans  County,  New  York,  named  for  Gen.  E.  P.  Gaines. 
Gaines;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  James  Gaines,  who  fought  in  the  war  for  Texan 

independence. 
Gainesville;  town  in  Hall  County,  Georgia;  city  in  Alachua  County,  Florida,  and 

town  in  Wyoming  C-ounty,  New  York,  named  for  (len.  E.  P.  Gaines. 
Galen;  town  in  Wayne  County,   New  York,  named  by  the  State  land  ])oartl  for 

Claudius  Galenus,  an  illustrious  physician  of  antiquity. 
Galena;  city  in  Illinois  and  mount  in  Colorado,  named  from  the  lead  ore  found  in 

the  vicinity. 
Galesbtirg;  city  in  Knox  County,  Illinois,  named  for  Rev.  George  W.  Gale,  the 

founder. 
Galesburg;  village  in  Kalamazoo  County,  Michigan,  named  for  Gen.  L.  Gale,  early 

settler. 
Galesville;  village  in  Trempealeau  County,   Wisconsin,   named  for   Hon.   George 

Gale,  who  laid  it  out. 
Gallatin;  counties  in  Illinois  and  Kentucky;  county  and  river  in  Montana;  town  in 

Columbia  County,  New  York,  and  town  in  Copiah  County,  Mississippi,  named 

for  Albert  Gallatin,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  under  Thomas  Jefferson. 
Gallaway;  town  in  Fayette  Coiuity,  Tennessee,  named  for  Governor  Gallaway. 
Gallia;  coimty  in  Ohio,  settled  in  1790  by  a  colony  of  Frenchmen,  and  named  Ijy 

them  from  the  Latin  appellation  of  France. 
Gallinas;  river  in  New  Mexico.     A  Spanish  word,  gallina,  "hen,"  used  figuratively 

to  denote  a  coward. 
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Gallipolis;  city  in  tJallia  County,  Ohio,  so  named  Vjecause  settled  l)y  French. 
Gallitzin;  borough  in  Cambria  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  its  founder,  rrinee 

Demetrius  Augustine  Gallitzin. 
Gallman;  town  in  Copiah  County,  Mississippi,  named  for  a  leading  citizen. 
Galloo;  islands  in  Lake  Ontario,  Jefferson  County,  New  York,  named  foi-  an  old 

resident. 
Galva;  city  in  INIcPherson  County,  Kansas,  named  by  ]\Irs.  J.  K.  Doyle  for  lua-  old 

home  in  Illinois. 
Galveston;  county  and  city  in  Texas,  named  for  Don  Jose  Galvez,  Spanish  viceroy 

of  Texas;  in  1797  proclaimed  king  by  the  people  of  Mexi(;o. 
Galway;  village  in  Saratoga  County,  New  York,  named  from  tlie  county  in  Ireland. 
Gambler;  village  in  Knox  County,  Ohio,  named  for  Lord  James  (iand)ier,  a  Lritish 

admiral,  who  was  a  benefactor  of  Kenyon  College,  located  at  this  place. 
Gannett;  station  on  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  in  Nebraska,  named  for  J.  W.  ( lan- 

nett,  auditor  of  the  road. 
Gans;  town  in  Humboldt  County,  California,  named  for  a  settler. 
Gansevoort;  village  in  Saratoga  County,  New  York,  named  for  C'ol.  Peter  (ians- 

voort,  who  located  there  soon  after  the  war. 
Garberville;  town  in  Humboldt  County,  California,  named  for  J.  C.  (Jarber. 
Garden;  thirty  places  in  the  country  bear  this  name,  used  descriptively,  either  with 

or  without  suflixes. 
Garden  of  the  Gods;  locality  near  Pikes  Peak,  Colorado.     Lewis  N.  Tappan  and 

three  others  went  from  Denver  to  select  a  site  for  a  town.     They  stood  upon  a 

rocky  prominence  and  exclaimed,  "A  fit  garden  for  the  gods,"  hence  the  name.. 
Gardiner;  city  in  Kennebec  County,  Maine,  named  for  Sylvester  Gardiner,  one  of 

the  proprietors  of  the  old  Plymouth  patent. 
Gardiner;  town  in  Ulster  County,  New  York,  named  for  Addison  (iardiner,  formerly 

lieutenant-governor. 
Gardiner;  river  in  Yellowstone  Park,  probably  named  for  an  old  trap])er  who  was 

a  companion  of  Joseph  Meek. 
Gardiners;  island  lying  east  of  Long  Island,  named  for  the  first  settler,  Lyon  (iar- 
diner, a  Scotchman. 
Gardner;  city  in  Johnson  County,  Kansas,  named  for  Henry  J.  Gardner,  governor 

of  Ma.ssachu.setts  in  1855. 
Gardner;  town  in  Worcester  County,  IVIassachusetts,  named  for  Col.  Thos.  Gardner, 

who  fell  at  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill. 
Garfield;  county  and  mountain  in  Colorado;  mountain  in  Idaho;  town  in  Lasaile 

County,  Illinois;   town  in   Pawnee  County,    Kansas;   plantation  in  Aroostook 

County,  Maine;  county  in  Nebraska;  borough  in  New  Jersey;  town  in  Mahoning 

County,  Ohio;  county  in  Oklahoma;  town  in  Clackamas  County,  Oregon,  an<l 

counties  in  Utah  and  Washington,  named  for  President  Jame.s  A.  Garfield.     His 

name  is  also  borne  by  many  other  places  in  the  country. 
Garfield;  town  in  Humboldt  County,  California,  named  for  the  son  of  Gilbert  Gar- 
field, a  settler. 
Garland;  county  in  Arkansas,  named  for  A.  H.  Garland,  governor  of  the  State  in  1874. 
Garland;  town  in  Penobscot  County,  Maine,  named  for  Joseph  Garland,  who  was 

the  first  man  to  settle  there. 
Garnett;  city  in  Anderson  County,  Kansas,  named  for  W.  A.  (larnett,  of  Louisville^ 

Kentucky. 
Garrard;  county  in  Kentucky,  named  for  Col.  James  Garrard,  governor  of  the  State 

in  1796. 
Garrett;  city  in  Dekalb  County,    Indiana,    county  in   Maryland,    and  borough  in 

Pensylvania,  named  for  John  W.  (iarrett,  pre.sident  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 

Kailroad. 
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Garrison;  village  in  Nacogdoches  County,  Texas,   named  for  Z.  B.  Garrison,  early 

settler,  although  the  name  was  probably  also  given  in  reference  to  others  of  that 

name  in  the  first  settlement. 
Garysburg;  town  in  Northampton  County,  North  Carolina,  named  for  Roderick  B. 

Gary. 
Garza;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  the  family  of  that  name  of  which  Governor 

Garza,  who  founded  San  Antonio,  was  a  member. 
Gasconade;  river  and  county  in  Missouri.     The  word  is  from  Gascon,  an  inhabitant 

of  Gascony.     The  people  of  that  province  were  noted  for  their  boastfulness. 

The  early  French  gave  the  name  to  a  tribe  of  Indians  who  were  very  boastful, 

and  from  them  it  was  transferred  to  the  river  and  county. 
Gasport;  village  in  Niagara  County,  New  York,  so  named  from  springs  which  emit 

an  intianmiable  gas. 
Gaston;  camp  in  California,  named  for  a  military  commander. 
Gaston;   county  in  North  Carolina,  named   for  William  Gaston,  a  judge  of  the 

supreme  court  of  the  State. 
Gaston;  town  in  Lexington  County,  South  Carolina,  named  for  the  Gaston  family. 
Gastonia;  town  in  Gaston  County,  North  Carolina,  named  for  William  Gaston,  a 

judge  of  the  sujjreme  court  of  the  State. 

I  Gates;  town  in  Monroe  County,  New  York,  and  county  in  North  Carolina; 
Gatesville;  town  in  ( Jates  County,  North  Carolina.    Named  for  Gen.  Horatio  Gates, 
Revolutionary  commander. 
Gay  Head;  headland  and  town  in  Dukes  County,  Massachusetts,  so  named  from 

the  brilliant  colors  of  the  cliffs. 
Gaylesville;  town  in  Cherokee  County,  Alalmma,  named  for  George  W.  Gayle,  a 

prominent  politician  of  the  State. 
Gaylord;  city  in  Smith  County,  Kansas,  named   for  C.  E.  Gaylord,  of  Marshall 

County. 
Gaylord;  village  in  Otsego  County,  Michigan,  named  for  an  attorney  of  the  Michi- 
gan Central  Railroad. 
Gayoso;   village  in  Pemiscot  County,  Missouri,  named  for  Governor  Don  Manuel 

Gayoso  de  Lemos. 
Geary;  county  and  town  in  Donijahan  County,  Kansas,  named  for  John  W.  Gearj', 

governor  of  the  Territory  in  1856-57. 
Geauga;  county  in  Ohio.     The  name  is  thought  l)y  some  to  have  been  derived  from 

the  same  source  as  Cuyahoga;  others  say  it  is  derived  from  the  Indian  word, 

Sheauga-sipe,  meaning  "raccoon  river,"  a  name  originally  applied  to  Grand 

River.     Haines  says  that  it  w'as  the  name  of  a  chief  of  one  of  the  Six  Nations. 

Still  another  theory  derives  it  from  Cageauga,  "dogs  round  the  fire." 
Geddes;    town  in  Onondaga  County,  New  York,  named   for  James  Geddes,  first 

settler. 
Genesee;  county,  river,  and  town  in  Wyoming  County,  New  York,  and  county  in 

Michigan,  besides  several  other  small  places,  named  from  the  Indian,  meaning 

"shining  or  beautiful  valley."

Goddard;  city  in  Sedgwick  County,  Kansas,   named  for  J.   F.   Goddard,  general 

manager  of  the  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railroad. 
Godfrey;  village  in  Madison  County,  Illinois,  named  for  Capt.  Benjamin  Godfrey. 
Goff;  city  in  Nemaha  County,  Kansas,  named  for  Edward  II.  (xoff  of  the  Union 

Pacific  Railroad. 
Goffstown;  town  in  Hillsboro  County,  New  Hampshire,  named  for  Col.  John  Goffe. 
Gog-ebic;  county  and  lake  in  Michigan.     An  Indian  word.    According  to  some  auth- 
orities, a  contraction  of  Agojebic,  "rocky,"  or  "rocky  shore;"  others  say  it  is 

from  Gogebing,  "dividing  lake." 
Golconda;  city  in  Pope  County,  Illinois,  and  town  in  Humboldt  County,  Nevada, 

named  from  the  city  in  India.

Golden  Gate;  bay  in  California,  named  by  Colonel  Fremont,  before  the  discovery 

of  gold  in  the  country,  l)ecause  of  the  Ijrilliant  effect  of  the  setting  sun  on  the 

cliffs  and  hills. 
Gold  Point;  town  in  Martin  County,  North  Carolina,  named  from  tiie  gold  leaf 

tobacco. 
Goldsboro;  city  in  Wayne  County,  North  Carolina,  named  for  M.  T.  Goldsboro,  of 

Maryland. 
Goldthwaite ;  town  in  Mills  Connty,  Texas,  name<l  for  a  man  ])rominent  in  the 

organization  of  a  railroad  running  into  the  town. 
Goliad;  county  in  Texas,  named  by  making  an  anagram  of  the  name,  "Hidalgo," 

the  Mexican  revolutionary  hero. 
Gonzales;  connty  in  Texas,  named  for  Raphael  Gonzales,  at  one  time  i)rovisiona! 

governor  of  the  State. 
Goochland;  county  in  Virginia,  named  for  William  Gooch,  lieutenant-governor  of 

Virginia  in  1727-1749. 
Goodhue;  county  and  village  in  Minnesota,  named  for  James  M.  Goodhue,  the  first 

journalist  of  the  Territory,  who  founded  the  Pioneer,  of  St.  Paul. 
Goodman;  town  in  Holmes  County,  Mississii:>pi,  named  for  the  first  president  of  the 

Mississippi  Central  Railroad. 
Goose;  river  in  Maine,  named  from  a  pond  at  the  source,  so  called  l)y  an  early  settler 

fi'om  a  wild-goose  nest  which  he  found  on  a  rock  on  the  bank  of  the  ])ond. 
Gooski;  lake  in  Florida,  named  for  an  old  settler,  a  Pole. 
Gordon;  county  in  (:leorgia,  named  for  William  W.  Ciordon,  first  president  of  the 

Central  Railroad. 
Gore;  pass  in  Colorado,  named  for  a  gunsmith  of  Denver. 
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Gorham;  tdwn  in  Cumberland  County,  Maine.     Some  authorities  say  it  was  named 

for  Col.  Shubael  Gorham,  one  of  the  original  proprietors,  but  Whitmore  says 

that  it  was  named  for  Capt.  John  Gorham,  one  of  the  early  proprietors. 
Gorham;  town  in  Coos  County,  New  Hampshire,  named  for  Captain  Gorham,  who 

was  in  the  Narragansett  fight. 
Gorham;  town  in  Ontario  County,  New  York,  named  for  Nathaniel  Gorham. 
Gorman;  township  in  Ottertail  County,  Minnesota,  named  for  Willis  A.  Gorman, 

former  governor  of  the  State.

Gosper;  county  in  Nebraska,  named  for  John  J.  Gosper,  secretary  of  state. 
Gothic;  mountains  in  the  Adirondaeks,  New  York,  and  Elk  INIountains,  Colorado, 

so  named  because  of  pinnacles  resembling  Gothic  architecture. 
Gouldsboro;  town  in  Hancock  County,  Maine,  named  for  Robert  Gould,  one  of  the 

original  proprietors. 
Gouverneur;  town   in  St.  Law^rence  County,  New  York,  named  for  Gouverneur 

Morris,  an  American  statesman.

Grahamton;  town  in  Meade  County,  Kentucky,  named  for  an  early  pioneer.

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Grand  Forks;  county  and  city  in  North  Dakota,  wliicth  take  their  nanic  from  tiie 

junction  of  tiie  lied  River  of  the  North  with  Red  Lake  River. 
Grand  Haven;  city  in  Ottawa  County,  INIichigan,  no  named  becau^ie  it  in  situated  on 

tlie  best  Iiar1)()r  on  the  eastern  shore  of  Lake  Michij^an. 
Grand  Island;  city  in  Ne])raska  on  Rlatte  River,  which  is  divide<l  into  t  wo  cliannels 

at  tiiat  point  l)y  an  island  nearly  50  miles  long.

Is  a  French  nami',  meaning  "great 

round,"  and  was  api^lied  by  the  early  French  trappers  to  the  valley  because  of 

its  circular  shape. 
Grand  Tower;  city  in  Jackson  County,  Illinois,  named  from  a  high  rocky  island 

which  resembles  a  tower,  in  the  Mississipjii  River. 
Grand  Traverse;  county  in  ^Michigan,  named  from  Grand  Traverse  Bay. 
Granite;  citunty  in  ^Montana,  named  from  a  mountain  which  contains  the  celebrated 

Granite  ^Mountain  silver  mine. 
Graniteville;  village  in  Iron  County,  Missouri,  named  for  a  (juarr\-  near,  considered 

one  of  the  most  remarkable  in  the  world. 
Grant;  niilitary  post  in  Arizona,  county  in  Arkansas,  town  in  Humboldt  Count}', 

California;  town  in  Montgomery  County,  Iowa;  county  in  Kansas,  parish  in 

Louisiana,  county  in  Minnesota,  county  and  village  in  Nebraska,  counties  in  New 

Mexico,  Oklahoma,  Oregon,  South  Dakota,  and  West  Virginia,  and  many  small 

places  throughout  the  the  country,  named  for  Gen.  U.  S.  Grant.

Hannacrois;  creek  in  New  York,  said  to  have  been  named  by  the  Dutch,  "  hanne- 
ki'aai,"'  meaning  "cock-crowing  creek,"  from  the  legend  that  a  rooster  came 
floating  down  this  creek  on  a  cake  of  ice. 
Hannibal;  town  in  Oswego  Ccjunty,  New  York,  named  by  the  State  land  board, 
Ijeing  situated  in  the  military  t  act  given  to  the  surviving  soldiers  of  the 
Revolution ; 
Hannibal;  city  in  Clarion  County,  Misscniri.     Named  for  the  Carthaginian  general. 

Hanover;  many  places  in  the  United  States  are  named  for  the  Duke  of  Hanover, 
who  became  George  I  of  P^ngland,  or  from  the  Prussian  city  and  province 
belonging  to  him.  Among  these  are  a  town  in  Plymouth  County,  Massachu- 
setts, city  in  Washington  County,  Kansas,  and  a  county  in  Virginia.

Hedges;  peak  in  Yellowstone  Park,  named  for  Cornelius  Hedges. 
Hedrick;  town  in  Keokuk  County,  Iowa,  named  for  General  Iledrick. 
Heidelberg;  name  of  several  places  in  the  United  States  settled  by  colonists  from 

that  city  in  Germany.

Helena;  city  in  Lewis  and  Clarke  County,  Montana.     Opinions  differ  as  to  the  origin 

of  the  name,  for  by  some  it  is  supposed  to  be  named  for  Helen  of  Troy,  but 

according  to  the  Helena  Historical  Directory  of  1879  was  named  by  John  Som- 

erville,  of  Minnesota,  St.  Helena,  from  the  resemblance  in  its  location  to  that  of 

the  original  St.  Helena.

Hunter;  town  in  (xreene  County,  New  Yi^rk,  named  for  John  Hunter,  a  i)roprietor. 

Hunterdon;  county  in  New  Jersey,  named  for  Governor  Robert  Hunter,  of  New 
York. 
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Huntersville;  town  in  Mecklenburg  County,  North  Carolina,  named  for  a  i)romi- 
nent  citizen. 

Huntersville;  village  in  Pocahontas  County,  West  Virginia,  so  called  because  the 
site  was  originally  occupied  by  hunters'  cabins. 

Hunting-don;  county  in  Pennsylvania,  named  for  a  town  in  the  same  State,  wliich, 
in  turn,  was  named  for  Selena,  Countess  of  Huntingdon. 

Hunting-don;  town  in  Carroll  County,  Tennesseee,  named  f(jr  Meinucan  Hunt, 
whose  heirs  donated  the  land  for  its  site. 

Huntington;  county  in  Indiana,  named  for  Sanmel  Huntington,  of  Connecticut, 
one  of  the  signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence. 

Huntington;  town  in  Hampshire  County,  Massachusetts,  named  for  Charles  P.

Lafayette;  the  name  of  six  counties  and  many  townships,  towns,  and  villages  in 
the  United  States,  given  them  in  honor  of  Marquis  de  Lafayette,  who  served  in 
tlie  American  Army  during  the  Revolution.  Among  these  are  tlie  counties  in 
Arkansas,  Florida,  Mississippi,  Missouri,  Wisconsin,  pai'ish  in  ]x)uisiana,  town 
in  Yamliill  County,  Oregon,  and  mountain  in  New  Hami>shin>.

Lagrange;  county  in  Indiana,  and  towns  in  Dutchess  County,  New  York,  and 
Lenoir  County,  North  Carolina,  named  for  the  home  of  Lafayette,  near  Paris. 

Lagrue;  stream  in  Arkansas;  a  French  w'ord,  meaning  "the  crane." 

Laingsburg;  village  in  Shiawas.see  County,  ]Michigan,  named  for  Dr.  Laing,  early 
settler  and  founder  of  the  village. 

Lairdsville;  village  in  Oneida  County,  New  York,  named  for  Samuel  Laird,  early 
settU-r. 

La  Junta;  town  in  Otero  County,  Colorado,  at  the  junction  of  two  railroads;  a 
Spanish  name,  meaning  "junction"  or  "meeting." 

Lake;  a  name  given  to  11  counties  in  the  United  States  because  of  the  presence  of 
such  ])odies  of  water  either  within  or  near  them.  These  are  in  the  States  of 
California,  Colorado,  Florida,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Ohio, 
Oregon,  South  Dakota,  and  Tennessee. 

Lake;  city  in  Columbia  County,  Florida,  s<j  named  on  account  of  the  presence  in 
the  vicinity  of  10  lakes. 

Lake;  city  in  Calhoun  County,  Iowa,  named  for  a  lake  near  the  town. 

Lake  Ann;  village  and  lake  in  Benzie  County,  Michigan,  named  for  the  wife  of  the 
first  settler,  A.  P.  Wheelock. 

Lake  Geneva;  city  in  Walworth  County,  Wisconsin,  so  named  l)ecause  of  the  resem- 
blance in  its  geographical  situation  to  the  city  in  New  York. 

Lake  Helen;  village  in  Volusia  C'ounty,  Florida,  named  for  the  daughter  of  its 
founder,  H.  A.  De  Land. 

Lake  Linden;  village  in  Houghton  County,  ^Michigan,  named  for  an  early  settler. 

Lake  Mills;  town  and  village  in  .lefferson  County,  Wisconsin,  so  named  l)ecause 
situated  on  Rock  Lake,  which  is  the  source  of  power  for  saw  and  grist  mills. 

Lake  Odessa;  township  and  village  in  Ionia  County,  Michigan,  named  from  the 
city  in  Russia. 

Lake  of  the  Woods;  lake  in  Minnesota.  Originally  named  Lac  des  Bois  by  the 
French,  "lake  of  the  woods,"  because  of  the  heavily  wooded  islands  in  the  lake. 

Lakeville;  town  in  Plymouth  County,  Massacliusetts,  so  named  because  a  great  por- 
tion of  the  township  is  occupied  by  a  chain  of  lakes. 
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Lakin;  city  in  Koariiy  County,  Kansas,  named  for  David  L.  T^akin,  of  Topeka. 

Lamar;  county  in  Alabama,  city  in  Barton  County,  Missouri,  towns  in  Prowers 
County,  Colorado,  and  Benton  County,  Mississippi,  and  river  in  Yellowstone 
Park,  named  for  L.  (^  C.  Lamar,  a  former  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

Xiamar;  town  in  Darlington  County,  South  Carolina,  named  for  a  resident  family. 

Iiamar;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  Mirabeau  B.  Lamar,  a  prominent  Texas 
statesman.

Motte,  who  built  a  fort  there. 

Lamoure;  county  in  North  Dakota,  named  for  Hon.  Judson  Lamoure,  an  early 
settler  and  a  prominent  man  in  Territorial  politics. 

Lampasas;  county,  town,  in  same  county,  and  creek  in  Texas.  A  Spanish  word 
meaning,  "a  water  lily." 

Lampeter;  village  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  the  town  in  Wales. 

Lamy;  village  in  Santa  Fe  County,  New  Mexico,  named  for  Archl)isho2j  Lamy. 

Lana;  stream  in  Vermont,  named  for  Ceneral  Wool,  United  States  Army;  lana  being 
latin  for  wool. 

Lanark;  city  in  Carroll  County,  Illinois,  named  for  the  town  in  Scotland. 

Lancaster;  name  of  many  counties,  towns,  and  villages  in  the  United  States,  trans- 
ferred from  the  county  in  England;  among  these,  counties  in  Nebraska,  Pennsyl- 
vania, South  Carolina  and  Virginia;  town  in  Lancaster  County,  South  Carolina; 
cities  in  Atchison  County,  Kansas,  and  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  a 
village  in  Erie  County,  New  York.

An  Indian  word,  meaning  "beauti- 
ful prairie"  or  "prairie  of  tire."

An  Indian 
word,  meaning  "place  of  cranberries."

Myrtle;  village  in  Union  County,  Mississippi,  so  called  because  of  the  abun^dance  of 
myrtle  trees  in  the  vicinity. 

Mystic;  river  and  village  in  New  London  County,  Connecticut,  and  river  in  Massa- 
chusetts. From  the  Indian,  missi,  "great,"  and  tuk,  "tidal  river;"  hence  "the 
great  river." 

Nacooche;  town  and  valley  in  White  County,  Georgia.  An  Indian  name,  meaning 
"evening  star." 

Nahant;  town  and  watering  place  in  Essex  County,  Massachusetts.  According  to 
different  authorities  an  Indian  word,  meaning  "at  the  point,"  or  "two  things 
united,"  the  latter  jneaning  given  because  the  town  is  formed  of  two  islands  con- 
nected by  a  beach. 

Nahma;  town  in  Delta  County,  Michigan,  on  Sturgeon  River.  The  Indian  name  for 
sturgeon. 

Naiwa;  tributary  of  the  Mississippi.  An  Indian  word,  meaning  "copper  snake 
river." 

Namekagon;  lake  in  Wisconsin.  Derived  from  the  Indian,  nania,  "sturgeon," 
signifying  "a  place  where  sturgeons  are  plenty." 

Nameoki;  town  in  Madison  County,  Illinois.  An  Indian  word,  meaning  "fishing 
place,"  or  "place  of  tish." 

Nance;  county  in  Nebraska,  named  for  All)inus  Nance. 

Nansemond;  river  and  county  in  Virginia.  Said  to  l)e  derived  from  the  Indian, 
Neunschimend,  "whence  we  fled,"  or  "  whence  we  were  driven  off." 

Nantahala;  rivers  in  Georgia,  and  Macon  County,  North  Carolina.  An  Indian 
word,  meaning  "  maiden's  bosom." 

Nanticoke;  town  in  Broome  County,  New  York,  borough  in  Luzerne  County,  Penn- 
sylvania, and  mountain  in  the  same  State,  and  river  in  Delaware,  named  for  the 
Indian  tribe,  the  w'ord  meaning  "tidewater  people." 

Nantucket;  island  and  county  in  Massachusetts.  This  name  appeared  upon  the 
maps  in  1630  as  Natocko,  and  some  authorities  state  that  it  is  derived  from  an 
Indian  word,  meaning  "far  away;"  others  say  that  its  present  form  is  a  direct 
derivation  of  the  Indian,  Nantnck,  which  means  that  the  sandy,  sterile  soil 
tempted  no  one.

An  angliciza- 

tion  of  the  Indian  name  of  a  tribe,  which  in  their  language  means,  "  peoj»le  of 

the  point." 
Nash;  county  in  North  Carolina,  named  for  General  Francis  Nash. 
Nashota;  town  in  Waukesha  County,  Wisconsin.     An  Indian  word  which,  in  the 

Algonquin  and  Dakota  languages,  means,  respectively,  "the  twins,"  or  "kicks 

np  smoke." 
Nashua;  city  in  Hillsboro  County,  New  Hampshire,  and  town  in  Chickasaw  County, 

Iowa.     An  Indian  word,  meaning  "the  land  between." 
Nashville;  town  in  Nash  County,  North  Carolina,  a  number  of  towns  and  a  city  in 

Davidson  County,  Tennessee,  named  for  Gen.  Francis  Nash. 
Nashville;    town   in  Holmes   County,    Ohio,    probably   named   for   Judge   Simon 

Nash. 
Nassau;  counties  in  Florida  and  New  York  and  several  towns  in  different  States> 

named  for  tlie  Duchy  of  Nassau  in  Germany.

Navajo;  county,  and  town  in  Apache  County,  Arizona,  named  for  the  Indian  tribe, 

who  are  said  to  have  been  so  named  l)y  the  Spaniards,  the  word  meaning  a  kind 

of  clasj)  knife,  and  as  applied  to  the  tribe  signifying  "a  knife-whetting  people." 
Navarre;  village  in  Stark  County,  Ohio,  named  for  the  province  in  Spain. 
Navarro;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  Jose  Antonio  Navarro,  a  Mexican  by  birth, 

but  a  ])rominent  Texas  citizen.

Range,  IT  tab,  named  for  the  mount  in  Palestine. 
Nebo;  town  in  Hopkins  County,  Kentucky.     An  Indian  word,  meaning  "dead." 
Nebraska;  State  and  river  in  the  United  States.     An  Indian  word,  meaning  "shal- 
low, or  broad  water." 
Necedah;    village  in  Juneau  County,   Wisconsin.     A  corru}»tion  of  the  Chippewa 

Indian,  nissida,  "let  there  be  three  of  us." 
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Needham;  town  in  Norfolk  Connty,  Massachusetts,  named  for  the  town  in  Pjigland. 
Needles;  peaks  of  the  Mojave  Mountains  in  Cahfornia,  so  named  on  account  of  their 

pecuHarly  sliarp  and  slender  outlines.     A  station  on  the  Atchison,  Topeka  and

Newberry;  county  and  town  in  same  county  in  South  Carolina,  said  to  have  been 
named  for  a  i^rominent  resident  family,  or,  according  to  another  authority,  for 
a  cajitain  in  Sumter's  State  troops.

North  Bend;  city  in  Dodge  County,  Nebraska,  so  called  because  it  is  situated  in  the 
north  bend  of  the  Platte  River. 

North  Bend;  village  in  Ohio,  named  for  the  l>cnd  in  the  Ohio  River  at  this  point. 

North  Carolina;  one  of  the  States  of  the  Union,  named  for  King  Charles  II  of 
England. 

North  Dansville;  town  in  Livingston  C'ounty,  New  York,  named  for  Daniel  P. 
Faulkner,  an  early  settler. 

Northeast;  town  in  Dutchess  County,  New  York,  so  name  t)ecause  of  its  geographical 
jxisition  in  the  county.

North  Hero;  town  in  (irand  Isle  County,  Vermont,  nauied  lor  one  of  the  two 
islands  which  were  called  "Two  Heroes"  and  granted  to  lithan  Allen,  the 
intention  being  that  they  should  be  owned  by  only  brave  men  warndy  disposed 
toward  the  Revolution.

Northumberland;  many  [places  in  the  United  States  named  for  the  county  iu  Eng- 
land, among  them  being  the  couuties  in  Pennsylvania  and  Virginia. 

North  Webster;  village  in  Kosciusko  County,  Indiana,  named  for  Daniel  Wel)ster. 

Norton;  county  and  city  in  same  county  in  Kansas,  nauied  for  Capt.  Orloff  Norton, 
of  the  Fifteenth  Kansas  Cavalry. 

Norton;  town  in  Bristol  County,  Massachusetts,  named  for  the  town  in  England. 

Norton  Sound;  an  inlet  of  Bering  Sea  on  the  coast  of  Alaska,  named  for  Sir  Fletcher 
Norton. 

Nortonville;  city  in  Jefferson  County,  Kansas,  named  for  E.  Norton,  jr.,  of  the 
Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railroad  Comiiany. 

Norwalk;  city  in  Fairfield  County,  Connecticut,  said  to  have  been  so  nametl  because 
when  purchased  from  tlie  Indians  the  northern  boundary  was  to  extend  north- 
ward from  the  sea  one  day's  walk,  according  to  the  Indian  marking  of  the  dis- 
tance. According  to  another  authority  it  is  derived  from  nayang,  "a  point  of 
land." 

Norwalk;  town  in  Warren  County,  Iowa,  and  city  in  Huron  ('ounty,  Ohio,  nauied 
from  the  above. 

Norway;  towns  in  Herkimer  County,  New  York,  and  Orangeburg  County,  South 
Carolina,  named  for  the  country  in  Europe. 

Norwich;  city  in  New  London  County,  Connecticut,  and  village  in  Chenango 
County,  New  York,  named  for  the  city  in  England. 

Norwich;  village  in  Kingman  County,  Kansas,  and  town  iu  Hampshire  County, 
^Massachusetts,  named  for  the  aliove. 

Norwood;  several  places  in  the  United  States,  named  for  the  town  in  England. 

Nottoway;  river  and  county  in  N'^irginia,  named  for  the  Indian  tribe,  the  word 
meaning  "snake" — that  is,  an  enemy. 

Novato;  village  and  township  iu  INIarin  County,  California.  A  Spanish  wonl, 
meaning  "new,"  "commencing  in  anything."

Oak;  a  prefix  nuich  used  in  combination  with  lodge,  mont,  park,  point,  ridge,  sum- 
mit, ton,  town,  vale,  and  valley,  and  generally  so  given  on  account  of  the  pre- 
ponderance of  this  sjiecies  of  tree.

settler. 
Oneco;  village  in  Windham  County,  Connecticut,  named  for  the  son  of  Uncas,  the 

Mohegan  sachem. 
Oneida;  counties  in  Idaho,  New  York,  and  Wisconsin,  city  in  Knox  County,  Illi- 
nois, A'illage  and  lake  in  New  York; 
Oneida  Castle;  village  in  Oneida  County,  New  York.    Named  for  one  of  the  tribes 
of  the  Six  Nations,  the  word  meaning  "granite  people,"  or  "people  of  the  beacon 
stone." 
O'Neil;  city  in  Holt  County,  Nebraska,  named  for  Gen.  John  O'Neil,  an  early  settler.

Orange;  counties  in  California,  Florida,  and  Texas,  so  named  on  account  of  the 

large  orange  groves. 
Orange;  county  in  Indiana,  named  for  the  county  in  North  ('arolina,  the  home  of 

its  settlers.

Ordway;  town  in  Otero  County,  Colorado,  named  for  George  N.  Ordway,  of  the 

Denver  board  of  sujiervisors. 
Oreana;  village  in  Humboldt  County,  Nevada.     Latin  word,    meaning   "town  of 

gold." 
Oregon;  State  of  the  Union,  and  a  county  in  Missouri.    The  name  said  to  have  been 

derived  from  Origanum,  a  species  of  wild  sage  found  aloiig  the  coast  in  the  State, 

but  another  authority  states  that  it  is  derived  from  the  Spanish  Oregones,  which 

name  was  given  the  Indian  tribes  inhabiting  that  region,  by  a  Jesuit  priest,  the 

word  meaning  "  big-eared  men."

Orrick;  town  in  Ray  County,  Missouri,  named  for  John  C.  Orrick,  of  St.  Louis. 
Ofrington;  town  in  Penobscot  County,  Maine,  the  name  being  a  misspelling  of  the 

original  name  of  "Orangetown." 
Orville;  town  in  Hamilton  County,  Nebraska,  named  for  Orville  Westcott,  a  resident. 
Orwigsburg;  borough  in  Schuylkill  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  Peter  Orwig, 

its  founder. 
Osage;  counties  in  Kansas  and  Missouri,  an  Indian  reservation  in  Oklahoma,  and 

many  towns,  cities,  and  rivers  in  the  United  States,  name<l  for  the  tril)e  of 

Indians  whose  name  means  "the  strong." 
Osakis;  village  in  Douglas  County,  Minnesota.     An  Indian  word,  meaning  "yellow 

eartli." 
Osawatomie ;  city  in  Miami  County,  Kansas,  a  comliination  of  the  names  of  the  two 

rivers  at  whose  junction  the  town  is  situated — Osage  and  Pottawattamie. 
Osborne;  county,  and  city  in  same  county  in  Kansas,  named  for  Vincent  B.  Osborne, 

of  tlie  Second  Kansas  Cavalry.

Prospect;  towns  in  New  Haven  County,  Connecticut,  ami  Waldo  County,  jNFaine, 

and  peak  in  Yellowstone  Park,  so  named  because  of  the  elevation.

Providence;  county  and  river  in  Rhode  Island,  named  from  the  city  in  the  same 

State,  which  was  so  called  ])y  Roger  Williams,  "for  God's  merciful  jirovidence 

to  him  in  his  distress." 
Provincetovra;  town  in   Barnstal)le   County,   ^Massachusetts,   incorporated   as  the 

Province  Town,  because  the  inhabitants  were  exem.pt  from  taxation.

Qiuapaw;  nation  in  Indian  Territory,  named  from  the  Indian  tribe;  the  word  mean- 
ing "down-stream  people." 

Quasqueton;  town  in  Buchanan  County,  Iowa,  derived  from  an  Indian  word  mean- 
ing "rapid  water." 

Quebec;  village  in  Union  County,  {Georgia.  Said  by  some  authorities  to  be  ilerived 
from  the  Indian,  meaning  "being  shut,"  "Tiarrow,"  or,  "fearful  rocky  cliff;" 
others  say  it  is  derived  from  the  French  word  quelbei;,  "what  a  beak!" 

Q,ueen  Anne;  county  in  Maryland,  named  for  Queen  Anne  of  England,  reigning  at 
the  time  of  its  organization.

Derivation  same  as 
Queen  Mahon. 

Quenemo;  village  in  Osage  County,  Kansas,  named  for  an  Ottawa  Indian,  who  lived 
among  the  Sacs  and  I'oxes,  near  Melvern. 

Queponco;  creek  in  Maryland.     An  Indian  word,  meaning  "ashes  of  i)ine  woods." 

Quiccoane;  branch  of  the  Missouri  River.  An  Indian  w<jrd,  meaning  "running 
river." 

Quidnic;  river  and  i)ond  in  Rhode  Island  and  ('onnecticut.  An  Indian  word, 
meaning  "place  at  the  end  of  the  hill." 

Quillayute;  river  in  Washington,  named  for  the  Indian  tribe  Kwiilehiut,  of  which 
the  river's  name  is  a  corruption.

Quintana;  town  in  Brazoria  County,  Texas,  named  for  Andre  Qnintana,  jirominent 

in  tlie  early  days  of  Texas. 
Quitman;  counties  in  Georgia  and  Mississijijii,  towns  in  Jackson  County,  Georgia, 

and  C'larke  County,  Mississippi,  and  village  in  Nodaway  County,  Missouri,  named 

for  Gen.  John  A.  Quitman,  former  governor  of  Mississippi  and  officer  in  the 

Mexican  war.

Rabbit  Ears;  mountain  of  the  Park  Range,  Colorado,  so  named  on  account  of  its 

resemblance  to  a  rabl)it  ear. 
Rabun;  county  in  Georgia,  named  for  William  Rabun,   an  early  governor  of  the 

State. 
Raccoon;  creek  in  Beaver  County,  Pennsylvania.     Corruption  of  the  Indian  arrath- 

kune,  or  arathcone,  the  procyon  lotor  of  the  naturalist.

Raquette;  river  in  Hamilton  County,   New   York,   from    French    word    meaning

Raritan;  stream  and  a  town  in  Somerset  County,  New  Jersey.     An  Indian  word 

meaning  "forked  river." 
Raspberry;  island,  one  of  the  Apostles,  Wisconsin.     Tran.silation  of  an  Indian  word 

meaning  "raspberries  are  plentiful  here." 
Rathbone;  town  in  Steuben  County,  New  York,  named  for  Cen.  Ransom  Rathbone, 

an  early  settler. 
Raton;   village   in    Las   Animas    County,    Colorado.      A   Spanish    word    meaning 

"mouse." 
Raumaug;  lake  in  Litchfield  County,  Connecticut.     A  corruption  of  the  Indian 

word,  Wonkemaug,  meaning  "crooked  fishing  place." 
Ravalli;  county  in  Montana,  named  for  a  Catholic  priest. 
Ravenna;  village  in  Portage  County,  Ohio,  named  f(^r  the  city  in  Italy. 
Ravenswood;  town  in  Jai'kson  County,  West  Virginia,  named  for  the  Ravens- 
worths,  a  family  of  England,  but  misspelled  by  the  engravers  in  making  the 

first  maps  and  never  corrected. 
Rawhide;  creek  in  Nebraska,  said  to  l)e  so  named  because  a  w'hite  man  was  flayed 

ujion  its  banks  by  a  party  of  Pawnee  Indians. 
Rawlins;   county  in  Kansas   and  city  in  Carbon   County,  Wisconsin,    named   for 

John  A.  Rawlins,  Secretary  of  War  under  President  Grant. 
Ray;  creek  in  California,  named  for  an  early  settler. 
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Ray;  county  in  Missonri,  named  for  John  Ray,  a  nienibcr  of  the  convention  wiiich 

formed  the  State  constitution. 
Raymohd;  village  in  Madera  County,  C^alifornia,  named  for  Raymond  Whitconib, 

who  organized  a  jjarty  of  tourists  to  make  the  trip  to  the  Yosemite  by  stages 

from  this  point. 
Raymond;  town  in  C'Uml)erland  County,  Maine,  named  for  Capt.  William  Raymond. 
Raymond;  town  in  Roi'kingham  County,  New  Hampshire,  named  for  John  Ray- 
mond, a  grantee. 
Raymondville;  village  in  St.  Lawrence  County,  New  York,  named   for  Benjamin 

Raymond,  first  agent. 
Raynham;  town  in  Bristol  County,  Massachusetts,  named  for  the  parish  of  Rain- 
ham,  Essex  County,  England.

Red;  river  in  Arkansas,  so  named  on  account  of  the  color  of  the  sediment  with 

which  it  is  freighted. 
Red;  group  of  mountains  in  Wyoming,  so  named  because  formed  of  porphyry, 

which  becomes  dark  red  when  exposed  to  the  sun. 
Red  Bank;  towns  in  Marshall  County,  Mi.'isissippi,  and  Monmouth  County,  New 

Jersey,  so  named  on  account  of  the  reddish  appearance  of  the  banks  of  the  rivers 

upon  wliich  they  are  located. 
Red  Bud;  several  places  in  the  United  States  bear  this  name,  given  them  on  account 

of  the  i^resence  of  a  small  ornamental  North  American  tree;  among  them  being 

a  city  in  Randolph  County,  Illinois. 
Red  Cap;  creek  in  California,  named  for  a  near-by  mine. 
Red  Cedar;  river  in  Iowa,  so  named  on  account  of  the  abundance  of  this  tree  once 

found  upon  its  banks. 
Red  Cloud;  city  in  AVebster  County,  Nebraska,  named  for  the  celebrated  Indian 

chief. 
Redden;  village  in  Sussex  County,  Delaware,  named  for  Col.  William  O.  Redden. 
Redfield;  town  in  Dallas  County,  Iowa,  named  for  Colonel  Redheld. 
Redford;  village  in  Wayne  County,  Michigan,  so  named  l)ecause  it  was  a  fording 

place  on  the  river  Rouge. 
Red  Hook;  town  in  Dutchess  County,  New  York.      A  translation  of  the  original 

Dutch  name,  Roode  Hoeck,  which  they  gave  it  on  account  of  a  near-by  marsh 

covered  with  cranberries. 
Red  Jacket;  village  in   Erie  County,  New  York,  named  for  a  chief  of  the  Seneca 
Indians,  who  derived  his  name  from  the  brilliant  red  jacket  which  he  wore, 

given  him  l)y  a  British  oflicer. 
Red  Lake;  county  in  Minnesota,  named  for  a  lake. 
Red  Oak;  city  in  Montgomery  County,   Iowa,  so  named  on  account  of  a  near-by 

grove  of  trees  of  this  species. 
Redondo  Beach;  city  in  Los  Angeles  County,  California,  named  from  a  Spanish  word 

meaning  "  round." 
Red  River;  county  in  Texas  and    parish  in  Louisiana,  named   from  Red   River, 
which  borders  Texas  on  the  north. 
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Red  Rock;  town  in  Douglas  County,  Minnesota,  so  naincil  on  accnunt  of  a  iieav-by 
f^ranite  l)0wlder  painted  red  by  tlie  Indians. 

Red  Rock;  village  in  Columbia  County,  New  York,  naiiu'(l  for  a  red  rock,  sur- 
mounted ])y  a  wooden  column  10  feet  high  bearing  the  date  ISl'5. 

Redstone;  branch  of  the  Monongahela  in  Pennsylvania,  (l('rive<l  from  the  Indian 
word,  Machkachsen,  meaning  "red  stone  creek." 

Redwillow;  county  in  Nebraska,  so  named  on  account  of  the  abuntlance  of  trees  of 
this  species. 

Redwing;  city  in  (Toodhue  ('ounty,  iMinnesota,  named  for  an  Indian  chief. 

Redwood;  river  in  Indiana.  Derived  from  the  Indian  word  mus(jua  me  tig,  mean- 
ing "redwood  tree  river." 

Redwood;  county  in  IMinnesota,  drained  by  a  river  of  the  same  name,  which  was  so 
named  on  account  of  the  species  of  wood  which  grows  upon  its  banks. 

Reed;  township  in  Butler  County,  Nebraska,  named  for  David  Reed,  a  pioneer. 

Reedsburg;  city  in  Sauk  County,  Wisconsin,  named  for  D.  C.  Reed,  an  early  settler. 

Reedy;  town  in  Roane  County,  West  Virginia,  named  for  a  creek  where  reeds  grow 
abundantly. 

Reese;  valley  and  river  in  Nevada,  named  for  a  guide. 

Reese;  stream  in  Lander  County,  Nevada,  named  for  an  early  settler. 

Reeseville;  village  in  Dodge  County,  Wisconsin,  named  for  Samuel  Reese,  the  first 
settler. 

Reeves;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  (reorge  H.  Reeves. 

Reevesville;  town  in  Dorchester  County,  South  ('arolin;i,  naiucd  for  a  prominent 
family  of  the  A'icinity. 

Refugio;  county  and  town  in  Texas,  name<l  for  a  Mexican  missionary  establishment 
on  the  Mission  River.     A  Spanish  word  meaning  "  refuge." 

Rehoboth;  town  in  Sussex  County,  Delaware,  given  this  scriptural  name  because  it 
was  first  established  as  a  place  for  yearly  camp  meetings. 

Rehoboth.;  town  in  Bristol  ('ounty,  Massachusetts;  a  Hebrew  \v(M-d  meaning  "ample 
room."  Said  to  have  been  foundeil  ])y  William  Blackstone  and  so  named  liy  him 
as  significant  of  his  aim:  "Room  outside  of  the  narrow  confines  of  Puritan  intol- 
erance." Another  authority  ascribes  the  name  to  Rev.  Samuel  Newman,  who 
established  a  church  there  and  gave  the  town  this  name  because  "the  I^ord  hath 
made  room  for  us." 

Reidsville;  village  in  Knox  C^)unty,  Nebraska,  named  for  Ciiarles  J.  Reid,  the  first 
settler. 

Reidsville;  town  in  Rockingham  County,  North  Carolina,  named  for  David  S.  Reid, 
a  former  governor. 

Remsen;  town  in  Oneida  C'ounty,  New  York,  named  f(n'  Henry  Remsen,  a  patentee.

An  Indian 

word,  meaning  "the  end  of  the  pack,"  "  where  the  strap  is  pulled  together." 
Sac;  C(junty  in  Iowa,  named  for  the  Indian  tribe,  the  name  said  to  mean  "  red  bank." 
Sacandaga;  tril)utary  of  Hudson  River,  so  named  because  of  a  great  marsh  lying 

aking  its  l)anks.     An  Indian  word,  meaning  "drowned  lands." 
Sachem  Head;    watering   place   in  New  Haven   County,   Connecticut,   so    named 

because  an  Indian  chief  was  once  captured  there. 
Sacketts  Harbor;  village  in   Jefferson  County,  New  Y'ork,  named   for   Augustus 

Sacket,  its  first  settler. 
Saco;  river,  and  a  city  in  York  County,  Maine.     Derived  from  an  Indian  word, 

sohk   or  sank,  "pouring  out;"  hence  the  outlet  oi-  discharge  of  a  river  or  lake. 
Sacramento;  river,  city,  and  county  in  California,  named  ])y  the  Spaniards,  the 

word  meaning  "the  sacrament." 
Sadlersville;  town  in  Robertson  County,  Tennessee,  name<l  lor  W.  R.  Sadler,  an 

early  settler. 
Saflfbrd;  village  in  Pima  County,  Arizona,  named  for  A.  P.  K.  Safford,  governor  of 

the  Territory. 
Sagadahoc;  county  in  Maine  bordering  on  the  Atlantic  Ocean.     An  Indian  word, 

meaning  "land  at  the  mouth,"  or  the  "  mouth  of  the  river." 
Sageville;  village  in  Hamilton  County,  New  Y^ork,  named  for  Hezekiah  Sage. 
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Sag  Harbor;  villatxe  in  Suffolk  ( 'ounty,  New  York.  Derived  from  the  Indian  word, 
«iggai)onai'k,  "place  where  the  ground  nuts  grow." 

Sag-inaw;  river,  county,  bay,  and  city  in  iSIichigan,  said  to  derive  its  meaning  from 
an  Indian  word,  meaning  "an  outlet.' 

Sago;  town  in  Muskingum  County,  Ohio.     An  Indian  M'ord,  meaning  "welcome." 

Saguache;  county,  and  town  in  same  county,  in  Colorado.  Au  Indian  word,  niean- 
ing  "  water  at  tlie  blue  earth." 

Sahabe;  peak  in  Cascade  Mountains,  Okanogan  County,  Washington,  named  by  tln' 
Mazamas,  a  mountaineering  club  of  Portland,  Oregon,  from  the  Chinook  word 
sahabe,  "high,"  "al)0ve." 

Saint  Anthony;  town  in  Stearns  County,  Minnesota,  located  near  the  falls  of  the 
same  name,  which  were  named  by  a  French  missionary,  because  "of  the  many 
favors  received  through  the  intercession  of  that  saint." 

Saint  Augustine;  city  in  St.  John  County,  Florida,  so  named  because  the  first  land- 
ing was  made  there  on  that  day. 

Saint  Bernard;  parish  in  Louisiana,  named  by  the  French  for  the  saint. 

Saint  Charles;  parish  in  Louisiana,  named  for  the  saint. 

Saint  Charles;  county,  and  city  in  the  same  county,  in  Missouri,  so  named  because 
it  was  the  purpose  of  the  vicar  of  Pontoise  to  establish  a  seminary  there  in  honor 
of  that  saint,  where  the  Indians  should  be  educated. 

Saint  Clair;  county,  lake,  and  city  in  Michigan,  said  to  have  been  so  named  because 
the  lake  was  discovered  l)y  the  French  upon  that  saint's  day.

Nel)i'aska;  and  T)orough  in  Schuylkill  County,  Pemisylvania;

Saint  Clement;  town  in  Pike  County,  INIissouri,  named  for  the  patron  saint  of  Clem- 
ent Grote,  an  early  settler.

Sing  Sing;  creek  in  Chemung  County,  New  York,  named  for  John  Sing  Sing,  a 

friendly  Indian. 
Sinking;   creek  in   Breckinridge  County,  Kentucky,  so  named   because   it  sinks 

beneath  the  surface  of  the  ground  for  a  space  of  6  miles. 
Sinnemahoning;  stream  in  Pennsylvania.    An  Indian  word,  meaning  "stony  lick." 
Sinsinawa  Mound;  village  in  Grand  County,  Wisconsin.     A  combination  of  the 

Indian  word,  Sinsiawe,  meaning  "rattlesnake,"  and  mound,  because  situated 

near  a  truncated  cone  several  hundred  feet  high. 
Sioux;  many  places  in  the  United  States  bear  the  name  of  this  Indian  tribe,  among 

them  the  counties  in  Iowa  and  Nebraska.     The  word  meaning  a  "species  of 

snake,"  the  appellation  of  the  tribe  being  "enemies." 
Sir  Johns;  run;  small  stream  in  Morgan  County,  West  Virginia,  named  for  an  offi- 
cer of  Braddock's  army. 
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Siskiyou;  county  in  California  and  mountains  in  Oregon.  By  some  authorities  said 
to  be  a  corruption  of  the  original  name  given  the  district  in  California  by  the 
French — Six  Cailloux,  meaning  "six  bowlders;"  others  state  that  it  is  an  Indian 
word  meaning  "bob-tailed  horse,"  the  mountains  between  California  and  Oregon 
having  been  so  named  because  a  famous  bob-tailed  race  horse  was  lost  on  the 
trail.

Sissowkissink ;  creek  on  the  west  side  of  Delaware  River,  Pennsylvania.  Derived 
from  the  Indian  word,  Shihuwen,  "i)lace  of  black  ducks." 

Sitgreaves;  pass  in  Arizona,  named  for  Captain  Sitgreaves,  ITnited  States  Army. 

Sitkum;  vil'lage  in  Coos  County,  Oregon.  An  Indian  word,  meaning  "half,"  or  "a 
part. ' ' 

Skagit;  county  in  Wasliington,  named  for  an  Indian  tribe. 

Skanawono-Wesh.ance;  tributary  of  Wisconsin  River.  An  Indian  word,  meaning 
"the  creek  that  runs  through  bluffs." 

Skaneateles;  lake,  town,  and  village  in  Onondaga  County,  New  York.  An  Indian 
word,  meaning  "long  lake." 

Skilesville;  town  in  Muhlenburg  County,  Kentucky,  name<l  for  James  R.  Skiles. 

Skippack;  stream  and  a  village  in  Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania.  Deri\-ed 
from  the  Indian  word  Schki-jieek,  "pool  of  stagnant,  offensive  water." 

Skitticook;  branch  of  the  Mattawamkeag  River,  Maine.  An  Indian  word,  mean- 
ing "  dead-water  stream." 

Skokowish.;  river  in  Washington,  named  for  an  Indian  tribe,  the  word  said  to  mean 
"a  portage." 

Skookumchuck;  village  in  Lewis  County,  Washington.  An  Indian  word,  meaning 
' '  strong  water. ' ' 

Skowhegan;  town  in  Somerset  County,  Maine.  An  Indian  word,  said  to  mean

Succasunna;  town  in  Morris  County,  New  Jersey,  in  a  locality  famous  for  its  iron 

ore.     Derived  from  the  Indian  sukeu,   "black,"  and  achsun,   "stone;"  hence 

"place  where  the  black  stone  is  found." 
Sudbury;  town  in  INIiddlesex  County,  Mas.sachusetts,  named  for  the  town  in  England. 
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Suffern;  town   in   RorkUuHl  (ouiity,   New   York,  iiaiiie<l   from  tlie  Sutfcru  fuinily, 

which  <iwin'(l  considerable  jjroperty  in  the  county. 
Suffield;  town  in   Hartford  County,  Connecticut,  originally  called   Southlield,  and 

situated  in  ^Massachusetts;  so  named  because  "being  the  southernmost  towne 

that  either  at  j)resent  or  is  like  to  he  in  that  county."

Summers;  I'ounty  in  West  Virginia,  named  for  ( ieorge  W.  Summers,  Congressman 

fnjni  Virginia. 
Summerville;  town  in  Dorchester  County,  South  Carolina,  so  named  l)ecanse  it  is  a 

sunnner  resort  for  residents. 
Summit;  counties  in  Colorado  and  Cliio;  city  in  Union  County,  New  Jer.sey,  and 

town  in  Pike  County,  Mississippi,  so  named  because  of  their  elevation. 
Summit;  county  in  Utah,  so  named  because  of  its  mountains. 
Summit  Hill;  borough  in  Carbon  County,  Pennsylvania,  so  named  because  of  the 

elevation. 
Sumner;  county  in  Kansas,  named  for  Charles  Sumner,  an  American  statesman.

Sun  Prairie;  town  in  Dane  County,  Wisconsin,  so  named  because  a  party  of  pioneers, 

after  a  nine  days'  tramp  over  the  prairies  in  the  rain,  came  to  this  spot  as  the 

sun  came  out. 
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Superior;  lake  in  INIichigan.     Translation  of  the  original  Frencli  name  Lac  Supe- 

rieiir  aux  Outaouai-.s,  "the  npper  lake  of  the  Ottawas." 
Surprise;  creek  in  Yellowstone  Park,  so  named  because  recent  explorations  find 

its  course  different  than  was  formerly  supposed. 
Surry;  county  in  North  Carolina,  named  for  Lord  Surry,  an  advocate  of  Anieri 

independence. 
Surry;  county  in  Virginia,  and  tow^n  in  Cheshire  County,  New  Hampshire,  nam^, 

for  the  county  in  England. 
Survey;  peak  in  the  Yellowstone  Park,  so  named  l)ecause  a  signaling  point  for  the 

Indians. 
Suspecaugh.;  stream  in  New  Jersey.    An  Indian  word,  meaning  ' '  muddy  or  standing 

water. ' ' 
Susquehanna;    river,   county,   and   borough   in   Pennsylvania.     From   an   Indian 

word,  suckahanne,  "water." 
Sussex;  counties  in  Delaware,  New  Jersey,  and  Virginia,  named  for  the  county  in 

England. 
Sutro;  village  in  Lyon  County,  Nevada,  named  for  Adolph  Sutro. 
Sutter;  county  and  several  small  towns  in  California,  named  for  C-ol.  John  Sutter. 
Sutton;  town  in  Merrimack  County,  New  Hampshire,  named  for  town  of  the  same 

name  in  Worcester  County,  Massachusetts,  said  to  be  named  for  the  town  in 

England. 
Sutton;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  Lieutenant-Colonel  Sutton,  of  the  army  of  the 

Confederacy. 
Suwanee;  county,  town,  and  river  in  Florida,  creek  and  town  in  Gwinnett  County, 

Georgia.     Interpretations  of  this  Indian  word  are  various,  some  stating  that  it 

is  from  Shawnee,  the  tribe,  while  others  give  its  derivation  as  from  sawani, 

meaning  "echo"  or  "echo  river." 
Swain;  county  in  North  Carolina,  named  for  David  L.  Swain,  an  early  governor. 
Swainsboro;  town  in  Emanuel  County,  Georgia,  named  for  Col.  Stephen  Swain,  of 

the  State  legislature. 
Swampscott;  town  in  Essex  (bounty,  Massachusetts.     Various  derivations  are  given 

this  word— from  the  Indian  word  wonnesquamsauke,  "the  pleasant  water  place;" 

from  m'sqm-ompsk,  "red  rock,"  or  "at  the  red  rock;"  or  from  another  Indian 

word,  meaning  "broken  waters." 
Swannanoa;  stream  and  town  in  P>uncombe  County,  North  Carolina.     An  Indian 

word,  meaning  "l)eautiful." 
Swansboro;  town  in  Onslow  County,  North  Carolina,  prol)al)ly  so  named  on  account 

of  the  swans  frequenting  the  neighborhood. 
Swansea;  town  in  Bristol  Comity,  Massachusetts,  named  for  the  town  in  Wales. 
Swanville;  village  in  Erie  C-ounty,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  John  L.  Swan,  its  first 

settler. 
Swarthmore;  l)orough  in  Delaware  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  the  district  in 

England. 
Swedesboro;  town  in  Gloucester  County,  New  Jersey,  so  named  because  settled  by 

Swedes. 
Sweet  Grass;  county  in  Montana,  named  from  the  sweet-grass  hills. 
Sweet  Springs;  city  in  Saline  County,  Missouri,  so  named  because  of  its  neighlior- 

ing  springs. 
Sweetwater;  river  in  Wyoming,  giving  name  to  a  county,  the  river  having  been  so 

named  l)ecause  its  waters  have  a  sweet  taste. 
Swepsonville;  village  in  Alamance  County,  North  Carolina,  named  for  George  W. 

Swepson,  a  capitalist. 
Swift;  county  in  Minnesota,  named  for  an  early  governor. 

Swisher;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  James  G.   Swisher,  a  signer  of  the  Texas 
declaration  of  independence. 
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Switzerland:  county  in  Tmliana,  named  for  tlio  country  in  Europe. 

Sylva;  town  in  .laclvsou  ("duiity,  North  Carolina,  nanuul  for  a  jironiinent  resident. 

Sylvan  Grove;  city  in  Lincoln  Connty,  Kansas,  so  named  because  situated  near  the 
Twin  Groves,  on  the  north  hank  of  the  Saline  River. 

Symmes;  town  in  Hamilton  County,  Ohio,  named  for  John  Cleves  Synnncs,  judge 
in  the  Northwest  Territory. 

Syracuse;  city  in  Onondasn  County,  Ni'w  York,  named  for  the  ancient  city  of  Sicily. 

Tabery;  village  in  Oneida  County,  New  York,  named  for  the  iron-mining  town  in 
Swctlen. 

Table  Rock;  village  in  Pawnee  County,  Nebraska,  so  named  because  situated  near 
a  large,  flat-topped  rock. 

Tacoma;  city  in  Washington.  From  the  Indian  woi'd  Tahoma,  meaning  "the 
highest,"  "near  heaven." 

laconic;  range  of  hills  in  Massachusetts  and  village  in  Fairfield  County,  Connect- 
icut.    An  Indian  word,  meaning  "forest,"  or  "wilderness." 

Taghkanick;  creek  and  village  in  Columbia  County,  New  York.  An  Indian  word, 
said  to  mean  "there  is  water  enough." 

Tahoe;  lake  in  California  and  Ne'^ada.     An  Indian  word,  meaning  "big  water." 

Talbot;  county  in  Georgia,  named  for  Matthew  Talb(jt,  acting  governor  (if  tiie 
State  in  1819. 

Talbot;  county  in  Maryland,  probably  named  for  Sir  Robert  Talbot,  of  Ireland, 
who  married  Grace,  the  daughter  of  Sir  George  Cab.ert,  the  first  Lord  Balti- 
more, though  some  authorities  state  that  it  was  named  for  the  uncle  of  Lady 
Talbot. 

Talbott;  village  in  Jefferson  County,  Tennessee,  named  for  Col.  John  Talbott. 

Talbotton;  town  in  Talbot  County,  Georgia,  named  for  ]\Iatthew  Talbot,  acting 
governor  of  the  State  in  1819. 

Taliaferro;  county  in  Georgia,  named  for  Col.  Benjamin  Taliaferro. 

Talladega;  city  and  county  in  Alabama.  An  Indian  name,  meaning  "at  the  end," 
"on  the  border,"  hence  a  town  on  the  frontier. 

Tallahassee;  city  in  Florida,  so  named  because  it  is  supposed  to  have  been  the 
site  of  Indian  cornfields  in  remote  times.  An  Indian  word,  meaning  "old 
town." 

Tallahatchie;  county  in  Mississippi,  named  from  the  princi])al  branch  of  the  Yazoo 
River  in  the  same  State.     An  Indian  word,  meaning  "river  of  the  rock." 

Tallapoosa;  river  in  Georgia  and  Alabama,  giving  name  to  a  count}'  in  Alabama 
and  a  city  in  Haralson  County,  Georgia.  An  Indian  word,  meaning  "swift  cur- 
rent," or,  according  to  some  authorities,  "stranger,"  "newcomer." 

Talleyville;  village  in  Newcastle  County,  Delaware,  named  for  the  Talley  family, 
early  residents. 

(Tallula;  village  in  Menard  County,  Illinois; 

Tallulah  Falls;  town  in  Rabun  County,  Georgia.    From  an  Indian  word,  meaning 

I         "leaping  waters." 

Tama;  county  in  Iowa.  An  Indian  word,  meaning  "beautiful,"  "pleasant," 
"  lovely,"  or  the  name  of  the  wife  of  the  Indian  chief  Poweshiek.  Still  another 
authority  states  that  it  is  named  for  a  chief  whose  name  meant  "bear  w'hose 
voice  makes  the  rocks  tremble." 

Tamalpais;  village  in  Marin  C'ounty,  California.  A  Spanish  word,  meaning  "region 
of  the  Tamal  Indians.  " 

Tamanend;  village  in  Schuylkill  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  an  Indian  chief, 
the  word  meaning  "beaver-like,"  or  "amiable." 

Tamaqua;  borough  in  Schuylkill  County,  Pennsylvania.  From  an  Indian  word, 
meaning  "  beaver  stream." 

Tampa;  bay  and  city  on  the  West  coast  of  Florida.  From  the  Indian  word  Itimpi, 
"close  to  it,  near  it." 
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Taney;  county  in  Missouri,  named  Tor  Roger  B.  Taney,  Chief  Justice  of  the  United 

States. 
Tangipahoa;  river,  town,  and  parish  in  Louisiana,  named  for  an  Indian  tribe,  the 

word  meaning  "those  who  gather  maize  stalks." 
Tankhanna;  creels   in   Pennsylvania.     An   Indian    word,    meaning   "the  smaller 

stream." 
Taopi;  village  in  Mower  County,  Minnesota,  said  to  be  named  for  an  Indian  chief 

who  befriended   the    whites  in   the  Minnesota  massacre,    the  word   meaning 

"wounded." 

ITappan;  town  in  Harrison  County,  Ohio; 
Tappantown;  village  in  Rockland  County,  New  York.     From  the  Indian   word 
Thuphane,  meaning  "cold  stream." 
Tar;  river  in  North  Carolina; 

Tarboro;  town  in  Edgecombe  County,  North  Carolina.     Named  from  the  above, 

which  received  its  name  on  account  of  the  tar  made  upon  its  banks  by  early 

colonial  settlers.     Wheeler  gives  the  origin  of  the  name  of  the  river  as  from 

the  Indian  word  Tau,  "river  of  health." 

Tarrant;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  an  early  settler  jn'ominent  in  politics  after  the 

annexation. 
Tarrant;  creek  in  Virginia,  named  for  the  family  who  owned  much  land  along  its 

\Vestern  border. 
Tarry  all;  peak  and  stream  in  Colorado,  so  named  because  of  the  rich  placers  found 

along  the  latter. 
TarrytoAvn;  village  in  Westchester  County,  New  York.     Mortification  of  its  former 

name  of  Terwen,  "wheat  town,"  given  on  account  of  its  large  crops  of  that 

cereal.

Three  different  derivations  are  given  the  name:  From  Tanase,  the  name  of  the 

most  important  village  of  the  Cherokee  Indians;  from  an  Indian  word  meaning 

"a  curved  spoon;"  or  from  Taensa,  an  Indian  tribe  of  the  Watchesan  family. 
Tensas;  parish  in  Louisiana,  named  for  a  now  extinct  tribe  of  Indians.

Terrill;  mountain  in  Utah,  named  for  the  wife  of  J.  II.  Renshawe,  of  the  United 

States  (Tcological  Survey. 
Terry;  town  in  Hinds  County,  Mississippi,  named  for  P>ill  Terry,  a  resident. 
Terry;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  Frank  Terry,  conunander  of  the  Texas  Rangers

Texarkana;  city  in  Miller  County,  Arkansas,  near  the  border  between  Arkansas 
and  Texas.

Texas;  largest  of  the  United  States.  Said  by  some  to  be  a  Spanish  word  applied  to 
the  republic,  but  the  generally  accepted  version  of  the  name  is  that  it  is  an 
Indian  word,  used  as  a  token  of  friendship.  A  county  in  Missouri,  named  for 
that  republic. 

Thames;  river  in  Connecticut,  named  for  the  one  in  England. 

Thatchers;  island  in  Massachusetts,  named  for  Anthony  Thacher,  who  was  ship- 
wrecked there  in  1635.

Theresa;  county  in  Jefferson  County,  New  York,  named  for  the  daughter  of  James 
Le  Ray  de  Chaumont. 

Thibodaux;  town  in  Lafourche  Parish,  Louisiana,  named  for  H.  S.  Thibodeaux. 

Thielsen;  mountain  in  Oregon,  named  for  Hans  Thielsen,  chief  engineer  of  the 
Oregon  and  California  Railroad.

Three  Rivers;  city  in  Michigan;  so  named  because  situated  at  the  junction  of  the 
St.  Joseph,  Portage,  and  Rocky  rivers. 

Throckmorton;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  Dr.  William  E.  Throckmorton,  one  of 
tiie  hrst  pioneers  of  northern  Texas.

Tillery;  town  in  Halifax  County,  North  Carolina,  named  for  a  pronunent  citizen. 
Tilton;  town  in  Belknap  County,  New  Hampshire,  named  for  Charles  E.  Tilton,  of 

New  York. 
Tiltonsville;  town   in   .Jefferson   ('ounty,  Ohio,  named  for  a   family   of  early  pro- 
prietors. 
Timmonsville ;  town  in  Florence  County,  South  Carolina,  named  for  the  Tinunons 

family.

"goddess  of  the  valley." 
Titonka;  village  in  Kossuth  County,  Iowa.     An  Indian  word  meaning  "  big  house." 
Titus;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  James  Titus,  a  prominent  citizen. 
Titusville;  town  in  Brevard  County,  Florida,  named  for  its  founder,  Colonel  Titus, 

who  was  a  leader  in  the  Kansas  crusade. 
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Titusville;  city  in  Crawford   County,   Pennsylvania,   named   for  Jonathan  Titus, 

former  owner  of  the  town  site.

Tom  Green;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  Gen.  Tom  Green,  distinguished  in  the 

early  history  of  the  State,  and  later  in  the  civil  war. 
Tonioka;  river  in  Florida,  named  for  an  Indian  tribe. 

I  Tompkins;  county  and  town  in  Delaware  County,  New  York; 
Tompkinsville ;  village  in  Richmond  County,   New  York,  and  Monroe  County, 
Kentucky.     Named  for  Daniel  D.  Tompkins,  governor  of  New  York  in  1807. 
Toms;  river  in  Ocean  County,   New  Jersey,  said  to  have  been  named  for  Capt.

Tonica;  village  in  Lasalle  County,  Illinois,  prol)ably  named  from   the  Indian,  the 

word  said  to  mean  "a  place  or  country  inhabited." 
Tooele;  county  in  Utah,  so  named  on  account  of  a  species  of  rush  which  grows  in 

the  mountains. 
Topeka;  city  in  Kansas  and  village  in  Mason  (-ounty,  Illinois.     Indian,   meaning 

"  a  good  place  to  dig  potatoes." 
Topsfield;  town  in  Essex  County,  Massachusetts,  named  from  the  parish  in  England. 
Topsham;  town  in  Sagadahoc  County,  Maine,  named  for  the  seaport  in  England. 
Toronto;  many  towns   and   cities   in   the   United   States  bear  this   Indian  name, 

meaning  "oak  tree  rising  from  the  lake,"  which  has  been  transferred  to  them 

from  the  city  in  Canada.

Trousdale;  county  in  Tennessee,  named  for  Governor  William  Trousdale. 
Troy;  cities  in  Kansas,  Mississippi,  and  New  York,  named  for  the  ancient  Troy  of 

Asia  IVIinor. 
Troy;  town  in  Montgomery  County,  North  Carolina,  named   for  Matthew  Troy,  a 

jirominent  lawyer. 
Truckee;  river  in  California,  name<l  for  the  old  Indian  guide  of  Genei'al  Fremont. 
Truesdale;  town  in  Warren  C!ounty,  Missouri,  named  for  William  Truesdale,  former 

owner  of  the  townsite. 
Trumansburg,  village  in  Tompkins  County,  New^  York,  named  for  the  Tremaines, 

family  of  early  settlers. 
Trumbull;  county  in  Ohio,  named  for  Johnathan  Trumbull,  first  governor  of  Con- 
necticut, the  land  formerly  being  within  Connecticut's  Western  Reserve. 
Truro;  town  in  Barnstable  County,  Massachusetts,  named  for  the  town  in  England. 
Truxton;  town  in  Courtland  County,  New  York,  named  for  Commodore  Thomas 

Truxton. 
Tryon;  town  in  Polk  County,  North  Carolina,  named  for  William  Tryon,  colonial 

governor. 
Tuckaboe;  creek  in  New  Jersey.     Indian,  "  where  deer  are  shy." 
Tucker;  county  in  West  Virginia,  named  for  St.  George  Tucker,  an  eminent  Vir- 
ginia jurist. 
Tuftonboro;  town  in  Carroll  County,  New  Hampshire,  named  for  J.  Tufton  INIason, 

to  whom  tlie  grant  was  made. 
Tukuhnikavats ;  peak  of  the  Sierra  la  Sal  in  Utah,  named  for  a  LTte  Indian.     The 

word  means  "Dirt  Seer." 
Tulare;  county  and  city  in  California.     Indian,  "place  of  tales,  or  reeds." 
Tuleys;  creek  in  Humboldt  County,  California,  named  for  an  early  settler. 
Tully;  town  in  Onondaga  County,  New  York,  named  for  Marcus  Tullius  Cicero, 

the  Roman  orator. 
Tulpehocken;  stream  in  Pennsylvania.     Indian,  "land  of  turtles." 
Tum-water;  town  in  Thurston  County,  Washington.     An  Indian  word,  meaning 

"waterfall."     Another  authority  interprets  it  as  "the  beating  of  the  heart." 
Tunica;  county  and  town  in  Mississippi,  named  for  the  Indian  tribe,  the  word 

meaning  "the  people." 
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Tunkhannock;  borough  in  Wyoming  County,   Pennsylvania.     An   Indian   word, 

mraning  ''the  small  stream." 
Tuppecklianna;  stream  in  Pennsj'lvania.     An  Indian  word,  meaning  "the  stream 

which  tlows  from  a  large  spring." 
Turbutville;  borough  in  Northumberland  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  a  fam- 
ily who  had  large  land  holdings  in  the  State. 
Turin;  town  in  Lewis  County,  New  York,  named  from  the  city  in  Italy. 
Turkey;  river  in  Iowa,  so  named  l)ecause  much  frequented  by  wild  turkeys. 
Turmans;  creek  in  Sullivan  County,  Indiana,  named  for  Benjamin  Turman,  first 

settler  on  the  west  side  of  the  county. 
Turner;  town  in  Androscoggin  County,  Maine,  named  for  the  Rev.  Charles  Turner, 

of  Scituate,  Massachusetts. 
Turner;  county  in  South  Dakota,  named  for  J.  W.  Turner,  legislator. 
Turnersville;  town  in  Robertson  County,  Tennessee,  named  for  Major  Turner. 
Turnwall;  creek  in  Clark  County,  Arkansas,  corruption  of  the  French,  terre  noir, 

"black  land." 
Turret;  mountiiin  in  Yellowstone  Park,  so  named  from  its  shaj)e. 
Tuscaloosa;   county  and  city  in  Alabama  named   for  an  Indian  chief,  the  name 

meaning  "black  warrior." 
Tuscarawas;  river  and  county  in  Ohio,  and  several  townships.     An  Indian  word 

which  authorities  give  the  two  different  meanings,  "old  town,"  because  the 

oldest  Indian  town  in  that  part  of  the  State  was  situated  on  the  banks  of  the 

river;  and  "open  mouth." 
Tuscarora;    village  in  Livingston  County,  New  York,  and  river  in  Pennsylvania, 

named  for  the  Dusgaoweh  Indians,  a  tribe  of  the  Six  Nations,  whose  name 

signifies  "shirt-wearing  people." 
Tuscola;  county  in  Michigan  and  city  in  Douglas  County,  Illinois,  probably  named 

for  an  Indian  chief,  Tusco,  who  formerly  lived  in   the  vicinity.     The   name 

meaning  ' '  warrior. ' ' 
Tuscumbia;  city  in  Colbert  County,  Alabama,  and  village  in  Miller  County,  Mis- 
souri, named  for  a  Chickasaw  Indian  chief,  although  another  authority  favors 

the  derivation  of  the  Cherokee,  "grand  battle  ground." 
Tuskegee;  town  in  Macon  County,  Alabama.     Probably  derived  from  the  Indian 

word,  taskialgi,  "-warriors." 
Tusquitee;  village  in  Clay  County,  North  Carolina.     Indian,  "high  valle}\" 
Tusten;  town  in  Sullivan  County,  New  York,  named  for  Col.  Benjamin  Tusten. 
Tuttle;  lake  in  Wisconsin,  named  for  an  early  settler. 
Tuxedo;  a  few  places  in  the  United  States  bear  this  Indian  name,  which  undoubtedly 

is  derived  from  P'tauk-seet-tough,  meaning  "the  place  of  bears." 
Twiggs;  county  in  Georgia,  named  lor  (}en.  John  Twiggs. 
Twin  Rivers;  two  small  streams,  so  named  because  entering  Lake  Michigan,  from 

Wisconsin,  at  the  same  point.    Town  in  Manitowoc  County,  named  for  the  above. 
Two  Hearted;  river  in  Michigan.     An  erroneous  translation  of  the  Indian  name 

Nizhodesibi,  "twin  river." 
Two  Licks;  branch  of  the  Conemaugh  in  Indiana  County,  Pennsylvania.     Trans- 
lation of  the  Indian  name,  Nischahoni. 
Twowater;  branch  of  the  W^hite  River  in  eastern  Utah,  so  named  because  having 

two  main  sources — Bitterwater  and  Sweetwater  forks. 
Tygart;  valley  and  river  in  W^est  Virginia,  named  for  David  Tygart,  an  early  settler. 
Tyler;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  John  Tyler,  President  of  the  United  States. 
Tyler;  county  in  West  Virginia,  named  for  John  Tyler,  governor  of  Virginia. 
Tylerville;  village  in  Jefferson  County,  New  York,  named  for  Josiah  and  Frederick 

Tyler,  early  settlers.

Uchee;  village  in  Russell  County,  Alabama.     An  Indian  word,  meaning  "corn." 

TJdall;  city  in  Cowley  County,  Kansas,  named  for  Cornelius  Udall. 

Tlhrichsville;  city  in  Tuscarawas  County,  Ohio,  named  for  a  family  of  early  settlers. 

TJinkaret;  group  of  volcanic  mountains  in  Grand  Canyon,  Colorado,  and  plateau  in 
Arizona.     An  Indian  word,  meaning  "pine  mountain." 

Uinta;  counties  in  Utah  and  Wyoming  and  mountain  range  in  Utah,  named  for  a 
branch  of  the  Ute  I'ndians,  the  word  meaning  "  pine  land." 

TJiukufki;  stream  in  Indian  Territory.     Indian,  "muddy  water." 

Ukiah;  city  in  California,  name<l  for  the  Indian  tribe,  of  whose  name,  Yokaia,  it  is 
a  corruption,  the  word  meaning  "  lower  vallej'." 

XJlmers;  town  in  Barnwell  County,  South  Carolina,  named  for  the  Ulmer  family. 

Ulster;  county  in  New  York,  named  for  the  province  in  Ireland. 

Ulysses;  city  in  Grant  County,  Kansas,  anfl  village  in  Butler  County,  Nebraska, 
named  for  Gen.  Ulysses  S.  Grant. 

Umatilla;  river  and  county  in  Oregon,  said  by  some  to  be  named  for  a  tribe  of 
Indians.  Others  state  that  it  is  derived  from  U-a-tal-la,  meaning  "the  sand 
blew  bare  in  heaps,"  this  part  of  the  country  having  ridges  of  sand  alternating 
with  bare  ground. 

Umbagog;  lake  lying  partly  in  New  Hampshire  and  partly  in  Maine.  An  Indian 
word,  said  to  mean  "doubled  up."  Other  authorities  favor  "clear  lake,  shal- 
low," or  "great  waters  near  another." 

Umcolcus;  lake  and  stream  in  Maine.    An  Indian  word,  meaning  "whistling  duck." 

Ummo;  mountain  in  Mariposa  County,  California.  An  Indian  word,  meaning  "lost 
arrow." 

Unalaska;  island  in  the  Aleutian  Archipelago.  Indian,  meaning  "the  land  near 
Alayeska,  or  Alakshak." 

Unadilla;  village  in  Dooly  County,  Georgia;  river,  town,  and  village  in  Otsego 
County,  New  York.     Indian,  "place  of  meeting." 

Unaweep;  canyon  in  Colorado,  so  named  because  of  the  color  of  its  sandstone. 
Indian,  "red  rock." 

Uncasville;  village  in  New  London  County,  Connecticut,  named  for  a  war  chief  of 
the  Mohegan  Indians. 

Uncompahgre;  river  and  mountain  in  Colorado.  Derived  from  the  Indian,  Unca, 
"hot;"  i)ah,  "water;"  gre,  "spring;"  "hot  water  spring." 

Underbill;  town  in  Chittenden  County,  Vermont,  named  for  two  brothers,  share- 
holders under  the  original  charter. 

Union;  counties  in  Georgia,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Mississippi,  New  Mexico,  North  Caro- 
lina, Pennsylvania,  South  Dakota,  and  Tennessee,  and  parish  in  Louisiana, 
named  to  express  the  sentiment  which  now  actuates  the  American  people. 

Union;  county  and  town  in  New  Jersey,  founded  during  the  civil  war,  so  named  to 
express  the  patriotic  sentiment  of  that  section. 

Union;  county  in  Kentucky,  believed  to  be  so  named  because  of  the  unanimity  of 
tlie  people  when  the  division  of  the  county  from  which  this  was  taken  was  made. 

Union;  county  in  Indiana,  formed  by  the  union  of  parts  of  Wayne  and  Fayette 
counties.

Utah;  State  in  the  Union,  county  and  lake  in  same  State,  named  foi-  the  Ute  Indians, 
the  word  meaning  "home,  or  location,  on  the  mountain  top." 

Utica;  city  in  New  York,  named  for  the  ancient  t-ity  in  Africa;  towns  in  Livingston 
County,  Missouri,  and  Hinds  County,  Mississippi,  and  village  in  Macomb  County, 
Michigan,  named  for  the  al)Ove. 

Utuhu;  lake  in  Michigan.     Indian,  "oak." 

Uvalde;  county  and  town  in  Texas,  named  for  Jose  Uvalde. 

Uxbridge;  town  in  Worcester  County,  Massachusetts,  named  for  Henry  Paget,  Earl 
of  Uxbridge. 

Vacaville;  town  in  Solano  t'ounty,  California.  Spanish  word,  meaning  "cow," 
"beef." 

Vaiden;  town  in  Carroll  County,  Mississippi,  said  to  l)e  named  for  Dr.  Vaiden,  a 
resideixt  planter. 

Vailsburg-;  l)orough  in  Essex  County,  New  Jersey,  named  for  the  Vail  family,  resi- 
dents of  the  neighborhood. 

Valatie ;  village  in  Columbia  County,  New  York,  situated  near  a  small  falls.  Derived 
from  a  Dutch  word,  meaning  "little  falls."

Valley;  counties  in  Montana  and  Nebraska,  S(j  named  on  aci-ount  of  the  topography 
of  the  county. 

Valley;  town  in  Douglas  County,  Nebraska,  so  named  because  situated  at  the  junc- 
tion of  the  Republican  Valley  branch  of  the  TTnion  Pacific  and  the  main  line. 

Valley  Forge;  village  in  Chester  County,  Pennsylvania,  so  named  Ijecause  situated 
at  the  mouth  of  Valley  Creek,  where  a  forge  was  erected  in  the  days  antedating 
the  Revolution,  by  Isaac  Potts.

Valley  Ridge ;  town  in  Dunklin  County,  Missouri,  so  named  because  of  the  pecu- 
liarity of  the  land. 

Van  Buren;  counties  in  Arkansas,  Iowa,  Michigan,  and  Tennessee,  named  for 
Martin  Van  Buren,  the  eighth  President  of  the  ITnited  States. 

I  Vance;  county  in  North  Carolina; 
Vanceboro;  town  in  Craven  County,  same  State.     Named  for  Z.  B.  Vance,  governor 
and  Senator. 
Vances;  town  in  Orangeburg  County,  South  Carolina,  named  for  the  Vance  family, 
who  formerly  kept  the  ferry  at  this  place. 
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Vancouver;  town  and  military  fort  in  Clarke  County,    Washington,    named  for 

Capt.  George  Vancouver,  royal  navy,  who  explored  that  part  of  the  country  in 

1791. 
Vandalia;  city  in  Fayette  County,  Illinois,  giving  name  to  city  in  Missouri  and 

village  in  Cass  County,  Michigan,  the  town  in  Illinois  having  been  so  named  at 

the  suggestion  of  a  wag,  who  told  the  story  of  the  Goths  and  Vandals  to  the 

commissioners,  jokingly  giving  them  to  understand  that  the  selected  town  site 

was  the  scene  of  their  encounters. 
Vandemere;    town  in   Pamlico  County,  North  Carolina,   named  from  a  resident 

family. 
Vanderburg;  county  in  Indiana,  named  for  Henry  Vanderburgh,  judge  of  the  first 

court  formed  in  the  State. 
Van  Etten;  village  in  Chenmng  C-ounty,  New  York,  named  for  James  B.  A"an  Etten, 

member  of  the  assembly  in  1852. 
Van  Leuvens  Corners;  village  in  Albany  County,  New  York,  named  for  Isaac  Van 

Leuven. 
Van  Wert;  county  in  Ohio,  named  for  Isaac  Van  Wert,  one  of  the  militiamen  who 

assisted  in  the  capture  of  Major  Andre. 
Varinagrove;  town  in  Henrico  County,  Virginia,  named  for  the  town  in  Spain, 

because  the  same  kind  of  tobacco  is  raised  in  both  places. 
Varnville;  town  in  Hampton  County,  South  Carolina,  named  for  a  resident  family. 
Van  Zandt;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  Isaac  Yun  Zandt,  member  of  Texas  congress, 

prominent  politician.

Ventura;  river,  county,  town,  and  city  in  California.     Spanish,  meaning  "luck, 

fortune,  favoraVjle  chance." 
Vera  Cruz;  town  in  Wells  County,  Indiana,  named  for  the  old  city  of  Mexico. 
Verde;  river  in  Arizona  with  water  of  a  greenish  cast.     Spanish  word,  meaning 

' '  green. ' ' 
Verdery;  town  in  Greenwood  County,  South  Carolina,  named  for  a  resident  family. 
Vergennes;  city  in  Addison  County,  Vermont,  named  for  Chai'les  Granvier,  Count 

de  Vergennes. 
Vermilion;  counties  in  Indiana  and  Illinois,  parish  in  Louisiana,  villages  in  Erie 

County,  Ohio,  and    Edgar  County,   Illinois,   named   from   the  river  in  South 

Dakota,  said  to  have  been  so  named  because  of  the  red  earth  produced  by  the 

burning  of  the  shale  overlying  the  outcrop  of  coal,  by  ignition  from  autumnal 

fires. 
Vermont;  State  of  the  Union,  so  named  because  of  the  appearance  of  its  mountains. 

Derived  from  the  French,  Vert  Mont,  "green  mountains." 
Vermontville ;  village  in  Eaton  County,  Michigan,  named  for  the  State. 
Vernal  Fall;  waterfall  in  Yosemite  Valley,  California,  so  named  l)ecause  of  the 

l)eautiful  greenish  tints  which  it  displays. 
Vernon;  many  places  in  the  United  States,  named  for  the  home  of  Washington — 

Blount  A'ernon — among  them  the  parish  in  Louisiana. 
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Vernon;  county  in  Missouri,  named  for  Miles  Vernon,  of  Laclede  County. 
Vernon;  county  in  Wisconsin,  given  this  name  to  suggest  the  greenery  of  the  sur- 
rounding countr\\ 
Verona;  many  places  in  the  United  States,  named  for  the  city  in  Italy,  among  them 

the  town  in  Hancock  County,  Maine. 
Verplanck;  village  in  Westcliester  County,  New  York,  named  for  Philip  Verpianck. 
Versailles;  many  places  in  the  United  States  bear  the  name  of  the  palace  in  Paris. 
Vershire;  town  in  Orange  County,  Vermont;  name  formed  by  a  combination  of  the 

first  syllable  of  the  State  name  and  "shire,"   the  English  sutiix  designating 

county. 
Vevay;  city  in  Switzerland  County,  Indiana,  named  for  the  town  in  Switzerland. 
Vicksburg-;  city  in  Mississippi,  named  for  Neivitt  Vick,  its  founder. 
Victor;  village  in  Ontario  County,  New  York,  so  named  because  the  French  com- 
mander in  a  battle  fought  there  thought  he  had  captured  the  Iroquois  Indians 

for  the  French. 
Victor;  town  in  Montana,  named  for  a  noted  Flathead  chief. 
Victoria;  county  in  Texas,  indirectly  named  for  D.  Felix  Victoria,  lirst  president 

of  Mexico,  known  as  "Guadalujie"  Victoria. 
Vidalia;  town  in  Concordia  Parish,  Louisiana,  named  for  Vidal,  the  Spanish  gov- 
ernor of  the  district  in  which  the  town  is  situated. 
Vienna;  many  places  in  the  United  States  have  been  named  for  the  city  in  Austria. 
Vigo;  county  in  Indiana,  named  for  Col.  Francis  Vigo.

realized  to  a  considerable  extent. 
Vining;  city  in  Clay  County,  Kansas,   named  for  E.  P.  Vining,  an  officer  of  the 

Union  Pacific  Railroad. 
Vinton;  county  in  Ohio,  named  for  S.  F.  Vinton,  member  of  Congress  from  that

Viola;  village  in  Richland  County,  Wisconsin,  named  for  Viola  Buck.

Wabash;  counties  in  Indiana  and  Illinois,  river  flowing  through  both  States,  and 
city  in  Indiana.  From  the  Indian  word  Uuabache,  "cloud  borne  by  an  equi- 
noctial wind,"  or,  acconling  to  another  authority,  "  white  water." 

Wabasha;  county,  and  city  in  same  county,  in  Minnesota,  named  for  an  Indian  chief 
of  the  Sioux  Nation.  According  to  another  authority,  it  is  derived  from  wapa- 
hasa,  "a  standard  of  battle." 

Wabaunsee;  county  and  town  in  Kansas,  named  for  a  Potawatomi  Indian  chief, 
the  name  signifying  "dim  daylight,"  or  "causer  of  paleness,"  given  because  he 
captured  an  enemy's  camp  just  at  the  l)reak  of  day. 

Wabeno;  town  in  Forest  County,  Wisconsin.  Indian  word,  meaning  "men  of  the 
dawn,"  or  "eastern  men." 

Wacasassee;  river  and  bay  in  Florida,  so  named  because  of  the  herds  of  cattle  fre- 
quenting it.     Indian,  "cow  range." 

Waccamaw;  town  in  Georgetown  County,  South  Carolina,  and  river,  lake,  and  town- 
ship in  North  Carolina,  named  for  the  Indian  tribe. 

Wachusett;  mountain  in  Massachusetts.  An  Indian  word,  meaning  "  the  moun- 
tain "  or  "  near  the  mountain." 

Waco;  town  in  Smith  County,  Mississippi,  village  in  Cleveland  County,  North 
Carolina,  and  city  in  McLennan  County,  Texas,  named  for  an  Indian  tribe,  the 
name  meaning  "  heron." 

Waconia;  village  in  Carver  C'ounty,  Minnesota.     Indian,  meaning  "  living  spring." 

Waconda;  village  in  Mitchell  County,  Kansas.  An  Indian  word,  meaning  "the 
great  spirit,"  "the  creator  of  all  things,"  "the  god  of  war." 

Wacouta;  village  in  Goodhue  County,  Minnesota.  Indian,  meaning  "shooter,"  the 
name  of  an  Indian  chief  who  lived  at  Red  Wing. 

Waddington;  town  in  Huml)oldt  County,  California,  named  for  an  early  settler. 

Waddington;  village  in  St.  Lawrence  County,  New  York,  named  for  Joshua  Wad- 
dington,  proprietor. 

Wadena;  county,  and  village  in  same  county,  in  Minnesota,  and  town  in  Fayette 
County,  Iowa.     Probably  from  the  Indian  word  odana,  "town." 

Wadesboro;  town  in  Anson  County,  North  Carolina,  named  for  Col.  Thomas  Wade. 

Wading  River;  village  in  Suffolk  County,  New  York,  named  for  the  river,  which 
was  so  called  because  the  Indians  waded  into  it  for  the  shellfish  to  be  found 
there.

Wappingers  Falls;  village  in  Dutchess  County,  New  York.    Named  for  an  Indian 
tril)e. 
Wapsipincon;  river  in  Iowa,  so  named  because  of  the  root  which  is  found  in  great 

abundance  upon  its  banks.     Indian  word,  meaning  "  white  potatoes." 
Wapwallopen ;  stream  and  village  in  Luzerne  County,  Pennsylvania.     Indian  name, 
said  by  some  to  mean  "the  place  where  the  messengers  were  nuirdered;"  by 
others,  "where  the  white  hemp  grows."

Wetzel;  county  in  West  Virginia,  named  for  Lewis  Wetzel,  a  noted  pioneer  and 
Indian  fighter. 

Wewoka;  stream  and  village  in  Seminole  Nation,  Indian  Territory.  Indian  word, 
meaning  "barking  water." 

Wexford;  county  and  town  in  Michigan,  probably  named  for  the  county  in  Ireland. 

Weyauwega;  village  in  Waupaca  County,  Wisconsin.  Probably  a  corruption  of 
the  Indian  word  ouiawikan,  "he  embodies  it,"  but  according  to  another  authority 
the  name  of  a  trusted  Indian  guide  in  the  employ  of  Governor  Doty,  the  name 
meaning  "whirling  wind."

Yahara;  tributary  of  Rock  River, Wisconsin.    Indian  word,  meaning  "catfish  river."

of  Indians,  the  name  meaning  "black  bear,"  or,  according  to  other  authorities, 

"coward." 
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Yale;  university  in  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  named  for  Elislia  Yale,  of  London, 
which  gives  name  to  man}'  phices  in  the  United  States,  among  them  the  village 
in  St.  Clair  County,  Michigan,  and  the  mountttln  in  Colorado. 

Yalobusha;  county  in  Mississippi.    Indian  word,  meaning  "tadpole  place." 

Yamhill;  county,  and  river  in  Oregon,  named  for  the  Yamil  Indians,  a  tribe  of  the 
Kalapooian  family. 

Yancey;  county  in  North  Carolina,  named  for  Bartlett  Yancey,  ])rominent  politi- 
cian of  the  State. 

Yankee;  this  name,  with  various  suffixes,  forms  the  name  of  many  places  in  the 
Cuited  States.  The  name  is  said  to  be  the  Indian  pronunciation  of  the  word 
"  English,"  and  bestowed  upon  the  inhabitants  of  New  England  ])y  the  people 
of  Virginia  when  they  refused  to  aid  them  in  a  war  with  the  Cherokees,  it  mean- 
ing to  them  "cowards."  After  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill,  the  people  of  New 
England  haviug  established  a  reputation  for  bravery,  accepted  the  name  and 
gloried  in  it. 

Yankton;  county  and  city  in  South  Dakota.  Corruption  of  Yanktonnais,  the  name 
of  an  Indian  tribe. 

Yantic;  river  in  Connectii-ut.  Indian  word,  meaning  "extending  to  the  tidal 
river." 

Yaquina;  bay  and  town  in  Lincoln  County,  Oregon,  probably  named  for  Yaqnina, 
a  female  Indian  chief. 

Yardley;  borough  in  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania,  named  for  a  family  of  early 
settlers. 

Yarmouth;  town  in  Barnstable  County,  Massachusetts,  named  for  a  seaport  town  of 
England. 

Yates;  county  in  New  York,  named  for  Joseph  C.  Yates,  early  governor  of  the 
State. 

Yates  Center;  town  in  Woodson  County,  Kansas,  named  for  Abner  Yates,  former 
owner. 

Yazoo;  county  and  river  in  Mississippi,  named  for  a  triVje  of  Indians,  the  name  said 
to  mean  "to  blow  on  an  instrument." 

Yell;  county  in  Arkansas,  named  for  Col.  Archibald  Yell,  formei'  governor  of  the 
State. 

Yellow  Jacket;  pass  in  Colorado,  so  named  because  infested  with  these  insects. 

Yellow  Medicine ;  county  and  river  in  Minnesota.  From  the  Indian  word,  Paju- 
tazee,  "yellow  root,"  probably  meaning  a  root  used  by  them  medicinally. 

Yellowstone;  river  in  Montana  and  Wyoming.  Name  derived  from  its  original 
French  name,  Roche  jaune,.  meaning  "yellow  rock  or  stone,"  though  by  some 
said  to  be  from  the  Indian,  mi-tsi-a-da-zi,  "rock  yellow  river." 

Yellville;  town  in  Marion  County,  Arkansas,  named  for  Col.  .Vrclii])ald  Yell, 
former  governor  of  the  State. 

Yemassee;  village  in  Hampton  County,  South  Carolina,  named  for  a  tril)e  of  the 
Shawnee  Indians,  the  word  meaniug  "mild,  gentle,  peacea})le." 

Yoakum;  town  in  Dewitt  County,  Texas,  named  for  a  man  who  was  instrumental 
in  building  up  the  town. 

Yolo;  county  in  California.  From  the  Indian,  meaning  "  place  abounding  with 
rushes,"  or,  according  to  another  authority,  "  possession  of  royal  blood." 

Yonkers;  city  in  New  York,  named  for  a  manor  house  built  by  the  Dutch,  the  word 
meaning ' '  young  lord, ' '  and  first  applied  in  this  country  to  Adrien  Van  der  Douck, 
a  patentee.

JYorktown;  town  in  York  County,  Virginia.     Named  for  the  county  in  England. 
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Yosemite;  valley  in  California,  probably  named  for  a  small  tribe  of  Indians  formerly 

living  in  the  vicinity,  the  name  meaning  "grizzly  bear." 
Youg-hiog-heny;    river  in   Maryland   and   Pennsylvania.     Indian    word,    meaning 

"  stream  flowing  in  an  opposite  direction." 
Young-;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  William  Cooke  Young. 
Young-s;  bay  and  river  in  Washington,  named  for  Sir  Charles  Young,  of  the  royal 

navy. 
Young-stown;  village  in  Niagara  County,   New  York,   named  for  John  Young,  a 

merchant  of  the  place. 
Youngsto'wn ;  city  in  Ohio,  named  for  Johir  Young,  an  early  resident. 
Youngsville;  town  in  Franklin  County,  North  Carolina,  named  for  a  prominent 

family. 
Yount;  peak  in  the  Yellowstone  Park,  named  for  Harr)'  Yount,  early  hunter  and 

guide. 
Ypsilanti;  city  in  Michigan,  named  for  a  Greek  prince. 
Yreka;  town  in  Siskiyou  County,  California,  named  for  an  Indian  tribe.     Also  said 

to  ])e  a  corruption  of  Weikah,  "  whiteness,"  the  Indian  name  for  INIount  Shasta. 
Yuba;  river  and  county  in  California.     Derived  from  the  original  Spanish  name  of 

the  river,  el  Rio  de  las  Uvas,  "  the  river  of  the  grapes." 
Yuma;  counties  in  Arizona  and  Colorado,  city  in  Arizona  and  town  in  Colorado, 

named  for  an  Indian  tribe,  the  name  meaning  "sons  of  the  river." 
Zanesfield;  village  in  Logan  County,  Ohio,  named  for  Col.  Isaac  Zane. 
Zanesville;  city  in  Ohio,   named   for  Ebenezer  Zane,  who,  with   John  Mclntire, 

founded  the  city. 
Zapata;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  a  Mexican  colonel  who  led  a  force  of  Mexicans 

and  Texans  against  Mexico  in  1839. 
Zavalla;  county  in  Texas,  named  for  Gen.   Lorenzo  de  Zavala,  a  Mexican  who 

espoused   the   cause  of  Texas's  independence  and    w^as  vice-president  of  the 

Republic. 
Zebulon;  town  in  Pike  County,  Georgia,  named  for  Col.  Zebulon  M.  Pike. 
Zionsville;  town  in  Boone  County,  Indiana,  named  for  William  Zion,  a  pioneer. 
Zuni;  river  in  New  Mexico,  named  for  an  Indian  tribe,  the  name  said  to  mean 

"they  live  in  mud  houses;"  another  authority  favors  "  the  people  of  the  long 

nails. ' ' 
Zwingle;  village  in  Jackson  County,  Iowa,  named  for  Ulrich  Zwingle,   a  Swiss 

reformer.
